jlrticles  pf  peace^  commerce^  and  aDiance^  between  the 
crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  cmckded  in 
a  treaty  at  Madrid,  the  44*  of  May^  in  the  year  ef 
imr  Lord  God  1667. 

Article  L 

FIRST,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded.  That  from  this 
day  forward  there  ihall  be  between  the  two  crowns  of 
Great  Britain  and  Spain,  a  general,  good,  fincere,  true^ 
firm,  and  perfect  amity,  confederadon,  and  peace^ 
which  fhall  endure  for  ever,  and  be  obicrved  vxno^ 
lably,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea  and  frefh- waters ;  and 
alfo  between  the  lands,  countries,  kingdoms,  dominions,, 
and  territories,  belonging  unto,  or  under  the  obedience 
of  either  of  them  i  and  that  their  fubjedts,  people^ 
and  inhabitants  re|pe£bively,  of  what  condidon,  degree, 
or  quality  foever,  from  henceforth,  reciprocally)  ihall 
help,  aflift,  and  ihew  to  one  another  all  manner  of  love^ 
good  offices,  and  fiiendfliip. 

II.  That  neither  of  the  faid  Kings,  iior  their  rc- 
ipe£rive  people,  fubje£bs,  or  inhabitants,  within  their 
dominions,  upon  any  pretence,  may  in  public  or  fecrec 
do,  or  procure  to  be  done,  any  thing  againft  the  o;her, 
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in  any  fflacc,  by  fea  or  land,  nor  in  the  p6rts  or  rivers 
c£  the  one .  or  the  other,  but  fhall  treat  one  another 
with  all  love  and  friendfliip ;  and  may  by  water  and 
by  land  freely  arid  fecurely  pafe  into  the  confines, 
/[Countries,  lands,  kingdoms,  iflands,  doniinions,  cities, 
towns,  villages,  walled  or  without  wall,  fortified  or  un- 
fortified, their  havens  and  ports  (where  hitherto  trade 
and  commerce  hath  been  accuftomed)  and  there  trade, 
buy,  and  fell,  as  well  of  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
refpeftive  places,  as  thofe  of  their  own  nation,  or  any 
other  nation  that  Ihall  be  or  come  there, 

III.  That  the  faid  Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain 
ihall  take  care  fhat  their  relpc<5tive  people  and  fubjeds 
from  henceforward  do  abftain  from  all  force,  violence, 
or  wrong ;  and  if  any  injury  fhall  be  done  by  either  of 
the  faid  Kings,  or  by  the  people  or  fubjefts  of  either  of 
th^m,  to  the  people  or  fubjefts  of  tbs  other,  againft 
the  articles  of  this  alliance,  or  againft  common  right, 
ihenc  ihall  not  therefore  be  given  letters  of  reprifal, 
marque,  or  counter-marque,  by  any  of  the  confede- 
rates, until  fuch  time  as  juftice  is  fought  and  followed 
in  the  ordinary  courfe  of  law ;  but  if  jufl;ice  be  denied 
or  delayed,  tlien  the  King  whofe  people  or  inhabitants 
have  received  harm,  Ihall  afk  it  of  the  other,  by  whom 
(as  is  'faid)  the  juftice  ftiall  have  been  denied  or  de- 
fcyed,  or  of  the  commiffioners  that  ftiall  be  by  the  one 
Kng  or  the  othfer  appointed  to  receive  and  hear  fuch 
demands,  to  the  end  that  all  fuch  differences  may  be 
coriipounded  in  friendfliip,  or  according  to  law.  But 
IF  there  fhould  be  yet  a  delay,  or  juftice  fliould  not  be 
done,  nor  fatisfe<5tion  given  widiih  fix  monflis  after 
having  the  fame  fo  demanded,  then  may  be  grvTn  let- 
ters of  reprifal,  marque,  or  counter-marque. 

IV,  That  between  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  King  of  Spain,  and  their  refpeftive  people,  fub- 
jefts,  and  inhabitants,  as  well  upon  fea  as  upcn  land 
and  frefh-water,  in  all  and  every  their  kingdoms,  lands, 
countries,  dominions,  confines,  territories,  provinces,

eitseks,  baf s,  ftreight;^,  aad  cunfntSj  where  iiichertQ 
trade  mi  cmnonerce  hach  been  «cc\iA^nae4  thtrt  ihali 
be  fiee  tcade  and  CQKnmcrcc>  in  fuch  way  md  mjuyier, 
that  without  fafe-conduft,  and  without  general  or  par- 
ticular, licence,  the  people  and  fubjefts^  of  each  other 
may  fredy,  as  well  by  land  as  by  lea  and  frcfh-water, 
Aavigate  and  go  imo  their  faid  countries>  kingdoms, 
dominions,  and  all  the  cities,  ports,  currents,  bays, 
difbifts,  and  odier  places  therccJi  and  may  enter  into 
any  port  with  dieir  fliips  laden  or  empty,  caniagc  or 
carriages  wherein  to  bring  their  mcrdiandi2ei  and 
fliere  buy  and  fell  what  and  how  much  they  plcafe^ 
and  alfo  at  juft  and  reafonable  rates  provide  thenrifehnes 
with  provifions  and  odier  tieceflaiy  things  for  their 
fiibfiftance  and  voyage  j  and  alfo  may  repair  their  (hips 
and  carriages,  and  from  thence  again  "freely  depart 
with  their  fhips,  carriages,  goods,  merchandize,  and 
eftate,  and  return  to  their  own  countries,  or  to  luch 
other  place  as  they  Ihall  think  fit,  without  any  molef* 
tadon  or  impediment,  fo  that  they  pay  the  duties  amj 
cuftoms  which  Ihall  be  due,  and  faving  to  either  fidfc 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  their  country,  ^ 

Y.  Item,  It  is  likewife  agreed.  That  (of  the  mer* 
chandizes  which  the  fubje(5te  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri^ 
tain  ihall  buy  in  Spain,  or  other  the  kingdoms  or  d<^ 
ooinions  of  die  King  of  Spain,  and  (hall  carry  in  their 
€fwn  ihtps,  or  in  (hips  hired  or  lent  unto  them,  no  new 
Gufteons,  toll,  tenth$,  fubfidies,  or  other  rights  ojrdi]de$ 
wfaatfoevtT,  fliall  be  t^en  or  increafed^  other  th^B  thoCc 
which  in  the  iike  cafe  the  nadves  thenrifelvess  aad  $11 
other  ftoangers  are  obHged  to  pay.;  «nd  the  fiibjc6b 
$£>Tn(saA  bfoymgy  felHng,  and  contra<^ing  fi>r  cheir  w^i^ 
chandizes,  as  wcU  in  refpe6t  of  the  pricey,  as  of  all 
dudes  to  be  paid,  ihall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges 
which  are  dUowcd  to  the  natural  fiiibfe&s  of  Spain,  i 
and  may  buy  and  lade  dieir  (hips  with  iuch  :goods  and 
tnmrheAdizes ;  which  &id  (hips  beiog  laden^  and  oii^ 
toms  paid  for  the  goods^  (hall  not  be  detained  .in  port 
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iipon  any  pretence  whatfbever;  nor  ihall  the  laders, 
merchants,  or  faftors,  who  bought  and  loaded  the 
goods  aforefaid>  be  queitioned^  after  the  departure  of 
the  faid  ihips^  for  any  matter  or  thing  whatlbever  con- 
cerning the  fame. 

VI.  And  to  the  end  that  the  officers  and  minifters 
of  all  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  belonging  to  cither, 
may  neither  demand  nor  take  from  the  relpeftive 
merchants  and  people  greater  taxes,  duties,  (tipendsj 
recompences,  gifts,  or  any  other  charges,  than  what 
©ught  to  be  taken  by  virtue  of  this  treaty  i  and  that 
the  faid  merchants  and  people  may  know  and  under- 
fbuid  with  certainty  what  is  ordained  in  all  things  . 
touching  this ;  it  is  agreed  and  concluded.  That  tables , 
and  lifts  fhall  be  put  up  at  the  doors  of  the  cuftom- 
houfes  and  regiftries  of  all  the  cities,  villages,  and 
towns  o^  or  appertaining  to  one  or  the  other  King^ 
where  fuch  rights  and  excifes,  or  cuftoms,  are  ufually 
paid  J  in  which,  how  much,  and  of  what  quality  fuch 
rights,  cuftoms,  fubfidies,  and  payments,  either  to  the 
K^gs  or  any  the  aforefaid  officers  are  allowed,  fhall  be 
put  down  in  writing,  declaring  as  well  the  fpecies  of 
what  is  imported,  as  what  is  carried  out.  And  if  any 
officer,  or  any  other  in  his  name,  upon  any  pretence 
whatfbever,  in  public  or  fecret,  direftly  or  indireftly, 
ihall  afk  or  receive  of  any  merchant  or  other  perfon 
refpeftively,  any  fum  of  money  or  other  thing,  by  the 
name  of  right,  due,  ftipend,  allowance,  or  recompence 
(though  it  be  by  the  way  of  voluntary  donative)  more 
or  otherwife  than  aforef;ud,  the  faid  officer  or  his  de- 
puty being  in  fuch  manner  guilty,  and  conviA  before  a 
competent  judge  in  the  country  where  the  crime  is 
committed,  (hall  be  put  in  prifon  for  three  months, 
and  fhall  pay  thrice  the  value  of  the  thing  fo  received  i 
of  which  the  half  ihall  be  for  the  King  of  th<;  country^ 
where  Ac  crime  is  committed,  and  the  other  half  fbf 
the  denunciator,  for  the  which  he  may  fue  his  right  be- 
fore any  competent  judge  of  the  country  where  it  fhall 
happen. 

VII/  That 
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VIL  That  k  ihall  be  lawful  fer  the  fubjcAs  of  die 
Kii^  c£  Great  Britain  to  bring  out,  and  cany  into 
Spain,  and  all  or  any  lands  and  dominions  of  the  King 
of  Spain  (where  heretofore  they  have  ufed  trade  and 
commerce)  and  trade  diere  with  all  kind  of  merchan* 
dize,  clothes»  manufaftures,  and  things  of  die  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  manufadures,  goods,  fruits, 
and  kinds  of  the  iOands,  towns,  and  plantadons  to  him 
appertaining,  and  what  Ihall  have  been  bought  by 
Engliih  fa&ors  on  this  fide,  or  farther  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  Cape  of  Buena  £Q>eran(a,  without  being  en- 
£>rced  to  declare  to  whom,  or  for  what  price  they  fell 
their  faid  merchandize  and  provifions,  or  being  mo- 
lefled  for  the  errors  of 'the  mafters  of  the  fliips,  or 
others,  in  the  entry  of  the  goods  -,  and  at  their  pleaiuie 
to  return  again  out  of  the  dominions  of  the  King  of 
Spain,  with  all  or  any  goods,  eftates,  and  merchandize, 
to  any  of  the  territories,  iQands,  dominions,  and  coun« 
tries  of  the  King  of  England,  or  to  any  other  place, 
paying  the  rights  and  tributes  mentioned  in  the  ante- 
cedent chapters ;  and  the  reft  of  all  their  lading  which 
is  not  brought  to  land,  they  may  detain,  keep,  and 
cany  away  in  their  faid  fhip  or  fliips,  veflcl  or  vclfcls, 
again,  without  paying  any  right  or  impofjtion  what- 
focver  for  it,  as  if  therewith  they  had  never  been  with- 
in  any  bay  or  port  of  the  Catholic  King.  And  all  the 
goods,  eftates,  merchandize,  Ihips,  or  other  veflels, 
with  any  things  introduced  into  the  dominions  or  places 
of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  as  prizes,  andjtidged  for 
fuch  in  the  faid  dominions  and  places,  fliall  be  taken 
ibr  goods  and  merchandize  of  Great  Britain,  compre- 
hended fo  by  the  intention  of  this  article. 

VIII.  That  the  fubjedh  and  vaflals  of  the  moft  fe- 
rene  King  of  Great  Britain  may  bring  and  carry  to  all 
and  fingular  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain,  any 
fiuits  ajnd  commodides  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  it  appearing 
by  teftimony  of  the  deputies  of  the  Eaft  India  company 
in  London,  that  they  are  of,  or  have  come  from  the 
En^Ih  conquefts,  plantadons,  or  fa&ories,  with  liki 

privilege. 
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piivikge,  and  accoitding  to  what  is  aHowed  to  die  fiib^ 
jefts  of  the  United  Provinces,  by  the  royal  codulas  joT 
Contravando,  bearing  date  the  27th  of  June,  and  the 
•  gd  of  July,  1663,  and  pubHlhed  on  the  '3orfi  of  June» 
and  4th  of  July,  the  fan^e  year.  And  for  what  may 
concern  bodi  the  Indies,  and  any  other  parts  wfaadb- 
cver,  the  crown  of  Spain  doth  grant  to  the  Kii^  of 
Great  Britain  and  his  fubjefts,  all  that  is  granted  to  tbt 
United  States  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  their  fubjedb, 
in  their  treaty  of  Munftcr,  1643, point  for  point,  in  as  fall 
and  ample  manner  as  if  the  fame  were  herein  particularly 
infeited,  the  fame  rules  being  to  be  obferved  where- 
unto  the  fubje6ts  of  the  faid  United  States  are  obliged, 
and  mutual  oftices  of  friendihip  to  be  performed  from 
one  fide  to  die  other. 

IX.  That  the  fubje£ts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
trading,  buying,  and  felling  in  any  of  the  kingdoms,  go- 
vernments, iflands,  ports,  or  territories  of  the  faid  King 
of  Spain,  Ihall  have,  ufe,  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges 
and  immunities  which  the  faid  King  hath  granted  and 
confirmed  to  the  Englifli  merchants  that  refide  in  An- 
daluzia,  by  his  royal  cedulas  or  orders,  dated  the  1 9di 
flay  of  March,  the  26th  day  of  June,  and  the  9th  day 
of  November  1645  ;  his  Catholic  Majefty  by  thefe 
prefents  re-confirming  the  iame,  as  a  part  of  this  trea- 
ty between  the  two  crowns.  And,  to  the  end  that  it 
be  manifeft  to  all,  it  is  confcnted,  that  the  faid  fchedules 
(as  to  the  whole  fubftance  thereof)  be  pafled  and  tranT- 
ierred  to  the  body  of  the  prefent  articles,  in  the  name 
and  favour  of  all  and  Angular  the  fubjefts  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  refiding  and  trading  in  any  places 
whatfoever  widiin  his  Catholic  Majefty 's  dominions. 

X.  'That  the  Ihips,  or  any  other  veflels  that  fliall 
belong  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  or  his  fubjedts,  na- 
vigating into  the  King  of  Spain's  dominions,  or  any  of 
his  ports,  ihall  not  be  vifited  by  the  judges  of  counter- 
band,  or  by  any  other  officer  or  perfon,  by  his  own,  or 
by  any  other  authority  j  nor  ihall  any  foldicrsj  armed 
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Ken,  or  other  officers  or  perfons  be  put  on  boaid  an^ 
cif  die  iaid  fhips  or  veflels ;  nor  (hall  the  officers  d[ 
fhe  cufijom^houie  of  the  one  or  the  other  party,  fearch 
in  any  vefifels  or  fhips  belonging  to  the  people  of  the 
wc  or  the  other,  which  (hall  enter  into  their  regions^ 
doaoimons,  or  nefpe6tit^  ports,  until  their  faid  (kips  oe 
veflels  are  unladen,  or  until  they  have  carried  on  fhoit 
aU  the  lading  and  merchandize,  which  they  declam 
they  refohne  to  diiembark  in  the  faid  port ;  nor  fhatt 
the  captain,  mafter,  or  any  other  of  the  <rompany  of 
the  iaid  fhips  be  impriibned,  or  they  or  their  boats  de- 
wned  on  fhore ;  but  in  the  interim,  officers  of  the 
cuflom-houfe  may  be  put  on  board  the  faid  veflels  or 
ihips^  fo  they  exceed  not  the  number  of  three  for  each 
fliip,  to  fee  that  no  goods  or  merchandize  be  landed 
out  of  the  faid  fhips  or  vefTels,  without  payir^  fuch 
duties  as  by  thefe  articles  either  party  is  obliged  to  pay; 
whidi  faid  ofiicers  are  to  be  without  any  charge  to  the 
fliip  or  fhips,  vcflel  or  veflels,  their  conunanders,  ma- 
riners, company,  merchants,  fadbors,  or  proprietors* 
And  when  it  happens  that  the  mafler  or  owner  of  any 
Ihip  ihall  declare  die  whole  lading  of  his  faid  fhip  is 
to  be  difcharged  in  any  port,  the  entry  of  the  laid  lading 
fhall  be  made  in  the  cultom-houfe,  after  the  ufual 
tnanner ;  and  if  after  the  entry  made,  any  other  goods 
be  found  in  the  faid  fhip  or  fhips,  more  than  what  arc 
contained  in  the  faid  entry,  eight  working  days  fhall  be 
allowed  them,  on  which  they  may  work  (wliich  fhall 
be  reckoned  from  the  day  they  began  to  unlade)  to 
the  end  that  the  concealed  goods  may  be  entered,  and 
the  confifcation  of  them  prevented :  and  in  cafe  that 
in  the  time  limited,  the  entry  or  manifeflation  of  dicm 
Ihall  not  have  been  made,  then  fuch  particular  goods 
only,  which  fhall  be  found  as  aibrefaid,  though 
the  unlading  be  not  finifhed,  fhall  be  confifcated,  and 
not  any  other ;  nor  fhall  other  trouble  be  given,  or 
punifhment  inflifted  on  the  merchant  or  owner  of  th6 
fliip ;  and  when  the  fhips  or  vefTels  are  re-laden,  they 
may  have  freedom  to  go  out  again. 

XL  that 
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XI.  That  the  (hip  or  Ihips  aj^crtaining  to  the  one  or 
the  other  King,  or  to  their  refpcctive  people  andlubje£ts> 
that  fhall  enter  into  any  ports,  lands^  or  doniinions  of 
^  the  one  or  the  other,  and  fhall  difcharge  any  part  of 
their  goods  and  nierchandizes  in  any  port  or  haven* 
being  coniigned  wit^  the  reft  to  other  places  within  or 
-without  the  faid  dominions,  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  re«^ 
gifter  or  pay  the  rights  of  any  other  goods  or  merchan- 
dize, than  of  that  which  they  fhall  unlade  in  the  faid 
port  or  haven,  nor  be  conffa^ined  to  give  bond  for  the 
eoods  they  fhall  carry  to  other  places,  nor  any  other 
fecurity,  if  it  be  not  in  cafe  of  felony^  debt^  treafon^  or 
other  capital  crime. 

XIL  Whereas  die  one  moiety  of  the  cuftom  of  all 
foreign  goods  and  merchandizes  imported  into  Eng* 
land^  is  allowed  and  returned  back  to  the  importer^  if 
the  faid  goods  be  exported  out  of  the  faid  kingdom 
within  twelve  months  after  die  firft  landing,  upon  oath 
made  that  tliey  are  the  fame  goods  which  paid  cuftoni 
inwards,  and  that  if  they  be  not  re-fhipped  within  the 
laid  twelve  months,  yet  they  may  at  ail  times  be  ex* 
ported  without  paying  any  cuftom  or  duty  outwards ; 
It  is  therefore  agreed.  That  if  any  the  fubjefts  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  fhall  hereafter  land  any  goods  or 
merchandize,  of  what  growth  or  nature  fbever  they  be, 
in  any  of  the  ports  of  his  Catholic  Majefly,  and  having 
entered  them,  and  paid  the  cuftom  which  by  this  treaty 
ought  to  be  paid,  and  fhall  afterwards  defire  to  trans- 
port tliem,  or  any  part  of  them,  to  any  other  place 
whatfoe ver,  for  a  better  market,  it  fhall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  him  or  them  fb  to  do  freely,  without  paying 
or  being  demanded  any  other  cuftom  or  duty  at  all  for 
the  fame,  he  or  they  making  oath,  if  required  thereua- 
to,  that  they  are  the  fame  goods  for  which  cuftonri  was 
paid  at  their  landing:  and  in  cafe  that  the  fybjefts^ 
people,  and  inhabitants  of  the  dominions  of  either  part 
Ihall  unlade,  or  have  m  any  city,-  town,  or  village  rc- 
fpedively,  any  goods,  merchandizes,  fruits,  or  eftates^* 
and  have  paid  the  cuftoms  due^  according  to  what 
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liath  been  declared,  and  after  that,  not  being  able  to 
put  them  off,  Ihall  rcfolve  to  remit  them  to  fome  other 
city,  town,  or  yiUage  of  the  faid  dominions,  they  may 
not  only  do  it  without  difficulty  or  impediment,  and 
widiout  paying  other  rights  than  what  were  due  at  their 
entry,  but  likewife  the  cuftom  or  rights  fhall  not  be 
paid  again  in  any  othef  part  of  the  faid  dominions^ 
bringing  certificates  from  the  officers  of  the  cuftom* 
koufc,  that  they  were*  paid  before  in  the  due  form. 
And  die  chief  farmers  and  commiffioners  of  the  King 
of  Spain's  rents  in  all  places,  or  fome  other  officer  or 
officers  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  fhall  at  aU 
tiihes  permit  and  fufFer  the  traniportation  of  all  fuch 
goods  and  merchandizes  from  place  to  place,  and  give 
lufficient  certificate  to  the  owners  thereof,  or  their 
affigns,  of  their  having  paid  their  cuftom  at  their  firft 
landing,  whereby  they  may  be  carried  to,  and  landed  at 
any  other  port  or  place  of  the  faid  jurifdiftion,  fi^c 
horn  all  duties  or  impediments  whadoever,  as  afore* 
faid,  faving  always  the  right  of  any  third  perfon. 

XIIL  That  it  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  fhips  belong*- 
ing  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  one  or  the  other  King,  to  an- 
chor in  the  roads  or  bays  of  either,  without  being  con- 
ftrained  to  enter  into  port ;  and  in  cafe  they  be  necef- 
fitated  to  enter  thereinto,  either  by  diftrefs  of  weadier, 
^bar  of  enemies,  pirates,  or  any  other  accident^  in 
cafe  the  faid  fhips  be  not  bound  to  an  enemy's  por^ 
and  carrying  thidier  contraband  goods  (whereof,  with* 
out  fome  clear  pfoof^  they  fhall  not  be  queftioned)  it 
ihall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  fubje£bs  to  return  to  fea 
^ely  when  tney  pleafe,  with  their  fhips  and  goods,  fo 
as  they  do  not  break  bulk,  or  expofo  any  thing  to  fale ; 
and  that  when  they  caft  anchor,  or  enter  the  ports 
aforefaid,  they  be  not  molefted  or  vifited ;  and  it  fhaU 
iuffice,  that  in  this  cafe  they  fticw  their  paflports  or  fca- 
papers,  which  being  fecn  by  the  relpeflive  officers  of 
cither  King,  the  faid  fhips  fhall  return  fieely  to  fea 
without  any  .molcfbttion« 

XIV.  And 
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X IV.  And  if  any'  fhip  or  (hips  bekn^ing  to  the  fob- 
jedts  and  mepchants  of  the  one  or  the  other,  entering 
into  bays,  or  in  the  open  fea,  fhall  be  encountered  by 
the  ftiips  of  the  faid  Kings,  or  of  privateers  their  fub-r 
jc6ts ;  the  faid  fhips,  to  prevent  alJ  difopders,  (hall  npt 
come  within  cannon-ftiot,,  but  fh^U  fend  their  long- 
boat or  pinpace  tQ  the  merchant- fhip,  and  oi|ly  two  c^ 
three  men  on  board,  to  whom  the  mafter  or  owner 
' fhall. fhew  his  p^flports  and  fei  letters,  according  tq 
the  form  which  ihall  be  inferted  at  the  end  of  xh\\ 
treaty,  whereby  not  only  the  fhip's  lading,  but;  the  placQ 
to  which  ihe  belongs,  and  as  well  the  mafter  and  ow-i 
oer's  name,  as  die  name  of  the  ihip  may  appear ;  bjf 
which  means  the  quality  of  the  fhip,  and  her  mafter  on 
ownf  r,  will  be  fufficiently  known,  as  alio  the  common 
dides  fhe  c^^ries>  whether  they  be  contraband  or  not  j 
to  the  which  p^Iports  and  fea  letters  intire  faith  an4 
credit  ihaU  be  given,  lb  much  the  rather,  f^r  that  a« 
well  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  England,  as  of  thi9 
King  of  Spain,  fome  counter-figns  fliail  be  giyen  (if 
it  fhall  be  found  necefTary)  whereby  their  authenrical- 
hefs  may  the  better  appear,  and  that  they  may  not  be 

in  anywife  falfified. 

• 

XV.  If  any  prohibited  merchandize  or  goods 'Iball 
f^  exported  firom  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  terri-- 
tQrips  of  either  of  the  faid  Kings,  by  the  reipe&iv^ 
people  or  iubjeds  of  the  one  or  the  other,  in  fuch  cafe 
the  prohibited  goods  Ihall  be  only  confifcated,  and  not 
the  other  goods ;  neither  fhall  the  delinquent  incur  any 
other  puni/hnnent,  except  the  faid  delinquent  fhall  carry 
out  from  the  rdpeftive  kingdoms  or  dominions  of  th^ 
King  of  Great  Britain,  the  proper  coin,  wool,  or  fiiUers? 
t^th  of  the  faid  kingdoms>  or  ihall '  carry  out  of  the 
teKpet^ve  kingdoms  or  dominions  of  the  faid  King  o[ 
Spain,  any  gold  or  filver,  wriiught  or  unwrought  j  in 
either  of  which  cafes  the  laws  of  the  refpeftivc  coun^ 
trills  are  to  take  place. 

XVI.  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  people  and 

fubjedU 
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iubgcS^  of  both  Kings  to  have  accefs  to  the  refpeftiye 
ports  of  the  one  and  che  other,  and  there  remain,  and 
depart  again  with  the  fame  freedom,  not  only  with 
their  fliips  and  Pthpr  veffels  for  trade  and  commerce, 
but  aMb  with  their  oriter  fWps  fitted'  for  war,  arnried, 
and  dHpofed  to  rcfift  and  engage  the  enen^,  and  »f*- 
itviag  by  ftreis  of  weather -co  repair  their  (hips,  or  for- 
irifh  diemfelyes  with  prbvifions  ;  fe  that  entering  wil- 
Kngly,  they  be  not  fo  numerous  that  they  give  juft 
occafion  of  fofpicion,  to  Which  end  they  are  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  eight,  nor  continue  in  their  havens^ 
nor  about  their  ports,  longer  time  than  they  ftiall  hav« 
juft  caule,  for  the  repair  of  their  Ihlpdy  to  take  in  ppo- 
idfion&  or  other  necellary  things,  much  lefs  be  the  oc- 
cafion of  interrupting  the  free  commejce  su^d' coming 
ia  of  other  fhips,  of  nations  in  amity  with  either  Kingz 
and  when  an  unufual  number  of  men  of  war  by  accLt 
cident  fhallcome  unto  any  port,  it  fhall  not  be  hwibl 
£br  them  to.  come  into  the  faid  ports  .or',havcn$,  not; 
baying.  fuA  obtained  permiUlon  ' c^  the  King  unto 
whom  the  faid  ports  do  belong,  or  the  governors  of 
the  faid  ports,  if  they  be  not  forced  thereinto  by  ftrel^ 
of  weather  or  odier  neceflity,  to  avoid  the  danger  of 
the  fea;  and  in  fuch  cafe  they  (hall  prefently  acquaint 
tfas  governor  or  chief  magiftrate  of  the  place  with  the 
cmfe  of  their  coming;  nor  (hall  they  remain  there  ai 
IdOgQF  time  than  the  faid,  governor  or  magiilrate  fh; 
think  convenient,  or  do  any  a(5t  of  hoilility  in  fui 
ports,  that  may  prove  of  prejudice  to  the  one  or  ch^ 
oth^r  of  the  faid  Kings. 

XVIL  That  neither,  the  laid  King  of  Great  Btitaini 
Boc  the  King  of  Spain,  by  any  mandate;  general  nor 
IMticular,  nor  &r  any  caufe  whatfoever,  Ihall  embark 
pr  d^:E|ii|>  hinder^  or  take  for  his  reipedtive  iervice^  any 
jQaua'chAnt,  mafter  of  a  (hip^pilot,  or  mariner,  their  fliips 
fiMEchtodize^  clothes,  or  other  goods  belonging  unto 
thet  ona  or  the  other,  in  their  ports  or  waters,  if  it  be 
mUb  that  either  of  the  ^id  Kings,  or  the  perfons  to  whom 
dft  &^.  b$jbng»,  b^  fitd  advertiiibd  thereof^  and  dp 
.      .  agree 
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agree  thereunto :  provided,  that  this  Ihall  not  be  con-» 
ftrued  to  hinder  or  interrupt  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juf* 
tice  and  law  in  either  country. 

XVI I L  That  the  merchants  and  liibjefts  of  the  one 
and  the  other  King,  their  fadors  and  tervants,  as  alio 
their  fhips,  mafters,  or  mariners^  may  as  well  going  as 
coming,  upon  fea  and  other  waters,  as  in  the  havens 
and  ports  of  the  one  and  the  other  relpeftively,  carry 
and  ufe  all  kind  of  arms,  defenfive  and'ofienfive,  with* 
put  being  obliged  to  regifter  them,  as  alfo  upon  land 
to  carry  and  ufe  them  for  their  defence,  according  to 
the  cuftom  of  the  place. 

XIX.  That  the  captains,  officers,  and  mariners  of 
Ac  Ihips,  belonging  to  the  people  and  fubje6ts  of  either 

tarty,  may  not  commence  an  a£tion,  nor  hinder  or  / 
ring  trouble  upon  their  own  fhips,  their  captains,  offi-^ 
cers,  or  mariners,  in  the  reipe^ve  kingdoms,  domini* 
ons,  lands,  countries,  or  places  of  the  other,  for  their 
wages  or  falaries,  or  under  any  other  pretence.  Nor 
may  they  put  themfelves,  or  be  received,  by  what  pre- 
text or  colour  foever,  into  the  fervicc  or  protection  of 
the  King  of  England,  or  King  of  Spain,  or  their  arms  1 
but  if  any  controverfy  happen  between  merchants  and 
mailers  of  fhips,  or  between  maflers  and  mariners,  the 
Compoiing  thereof  ihall  be  left  to  the  conful  of  the 
aation,  but  after  iuch  manner,  as  he  who  ihall  not  iub« 
mit  to  the  arbitrement,  may  appeal  to  the  ordmaiy 
|uilice  of  the  place  where  he  is  fubjeCt. 

XX.  And  to  the  end  that  all  impediments  be  taken 
away,  and  that  the  merchants  and  adventurers  of  the 
kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  be  permitted  to  return  to 
Brabant,  Flanders,  and  other  the  provinces  of  the  Low 
Countries,  under  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  King  of  Spain  ^ 
ferafoiuch  as  it  hath  been  thought  convenient^  that  all 
and  any^  the  laws,  edifts,  and  a£ts  by  which  the  impor« 
tation  of  cloth,  or  any  cloth,  or  any  other  woollen  ma<» 
nufadbure,  of  what  kind  foever,  dyed  or  undyed,  milU 
ed  or  unmillcdj  into  Flandcr$>  or  the.  other  provinces^ 

ixath 
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-hath  been  prohibited,  be  revoked  and  difannulIeJ;  and 
that  if  any  right*  tribute,  impofition,  charge,  or  money, 
hath  been,  with  permiflion,  or  otherwife,  put  upon 
cloths,  or  any  of  the  aforelaid  woollen  manufaftures 
fo  imported  (except  the  ancient  tribute  upon  every 
piece  of  cloth,  and  proportionably  upon  every  other 
woollen  manufadlure,'  agreeable  to  the  ancient  treaties 
and  agreements  between  the  then  Kings  of  England, 
and  the  Dukes  of  Burgundy,  and  Governors  of  the  Lomt 
Countries)  the  fame  fhould  be  altogether  void,  and  no 
foch  tribute  or  impofition  from  henceforth  inipofed,  or 
put  upon  the  faid  cloths  or  manufa6hires,  for  no  cau& 
or  pretext  whatfocver  j  and  that  all  the  Englifh  mer- 
chants, trading  in  any  of  the  faid  provinces,  their  fac- 
tors, fervants,  or  commiflioners,  fhould  enjoy,  from 
henceforward,  all  the  privileges,  exemptions,  immuni- 
ties, and  benefits,  which  formerly  have  been  agreed  and 
given  by  the  aforeiaid  ancient  treaties  and  agreements, 
between  the  then  Kings  of  England  and  the  Dukes  of 
Burgundy,  and  Governors  of  the  Low  Countries  :  it  is 
therefore  agreed,  that  deputies  fliall  be  named  l^ 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  who  meeting  with  the  Mar- 
quis of  Caftelrodrigo,  or  the  governor  of  thofe  pro- 
vinces for  the  time  being,  or  any  other  minifters  of  the 
King  of  Spain,  fufficiently  authorized  in  this  behalf 
Ihall  friendly  treat  and  conclude  hereupon ;  and  alfo 
iuch  forther  privileges,  immunities,  and  neceffary  ex- 
emption, fuitable  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  fhall  be 
granted  for  the  encouragement  of  the  faid  merchants 
and  -adventurers,  and  for  the  fecurity  of  their  trade  and 
commerce,  as  fhall  be  agreed  upon  in  a  fpecial  treaty, 
that  fhall  be  made  between  both  the  Kings,  touching 
this  particular.

XXL  The  fubje(5ls  and  inhabitants  of  the  king-  . 

•  doms  and  dominions  of  the  Mofl  Serene  Kings  of 
Great  Britain  and  Spain  refpectively,  fhall  with  all  fe- 
curity and  liberty  fail  to,  and  traffic  in,  all  the  king- 
doms, eflates^  or  countries,  wiuch  are  or  fhall  be^  in

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fuefioe,  arnic^  or  ficutraUty^  with  the  ooe  or  tfar 
jsdien 

"XXH.  And  they  fhall  not  be  difturbed  or  difquiet- 
cd  in  that  liberty,  by  the  (hips  or  fiibjefts  of  the  lki4 
Kings  refpeftively,  by  reafon  of  the  hoftiiitic?  whic% 
are  or  may  be  hereafter  between  either  of  the  fail 
Kings,  and  the  afor^ faid  kingdoms,  countries,  and  ftates^ 
or  any  of  them,  which  fhall  be  in  friendlhip  or  nea- 
trality  with  the  other. 

XXUI.  And  in  cafe  that  within  '^e  &id  fliips  ttt 
4)te£tiy€Jy  be  found,  by  the  aboirefaid  means^  any  mcr^ 
diaadize  hkexeuoder  mentioned,  beiing  of  contnJbandi 
afid  prc^bked,  they  fhall  be  taken  out  ackd  ooDfifcated^ 
before  jche  admiraliy ,  or  other  oompetenit  j^idgies ;  km 
for  dm  reafon  the  fliipi,  and  the  other  fi;ep  aad  albyiroi 
TOmmodides  which  (hall  be  found  thereifi,  fliaU  in  n^ 
wik  be  either  Ceiled  or  confifoated. 

XXI  y,  Moreover,  for  better  prevention  of  die  dif- 
fereijces  which  mi^t  arife  touching  the  mcanii^  of 
forbidden  merchandize^  and  of  contraband ;  it  is  de- 
clared and  agieed,  that  under  this  name  fhall  be  com- 
prehended all  fire-arms,  as  ordnance,  mufquet$,  mor- 
tar-pieces^ petards,  bombs^  graBadoes,fire-.crai;icels,fire* 
balls^  muKjuet-refts,  bandeliers,  gunpowder,  matdj^ 
falt-petrej  and  bullets  j  likewifc  under  the  name  of  for*- 
bidden  merchandize^  are  underftood  all  other  arms^  a( 
pikes,  fwords,  pots,  helmets,  backs  and  breafts,  hal- 
perds,  javelins,  and  fuch  like  armour  j  under  this 
name  is  likewife  forbidden  the  tranfportation  of  fol- 
"diersj  horfes,  their  hamcfTes,  cafes  of  piftols,  holfterj;^ 
belts,  and  other  furniture,  formed  and  compofed  for  thf 
ufc  of  war. 

XXV.  Likewife,  to  prevent  all  manner  of  (!^yt;e 
and  contention,  it  is  £^reed^  that  under  the  name  of 
forbidden  merchandise^  and  of  contraband^  fbaU  Qot  be 
comprehended  wheat,  rye,  barley,  or  otjior  grains^  Qf 
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fnilTe,  firft,  wbe,  oil,  and  generally  whatfoever  bfeloiigi 
•o  the  fiiftainir^  and  nourifhing  of  life,  but  they  fhSl 
ifenMiii  free,  as  Hkcwife  afl  other  merchandizes  not 
comprehended  in  the  preceding  article ;  and  the  tranf- 
jiortatioji  of  them  IhaU  be  free  and  permitted,  although 
it  be  to  the  towns  and  places  of  enemies,  unlefs  fuch 
townsT  and  places  be  befieged,  and  blocked  up,  or  for- 
rouoded. 

XX VL  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  whatfoever  ftall  b* 
fettnd  ladefi,  by  the  fol^fts  or  inhabitants  of  the  king-. 
dottis  and  dominions  of  either  of  the  fitid  Kings  of  Eng^ 
land  and  Spain,  aboard  the  fliips  of  the  enemies  of  tht 
other,  thotjgh  it  be  not  forbidden  merchandise,  (hall  bk 
confifcated;  witli  all  things  elfc  which  IhaU  be  feimd 
wkhin  che  faid  ihips,  without  exception  or  referve. 

XXVn.  That  the  conful  which  hereafter  (hall  re-i 
fide  in  any  of  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain^  fot 
file  help  and  proteftion  of  the  fufcgeds  of  the  King  d[ 
Gte«  Bittain,  (hall  be  named  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  he  fo  named  Ihall  have  and  eicercife  th* 
feme  power  and  authority  in  the  execution  of.  Wi 
thange,  as  any  other  confiil  hath  formerly  had  in  thft 
dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Spain ;  and  in  like  man* 
lier  the  Spanifh  conful  refiding  in  England,  (hall  enjoj^ 
te  much  atithority  as  the  confuls  of  any  other  natiori 
have  hMiertt>^]oycd  in  that  kingdom. 

XXVIIL  And,  that  the  laws  of  commerce,  that  are 
ti>tained  by  peace,  may  not  remain  unfruitful,  as  would 
fell  out  if  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain} 
Wien  they  go  to,  come  from,  or  remain  in  the  domini-* 
Ons  or  lordlhips  of  the  King  of  Spain,  by  reafon  of  thei# 
Cottimercc  or  other  bufincfs,  (hould  be  mole(ted  fo# 
€a(c  of  conference ;  therefore,  that  the  commerce  be  fo^ 
ttire,  and  without  danger,  as  well  upon  land  as  at  feft^ 
tfie  feid  King  of  Spain  (hall  provide,  that  the  fubje(ftd 
df  the  faid  Kmg  of  Great  Britain  (hall  not  be  aggrieved 
Contrary  to  the  laws  of  commerce,  and  that  none  of 
them  fhAH  be  moieftcd  or  dkfturbcd  for  dieir  con(cieftce> 
••*    '  C  a  fo 
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{o  long  as  they  give  no  public  icandal  or  offence :  and 
the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain  Ihall  likewife  provide, 
for  the  fame  reafons,  that  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of 
Spain  fhall  not  be  molefted  or  difturbed  for  their  con- 
fcience,  againft  the  laws  of  commerce,  fo  long  as  they 
give  no  public  fcandal  or  offence. 

XXIX.  That  the  people  and  Ibbjefts  reipeftiveljr 
of  one  kingdom,  in  the  dominions,  territories,  regions, 
or  colonies  of  the  other,  fhall  not  be  compelled  to  fell 
their  merchandize  for  brafs-metal-coin,  or  exchange 
them  for  other  coin  or  things,  againfl  their  will  j  or 
having  fold  them,  to  receive  die  payment  in  other  fpe- 
cies  than  what  they  bargained  for,  notwithftanding  any. 
law  or  other  cuftom  contrary  to  this  ardcle.  . 

XXX.  That  the  merchants  of  both  nations,  and 
their  faftors,  fcrvants,  and  families,  commiffioner^  or 
others  by  them  employed  j  as  alfo  matters  of  fhips, 
pilots,  and  mariners,  may  remain  freely  and  fecurely  in 
the  faid  dominions,  kingdoms,  and  territories,  of  either 
of  the  faid  Kings,  and  alfo  in  their  ports  and  rivers  $ 
and  the  people  and  fubjedts  of  the  one  King  may  have, 
and  with  all  freedom  and  fecurity  enjoy,  in  all  the  land^ 
and  dominions  whatfoever  of  the  other,  their  proper 
houfes  to  live  in,  their  warehoufes  and  magazines  for 
their  goods  and  merchandize,  which  they  fhall  poflefs 
during  the  rime  for  which  they  fhall  have  taken,  hired, 
and  agreed  for  them,  without  any  impediment. 

XXXI.  The  inhabitants  and  fubje£b  of  the  faid, 
confederate  Kings,  in  all  the  lands  and  places  under  the 
obedience  of  thfe  one  or  the  other,  fhall  ufe  and  employ 
thofe  advocates,  prodtors,  fcriveners,  agents,  and  folici- 
tors,  whom  they  think  fit,  the  which  fhall  be  left 
to  their  choice,  and  confented  to  by  the  ordinary  judges^ 
as  often  as  there  fhall  be  occafion;  and  they  fhall  not  be 
conftrained  to  fhew  their  books  and  papers  of  accompt 
to  any  perfon,  if  it  be  not  to  give  evidence  for  th« 
avoiding  law-fuits  and  controverfies ;  neither  fhall 
they  be  embarked,  detained^  or  taken  out  of  their  hands, 

upoa 
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iqpon  any  pretence  whadbever.  And  it  (hall  be  per- 
mitted to  the  people  andfubjeds  of  either  King,  in  the 
refpedive  places  where  they  ihijl  rcfide,  to  keep  their 
books  of  accomptj  traificj  and  correfpendence,  in  what 
language  they  pleale,  in  Englifh,  Spanifh,  Dutch,  or 
any  other,  the  which  fhall  not  be  molefted,  or  fubje6t 
JO  any  inquifltion.  And  whatfoever  elfe  hath  teen 
granted  by  either  party,  concerning  this  particular,  to 
^ly^other  nation,  fhall  be  underftood  likewife  to  be 
granted  here. 

XXXII •  That  in  cafe  the  eftate  of  any  perlbn  or 
perfbns  fhaD  be  fequeftered  or  ieized  on,  by  any  co\ut 
of  juftice  or  tribunal  whatfoever,  vnthin  the  kingdoms 
and  dominions  of  either  party,  and  any  efbtte  or  debt 
happen  to  lie  in  the  hands  of  the  delinquents,  belonging 
hondfide  to  the  people  and  fubjefts  of  the  other,  the 
laid  efbite  or  debts  fhall  not  be  confifcated  by  any  of 
die  faid  tribunals,  but  fhall  be  reftored  to  the  true  own- 
ers in  fpccie,  if  they  yet  remain,  and  if  not,  the  value 
of  them  (according  to  the  contra6t  and  agreement  which 
Was  made  between  the  parties)  fhall  be  reflorcd  within 
three  months  after  the  faid  fequefbadon« 

XXXIII.  That  the  goods  and  eftates  of  the  people 
and  fubjefts  of  the  one  King,  that  fhall  die  in  the  coun^ 
tries,  lands,  and  dominions  of  the  other,  fhall  be  pre- 
ferved  for  the  lawful  heirs  and  fuccefTors  of  the  deceaf^ 
cd  3  the  right  of  any  third  perfbn  always  referved, 

XXXIV.  That  the  goods  and  eflates  of  the  fub* 
jefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  that  fhall  die  with- 
out making  a  will,  in  the  dominions  of  the  King  of 
Spain,  fhall  be  put  into  inventory,  with  their  papers, 
writings,  and  books  of  accpmpt,  by  the  conful  or  other 
public  minifter  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  de-r 
pofited  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  merchants  that  fhall 
be  named  by  the  faid  conful  or  public  minifler,  to  be 
kept  for  the  proprietors  and  creditors  i  and  neither  the 
Cruzada,  nor  any  other  judicatory  whatfoever,  fhall  in- 
termeddle therein  j  which  alfb,  in  the  like  cafe,  fhall  be 
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6k>fttV4^  in  England  towards  the  Cub)eA«^  of  the  King. 
of  Spain. 

XXXV.  That  a  decent  and  convenient  burial-place 
fliaH  be  granted  and  appointed  to  bury  the  bodies  of  the 
fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  who  fhaH  die 
wiAin  die  dominions  of  the  King  of  Spain. 

XXXVI .  If  it  fhaH  happen  hereafter,  that  any  dif- 
ference fell  out  (which  God  forbid)  between  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  and  the  King  of  Spain,  whereby  the 
mutual  commerce  and  good  correfpondence  may  be  en- 
dangered, the  refpeftive  fubjefts  and  people  of  each 
party  fhall  have  notice  thereof  given  them  in  time,  that 
is  to  fay,  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  to  tranfport  their  mer- 
chandize and  efFefts,  without  giving  them  in  that  rime 
any  moleflation  or  trouble,  or  retaining  or  embarkii^ 
^eir  goods  or  perfons. 

XXX VIL  All  goods  and  rights  concealed  or  em- 
barked, moveables,  immoveables,  rents,  deeds,  debts, 
QreditS)  and  the  like,  which  liave  not  with  a  formal  no-^ 
tice  of  the  caufe,  and  by  a  legal  condemnation,  accor-- 
ding  to  the  ordinary  juftice,  been  brought  into  the  royalL 
exchequer  at  the  time  of  concluding  this  treaty,  (hall 
renaain  at  the  full  and  free  difpofal  of  the  proprietors, 
their  heirs,  or  of  thoffe  who  fhall  have  their  right,  with 
all  the  fruits,  rents,  and  emoluments  thereof,  and  nei- 
ther thofe  who  have  concealed  the  faid  goods,  nor  their 
heirs  fhall  be  molefled  for  this  caufe  by  the  exchequers- 
re^dtively ;  but  the  proprietors,  their  heirs,  or  thofe 
M^ho  fhall  have  their  right,  fhall  have  for  the  faid  goods 
s0d  rights  their  action  at  law,  as  for  their  own  proper 
goods  and  eflate. 

XXX VII I.  It  b  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
people  and  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and 
of  the  King  of  Spain,  fhall  have  and  enjoy  in  the  re-. 
^6tive  lands,  feas,  ports,  havens,  roads,  and  territo- 
ries of  the  one  or  the  other,,  and  in  all  places  whatfb- 
cver^  the  fame  privileges,  fecurities,  liberties,  and  im-

^enend  of  the  United  Provinces,  the  Hans- towns,  or 
any  other  kingdom  or  ftate  whatfoeVer,  in  as  full,  am- 
ple, and  beneficial  manner,  as  if  the  fame  were  partiou* 
Lufy  mentioned  and  inferted  in  this  treaty. 

XXXIX.  In  cafe  any  difference  olp  dUput^  fhall  hap- 
pen on  either  lide,  concerning  thefe  articles  of  trade 
and  commerce,  by  either  the  officers  of  the  admiralty^ 
or  other  perion  wh^tfbever,  in  the  one  or  the  other 
kingidoni ;  the  complaint  being  prefented  by  the  party 
concomed^  to  their  Majefties,  or  eo  any  of  their  coun- 
cil, their  faid  Majeffies  fHall  caufe  the  damages  ferth* 
with  to  be  repaired,  and  all  things,  as  they  arc  above 
j^greed>  to  be  duly  executed  :  and  in  cafe  that  in  pro^ 
gre&  of  dme  any  frauds  or  inconveniences  be  difcover-* 
cd  in  the  navigation  and  commerce  between  both  king- 
doms,, againft  which  fufficient  prevention  hath  not  been 
made  in  theie  ardcles,  other  provifions  may  be  hereafter 
mutually  ^eed  on,  as  fliall  be  judged  convenient,  the 
prefent  treaty  remaining  (till  in  full  force  and  vigour* 

XL.  It  is  likewife  accorded  and  concluded,  that  thd 
Mbft  Serene  and  Renowned  Kings  of  Great  Britain 
Md  Spain  (hall  (incerely  and  faithfully  obferve  and 
Iceep^  and  procure  to  be  obfervcd  and  kept,  by  theii" 
ftibje£b  and  inhabitants  rcfpe6tively,  dl  and  (ingulai^ 
Ae  capitulations  in  this  prelent  treaty  sensed  and  ooriv 
duded :  neither  (hall  they  direftly  or  inSiiectlf  infringe 
ihe  fame,  or  confent  that  the  fame  ihaK  be  infkngdd  by 
any  of  their  fubjefb  or  inhabitants.  And  they  fhsdi 
raof^  and  confirm  all  and  lingular  the  cpnvenrions  be- 
f)re  accorded  by  letters  patents  reciprocally,  in' (uflitient, 
full,  and  effedual  form,  and  the  fame  fo  formed  and 
made,  fliall  interchangeably  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  de- 
fivfcred,  ffcithfiilly  and  really,  witWh  four  months  after 
^  d«te^  d^thi^fe  preients^;  and  thef  (h^  then)  »  foon 
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as  conveniently  may  be,  caufe  this  prefent  treaty  of  peace 
and  amity  to  be  publifhed  in  all  places,  and  in  the 
manner  accuftomcd.

And  we,  defiring  that 
the  faid  mafter  may  be  aflifted  in  his  voyage  and  bufi- 
nefs,  do  intreat  all  perfons  in  general  and  particular, 
who  fhall  meet  him,  and  thofe  of  all  places  where  the 
faid  mafter  fhall  come  with  the  faid  fhip  and  her  mcr- 
chandize,  that  they  would  admit  him  favourably,  treat 
him  kindly,  and  receive  the  faid  fhip  into  their  ports, 
bays,  havens,  rivers,  and  dominions,  permitting  her 
quietly  to  fail,  p^ifs,  frequent,  and  negotiate  there,  or  in 
any  other  places,  as  fhall  feem  good  to  the  faid  mafter, 
paying  fHU  the  toll  and  cuftoms  which  of  right  fhall -be 
due.

'  DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Kmg  of 
Caitile,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jcrufalenit 
Portugal,  Nayarre,  Granado,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Gali« 
cia,  Majorca,  Sivilla,  Sardinia,  Cordoua,  Corfega,  Mu- 
rica,  Jaen,  the  Algarves,  Algefira,  Gibraltar,  the  ifland* 
of  the  Canaries,  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  iflands,  and 
firm  land  of  the  ocean  fea.  Arch-duke  of  Auftria, 
Duke  of  Burgundy,  Brabant,  and  Milan,  Earl  of  Haf-. 
purg,  Flanders,  Tiroll,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay 
and  Molina,  &c. 

Whereas  on  the  behalf  of  you  Richard  Anthony, 
conful  of  the  Englifli  nation,  tor  yourfelf^  and  in  the 
name  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  it 
hath- been  (hewed  unto  me,  that  by  virtue  of  the  peace 
which  is  concluded  in  this  and  that  realm,  you  do  re- 
fide  and  trade  in  Andaluzia,  and  fpecially  in  the  cides 
of  Sivil,  St.  Lucar,  Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  defiring  me 
to  be  pleaied  to  confirm  unto  you  the  privileges,  ex- 
emptions, and  faculnes  which  do  belong  unto  you  as 
weil  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  by  the  con- 
firmations thereof,  and  other  favours  and  graces  which 
my  lord  and  father  of  glorious  memory  did  grant  unto 
you,  and  all  fuch  others  which  have  been  given  you  by 
the  crowns  of  my  realms  of  Caftile  and  Portugal,  and 
to  command  that  they  may  be  in  and  for  all  things 
obferved  and  accomplilhed  unto  you  without  any  li- 
mitation, and  for  further  aflurance  to  grant  them  anew 
irnto  you,  with  the  qualines,  amplitudes,  and  declara- 
tions which  ihall  be  moft  convenient  for  you  ;  and  to

your  name,  and  by  virtue  of  your  power,  did  acknow*^ 
ledge  a  writing  of  obligation  in  form  before  John 
Cortez  de  Ik  Cruz,  my  notary,  I  do  hold  it  for  g^od :

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^t  which,  is  ordained  and  commanded  by  the  laws 
and  ftatutes  which  make  mendon  thereof^  and  payix^ 
to  my  royal  treaibry  ths.  dudes,  or  cufbonoa  whkh  ought 
to  be  paid,  prohibiting,  as.  I  do  prohibit  and  conuxi£mdj» 
Qot  to  t^e  from  you  by  force  any  merchahdizes, 
wheat,  or  barley,  aldiough  it  be  for  the  nuking  readjp 
or  furnifhing  my  armies,  fleets,  or  g^ons,.  nor  for 
purveyors  or  flewards ;  and  the  pjrivileges  are  to  be; 
conceming  the  wheat  and  barley  according  to  the  tun  j, 
and  conceming  the  odier  things  and  merchandises  as 
you  ihall  conclude  and  agree :  but  they  may  not  take 
ihtm  out  of  your  poiTeiTion  until  they  have  paid  fee 
them,  unlets  for  the  fame  there  be  leare  given^  that 
ifaey  do  not  moled  and  trouble  you.  And  &rafmuch 
as  maay  of  you  do  treat  to  bring  into  th^  ports  oC 
Andakizia,^  the  city  of  Sivi],  and  other  places>  great 
quandty  of  Newfoundland  fiih,  and  other  ibrts  of  drjp 
and  faked  fifh,  becaufe  they  are  victuals  which  are  very 
oecefiaiy  -,  and  that  you  have  been  and  are  put  to  great 
charges,  and  are  nriuch  troubled,  I  do  will  and  com^** 
naand  to  be  kept  the  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Sivil. 
whereby  it  is  ordained,  that  thofe  which  come  in  wish 
dry  or  (alted  fifli,  there  fliall  not  be  any  price  or  rat-e 
let  upon  them,  but  they  ihall  be  permitted  to  fell  at 
&ch  a  price  as  they  fhall  think  good ;  and  it  Ihall  noQ

Judges  or  juftices  of  my  realms  or  dominions,  of  l¥hat- 
.foever  quality  they  be,  may  meddle,  or  fhall  meddle 
•therewith,  or  in  the  ufe  or  exercife  of  the  jurildiftion 
privative  in  the  faid  firft  inftance,  which  by  this  my 
patent  I  do  grant  unto  them,  by  way  of  excels,  appel- 
lation, or  any  other  recourfe  or  manner ;  the  which, 
and  every,  of  them,  I  do  inhibit,  and  hold  for  inhibited 
the  knowledge  thereof^  and  do  decjare  them  for  incom- 
.petent  judges  thereof:  for  which  and  eveiy  thing,  and 
part  thereof^  I  do  give  them  the  moft  fufEcient  power, 
and  moft  ample  commiffion,  which  according  to  law 
is  required  and  neceflary,  with  the  incidencies  and 
dependencies,  annexities  j  and  after  them  the  faid  Eng- 
lilh  nation  of  the  faid  city  of  Sivil,  may  name  in  the 
laid  commiflion  one  of  the  judges  of  the  faid  audience, 
-i^hich  the  faid  nation  fhall  chuie :  and  I  do  command 
the  prefident,  and  thofe  of  my  council  0/  the  chamber, 
that  prefenting  before  them  their  nomination  (the  cafe 
Jiappening)  to  make  void  the  faid  commiflion,  by  pro- 
ipotion  or  vacation  of  the  faid  Don  Francilco  dc 
Vcrgara,  and  Don  Francis  de  Medrano,  or  to  difjpatch 
it  in  any  other  manner,  by  ordinary  to  him  that  Ihall 
be  therein  nominated,  in  the  form  according,  and  as 
by  this  my  patent  is  declared.  And  that  it  may  be 
the  better  accomplifhed,  I  do  from  this  time  give 
them  power  and  authority,  that  they  may  fobdelegate, 
and  they  ihall  fubdelegate  this  commiflion,  for -the 
bulinels  and  fuits  which  fhall  be  offered  in  the  faid 
cities  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  St.  Lucar  de  Baramcda, 
.in  ,the  pcrfon  which  by  you  fliall  be  propounded  unto 
diem,  that  they  may  fubftantiate  them  for  a  conclufion, 
and  remit  the  fuits  and  caufes  unto  them  to  be  deter- 
mined^ in  fuch  manner  as  they  fhall  find  good  and 
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convenient,  for  the  fecurity  of  that  which  is  contained 
in  this  my  patent.  And  I  do  charge  the  nioft  ex- 
cellent prince  Don  Balthazar  Charles,  my  moll  deiar 
tnd  moft  beloved  Ton,  and  do  command  the  infants^ 
prelates,  dukes,  marquifles,  earls  richmen,  command- 
ers, and  iinder-commanders,  governors  of  caftles,  ftrong 
hollies,  and  plains,  and  thofe  of  my  council,  preiidents^ 
and  judges  of  my  courts,  alcaydes,  and  officers  of  my 
houfe,  court,  and  chanceries,  and  all  the  corrigidors^ 
afliilants,  governors,  alcaldes,  mayors,  and  ordinaries, 
«nd  whatfoever  judges  and  juftices  of  thefe  my  realms 
and  dominions,  to  obferve  and  accomplifh,  and  caufe 
to  be  obferved  and  accomplilhed,  this  my  patent,  and 
Ae  fevour  or  grace  which  thereby  I  do  grant  you,  and 
4fegainft  the  tenor  and  form  thereof^  not  to  do  or  pais, 
now,  nor  at  any  time,  in  any  nrianner,  perpetually  for 
evermore.  Nor  to  confent  or  give  way  to  be  limited 
or  {ufpended  unto  you,  all  or  part  thereof^  notwith- 
ftanding  whatfoever  laws  or  ftatutes  of  thefe  my  realms 
and  dominions,  ordinances,  ftyle,  ufe,  or  cuftom  of  the 
laid  cities  of  Sivil,  Cadiz,  Malaga,  or  St.  Lucar,  or 
any  other  thing  which  is  or  may  be  to  the  contrary  ; 
the  which  for  this  time,  forfomuch  as  concerneth  this 
matter,  holding  the  fame  here  for  inferted  and  incor- 
porated, as  it  were  word  for  word  written,  I  do  dif^ 
penfe,  abrogate,  derogate,  cancel,  annihilate,  and  make 
void  and  of  none  efFedt,  remaining  in  full  force  and 
effeft  for  all  other  things  henceforward.  And  for  this 
my  patent  Jeronimo  dc  Canencia,  auditor  of  accompfis 
in  my  chief  office  of  accompts,  and  my  fecretary  of 
die  mediaenate,  (hall  take  a  copy,  at  whofe  charge  is 
the  accompt  and  reafon  of  this  right.  And  I  do  de- 
clare, that  for  this  favour  you  have  paid  the  duty  of 
the  mediaenate,  which  amounteth  to  thirty  and  five 
thoufand  one  hundred  fifty-and-fivc  maravediz  in 
filver :  which  fum  you  are  to  pay  from  fifteen  to  fifteen 
years  perpetually,  and  in  cafe  they  do  accomplifh  or 
end,  you  may  not  make  ufe  of  this  favour,  until  fuch 
time  as  it  Ihall  firft  appear  that  you  have  fatisfied  this 
Vol..  Ih  J>  dutf. 
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duty.  And  you  are  alfo  to  pay  the  judge  confervator, 
.which  fhall  be  named,  his  falary,  or  to  help  to  bear  his 
charges,  which  he  fhall  enjoy  for  his  labour  or  pains 
in  the  faid  bufinefs,  before  you  fhall  enjoy  thereof 
which  is  to  appear  by  certificate  of  the  office  of  this 
duty.

A  treaty  for  the  compqfing  of  Differences  y  refiraining  rf 

Depredations,  and  eftabltjhing  (f  Peace  in  America^ 

between  the  Crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain, 

€09lcluded  at  Madrid,  the  ^  Diy  of  July,  in  the 

^  Tear  of  our  Lord  1670. 

WHEREAS,  for  many  years  pafl,  the  good  un- 
derftanding  and  correipondence  between  the  Englifh 
and  Spanifh  nations  having  been  difturbed  in  America, 
itplcafed  the  moft  Serene  and  Powerful  Prince  Charles, 

Ring 
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King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  in  order  to  rh6  reftoring 
and  regulating  the  fame  for  the  future,  to  fend  into 
Spain  his  envoy  extraordinary  Sir  William  Godol- 
l^n.  Knight,  with  full  authority  and  power  to  make 
any  treaty  convenient  and  proper  for  that  end :  and 
likewife  die  moft  Serene  and  Powerful  Charles,  King 
of  Spain,  &c  and  the  Queen  Regent  Mana-Anna,  &c. 
for  the  carrying  on  a  work  of  fo  much  piety  and  public 
good,  deputed  on  their  part  the  Earl  of  Penaranda^ 
CounfeUor  of  State,  and  Preiident  of  the  Indies,  to 
confer,  treat,-and  conclude  thereupon  with  the  faid  Sir 
William  Godolphin :  at  length  they  mutually  refolved 
and  agreed  upon  the  articles  of  the  following  treaty^ 
in  virtue  of  their  feveral  commiiTions. 

I.  Firfl,  it  is  agreed  between  the  above-mentioned! 
plenipotendaries.  Sir  William  Godolphin  and  the  Earl 
of  Penaranda,  in  the  names  of  the  rnoft  Serene  Kings 
rcfpcftively,  their  mailers,  that  the  articles  of  peace 
and  alliance  made  between  the  crowns  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  in  Madrid,  on  the  ^j.  of  May  B667,  or 
any  claufe  thereof,  fhall  in  no  manner  be  deemed  or 
underftood  to  be  taken  away  or  abrogated  by  this  pre-* 
fent  treaty  -,  but  that  the  fame  fhall  remain  perpetually 
in  their  ancient  force,  liability,  and  vigour,  fo  far  forth 
as  they  are  not  contrary  or  repugnant  to  this  prefenc 
convention  and  ardcles,  or  to  any  thing  therein  coq-«l 
tained. 

II.  That  there  be  an  univerfal  peace,  true  and 
lincere  amity,  in  America,  as  in  the  other  parts  of  the 
world,  between  the  moil  Serene  Kings  of  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  their  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  and  between  the 
kingdoms,  ftates,  plantations,  colonies^  forts,  ciries, 
iflands,  and  dominions,  without  any  diftin6tion  of  place 
belonging  unto  either  of  them,  and  between  the  people 
and  inhabitants  under  their  relpeftive  obedience,  which 
Ihall  endure  from  this  day  for  ever,  and  be  obferved 
inviolably,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea  and  frclh- waters, 
£>  as  'to  promote  each  the  weUare  and  advantage  of 
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the  other,  and  favour  and  afldft  one  another  with  mu-*^ 
tual  love  i  and  that  every  where,  as  well  in  thofe  re- 
mote countries  as  in  thefe  which  are  nearer,  the  faiths 
fill  offices  of  good  nei^bourhood  and  friendihip  niay 
Ipc  exercifed  and  increafe  between  chem. 

Alfb,  that  for  the  time  to  come,  all  enmities,^ 
hoftilities,  and  difcords,  between  the  faid  Kings,  their 
fubjefbs  and  inhabitants,  ceafe  and  be  abolifhed :  and, 
that  both  parties  do  altogether  forbear  and  abftain  from 
dl  plundering,  depredation,  injuries,  and  infcffeition 
whatfoever,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea,  and  in  frefh- 
waters,  every  where. 

IV.  The  faid  mofl  Serene  Kings  fhall  take  care 
that  their  fubje6ls  do  accordingly  abilain  from  all  force 
and  wrong-doing :  and  they  fhail  revoke  aH  commif- 
fions  and  letters  of  reprifal  and  mart,  or  otherwife 
containing  licence  to  take  prizes,  of  what  condition  or 
kind  foever,  being  to  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or  other 
of  the  faid  Kings,  or  of  their  fubjefts,  whether  the 
feme  have  been  given  or  granted  by  them  unto  fub-

V.  And  furthermore,  the  fiiid  Kings  fhall  denounce,, 
as  by  the  tenor  of  thefe  prefents  every  of  them  hath 
and  doth  renounce,  whatfoever  league,  confederation^ 
capitulation,  and  intelligence,  made  by  what  manner 
Ibever,  in  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or  the  other,  which 
doth  or  may  repugn  a^inft  this  peace  and  concord, 
^d  all  and  finguiar  the  contents  thereof:  all  which 
and  every  of  them,  fo  far  as  they  do  concern  the 
efieft  afbrefaid,  they  ihall  annul  and  make  void,  and 
declare  to  be  of  no  force  oj  moment; 
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VI.  The  prifoners  on  both  fides,  one  and  aU,  df 
what  degree  or  condition  foever,  detained  by  reafon 
of  any  hoftilities  hitherto  committed  in  America,  Ihafl 
be  forthwith  fet  at  liberty,  without  ranfom,  or  any  odier 
price  of  their  fiieedom. 

VIL  All  offences,  damages,  loffes,  injuries,  which 
the  nadons  and  people  of  Great  Britain  and  Spaia 
have  at  any  dme  heretofore,  upon  what  caufe  or  pre«* 
text  foever,  fuffcred  by  each  other  in  America,  fhaU 
be  esq^unged  out  of  remembrance,  and  buried  in  obli* 
▼ion,  as  it  no  fuch  thing  had  ever  paft. 

Moreover,  it  is  agreed,  that  die  moft  Serene  King 
of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fuccelTors,  fhall  have, 
hold,  keep,  and  enjoy  for  ever,  with  plenary  right  of 
Ibvereignty,  dominion,  po^^on,  and  propriety,  all

form,  tenor,  and  effeft  of  the  faid  permiflions  or  pri* 
vileges  to  be  allowed  and  given  j  for  the  fecmity,  war- 
rant, and  authority  whereof,  this  prefent  treaty  and  the 
radficadon  thereof  fhall  ferve.

No  private  injury  ihall  in  any  ibrt  weakea 
this  treaty,  nor  beget  hatred  or  diilendons  between  the 
foreiaid  nadons,  but  every  one  ihall  aniwer  for  his  own 
proper  fadt,  ^nd  be  proiecuted  therei^n;  neither 
ihall  one  man  fatisfy  for  the  offence  of  another  by  repri-

The  prefent  treaty  ihall  in  nothing  derogate 
from  any  pre-eminence,  right,  or  dominion,  of  either 
confederate  in  the  A(nencan  Teas,  channels,  or  waters, 
but  that  they  have  and  retain  the  fame  in  as  full  and 
ample  manner  as  may  of  right  belong  unto  them :  but. 
it  is  always  to  be  underilood,  that  the  liberty  of  navi-

,  thing  is  committed  agdnft  the  genuine  fenfe  and  mean- 
ing of  thefe  ardcles.

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great

cbme^  greeting.  Whereas  a  certain  treaty  of  peace 
and  friendfhip,  between  us  and  our  good  brother  Philip 
the  Fifth,  Catholic  King  of  Spain,  was  concluded  and 
figned  at  Utrecht  the  -i^  day  of  this  prefent  month,  by 
our  ambafladors  extraordinary  and  plenipotemiari£«, 

who 
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vho  were  provided  oh  each  part  ifnth  fufficient  author 
nty>  in  the  form  and  words  following : 

Whereas  it  has  pleafed  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  all 
things,  after  a  moft  grievous  war,  which  for  fo  many 
years  has  laid  defolate  almoft  the  whole  Chrlftian  world 
with  blood  and  flaughter,  of  his  divine  clemency  to  diC- 
pofe  the  minds  of  the  Princes  engaged  in  the  dilpute  to 
the  thoughts  of  peace  and  concord,  after  they  had  been 
fo  long  inflamed  with  the  rage  and  fury  of  arms :  and 
whereas  the  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty  Lady  Anne, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Ireland,  &c.  and  the  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty 
Prince  Philip  the  Fifth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Catholic 
King  of  Spain,  &c.  wifh  for  nothing  more  heartily,  and 
endeavour  nothing  more  earneftly,  than  that  the  ancient 
bonds  of  alliance  and  friendlhip  between  the  Britifli  and 
Spanilh  nations  fhould  not  only  be  renewed,  but  alfo 
more  ftrongly  knit  together  by  frelh  engagements  of 
amity  and  intereft  on  both  fides,  and  tranfmitted  indiC-

of  the  Garter ;  and  the  moft  noble j  moft  illuftrious,  and 
moft  excellent  Lord  Thomas  Earl  of  StraflTord,  Vif- 
count  Wentworth  of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe,  and  of 
Staineborough,  baron  of  Raby,  privy  counfellor  to  her 
Royal  Majefty,  her  ambaflador  extraordinary  and  ple^ 
mpotentiary  to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  Statea 
General  of  .the  United  Provinces,  colonel  of  her  Majef- 
Xf^  royal  regiment  of  dragoons,  lieutenant  general  of 
her  M^efty's  armies,  firft  commiffioner  of  the  admi- 
laky  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  knight  of  the 
nioft  qpble  Order  of  the  Garter.    And  the  Catholic

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King  on  his  part,  the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft  excel- 
lent Lord  Francis  Maria  de  Paula,  Tellez,  and  Gironj 
Duke  of  Ofluna,  Count  of  Urvegna,  Marquis  of  Pen-^ 
nafiel,  grandee  of  Spain  of  the  firft  clafi,  high  cham- 
berlain of  the  King,  great  notary  qf  the  kingdoms  of 
Caftile,  one  of  the  commanders,  and  grand  clavero  of 
the  Order  of  Callatrava, '  and  likewifc  commander  of 
the  Order  of  St.  Jago,  one  of  the  giandees  of  the  cham- 
ber to  the  Catl>olic  King  Philip  the  Fifth,  general 
commander  in  his  armies,  and  captain  of  the  firft  troop 
of  his  Majefty's  life  guards  j  and  the  moft  illuftrious 
and  moft  excellent  Lord  Ifidore  Cazado  de  Azevedo 
de  Rofalez,  Marquis  of  Monteleone,  Vifcount  of  Al- 
cazar Real,  counfellor  of  his  Catholic  Majefly  in  the  fu- 
preme  council,  one  of  the  honourable  chamberlains  of 
the  King :  which  ambafladors  extraordinary  and  pleni- 
potentiaries have  confented  and  agreed  to  the  following 
renditions  of  peace  and  fricndfhip,  to  the  fame  effc6l  as 
thcfe  which  were  made  at  the  courts  of  London  and 
Madrid,  by  minifters  on  each  fide, 

L  That  there  be  a  Chriftian  univerfal  peace,  and  a 
perpetual  and  true  friendfliip,  between  the  Moft  Serene 
and  Moft  Mighty  Princefs  Anne,  Queen  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  Moft  Serene  and  Moft  Mighty  Prince 
Philip  the  Fifth,  Catholic  King  of  Spain^  and  their 
heirs  and  fucceftbrs^  and  alfo  the  kingdoms,  ftaces^  do- 
minions, and  provinces  of  both  parties,  whcrefticver 
lituated,  and  their  fubjefts  $  and  that;  the  fame  be  fb 
.fincerely  prefcrved  ^d  cultivated,  that  neither  party 
do,  under  any  colour  whatever,  endeavour  to  attempt 
any  thing  to  the  deftruftion  or  detriment  of  the  other, 
or  yield  any  aid,  by  what  name  Ibever  it  be  called,  to 
thofe  who  attempt  the  fame,  or  who  endeavour  to  do 
any  damage,  neither  may  or  ought  they  to  help  them 
by  any  means.  On  the  contrary,  their  Royal  Majefties 
jhall  be,  obliged  the  one  to  promote  the  advantage, 
honour,  and  intereft  of  the  other,  and  to  dircft  their 
councils  to  that  .end  with  all  case,  that  by  mutual  proqf 
of  friendftiip,  the  peace  which  is  now  made  may  daily 
receive  new  additions  of  ftrength. 

II.  But 
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II.  But  whereas  the  war  which  is  fo  happily  ended 
by  this  peace^  was  at  the  beginning  undertaken,  and 
•  was  carried  on  for  fo  many  years  with  the  utmoft  force, 
^  immenfe  chaige,  and  with  almoft  infinite  flaughter, 
becaufe  of  the  great  danger  which  threatened  the  liber- 
ty and  iafety  of  all  Europe,  fi-om  the  too  clofe  conjunc- 
tion of  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  and  France.  And 
whereas  to  take  away  all  uneafinels  and  fufpicion,  con- 
cerning fuch  conjunftion,  out  of  the  minds  of  people 
and  to  fetde  and  eftablifli  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of 
Chriftendom  by  an  equal  balance  of  power  (which  is 
the  beft  and  moil  iblid  foundation  of  a  mutual  friend- 
ihip,  and  of  a  concord  which  will  be  lading  on  dl 
fides)  as  well  the  Catholic  King  as  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King  have  coniented,  that  care  fhould  be  taken  by  fuC- 
ficient  precautions,  that  the  kingdoms  of  Spain  and 
France  fhould  never  come  and  be  united  under  the 
lame  dominion,  and  that  one  and  the  fame  perfcm 
0iould  never  become  King  of  both  kingdoms.  And 
to  this  end  his  Catholic  Majefly  has  for  himfelf^  his 
heirs,  and  fuccefibrs,  moft  folemnly  renounced  all  man- 
ner of  right,  title,  and  pretenfion  to  the  crown  of 
France,  in  the  form  and  words  following :

Whereas  on  the  5th  of  November  in  .this  prelent 
year  17 1  a,  before  Don  Manuel  of  Vadillo  and  Velai^. 
CO,  my  iecretary  of  flate,  and  chief  notary  of  the  king- 
doms of  Caftille,  and  Leon,  and  wimeflcs,  I  delivered^ 
fwore  to,  and  figned  a  public  inifaument  of  the  tenor 
followii^  which  isj  woid  for  word,  as  here  enfiies. 

DON  PHILIP,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Caftille,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerufalem, 
Navarre,  Qranada,  Toledo,  Valentia,  GaUcia,  Major- 
ca, Seville,  Sardinia,  Corduba,  Corfica,  Murcia,  Jaen, 
the  Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary  Iflands, 
the  Eafl  and  Weft  Indies,>the  iflands  and  terra firma  of 
the  ocean^  Archduke  of  Aufbia,  Duke  of  Burgundy, 
'  Brabant^ 
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Brabant,  and  Milan,  Count  of  Hablpurg,  Flanders, 
Tirol,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay  and  Molina,  &x. 
By  the  account  and  information  of  this  inftrumcnt  and 
writing  of  renunciation  and  relinquifliment,  and  that  it 
may  remain  for  a  perpetual  remembrance,  I  do  make 
known  and  declare  to  kings,  princes,  potentates,  com- 
monwealths, communities,  and  particular  perfons,  which 
now  are,  and  fhall  be  in  future  ages :  That  it  being 
one  of  the  principal  pofiricns  of  the  treaties  of  peace^ 
depending  between  the  Crowns  of  Spain  and  of  France, 
with  that  of  England,  for  the  rendering  it  firm  and 
l^ing,  and  proceeding  to  a  general  one,  on  the  maxim 
of  fecuring  for  ever  the  univerfal  good  and  quiet  of 
Europe,  by  an  equal  weight  of  power,  fo  that  many 
being  united  in  one,  the  balance  of  the  equality  defired, 
might  not  turn  to  the  advantage  of  one,  and  the  danger 
and  hazard  cf  the  reft  j  it  was  propofed,  and  infifted 
on  by  England,  and  it  was  agreed  to  on  my  part,  and 
on  that  of  the  King  my  grandfather,  that  for  avoiding 
at  any  time  whatever  the  union  of  this  monarchy  with 
that  of  France,  and  the  pcffibility  that  it  might  happen 
In  any  cafe,  reciprocal  renunciations  fhould  be  made 
by  me,  and  for  all  my  defendants,  to  the  poflibility  of 
iucceeding  to  the  monarchy  of  France,  and  on  the  part 
of  thofe  pi  inces,  and  of  all  their  race,  prefcnt  and  to 
come,  to  that  of  fucceeding  to  this  monarchy;  by  form- 
ing a  proper  projeft  of  abdication  of  all  i-ights  which 
might  be  claimed  by  the  two  royal  houfes  of  this,  and 
of  that  monarchy,  as  to  their  fucceeding  mutually  to 
each  other;  by.feparating,  by  the  legal  means  of  my 
renundarion,  my  branch  from  the  royal  ftcm  of  France^ 
and  all  the  branches  of  France  from.  Uie  ftem  of  the 
blood  royal  of  Spain ;  by  taking  care  at  the  fame  time, 
in  purfuance  of  the  fundamental  and  perpetual  maxim 
of  the  balance  cf  power  in  Europe,  which  |>erfuade3 
and  juftifies  the  avoiding,  in  all  cafes  imag^nable^  the 
union  of  the  monarchy  of  France  with  that  of  Spain, 
that  the  inconvenience  fhould  likewife  be  provided 
againftj  left,  in  default  of  my  ifTue,  the  cafe  fhould  hap- 
pen 
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pen  that  this  monarchy  fhould  .devolve  again  to  the 
Houie  of  Auftria,  whofe  dominions  and  dependencies, 
even  without  the  union  of  the  empire,  would  make  it 
formidable ;  a  motive  which  at  other  times  made  it 
juftiiiable  to  ieparate  the  hereditary  dominions  of  the 
Houie  of  Auftria  from  the  body  of  the  Spanifh  mo- 
narchy; it  being  agreed  and  fetded  to  this  end  by 
England  with  me,  and  with  the  King  my  grandfather, 
that  in  failure  of  nne,  and  of  my  iflue,  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his  fbns  and  defcendants,  being  males^ 
bom  in  conftant  lawful  marriage,  are  to  enter  upon  the 
iuccefllon  of  this  monarchy ;  and  in  default  of  his  male 
fine,  the  Prince  Amadeo  of  Carignan,  and  his  ions 
and  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  conflant- lawful 
marriage ;  and  in  default  of  his  line.  Prince  Thomas^ 
brother  of  the  Prince  of  Carignan,  his  fons  and  defcen- 
dants, being  males,  born  in  conflant  lawful  marriage^ 
ifirho,  as  defcendants  of  the  Infanta  Donna  Catharina^ 
<)aughter  of  Philip  the  Second,  and  being  exprefsly 
called,  have  a  clear  and  known  right,  fuppofing  the 
fiieiidfhip  and  perpetual  alliance,  which  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his  defcendants,  are  to  folicit  and  obtain 
from  this  crown  -,  it  being  to  be  believed,  that  by  this 
perpetual  and  never-ceafing  hope,  the  needle  of  the 
balance  may  remain  invariable,  and  all  the  powers, 
wearied  with  the  toil  and  uncertainty  of  batdes,  may 
be  amicably  kept  in  an  equal  poife  ^  it  not  remaining 
ip  the  diipofal  of  any  of  the  pardes  to  alter  this  federal 
equilibrium  by  way  of  any  contract  of  renunciadon,  or 
retroceflion,  fince  the  fame  reafbn,  which  induced  its 
being  admitted,  demonftrates  its  permanency,  a  funda- 
mental conilitudon  being  formed,  which  may  fetde  by 
an  unalterable  law  the  fucceiTion  of  what  is  to  come. 
In  confequence  of  what  is  abovef*iid,  and  for  the  love  I 
bear  to  the  Spaniards,  and  from  the  knowledge  I  have 
of  whut  I  owe  to  them,  and  the  repeated  experience  o£ 
their  fidelity,  and  for  making  a  return  to  Divine  Pro- 
tridence,  by  this  refignarion  to  its  defliny,  for  the  great  ^ 
beoefic  of  having  placed  and  maintained  me  on  the* 
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throne,  among  fuch  illuftrious  and  well-deferving  vaH- 
fals,  I  have  determined  to  abdicate,  for  myfelf,  and  all 
my  defcendants,  the  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown 
of  France,  defiring  not  to  depart  from  living  and  dying 
with  my  beloved  and  faithful  Spaniards ;  leaving  to  all 
my  defcendants  the  infeparable  bond  of  their  fidelity 
and  love.  And  to  the  end  that  this  refbUition  may 
have  its  due  cfFeft,  and  that  the  matter  may  ceafe, 
idiich  has  been  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  principal 
motives  of  the  war,  which  has  hitherto  afflifted  Eu- 
rope, of  my  own  motion,  free,  Ipontaneous,  and  uncon- 
ftntined  will,  I  Don  Philip,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King 
of  Caftille,  Leon,  Arragon,  the  Two  Sicilies,  Jerula- 
lem,  Navarre,  Granada,  Toledo,  Valencia,  Galicia, 
Majorca,  Seville,  Sardinia,  Corduba,  Corfica,  Murcia, 
Jaen,  the  Algarves,  Algezira,  Gibraltar,  the  Canary 
Iflands,  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies,  the  iflands,  and  terra 
firma  of  the  ocean,  Archduke  of  Auftria,  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy, Brabant,  and  Milan,  Count  of  Habfpurg,  Flan- 
ders, Tirol,  and  Barcelona,  Lord  of  Bifcay  and  Mo- 
lina, &c.  do  by  this  prcfent  inftrument,  for  myfelf, 
for  my  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  renounce,  quit,  and  relin- 
quifh  for  ever  and  ever  all  pretenfions,  rights,  and 
tides,  which  I  have,  or  any  defcendant  of  mine  hath  at 
prefent,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come,  to  the  luc- 
ceflion  of  the  crown  of  France  \  and  I  declare,  and 
hold  mylclf  for  excluded  and  feparated,  me,  and  my 
fons,  heirs,  and  defcendants  for  ever,  for  excluded  and 
,  difabled  abfolutely,  and  without  limitation,  difference, 
and  diftinftion  or  perfons,  degrees,  fexes,  and  times, 
jfrom  the  aft  and  right  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of 
France.  And  I  will  and  confent,  for  myfelf,  and  my 
faid  defcendants,  that  now,  as  well  as  then,  it  may  be 
taken  to  be  paffcd  over  and  transferred  to  him,  who  by 
mine  and  their  being  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapaci- 
tated, fhall  be  found  next  and  immediate  in  degree  to 
die  King,  by  whofc  death  it  Ihall  become  vacant ;  and 
the  fucceflion  to  the  faid  crown  of  France  is  at  any 
time,  and  in  any  cafe,  to  be  fetded  on,  and  given  to  htm, 
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to  have  and  to  hold  die  fame  as  true  and  lawful  luccef- 
for,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  I  and  my  deicendancs 
had  not  been  bom,  or  been  in  the  world ;  fince  forilich 
are  we  to  be  held  and  efteemed,  becaule  in  my  perlbn^ 
and  in  diat  of  my  deicendants,  there  is  no  confideradon 
to  be  had^  or  foundation  to  be  made  of  active  or  paf- 
five  reprefentadon,  beginning,  or  condnuadon  of  line- 
age effedtive^  or  contentive  oT  fubftance,  blood,  or  qua- 
lity, nor  can  the  defcent,  or  computadon  of  degrees  of 
thole  peribns  be  derived  from  the  Mod  Chriftian  King, 
my  lotd  and  grandfather,  norfrom  the  dauphin  my  father, 
Bor  front  the  glorious  Kings  their  progenitors ;  nor  by 
any  other  means  can  they  come  into  the  fucceflion,  nor 
take  pofieflion  of  the  degree  of  proximity,  and  exclude 
fixnn  it  the  perfon,  who,  as  is  abovefaid,  Ihall  be  found 
next  in  degree.  I  will  and  confent  for  myfelf^  and  for 
my  defcendants,  that  from  this  ume,  as  well  as  then, 
this  right  be  looked  upon  and  confidered  as  pafled 
over  and  transferred  to  the  Duke  of  Berry  my  bro* 
ther,  and  to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males, 
bom  in  conftant  lawful  marriage ;  and  in  default  of 
,his  male  ifllie,  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans  my  uncle,  and 
to  his  fons  and  defcendants,  being  males,  born  in  con- 
ibuit  lawful  marriage ;  and  in  default  of  his  ifTue,  to 
the  Duke  of  Bourbon  my  coufm,  and  to  his  fons  and 
defcendants,  being  males,  bom  in  conftant  lawfoljnar- 
riage  j  and  in  like  manner  fucceflively  to  all  the  princes 
of  the  blood  of  France,  their  fons  and  defcendants, 
being  males,  for  ever  and  ever,  according  to  the  place 
and  order  in  which  they  Ihall  be  called  to  the  crown  by 
right  of  their  birth ;  and  confcquendy  to  that  perfon 
among  the  faid  princes,  who  (I  and  all  my  faid  defcen- 
dants* being,  as  is  abovefaid,  excluded,  difabled,  and 
incapacitated^  ihall  be  found  the  neareft  in  immedi- 
ate degree  after  that  King,  by  whofe  death  the  vacancy 
of  the  crown  of  France  (hall  happen,  and  to  whom  the 
iucceflion  ought  to  belong  at  any  ame,  and  in  any  cafe 
whatfoever,  that  he  may  poflefs  the  iaiiie  as  true  and 
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defcendants,  had  not  been  bom.  And  for  die  greater 
ftrength  of  this  aJft  of  abdication  of  all  the  rights  and 
tides  which  appertained  to  me,  and  to  all  my  fons  and 
defendants,  of  fucceeding  to  die  aforefaid  crown  of 
France,  I  depart  from,  and  relinquilh  efpecially  that 
which  might  moreover  accrue  to  the  rights  of  birth 
from  the  letters  patents,  or  inftrument,  whereby  the 
King  my  grandfather  preferred  and  referved  to  me, 
and  enabled  me  to  enjoy  the  right  of  fuceeffion  to  the 
crown  of  France,  which  inftrument  was  difpatched  at 
Verfailles  in  the  month  of  December,  in  the  year  1700, 
amd  pafled,  and  approved,  and  regiftcred  by  the  parlia^ 
ment,  I  will  that  it  cannot  ferve  me  for  a  foundation 
to  the  purpofes  therein  provided  for,  and  I  rejeft  and 
renounce  it,  and  hold  it  for  null,  void,  and  of  no  force, 
and  for  cancelled,  and  as  if  no  fuch  inftrument  had 
ever  been  executed.  I  promife  and  oblige  myfelf,  on 
the  faith  of  a  King's  word,  that  as  much  as  (hall  relate 
to  my  part,  and  that  of  my  fons  and  defcendants,  ^hich 
are  and  ihall  be,  I  will  take  care  of  the  obfervation  and 
accomplilhment  of  this  writing,  without  permitting  or 
confenting  that  any  thing  be  done  contrary  thereunto, 
direftly  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole,  or  in  part ;  and  I 
relinquilh  and  depart  from  all  and  all  manner  of  reme- 
Aes,  known  or  unknown,  ordinary  or  extraordinary, 
and  which  by  common  right,  or  fpecial  privilege,  might 
belong  to  us,  to  me,  and  to  my  fons  and  defcendants, 
to  reclaim,  mention,  or  allege  againft  what  is  above- 
faid  ;  and  I  renounce  them  all,  and  eipecially  that  of 
evident  prejudice,  enormous,  and  moft  enormous,  which 
may  be  reckoned  to  have  happened  in  this  relinquifh* 
ment  and  renunciation  of  the  right  of  being  able  at  any 
time  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  aforementioned.  I  wik 
that  none  of  the  faid  remedies,  nor  others,  of  whatfo- 
ever  name,  ufo,  importance,  and  quality  they  may  be, 
do  avail  us,  or  can  avail  us.  And  if  in  faft,  or  under 
any  colour,  we  Ihould  endeavour  to  feize  the  faid  king- 
dom by  force  of  arms,  by  making,  or  moving  war, 
^ffcnfivc  0?  dcfcnfivc,  from  this  time  for  ever,  that  is  to 

be 
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be  held)  judged^  and  declared^  for  an  unlawful^  unjcifl:^ 
and  wrongfully  undertaken  war,  and  for  violence^  in* 
vafion,  and  u&rpationj  done  againft  reafon  and  con-» 
Icience ;  and  on  the  contrary^  diat  is  to  be  judged  and 
cfteemed  a  juft,  lawful,  and  allowed  war,  which  fhall 
i}t  made  or  moved  in  behalf  of  him,  who  by  the  ex^ 
clufion  of  me,  and  of  my  faid  fom  and  de(cendant% 
ought  to  fucceed  to  the  faid  crown  of  France,  to  whom 
the  fubjedb  and  natives  thereof  are  to  ^pply  themfelves^ 
and  to  obey  him,  to  take  and  perform  the  oath  and 
homage  of  fealt/,  and  to  ferve  him  as  their  lawful  king 
and  lord.  And  the  relinquilhment  and  renunciation, 
for  me,  and  my  faid  ions  and  defcendants,  is  to  be  firm, 
liable,  valid,  and  irrevocable  perpetually,  for  ever  and 
ever.  And  I  declare  andpromife,  that  I  have  npe 
made,  neither  will  I  make,  any  proteitation  or  reclaim^ 
ing^  in  public  or  in  iecret,  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  or  diniinifh  the  force  of  what  is  contained  in 
this  writing  1  and  that  if  I  fhould  make  it,  although  it 
be  fwom  to,  it  is  not  to  be  valid,  neither  can  it  have 
any  force ;  and  for  the  greater  fbength  and  fecurity  of 
what  is  contained  in  this  renunciation,  and  of  what  is 
(aid  and  promi^d  on  my  part  therein,  I  give  again  the 
pledge  ot  my  faith,  and  royal  word,  and  I  fwear  folemn* 
ly  by  the  goipels  contained  in  this  miffal,  upon  which 
I  lay  my  right  hand,  that  I  will  obferve,  maintain,  and 
accomplifh  this  a£t  and  infbument  of  renunciation,  as 
well  for  myfelf  as  for  all  my  fuccelTors,  heirs,  and  de- 
fcendants, in  all  the  claufes  therein  contained,  accord- 
i^  to  the  mofl  natural,  literal,  and  plain  ienfe  and  con- 
ftrudtion ;  and  that  I  have  not  fought,  neither  will  I 
ieek,  anv  difpenfation  from  this  oath ;  and  if  it  Ihall  be 
fought  for  by  any  particular  perfbn,  or  fhall  be  granted 
mofu  proprio^  I  will  not  ufe  it,  nor  take  any  advantage 
of  it.  Nay  in  fuch  cafe  as  that  it  fhould  be  granted 
me,  I  make  anodier  the  like  oath,  that  there  may  al- 
yr^ys  be  and  remain  one  oath  above  and  beyond  all 
difpenfadons  which  may  be  granted  me.  And  I  deliver 
tl>is  writing  before  the  prefent  fecretary,  notary  of  this 
my  kingdom,  and  I  have  figned  it,  and  commanded  k 
.^VoL,  IL  E  to 
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to  be  fealed  with  my  royal  feal ;  there  being  provided. ' 
and  called  as  witneflfes,  the  Caidinal  Don  Francifco  de 
Judice,  inqiiifitor  general,  and  archbifhop  of  Montana!, 
one  of  my  council  of  ftate  -,  Don  Jofeph  Fernandez  of 
Vdafco  and  Tobar,  conftablc  of  Caftille,  Duke  of 
prias,  gentleman  of  my  chamber,  my  high  fteward  o( 
'  my  houfehold,  great  cup-bearer,  and  great  huntfman  j 
Don  Juan  Claros  Alfonfo  Perez  de  Gufman  el  Bueno. 
Duke  of  Medina  Sidonia,  knight  of  the  Order  of  the 
Holy  Ghoft,  my  great  matter  of  the  horfe,  gendeman 
of  my  chamber,  and  one  of  my  council  of  ftate  j  Don 
Francifco  Andres  de  Benavides,  Count  of  Santiftevan, 
one  of  my  council  of  ftate,  and  high  fteward  to  the

and  year,  in  his  royal  palace  of  Buen  Retiro,  and  upon 
fight  of  the  Inftrument  of  renunciation,  delivered  by 
-his  Majcfty,  the  fame  day,  month,  and  year,  before 
Don  Manuel  of  Vadillo  and  Velafco,  his  fecretary  of 
ftate,  and  public  notary  and  writer  in  all  his  kingdoms 
and  dominions,  which  his  Majefty  ordered  him  to  pre* 
fent,  and  which  was  read,  and  publiftied  in  the  meeting 
of  the  Cortes,  which  the  kingdom  held  for  this  alone, 
the  ninth  of  this  month,  the  following  refolution  was 
agreed  upon. 

That  the  moft  humble  reprefentation  be  made  by 
die  kingdom,  laying  ourfelves  at  the  royal  feet  of  his 
Majefty,  giving  him  immortal  thanks  for  the  immenfe 
benefits,  and  exceeding  great  fivours,'  wherewith  he  has 
been  pleafed  to  honour  and  exalt  the  Spanifh  nation,  by 
taking  care  of  the  greateft  good  and  advantage  of  his 
rooft  loving  vafTals,  by  procuring  to  this  monarchy  the 
«afe  of  this  dcfircd  peace  and  tranquillity.  And  thafe 
the  kingdom,  defiring  on  their  part  to  contribute  to  the 
attaining  the  royal  iatentiou  ot  his  Majefty,  aflbnts  to^ 
.  -  and 
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tnd  if  it  were  nece&iy  for  the  greater  axitfiontf,  vaCdi*  • 
ty,  and  ftrength^  approves  and  confirms  die  lenuncia- 
tion  which  his  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  make  for  himfel^ 
and  in  the  name  of  all  his  royal  defcendants,  to  the  fuc*. 
cei&on  which  pofllbly  may  happen  of  the  monarchy  of. 
France,  with  this  circumftance>  that  the  like  renuncia* 
feion  to  this  crown  is  to  be  executed  by  the  princes  of 
that  royal  family,  and  their  deicendartts :  and  likewile. 
the  perpetual  exclulion  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  from 
die  dominions  of  this  monarchy ;  and  in  like  manner 
in  cale  of  fiulure  (which  God  forbid)  of  the  royal  ifllie 
of  his  Majefty,  the  calling  of  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of 
Savoy,  aixl  of  all  his  ions,  and  male  defcendants,  bom 
in  conftant  lawful  matrimony  -,  and  in  default  of  all 
fhefe  lines,  of  the  prince  Amadeus  of  Carignan,  his. 
ions,  and  male  defcendant^^  bom  in  conilant  lawfiil 
tnatrimony ;  and  in  failure  thereof,  of  the  Prince  Tho- 
mas, brother  of  the  faid  Prince  of  Carigoan,  his  ions, 
lud  male  defendants,  bom  in  confbuit  lawAil  matri- 
mony ;  who  as  defcendants  of  the  In&nta  Donna  Ca- 
^larina,  daughter  of  Philip  the  Second,  and  being  ex- ' 
preisly  called,  have  a  clear  and  known  right,  flippoiing 
the  friendfhip  and  perpetual  alliance  with  this  crown,* 
which  ought  to  be  fought  and  obtained  by  die  Duke  of 
Savoy,  and  his  defcendants.  .  And  that  the  kingdom 
approves,  agrees  to^  and  ratifies  all  thele  three  things, 
and  each  of  them,widi  the  lame  qualides,condidons,and 
iuppoliuons,  as  are  expreiTed,  inferred,  and  {Conclud- 
ed in  the  faid  inflrument  of  renunciation  executed  by 
his  Majefty,  which  has  been  mentioned  aiKi  referred  to* 
And  lafUy,  chat  for  fecuring  and  eflablifhing  the  ftrength 
of  thefc  treaties,  thefe  kingdoms  oblige  themfelves,witb 
all  their  power  and  force,  to  caufe  to  be  maintained  the 
royal  refolutions  of  his  Majelty,  facrificing  in  his  royal 
fervice,  even  to  the  laft  drop  of  their  blood,  offering  to 
his  Majefty  their  lives  and  fortunes,  in  token  of  their 
love.     And  that  for  the  eternal  remembrance  and  ob-

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(as  in  efieft  they  have  defired  and  petitioned  by  their 
reprefentation  and  confultatron,  made  the  &me  nindi 
day  of  this  month)  that  his  Majefty  would  be  pleafed 
to  order,  that  by  annulling  all  diat  fhall  be  found  €(> 
die  contrary,  it  be  eftabli(hed  as  a  fundamental  law,  as 
well  the  aforeiaid  renunciations,  as  the  perpetual  exclu- 
fion  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  from  the  dominions  of 
this  crown,  and  the  calling  of  that  of  Savoy  to  the  fuc- 
ceffion  of  thefe  kingdoms,  in  default  (which  God  fbr«. 
bid)  of  defcendants  from  his  Majefty ;  which  the  king- 
dom, with  the  approbation  of  his  Majefty,  docs  even 
now  agree  to,  as  the  foundation,  whereon  depends  the 
grcateft  good  and  advantage  of  this  monarchy,  fb  much 
purfued,  favoured,  and  exalted  by  the  royal  benevo- 
lence of  his  Majefty. 

And  the  King  our  lord,  hiving  agreed  to  this  unani- 
mous and  uniform  refoludon  and  reprefentation  of  ail 
the  knights  depudes  in  the  Cortes  of  the  kingdom^  he 
has  been  plealed,  by  his  royal  decree  of  the  ifeventh  of 
^s  month,  to  command  it  to  be  remitted  to  his  fu* 
preme  council,  joindy  with  the  wriring  of  renunciation^ 
ordaining  that  the  tenor  of  the  law  be  jfbrthwith  form* 
ed,  extended,  and  difpofed,  with  all  the  circumftan- 
ces  of  dearnels  and  ftrength^  for  its  more  inviolable 
and  perpetual  obfervation.

./  iab,  who  were  overwhelmed  with  fuch  labours  and  fa- 
tigues, as  were  not  to  be  fupported  but  by  their  invin-- 
cible  courage  and  conftant  love  and  fidelity,  made  us 
ufe  all  poflible  endeavours  to  obtain  a  general  peace 
with  the  powers  confederated  againft  die  two  crowns, 
preferring  that  to  our  intereft :  and  whereas,  having  be- 
gun to  treat  of  peace  with  the  Queen  of  England,  it 
was  agreed  between  the  three  crowns  of  Spain,  France^

^  And  whereat  the  renunciation  and  the  a6l  above  in- 
ferted, being  by  my  command  communicated  to  the 
States  of  my  kingdom,  who,  for  the  greatervalidity  of  the 
laid  renunciation  and  a£t,  were  aflembled  in  this  place, 
were  received  and  approved  by  them  in  all  its  parts, 
and  theyi  by  their  reprefentarion  of  the  ninth  ot  No- 
vember laft,  did  defire  me,  in  my  royal  wifdom,  to 
command  that  the  exclufion  of  the  Houfes  of  France 
and  Auftria,  and  the  order  of  fucceflion  in  the  Houfe  of 
Savoy  after  all  my  defcendants  (which  are  contained  in

coniequence  of  the  faid  ad,  I  and  all  my  defendants 
are  for  ever  excluded  from  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown 
of  France,  fo  that  we  never  can  fucceed  to  the  faid 
crown,  under  any  pretence,  at  any  time,  or  on  any 
accident  or  occafion  whatfoever ;  and  all  the  Princes 
of  the  Blood  of  France,  and  all  of  their  race,  either  in 
being  or  that  Ihall  be,  are  by  the  faid  aft  excluded  re- 
ciprocally from,  the  monarchy  of  Spain ;  and  all  the 
princes,  as  well  males  as  females,  of  the  Houfe  of  Auf- 
tria,  that  are  either  now  in  being  or  that  (hall  be,  are 
in  the  fame  manner  excluded,  fo  that  neither  the  one 
nor  the  other  can  ever  in  any  cafe,  cither  yet  thought 
ofj  or  not  thought  of,  fucceed  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain, 
or  to  the  provinces  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
united  to  it :  and  in  cafe  of  failure  of  my  royal  perfon, 
and  of  my  lawful  defendants,  as  well  male  as  female,  I

(landing  any  other  laws>  ordinances,  ilatuites,'  or  cuf- 
toms  whatlbevcr,  which  arc  or  may  be  contrary  there- 
unto, and  notwithftanding  any  teftamentary  diipofi* 
dons,  made  by  the  Kings  our  anceftors  when  thev 
were  alive,  and  notwithftanding  any  declaration  which 
we  made  in  favour  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  and  his 
fons  and  defendants,  as  grandfon  of  the  Infanta  the 
Lady  Anna  Mauricia,  deceafed,  Queen  of  France, 
firom  all  wliich  we  derogate  by  this  law,  and  refcind 
and  annul  them,  inafmuch  as  they  are  contrary  to  the

LEWIS,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
and  Navarre:  to  all  people  prefent,  and  to  come, 
greeting.  During  the  various  revolutions  of  a  war, 
wherein  we  have  fought  only  to  maintain  the  juttice  of 

the 
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&e  rights  of  the  Kmg,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  be- 
loved grandibn,  to  die  monarchy  of  Spain^  we  have 
never  ceafed  to  defire  peace.  The  greateft  iuccefles 
did  not  at  all  dazzle  us;  and  the  contrary  events^ 
which  the  hand  of  God  niade  ufe  of  to  try  us,  rather 
than  to  dellroy  us,  did  not  ^ve  birth  to  diae  defire  in 
us,  but  found  it  there.  But  the  tinne  marked  out  by 
Divine  Providence,  for  the  repofe  of  Europe,  was  not 
yet  come ;  the  diftant  fear  of  feeing,  one  day,  our 
crown>  and  that  of  Spain^  upon  the  head  of  one  and 
the  fame  Prince,  did  always  make  an  equal  impreflion 
on  the  Powers  which  were  united  againft  us ;  and  this 
fear,  which  had  been  the  principal  caufe  of  the  war^ 
ieemed  alfb  to  lay  an  infuperable  obftacle  in  the  way 
to  peace.  At  laft,  after  many  fruidefs  negotiations, 
God  being  moved  with  the  fuSerings  and  groans  df 
(b  many  people,  was  pleafed  to  open  a  furcr  way  to 
come  at  fo  difficult  a  peace  :  but  the  fame  alarms-  ftiU 
lubfifling,  the  firfl  and  principal  condition  which  was 
propofed  to  us  by  our  mofl  dear  and  moft  beloved 
iifter  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  as  the  efiential  and 
neceflary  foundation  of  treating,  was,  that  the  King 
of  Spain,  our  faid  brother  and  grandfbn,  keeping  the 
monarchy  of  Spain  and  of  the  Indies,  fhould  renounce 
for  himfelf,  and  his  defcendants  for  ever,  the  rights 
triiich  his  birth  might  at  any  time  give  him  and  them 
to  our  crown ;  that  on  the  other  hand,  our  moft  dear 
and  moft  beloved  grandfbn  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and 
our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  nephew  the  Duke  of 
Orleans,  fhould  likewife  renounce  for  themfelves,  and 
for  their  defcendants,  male  and  female  for  ever,  their 
rights  to  the  monarchy  of  Spain  and  the  Indies.  Our 
laid  fifter  caufed  it  to  be  reprefented  to  us,  that  with- 
out a  formal  and  pofitive  afiiirance  upon  this  point, 
^yhich  alone  could  be  the  bond  of  peace,  Europe 
would  never  be  at  reft ;  all  the  Powen  which  fhare  the 
iame  being  equally  periuadcd,  that  it  was  for  their 
general  intcreft,  and  for  their  common  fecurity,  to  con- 
tinue a  war,  whereof  no  one  could  forefcc  the  end,  ra- 
ther 
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ther  than  to  be  expofed  to  behold  the  fafne  Prince 
become  one  day  mailer  of  two  monarchies,  fo  power- 
ful as  thofe  of  France  and  Spain.  But  as  this  Princeik 
(whpfe  indefatigable  zeal  for  re-eftablifhing  the  ge- 
neral tranquillity  we  eannot  ftifiiciently  praife)  was 
fenfihle  of  all  the  reludtancy  w  had  to  confent^  that 
'Olie  of  our  children,  fo  worthy  to  inherit  the  lucceflion 
of  our  forefathers,  ihpuld  neceflanly  he  excluded  from 
it,  if  the  misfortunesj'wlierewith  it  Iu3  pleafed  God  to 
fifflift  u§  in  o\ir  faniily,  Ihould  moreover  take  from  us, 
)n  the  perfoi^  of  the  Dauphinj^  our  molt  dear  and  mpft 
J)eloyed  gi-eat-grandfon,  .the  only  remainder  of  diofc 
princes  which  pur  kingdom  has  fo  juftly  tamented 
with  us ;  fhe  entered  into  our  pain,  and  a^er  having 
joindy  fought  out  genUer  means  of  feguring  the  peaccj^ 
>e  agreed  wiph  our  faid  lifter  to  propofe  to  the  King 
of  Spj^in  other  doniinions,  inferior  indeed  to  thofe 
which  -  he  pofleffes,  yet  the  value  thereof  would  fb 
much  the  more  increafe  under  his  reign,  in  as  much 
fts  in  that  cafe  he  would  prefcrve  his  rights,  and  anneji; 
to  our  crown  a,  part  of  die  faid  dominions,  if  he 
came  one  rime  or  other  to  fucceed  us.  We  employed 
therefore  the  ftrongeft  reafons  to  perfuade  him  to  accept 
this  alternative.  We  gave  him  to  underftand,  that  the 
duty  of  his  birth  was  the  firfl:  which  he  ought  to  con- 
sult ;  that  he  owed  himfelf  to  his  houfe,  and  to  his  coun-r 
.  try,  before  he  was  oblige^  to  Spain  -,  that  if  he  were 
wanting  to  his  firft  engagements,  he  would  perhaps 
one  day  in  vain  regret  his  having  abandoned  thofe 
rights,  which  he  would  be  no  more  able  to  maintain. 
We  added  to  thefe  reafons,  the  perfonal  motives  of 
friendfhip  and  of  tender  love,  wliich  we  thought  likely 
to  move  him  j  the  plcafure  we  Ihould  have  in  feeing 
him  from  time  to  rime  near  us,  and  in  pafling  fo^e 
part  of  our  days  with  him,  which  we  might  promifc 
ourfelves  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  dominions 
that  were  offered  him,  the  fatisfaftion  gf  inftrudinj 
him  ourfelves  concerning  the  ftate  of  our  affairs,  an( 
pf  relying  upon  him  for  the  future  j  fo  that,  if  God

(houki  preferve  to  us  the  Dauphin^  we  could  give  our 
kingdoti),  in  the  peribn  of  the  King  our  brother,  and 
grandlbn,  a  regent  inftru6tcd  in  the  art  of  government  i 
and  that  if  this  child,  fb  precious  to  us  and  to  our  futn 
jt&Sy  were  alfo  taken  from  us,  we  ihould  at  leaft  have 
the  conlbladon  of  leaving  to  our  people  a  virtuous 
King,  fit  to  govern  them,  and  who  would  likewife 
annex  to  our  crown  very  confiderable  dominions.  Our 
inftances  reiterated  with  all  the  force,  and  with  all  the 
tender  aflPedtion  neccflary  to  perfuade  a  fon,  who  fd 
juftiy  deferves  thofe  efforts,  which  we  made  for  pre- 
ferving  him  to  France,  produced  nothing  but  reite- 
rated refufals  on  his  part,  ever  to  abandon  fuch 
brave  and  &ithful  iubje£ts,  whpfe  zeal  for  him  had 
been  diflinguifhed  in  thofe  conjunfhires,  when  his 
throne  feemed  to  be  the  mofl  fhaken.  So  that  perfifting 
with  an  invincible  firmnefs  in  his  firfl:  refoludcMi,  aflcrt-- 
ing  likewife,  that  it  was  more  glorious  and  more  ad-, 
vantageous  for  our  Houie  and  for  our  kingdom,  than 
that  which  we  prefled  him  to  take,  he  declared  in  the 
meeting  of  the  States  of  the  kingdom  of  Spain,  af- 
fembled  at  Madrid  for  that  purpofc,  that  for  obtaining 
a  general  peace,  and  fecuring  the  tranquillity  of  Eu- 
rope by  a  balance  of  power,  he  of  his  own  proper 
motion,  of  hii  own  fi-ee  will,  and  widiout  any  con- 
ilrauit,  renounced  for  himfelfi  for  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
cefibrs,  for  ever  and  ever,  all'  pretentions,  rights,  and 
titles,  which  he  or  any  of  his  defcendants  have  at  pre- 
Icnt,  or  may  have  at  any  time  to  come,  Vhatfoever,  to 
the  iuccelTion  of  our  crown ;  that  he  held  for  excluded 
therefix>m  himfelf,  his  children,  heirs,  and  defcendants 
for  ever  j  that  he  confented  for  himfelf  and  for  them; 
that  now,  as  well  as  then,  his  right,  and  that  of  his 
defcendants,  fhould  pafs  over  and  be  transferred  to  him 
among  the  Princes,  whom  the  law  of  fucceffion  and 
the  order  of  birth  calls  or  fhall  call  to  inherit  our 
crown,  in  default  of  our  faid  brother  and  grandfon  the 
King  of  Spain,  and  of  his  defcendants,  as  it  is  more 
amply  fpecified  in  the  aA  of  renunciadoo,  approved 
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by  the  States  of  his  kingdom ;  and  <x>nfequ6mly  be 
declared,  that  he  defiftcd  particularly  from  the  right 
Which  hath  been  added  to  that  of  his  birth  by  our 
letters  patents  of  the  mointh  of  December  1700, 
whereby  we  declared,  that  it  was  bur  will,  that  the  Kii^ 
of  Spain  add  his  defendants  Ihouki  always  preferve 
the  rights  of  their  birth  and  original,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  if  they  refided  aAually  in  our  kingdom ;  and 
from  the  regiftry  which  was  made  of  our  faid  letters 
patents,  bodi  in  our  court  of  parliament^  and  in  our 
chamber  of  accounts  at  Paris.  We  are  fenfible,  as 
King  and  as  Father,  how  much  it  were  to  be  defu-ed 
that  the  general  peace  could  have  been  concluded 
without  a  renunciation,  which  makes  fb  great  a  change 
in  our  royal  Houfe,  and  in  the  ancient  order  of  fuc^ 
ceeding  to  our  crown ;  but  we  are  yet  more  fenfible 
how  much  it  is  our  duty  to  fecure  ipeedily  to  our  fub- 
jeds  a  peace  which  is  fo  neceflary  for  them.  Wt 
IhaH  never  foiget  the  efforts  which  they  made  for  us 
during  the  long  continuance  of  a  war  which  we  could 
not  have  fupported,  if  their  zeal  had  not  been  much 
more  extcnfive  than  their  power.  The  welfare  of  a 
people  {o  faithful,  is  to  us  a  fupreme  law,  which  ou^t 
to  be  preferred  to  any  other  confideradon.  It  is  to 
this  law  that  we  this  day  facrifice  the  right  of  a  grand* 
ion,  who  is  fo  dear  to  us,  and  by  the  price  which  tht 
general  peace  will  coft  our  tender  love,  we  (hall  at 
lead  have  the  comfort  of  ihewing  our  fubjefts,  that 
even  at  the  cxpencc  of  our  blood,  they  will  always 
keep  the  firft  place  in  our  heart. 

For  thefe  caufes,  and  other  important  confideradons 
us  thereunto  moving,  after  having  feen  in  our  council 
the  faid  ad  of  renunciadon  of  the  King  of  Spain,  our 
faid  brother  and  grandfon,  of  the  fifth  of  November 
lafl,  as  alio  the  ads  of  renunciadon  which  our  faid 
grandfon  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  our  faid  nephew  the 
Duke  of  Orleans,  made  reciprocally  of  their  rights  to 
the  crown  of  Spain,  as  well  for  themielves  as  for  their 
defcendants^  male  and  femalcj  in  confequence  of  the 
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rentmciadon  of  our  faid  brother  and  grandibn  the 
King  of  Spain^  the  whole  hereunto  annexed,  with^  a 
copy  collated  of  the  faid  letters  patents  of  the  month 
of  December  1700,  under  the  counter-ieal  of  our 
chancery,  of  our  fpecial  grace,  fiiU  power,  and  royal 
authority,  we  have  declared,  decreed,  and  ordained, 
and  by  thefe  prefents,  figned  with  our  hand,  we  do  de- 
clare, decree,  and  ordain,  we  will,  and  it  is  our  pleaiiire^ 
that  the  iaid  a(5t  of  renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and 
grandibn  the  King  of  Spain,  and  thofe  of  our  faid 
grandibn  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and  of  our  faid  nephew 
die  Duke  of  Orleans,  which  we  have  admitted,  and  do 
admit,  be  regiftered  in  all  our  courts  of  parliament,  and 
chambers  of  our  accounts  in  our  kingdom,  and  other 
places  where  it  ihall  be  neceilary,  in  order  to  their 
being  executed  according  to  their  form  and  tenon 
And  confequendy,  we  wiU  and  intend,  that  our  faid 
letters  patents  <w  the  month  of  December  1700  be 
and  remain  null,  and  as  if  they  had  never  been  made, 
that  they  be  brought  back  to  us,  and  that  in  the  mar- 
gin of  the  regifters  of  our  faid  court  of  parliament^ 
and  of  our  faid  chamber  of  accounts^  wherd  die  en- 
rolment of  the  faid  letters  patents  is,  the  extraft  of 
thefe  prefents  be  placed  and  inferted,  the  better  to 
iignify  our  intention  as  to  the  revocation  and  nullity 
of  the  faid  letters.  We  will  that  in  conformity  to  the 
iaid  aft  of  renunciation  of  our  faid  brother  and  grand- 
ibn the  King  of  Spain^  he  be  from  henceforth  looked 
upon  and  confidered  as  excluded  from  our  fi^ccefTion, 
that  his  heirsj  fucceflbrs,  and  defcendants  be  likewiic 
excluded  for  ever,  and  looked  upon  as  incapable  of 
enjoying  the  fame.  We  underftand  that  in  failure  of 
d)em>  all  rights  tq  our  faid  cmwn,  and  fuccefTion  to 
our  dominions,  wUch  might  at  any  time  whatfoever 
belong  axid  appertain  to  them,  be  and  remain  tranf- 
ferred  to 'our  mofl  dear  and  moil  beloved  grandfon  the 
Duke  of  Berry,  and  to  his  children  and  defcendants, 
being  males,  born  in  lawful  marriage ;  and  fucceffively, 
in  failure  of  them,  to  thofe  of  the  Princes  of  our  royal 
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Houfcj  and  their  defcendants>  who  in  right  of  their 
birth>  or  by  the  order  eftablifhed  fihce  the  foundation 
of  our  monarchy,  ought  to  fucceed  to  our  crown. 
And  fb  we  command  our  beloved  and  trufty  coun- 
feUors,  the  members,,  of  our  court  of  parliament  at 
Paris,  that  they  do  caufe  thefe  prefents,  together  with 
the  afts  of  renunciation  made  by  our  faid  brother  and 
grandfon  the  King  of  Spain,  by  our  faid  grandfon  the 
Duke  of  Berry,  and  by  our  faid  nephew  the  Duke 
of  Orleans,  to  be  read,  publilhed,  and  regiftered^  and 
die  contents  thereof  to  oe  kept,  obferved,  and  exe- 
cuted, according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  fully,  peace- 
ably, and  perpetually,  ceafing,  and  caufing  to  ceafe,  all 
moleftations  and  hindrances,  notwithftanding  any  laws, 
ftatutes,  ufages,  cuftoms,  decrees,  regulations,  and  other 
matters  contrary  diereunto ;  whereto,  and  to  the  dero- 
gations of  the  derogations  therein  contained,  we  have 
derogated,  and  do  derogate  by  thefe  prefents,  for  this 
purpofe  only,  and  without  being  brought  into  prece- 
dent.    For  fuch  is  our  pleafure. 

And  to  the  end  that  this  may  be  a  matter  firm  and 
lafting  for  ever,  we  have  caufed  our  feal  to  be  affixed 
to  thefe  prefents.  Given  at  Verfailles,  in  the  month  of 
March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1 7 1 3,  and  of  our 
reign  the  70th.  Signed  Lewis,  and  underneath.  By  the 
King,  Phelypeaux.  Vifa,  Phelypeaux.  And  fealed 
with  the  great  feal  on  green  wax,  with  firings  of  red 
and  green  filk. 

Read  and  publiflied,  the  court  being  affembled,  and 
regiftered  among  the  rolls  of  the  court,  the  King's 
attorney  general  being  heard  and  moving  for  the 
fame,  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  executed  ac- 
cording to  their  form  and  tenor,  in  purfuance  of 
and  in  conformity  to  the  afts  of  this  day.  At 
Paris,  in  parliament,  the  15th  of  March,  17 13.

CHARLES  fon  of  France,  Duke  of  Berry,  A- 

lenfon,  and  Angoulefme,  Vifcount  of  Vernon,  Andely, 
and  Giibrs,  Lord  of  die  Chatellenies  of  Coignac  and 
Merpins:  to  all  Kings,  Princes,  Commonwealdisi 
Communides,  and  to  all  other  bodies  and  private  per- 
fons,  prefent  and  to  come,  be  it  known.  All  the 
Powers  of  Europe  finding  themfelres  almoft  ruined  on 
account  of  the  prefent  wars,  which  have  carried  delb- 
lation  to  the  frontiers,  and  into  many  other  parts  of 
the  richeft  monarchies,  and  other  dominions,  it  has 
been,  agreed,  in  the  conferences  and  treaties  of  peace, 
which  are  negociating  '^vrith  Great  Britain,  to  cftablilh 
an  equilibrium  and  political  boundaries  between  the 
kingdoms,  whereof  the  interefls  have  been,  and  arc 
ftill,  the  fad  occafion  of  a  bloody  dilpute ;  and  to  hold 
it  for  a  fundamental  maxim,  in  order  to  preferve  this 
peace,  that  provifion  ought  to  be  made,  that  the  forces 
of  thefe  kingdoms  may  not  become  formidable,  nor  be 
able  to  caufe  any  jealoufy ;  which,  it  has  been  thought, 
cannot  be  fettled  more  Iblidly,  than  by  hindering  therii 
from  extending  themfelves,  and  by  keeping  a  certain 
proportion,  to  the  end  that  the  weaker  being  united 
together  may  defend  themfelves  againft  the  more  pow- 
erful, and  fupport  themfelves  rcfpedively  againft  their 
glials, 

For  this  purpbfe  the  King,  our  moft  honoured  lord 
and  grandfather,  and  the  King  of  Spain,  our  moft  dear 
brother,  h^ve  agreed  and  concluded  with  the  Queen  of 
Great  Britain,  that  reciprocal  renunciations  Ihall  be 
made  by  all  the  Princes,  bodi  prefent  and  to  come,  of 
the  crown  of  France,  and  of  that  of  Spain,  of  all 
rights  ,which  may  appertain  to  each  of  thcrn,  to  the 
fucceffion  of  the  one  or  of  the  other  kingdom,  by 
cftablifliing  an  habitual  right  to  the  fucceffion  to  the 
crown  of  Spain,  in  that  line  which  fhall  be  made  ca- 
pable thereof^  and  declared  immediate  after  that  of 
King  Philip  the  Fifth  our  brother,  by  the  Eftates  of 
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Spain^  who  were  ta  afiemUe  for  this  purpofc;  by 
making  an  immoveable  balance  to  maintain  the  equi- 
librium, which  is  intended  tQ  be  placed  in  Europe,  and 
by  going  on  to  particularife  all  the  cafes  of  union  which 
are  fore&en^  to  fenre  as  an  example  for  all  fuch  as  may 
happen*  It  has  likewife  been  agreed  and  concluded 
between  the  King,  our  moft  honoured  lord  and  grand- 
father, King  PhUip  the  Fifth,  our  brother,  and  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain,  that  the  faid  King  Philip 
{hall  renounce  for  himfelf,  and  for  all  his  defcendants> 
the  hopes  of  fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  France ;  that 
on  our  fide  we  ihall  renounce  in  like  manner,  for  us, 
and  for  our  defcendants,  the  crown  of  Spain ;  that 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  our  moft  dear  uncle,  fhall  do 
the  fame  thing :  fo  that  all  the  lines  of  France  and  of 
Spain,  refpedively  and  relatively,  fhall  be  excluded  for 
ever,  and  hv  all  kind  of  ways,  from  all  the  right  which 
the  lines  01  France  might  have  to  the  crown  of  Spain, 
and  the  lines  of  Spain  to  the  crown  of  France  :  and 
lafUy,  that  care  Ihall  be  taken,  that  under  pretence  of 
'  the  faid  renunciations,  or  under  any  other  pretence 
whatfbever,  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  may  not  make  ufc 
of  the  prctenfions  which  it  might  have  to  the  fuccef-. 
fion  of  the  monarchy  of  Spain  5  forafmuch  as  by 
uniting  this  monarchy  to  the  hereditary  countries  and 
dominions  of  that  Houfe,  it  would  become  formidable, 
even  without  the  union  of  the  Empire,  to  the  other 
Powers,  which  are  between  both,  and  which  would  find 
themfelves  as  it  were  furrounded  j  which  would  deftroy 
the  equality  that  is  eftablilhing  at  prcfent,  to  fecure 
and  ftrengthcn  more  perfc6Uy  the  peace  of  Chriften- 
dom,  and  to  take  away  all  manner  of  jealouly  from 
the  Powers  of  the  North  and  of  the  Weft,  which  is  the 
end  that  is  propofed  by  this  political  equilibrium,  by 
removing  and  excluding  all  thefe  branches,  and  calling 
to  the  crown  of  Spain,  in  default  of  the  lines  of  King 
Philip  the  Fifth,  our  brodicr,  and  of  all  his  children 
and  defcendants,  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy, 
which  defcends  fi-om  the  Infanta  Catharina,  daughter 
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of  Philip  the  Second  i  ic  having  been  confidcred^  that 
in  making  the  faid  Houfe  of  Savoy*  fucceed  inunedi* 
ately  in  this  manner,  this  equality  and  balance  between 
the  three  Powers  may  be  fixed  as  it  were  in  its  centre, 
without  which  it  would  be  impoIBble  to  extinguiih  th& 
flame  of  war  which  has  been  kindkd)  and  is  capable  of 
deftroying  every  thing. 

Being  willing  therefore  to  concur  by  our  relinquiih* 
ment,  and  by  the  abdication  of  all  our  rights^  for  U3^  our 
fuccefibrs,  and  deicendants,  to  the  eflabliihing  of  the 
univerfal  repofe,  and  the  iecuring  the  peace  ofEurope, 
becaufe  we  believe  that  this  method  ]&  the  furell  and 
moft  effefhial  in  the  terrible  circumftances  of  this  con- 
jundhire^  we  have  reiblved  to  renounce  the  hopes  of 
iucceeding  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  all  the  rights 
thereunto^  which  belong  to  us,  and  may  belong  to  us, 
under  any  tide,  and  by  any  means  whatibever.  And 
to  the  end  that  this  refolution  may  have  its  full  e^^l:^ 
and  alfo  by  reafon  that  Kins  Philip  the  Fifth,  our 
brother,  did  on  his  part,  the  firth  of  this  prefent  month 
of  November,  make  his  renunciation  of  the  crown  of 
France,  we  of  our  mere,  free,  and  frank  will,  and 
without  being  moved  thereunto  by  any  refpedflil  awe, 
or  by  any  other  regard,  except  thofe  above-mendoned, 
do  declare,  and  hold  ourfelves  from  this  prefent,  we, 
our  children,  and  defcendants,  excluded  and  difabled 
abiblutely  for  ever,  without  limitation  or  difkinftion 
of  peribns,  degrees,  or  fexes,  from  every  aft,  and  from 
all  right  of  fucc<reding  to  the  crown  of  Spain.  We 
will  and  confent,  for  us,  our  faid  children, ,  and  de*- 
icendants,  that  from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  and 
they,  in  confequence  of  thele  prefents,  be  held  to  be 
excluded  and  difabled,  in  like  manner  as  all  the  other 
deicendants  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  who,  ajs  it  has  been 
faid  and  fuppofed,  ought  alfo  to  be  excluded,  in  what- 
ever degree  we  may  be,  both  the  one  and  the  other  $ 
and  if  the  fuccefiion  fajk  to  us,  our  Une,  that  of  all  oiur 
defcendants,  and  all  th^e  others  of  the  Houfe  of  Auflri^u 
'«$  it  h«$  been  faid,  9Ught  to  b^  icparated  and  excluded 
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therefrom,  that  for  this  rcafon  the  kingdom  of  Spain 
be  accounted  as  devolved  and  transferred  to  him,  to* 
whom  in  fuch  cafe  the  fucceflion  ought  to  devolve  and 
be  transferred  at  any  time  whatfoever,  fo  that  we  do 
take  and  hold  >  him  for  true  and  lawful  fuccefJbr,  be- 
caufe  for  the  fame  reafons  and  motives,  and  in  confe- 
quence  of  thefe  prefents,  neither,  we,  nor  our  defcend-' 
ants,  ought  any  more'  to  be  confidered  as  having  any 
foundation  of  reprefentation,  aftive  or  paflive,  or  mak- 
ing any  continuation  of  line  effe6bive,  or  contcntive  of 
fubftance,  blood,  or  quality,  or  likewife  to  derive  any 
right  from  our  defcent,  or  to  reckon  our  degrees  from 
.the  perfons  of  the  Queen  Maria  Therefa  of  Auftria^ 
our  moft  honoured  lady  and  grandmother^  of  the 
Queen  Anne  of  Aufbia,  our  moft  honoured  lady  and 
great-grandmodier,  or  of  the  glorious  Kings  their  an- 
ceftors  J  on  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  claufes  of  their 
wiHs,  and  the  renunciations  made  by  the  laid  ladies^ 
our  grandmother  and  great-grandmother;  we  renounce 
likewife  the  right  which  may  belong  to  us,  and  to  oup 
children  and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the  will  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  which,  notwidiftanding 
what  is  above-mentioned,  calls  us  to  the  fucceflion  of 
the  crown  of  Spain,  in  cafe  of  failure  of  the  line  of 
Philip  the  Fifth.  We  therefore  relinquifh  this  right,^ 
and  renounce  the  fame,  for  us,  our  children^  and  de- 
fcendants; we  promife  and  engage,  for  us,  our  faid 
children  and  defcendants,  to  employ  ourfclves  with 
all  our  might  in  caufing  this  prefent  aft  to  be  fulfilled^ 
without  allowing  or  fufFcring  that  the  fame  be  violated, 
direftly  or  indireftly,  in  the  whole  or  in  part  5  and  we 
relinquifh  all  means,  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  which 
by  common  right,  or  by  any  fpecial  privilege,  might 
belong  to  us,  our  children,  and  defcendants ;  which 
means  we  likewife  renounce  abfolutely  and  particularly^ 
that  of  evident,  enormous,  and  moft  enormous  pre- 
judice, which  may  be  found  in  the  faid  renunciation 
of  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  And  we 
'yiiH,  that  none  of  the  faid  means  may  or  can  have 

any 
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.any  cffcft,  and  that  if,  under  this  pretext,  or.  any  other 
colour,  we  would  poflcfs  ourfclvcs  of  the  faid  king- 
dom by  force  of  arms,  the  war  which  we  fhoiild  make; 
or  ftir  up,  be  deemed  unjuft,  unlawful,  and  unduly 
undertaken.  And  on  the  contrary,  that  the  war  which 
Jie  fliould  make  upon  us,  who  by  virtue  of  this  re- 
nunciation fhould  have  right  to  fucceed  to  the  crown 
of  Spain,  be  deemed  juft  and  allowable.  And  that  all- 
the  fubjcfts  and  people  of  Spain  do  acknowledge  him, 
obey  him,  defend  him,  do  him  homage,  and  fwear 
fealty  to  him,  as  to  their  King  and  lawful  lord. 

And  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  all  that  we  fay  and 
promife  for  ourfclves,  and  in  the  name  of  our  children 
and  defcendants,  we  fwear  folemnly  on  the  Golpels 
contained  in  this  Miflal,  upon  which  we  lay  our  right 
hand,  that  we  will  keep,  maintain,  and  fulfil  the  fame 
in  all  and  every  part  thereof;  that  we  will  never  alk 
to  be  relieved  from  the  fame,  and  if  any  one  do  alk  it 
for  us,  or  if  it  be  granted  us  motu  proprio^  we  will  no^ 
make  ufe  or  take  advantage  of  it.    But  rather,  in 
cafe  it  fhould  be  granted  us,  we  over  and  above  make 
this  other  oath,  and  this  fhall  fubfift  and  remain  for 
^er,  whatever  difpenfarions  may  be  granted  us.     We 
fwear  and  promife  likewife,  that  we  have  not  made> 
neither  will  we  make,  in  public  or  in  fecret,  any  pro- 
teflarion  or  reclamation  to  the  contrary,  which  may 
hinder  what  is  contained  in  thefe  prefents,  or  Icfferi  the 
force  thereof;  and  if  we  fhould  make  any,  whatever 
oaths  they  may  be  accompanied  widi,  they  fhall  not 
have  any  force  or  virtue,  or  produce  any  eiffeil.         ' 

In  witncfs  whereof,  and  to  render  thefe  prefents  au- 
thentic, they  have  been  pafTed  before  maflers  Alexander 
le  Fevre,  and  Anthony  le  Moyne,  counicllors  to  the 
King,  notaries,  minute-keepers  to  his  Majefty,  and 
feal-keepers  in  the'  Chatelet  of  Paris,  here-under 
written,  who  have  wholly  delivered  this  prefent  aft  j  and 
for  caufing  thefe  prefents  to  be  publifhed  and  rqgiflered, 
wherever  it  fhall  be  neceffary,  my  Lord  the  Duke'of. 
Berry  has  conftitutcd  the  bearers  of  thefe  difpatche%

'  PHILIP,  grandfon  of  France,  Duke  of  Orleans 
ValoisjChartres,  and  Nemours :  to  all  Kings,  Princes, 
^'  1  Common^ 
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T^ocfuTxnwealths^  Potentates,  CommunideSi  and  to  all 
jperibnSy  as  well  preient  as  to  come»  we  make  known 
by  tiiefe  pre&nts ;  that  the  fear  of  the  union  of  the 
Crowns  of  France  and  Spain^  having  been  the  prih^ 
cijpal  motive  of  the  preient  war^  and  the  other  Powers 
oi  Europe  having  always  apprehended  left  thefe  two 
crowns  mould  come  upon  one  head^  it  has  been  laid 
down  as  the  foundation  of'  the  peace,  which  is  treated 
of  at  prefent,  and  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  cemented 
more  and  more,  for  the  repc^  of  flich  a  number  of 
countries  which  have  facriBced  themfelves,  as  io  many 
viftims,  to  oppofe  the  dangers  wherewith  they  thought 
thenlfelves  threatened)  that  it  was  neceflary  to  eftab- 
lifh  a  kind  o(  equality  and  equilibrium  between  the 
Princes  who  were  in  difpute,  and  to  feparate  for  ever^ 
in  an  irrevocable  manner,  the  rights  which  they  pre- 
tend to  have,  and  which  they  defended^  fword  in  hand| 
with  a  reciprocal  flai^hcer  on  each  fide.    . 

That  with  intent  to  eftablifh  diis  equality,  thtf 
Queen  of  Great  Britain  propofed,  and  upon  her  in** 
ftances  it  has  been  agreed  by  the  King,  our  moil 
honoured  lord  and  uncle,  and  by  the  Catholic  King^ 
our  moft  dear  nephew,. rfiat  for  avoiding  at  any  time 
whatfoever  the  union  of  the  crowns  of  France  and 
Spain,  reciprocal  renunciations  ihould  be  made,  that 
is  to  lay,  by  the  Catholic  King  Philip  the  Fifth  our 
nephew,  for  himfelf,  and  for  all  his  deicendants,  of  the 
fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  France ;  as  alio  by  the 
Duke  of  Berry,  our  moft  dear  nephew,  and  by  us^ 
for  our^ves,  and  for  all  our  .defcendants,  of  the  crown 
of  Spain;  on  condition  likewife,  that  neithei*  the 
Houie  of  Auftria,  npr  any  of  the  defendants  thereof 
(hall  be  able  to  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  be-^ 
Cauie  this  Houfe  itfelf,  without  the  union  of  the  Em^ 
pire,  woukl  bec(MBe  formidable,  if  it  fhoukl  add  i, 
new  power  to  its  aodent  dominions ;  and  coniequcnd^ 
this  equilibrium,  which  is  dcfigned  to  be  eftabliihcd 
for  the  good  of  the  Princes  and  States  of  Europe 
would  ceafe*    Now  it  is  certain,  that  without  this 
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equilibrium,  cither  the  ftatcs  fuflFcr  from  the  weight  of 
their  own  grcatnefs,  or  envy  engages  their  neighbours 
to  make  alliances  to  attack  them,  and  to  reduce  them 
to  fuch  a  point,  that  thefe  great  Powers  may  inlpire 
lefs  fear,  and  may  not  afpire  to  an  univerfai  mo- 
narchy. 

For  attaining  the  end  which  is  propofed,  and  by 
reafon  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  on  his  part  made 
his  renunciation  the  fifth  of  this  prefent  month,  wc 
confent  that,  in  failure  of  Philip  the  Fifth,  our  ne- 
phew, and  of  his  defcendants,  the  crown  of  Spain  do 
pafs  over  to  the  Houfe  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  whole 
rights  are  clear  and  Icnown,  inafmuch  as  he  delcend^ 
from  the  Infanta  Catharina,  daughter  of  Philip  the 
Second,  and  as  he  is  called  by  the  other  Kings  his 
fucccffors ;  fo  that  his  right  to  the  fucceflion  of  Spain 
is  indilputable. 

And  we  defiring  on  our  fide  to  concur  towards  the 
glorious  end,  which  is  propofed  for  re-eftabliftiing  the 
public  tranquillity,  and  for  preventing  the  fears  which 
the  rights  of  our  birth,  or  all  others  which  might 
appertain  unto  us,  might  occafioh,  have  refolved  to 
make  this  relinquifhment,  this  abdication,  and  this 
renunciation  of  all  our  rights,  for  ourfelves,  and  in  the 
name  of  all  our  fucceflbrs  and  defcendants ;  and  for 
the  accomplifliing  of  this  refolution,  which  we  have 
taken  of  our  mere,  free,  and  frank  will,  we  declare 
and  hold  ourfelves  from  this  prefent,  us,  our  children, 
and  defcendants,  for  excluded  and  difabled,  abiblutely, 
and  for  ever,  and  without  limitation  or  diflindion  of 
perfons,  of  degrees,  and  of  fexcs,  from  every  aft,  and 
from  all  right  of  iucceeding  to  ti^  crown  of  Spain. 
We  will  and  confent,  for  us  and  our  defcendants,  that 
from  this  time,  and  for  ever,  we  be  held,  we  and  ours, 
for  excluded,  difabled,  and  incapacitated,  in  whatever 
degree  we  may  happen  to  be,  and  in  what  manner 
foever  the  fucceflion  may  fall  to  ouf  line,  and  to  all 
others,  whether  of  the  Houfe  of  France  or  of  that  of 
Auftria^  and  of  all  the  defcendants  both  of  the  one 

and 
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and  the  other  Houfe,  which,  as  it  is  faid  and  fuppoledf 
ought  likewife  to  hold  themfelvcs  for  cut  oflF  and  ex- 
cluded ;  and  that  for  this  reafon,  the  fucceflion  to  the 
(aid  crown  of  Spain  be  deemed  to  be  devolved  and 
•  transferred  to  him  to  whom  the  fucceflion  of  Spain 
ought  to  be  transferred,  in  fuch  cafe,  and  at  any  time 
whatfoever ;  fo  that  we  do  take  and  hold  him  for  true 
and  lawful  fuccefTor,  becaule  neither  we^  nor  our  de- 
fcendants,  ought  any  more  to  be  confidered  as  having 
any  foundation  of  reprefentation,  aftive  or  paflive,  or 
making  a  continuation  of  a  line  efFeftive,  or  contendve 
of  fubftance,  blood,  or  quality,  nor  ought  we  to  derive 
any  right  from  our  defcent,  or  reckon  the  degrees  from 
Queen  Anne  of  Auftria^  our  moft  honoured  lady  and 
grandmother,  nor  from  the  glorious  Kings  her  on- 
ceflors.  On  the  contrary,  we  ratify  the  renunciatioil 
which  the  faid  lady  Queen  Anne  made,  and  all  the 
claufes  which  the  Kings  Philip  the  Third  and  Philip 
the  Fourth  inferred  in  their  wills.  We  renounce  in 
like  manner  all  th^  right  which  may  appertain  to  u% 
and  to  our  children  and  defcendants,  by  virtue  of  the 
declaration  made  at  Madrid,  the  twenty-ninth  of 
Oftober  1703,  by  Philip  the  Fift:h  King  of  Spain,  our 
nejAew ;  and  any  right  which  might  appertain  to  us^

,  LEWIS,  by  the  'grace  of  God,  King  of  France 
and  Navarre  i  to  all  prefeat  and  to  come,  greeting 

The 
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The  proiperides  which  it  has  pleafed  God  to  heap  upon 
tis  diiiing  the  courfc  of  our  reign,  are  fo  many  motives 
to  tis  to  apply  ourfclves,  not  only  for  the  time  prclent, 
but  alfo  for  the  future,  to  the  happinefs  and  tranquillity 
of  the  people  whereof  Divine  Providence  has  entrufted 
to  us  the  government.  His  impenetrable  judgments  let 
us  only  fee,  that  we  ought  not  to  place  our  confidence 
neither  in  our  forces,  nor  in  the  extent  of  our  domi- 
nions, nor  in  a  numerous  pofterity,  and  that  thefe 
advantages,   which    we    receive   from  his    goodneis 
alone,  have  no  other  folidicy  than  what  it  pleales  him 
to  give  them.     But  as  it  is  however  his  will,  that  the 
Kings,  whom  he  chufes  to  lead  his  people,  fhould  fore- 
fee  afar  off  the  events  able  to  produce  diforders,  and 
the  moft  bloody  wars ;  that  they  fhould  make  ufe  of 
the  lights  which  his  divine  wifdom  pours  upon  them ; 
we  fulfil  his  defigns,  when,  in  the  midft  of  the  univerfal 
rejoicings  of  our  kingdom,  we  look  upon  as  a  poffible 
tWng,'  a  fad  futurity,  which  we  pray  God  to  avert  for 
ever.     At  the  fame  time  that  we  accept  the  will  of 
the  late  King  of  Spain  j  that  our  moft  dear  and  moft 
beloved  fon  the  Dauphin  renounces  his  lawful  right 
to  that  crown  in  favour  of  his  fecond  fon  the  Duke  of 
Anjou,  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon, 
inftituted  by  the  late  King  of  Spain,  his  univerfal  heir; 
that  this  Prince,  known  at  prefent  by  the  name  of 
Philip  the  Fifth,  King  of  Spain,  is  ready  to  enter  his 
kingdom,  and  to  anlwer  the  earneft  wifhes  of  his  new 
fubjefts.     This  great  event  does  not  hinder  us  from 
carrying  our  views  beyond  the  time  prefent,  and  when 
our  fucceflion  appears  the  beft  eftablifhed,  we  judge 
it  to  be  equally  the  duty  of  a  King,  and  of  a  Father, 
to  declare  for  the  future  our  will  conformably  to  the 
fentimcnts  which  thefe  two  qualities  inlpire  in  us. 
Wherefore,  being  perfuaded  that  the  King  of  Spain, 
bur  grandfon,  will  always  preferve  for  us,  for  our 
Houfe,  for  the  kingdom  wherein  he  is  born,  the  fame 
tendernefs,  and  the  fame  fenriments,  whereof  he  has 
given  us  fo  many  proofed  that  his  example^  uniting  his 

new 
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new^  fubjeds  to  oiirs»  is  going  to  form  a  perpetual 
amity^  and  the  moft  per&6t  correfpondence  between 
diem  $  we  fhould  think  lucewife  that  we  do  him  aj) 
injuftice,  whereof  we  are  incapable,  and  occafion  an 
irreparable  prejudice  to  our  kingdom,  if  we  ihoul4 
hereafter  look  upon  as  a  itranger,  a  Prince,  whom  wc 
grant  to  the  unanimous  requefts  of  the  Spanilh  na^ 
don. 

For  theie  caufes,  and  other  great  confideradons  u| 
hereunto  moving,  of  our  fpecial  grace,  full  power,  an4 
royal  authority,  we  have  refolved,  declared,'  and  or- 
dained, and  by  thefe  prefents,  figned  with  our  hand, 
we  do  refolve,  declare,  and  ordain,  we  will,  and  it  is 
our  pleafure,  that  our  moft  dear  and  moft  beloved 
grandlbn  the  King  of  Spain  do  prefcrvc  for  ever  thq 
rights  of  his  birth,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  he  made 
his  afhial  refidence  in  our  kingdom;  wherefore  our 
jnoft  dear  and  moft  beloved  only  fon  the  Dauphin, 
being  the  true  and  lawful  fuccefTor  and  heir  of  our 
rrown,  and  of  our  dominions,  and  after  him  our  moft 
dear  and  moft  beloved  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Bur- 
gundy, if  it  fhould  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that 
our  faid  grandfon  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  (hould  come 
to  die  without  male  children,  or  that  thofe  which  he 
fhould  have  in  good  and  lawful  marriage  fhould  die 
before  him,  or  if  the  faid  male  children  fhould  not 
leave  any  male  children  after  d^em,  bom  in  lawful 
marriage,  in  fuch  cafe  our  faid  grandfon  the  King  of 
Spain,  making  uf^  of  the  rights  of  his  birth,  is  to  be 
die  true  and  lawful  fucceflbr  to  our  crown,  and  to  our 
dominions,  notwithftanding  he  fhould  be  at  that  dme 
^fent,  and  refiding  out  of  our  faid  kingdom ;  and 
immediately  "after  his  deceafe,  his  heirs  male  begot  in 
lawful  marriage,  fhall  come  into  the  faid  fucceflion, 
notwithftanding  that  they  may  be  born,  or  that  they 
may  dwell  out  of  our  kingdom  j  we  will  that  for  the 
abovefaid  caufes,  neither  our  faid  grandfon  the  King 
of  Spain,  nor  his^  children,  being  males,  be  deemed 
and  reputed  lefs  able  and  capable  to  enter  upon  the 
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Add  ibcetflionj  or  upon  others  which  may  fall  to  them 
within  our  faid  kingdomt  On  the  contrary,  we  inteivi 
that  all  rights^  and  generally  other  things  whatever, 
which  may  at  prefcnt  or  for  the  fiiturc  belong  and 
appertain  to  them,  be  and  remain  preferved  whole  and 
entire^  as  if  diey  did  reilde  and  dwell  conftantly  with-* 
in  our  kingdom  to  the  time  of  d^ir  decseafe,  and  at 
if  their  heirs  had  been  natives  and  inhabitants  of  rfi« 
)cingdom ;  having  for  this  purpofe,  a^  fiir  as  there  is 
or  (hall  be  need,  enabled  and  diipenled  with  them,  ai 
we  do  enable  and  diQ)enfe  with  them  by  thefc  piefents« 
And  fbr  we  give  it  in  command  to  our  beloved  and 
(rufty  counfellors,  the  members  of  our  court  of  parliai^ 
ment,  aiid  chamber  of  our  accounts  at  Paris,  prefi^f ' 
dents  and  trealurers  general  of  France,  in  the  office  of 
our  exchequer  eftabU(hed  in  the  fame  place,  and  to 
all  other  our  officers  and  juftices  to  vdiom  it  fhall  ap# 
pertain,  that  they  caufe  thefe  prefents  to  be  regiitered^ 
and  our  faid  grandfon  the  King  of  Spain,  his  children 
and  deicendants,  being  male,  bOm  in  lawful  marriage^ 
to  enjoy  and  ufe  the  contents  thereof,  fuUy  and  peace'^ 
ably,  any  thing,  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding ;  ta 
whidi,  by  our  grace  and  authority  as  abovefaid,  wc 
have  derogated  and  do  degrogate;  ifor  this  is. our  plea^^ 
fure.  And  that  this  may  be  a  matter  firm  and  laft^ 
ing  for  ever,  we  have  caufed  our  fcal  to  be  put  to  theft 
prefents.  Given  at  Verfailles,  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1700,  and  of  our 
reign  the  58th.  Signed  LEWIS  5  and  on  the  fbld^ 
By  the  King,  Phelipaux.  And  fealed  with  the  great 
feal  on  green  wax,  with  ibings  of  red  and  green  (ilk.  -

and  requiring  the  fame,  in  order  to  their  being 
executed  according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  aft  of  this  day.  At  Paris,  in  par-

His 
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His  faid  Cachcdic  Mi^efly  Iiereby  renews  and  con« 
firms  the  moft  fblcmn  renunciation  above,  mentioneci^ 
made  on  his  part  $  and  as  it  has  obtained  the  force  of  a 
general  and  bindaoiental  law,  he  engages  again,  in  dio 
moft  (acred  manner  pofllble,  that  he  will  obferve,  aiKl 
take  cate  that  the  fame  be  obfcrved  inviolably,  and  he 
will  Ukewifc  ufe  his  utmoft  diligence,  and  provide  widi 
the  greateft  eameftnefs,  that  the  afbrefaid  re^iunciadons 
may  be  irrevocably  obferved,  and  put  in  execudon,  aa 
well  on  die  part  of  Spain  as  on  the  part  of  France, 
ibrafmuch  as  while  they  fubiift  in  their  full  force,  and 
aire  faithfully  kept  on  both  fides,  as  alfb  the  other  tranf-^ 
actions  relating  thereto,  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  France 
will  be  fo  feparated  and  divided  from  each  other,  that 
they  can  never  hereafter  be  united  in  one. 

III.  That  there  be  a  perpetual  anmefty  on  both 
fides,  and  oblivion  of  all  things  which  have  been  in  an 
hoftile  manner  committed  in  any  place,  or  by  any  way^ 
on  one  fide  and  on  the  other,  during  the  late  war.  So 
that  neither  on  account  thereof^  nor  by  rcalbn  or  under 
pretence  of  any  other  matter,  fhall  the  one  any  way  d6 
or  fuffer  to  be  done  any  enmity  to  the  other,  or  give 
any  mokftation,  dire^y  or  indire^y,  under  cobxir  of 
or  by  way  of  faft. 


IV.  All  and  fin^lar  the  prifoners  on  each  fide,  of 
what  flate  or  condition  foever  they  be,  fhall,  immedi- 
ately after  the  rarificarion  of  this  prefent  treaty,  be  re- 
flored  to  their  former  liberty,  without  any  ranfom,  pay- 
ing only  fuch  debts  as  they  may  have  contrafted  during 
their  being  prifoners. 

V.  Moreover,  for  giving  a  greater  and  more  lafting 
ftrength  to  the  peace  which  is  reftored,  and  to  this 
fiiendihip,  wiiich  is  never  to  be  violated,  and  for  cut* 
ting  off  all  occafions  of  diifaiift,  which  may  at  an^ 
time  arife  from  the  eftablifhed  right  and  order  of  the 
hereditary  fiicceffion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britun,  and 
the  limitation  diereof  by  the  laws  of  Great  Britain 
(nuule  and  enadbed  in  the  reign  of  the  late  King  Wilr 
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Kam  the  Third,  of  glorious  memory,  and  In  die  reign 
of  the  prcfcnt  Queen)  to  the  iflue  of  the  above-named 
Queen,  and  in  failure  thereof  to  the  Moft  Serene  Prin- 
ccfe  Sophia,  Eleftrefs  Dowager  of  Brunfwick^  and  her 
heirs  in  the  Proteftanc  line  of  Hanover.  That  there- 
fore the  faid  fucceflion  may  be  well  and  fccurely  pre- 
ferved  according  to  the  laws  of  Great  Britain,  the 
Catholic  King  fincerely  and  folemnly  acknowledges 
the  above-mentioned  limitation  of  the  fucceflion  to  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain  j  and  declares  and  engages, 
en  the  faith  and  word  of  a  King,  and  on  the  pledge  of 
his  and  his  fucceflbrs  honour,  that  the  fame  is,  and  ihall 
for  ever  be  approved  and  accepted  by.  him  and  his 
heirs  and  fucceflbrs  j  and,  under  the  fame  tie  of  the 
word  of  a  King  and  his  honour,  the  Catholic  King 
does  proiyiife,  that  no  perfon  hefides  the  faid  Queen, 
and  her  fucceflbrs,  according  to  the  order  of  limitation 
cfl:abliftied  by  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  Great  Britain, 
fhall  ever  be  acknowledged  or  reputed  by  him,  or 
by  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  be  King  or  Queen  o^* 
Great  Britain. 

VI.  The  Catholic  King  doth  further  promife,  as 
well  in  his  own  name  as  in  that,  of  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs, that  they  will  not  at  any  time  dilturb  or  naoleft 
the  faid  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  her  heirs  and  fucccf- 
fors,  of  the  Proteft:ant  line,  as  aforefaid,  being  isx  pof- 
feflfion  of  the  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  domi^ 
nions  fubjeft  thereunto ;  neither  wiU  the-  a^efai4 
Catholic  King,  or  any  of  his  fucceflbrs,^  give  at  any 
time  any  aid,  fuccour,  favour,  or  counfel^i  direftly  or 
indiredly,  by  land  or  by  fea,  in  nioney,  arms,  ammu-> 
nition,  warlike  inftruments,  fiiips,  foldxers,  feamqi,  or 
in  any  other  manner  whatever,  to  any  pcrlbn  or  pcr-« 
fons,  whofoever  thev  be,  who  on  any  caufe  or  pre-t 
tence  fliould  hereafter  endeavour  to  oppofe  die  faid 
fucceflion,  either  by  open  war,  or  by  encouraging  fe-r 
dition  and  forming  confpiracies  againft  fuch  Prince  and 
Princes,  who  are  in  poflieflion  of  the  throne  of  Greajt 
Britain^  by  virtue  of  the  adb  of  parliament  there  oude^ 

or 
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6r  agsunft  that  Prince  or  Princefs  to  whom  the  fuccef- 
lion  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  Ihall  belong,  ac-' 
cording  to  the  afts  of  parliament,  as  abovefaid. 

VII.  That  the  ordinary  diftribution  of  juftice  be  re- 
ftored  and  open  again  through  the  kingdonis  anci  do- 
minions of  each  oitheir  Royal  Majefties,  fo  that  it  may 
be  free  for  all  the  fubjeds  on  both  fides,  to  profecute 
and  obtain  their  rights,  pretenfions,  and  adtions,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws,  conuitiitions,  and  (batures  of  each 
kingdom.  And  elpecially  if  there  be  any  compiaints. 
concerning  injuries  or  grievances,  which  have  been 
done  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  treaties,  cither  in 
time  of  peace,  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  lately 
ended,  care  fliall  be  taken  that  the  damages  be  forth-^ 
with  made  good,  accordiilg  to  the  rule  of  juftice* 

VIII.  That  there  be  a  free  ufe  of  navigation  and 
Commerce  between  the  fubjefts  of  each  kingdom,  as  it 
was  heretofore,  in  time  of  peace,  and  before  the  de-  • 
daration  of  this  late  war,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  did 
Second,  of  glorious  memory,  Catholic  King  of  Spain^ 
according  to  the  treaties  of  friendfhip,  corifcdcfration, 
and  commerce,  which  were  formerly  made  betweeh! 
both  nations^  according  to  ancient  cuftoms;  letters  pa-  • 
tents,  cedulas,  and  other  particular  adts ;  and  alib  ac-^ 
cording  to  the  treaty  or  treaties  of  comrrierce  which ' 
arc  now,  or  will  forthwith  be  mad^  at  Madrid.     And 
whereas,  among  other  conditions  of  the  general  peace, 
it  is  by  common  confent  eftablilhed  as  a  chief  and  fun- 
damental rule,  that  the  exercife  of  navigation,  arid  com- 
merce to  the  Spanifti  Weft  Indies  flioiild  remain  in 
the  fame  ftate  it  was  in  the  time  of  the  aforefaid  King 
Charles  the  Second  j  that  therefore  this  rule  may  Here- 
after be  obferved  ^ith  inviolable  faith,  and  m  a  manner  * 
never  to  be  broken,  and  thereby  all  caufcs  of  diflrtift 
and  fbipicion  concerning  that  matter  may  be  prevented 
and  removed,  it  is  elpecially  agreed  and  concluded^ 
that  na  lidence^  nor  aiiy  permiflion  at  all^  ihall  at  any 
time  be  giveit,  either  to  the  I^rench,  or  to  any  nation 
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whatcycfj  in  any  name,  or  under  any  pretenccj  diredly 
or  indircftly,  to  fail,  to  traffic  in,  oj"  introduce  negroes, 
goods,  merchfuidizes,  or  any  thingis  whatfoever,  into^ 
the  dominions  lubjefi  to  the  crown  of  Spain  in  Ame- 
rica, except  what  may  be  agreed  by  the  treaty  or  trea- 
ties of  commerce  abovefaid,  and  thq  rights  and  privi- 
leges granted  in  a  certain  convention,  conjmonly  called 
El  Affiento  de  Negros,  whereof  mention  is  made  in  the 
twelfth  article ;  except  alfp  whatfoever  the  faid  Catholic 
King,  or  his  heirs  or  llicceflbrs,  Ihall  promife  by  any, 
contraft  or  cono'adls  for  the  introduftion  of  negroes 
into  the  Spanjfti  Weft  Indies,  to  be  made  after  that  die 
convention  or  the  Aflicnto  de  Negros  above-mpntionr- 
cd  ftiall  be  determined.  And,  that  more  ftrong  and 
foil  precautions  may  be  taken  on  all  fjdes,  as  above- 
faid, concerning  the  navigation  and  commerce  to  the 
Weft  indies,  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  and  conclud- 
ed, that  neither  the  Catholic  King,  nor  any  of  his 
heirs  and  fucceffors  whatfoever,  ftiall  fell,  yields  pawn, 
transfer,  or  by  any  nrieans,  or  under  any  name,  alienate. 

,^dm  them  and  the  crown  of  Spain,  to  the  Frci>ch,  or 
to  any  other  nations  whatever,  any  l^ds,  doniioions, 
or  territories,  qr  any  part  thereof,  belonging  to  Spain 
in  America.     On  the  contrary,  that  the  Spanifli  do- . 

-minions  in  the  Weft  Indies  may,  be  preferved  \srholc 
and  entire,  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  engages,  thatr 
(he  will  endeavour,  and  give  afliftance  to  the  Sfiani-. 
ards,  that  the  ancient  limits  of  their  domiivons  in  the* 
Weft  Indies  be  reftored,  and  fettled  as  they  ftood  in. 
the  time  of  the  above -faid  Catholic  King  Charles  the 
Second,  if  it  ftiall  appear  that  they  have  in  any  manner> 
or  under  any  pretence,  been  brojcen  into,  and  lefiened 
in  any  part,  fince  the  death  of  the  aforefaid  Catholic 
King  Ch^es  the  Second. 

IX.  It  is  further  agreed  and  concluded  a^  a  gene- 
ral rule,  that  all  and  Angular  the  fubjefts  of  each  king- 
dom ftiaU,  in  aU  countries  and  places,  on  both  ftdes,^ 
have  and  enjey  at  leaft  the  fame  privileges,  liberties^ 
'6  and" 
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iWimtiliitfe's,  as  to  all  diiti't^,  impofitiotiy,  br  cuf^ 
cSiWs  whatfojcver,  relating  tb  perfons,  goods,  and  mer-* 
thanfizcs^  (hipSj  freight,  feamen,  navigation^  and  com- 
mtrtci  and  fhaH  have  the  like  favour  in  all*  things^  a» 
Ae  ftibjcfts  of  France,  or  any  6thcr  foreign  nation,*  tlie 
infxoff  favoured,  have^  p6{Iclsi  and  enjoy,  or  at  any  tlm^ 
hereafter  maly  have^  poflcfs,  or  enjoy. 

.  Xi  The  Catholic  King  does  hereby,  for  himfelf^  hh 
heirs  and  fucce(}brsj  yield  to  the  crown  of  Gre^t  Bri- 
tain the  full  and  inrire  propriety  of  the  town  and  caflto 
of  Gibraltar,  together  vnth  the  port,  fortifications;  and 
forts  therednto  belonging;  and  he  gives  up  the  fai4 
j?ropriety  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  abfolutely  with'  all 
maitner  of  right  for  ever,  without  any  pxcepriqa  ox 
impedinient  whatfoeven  But  that  abuies  and  frauds 
may  be  avoided  by  importing  any  kinds  cf  goods,  the 
Cadiolic  King  wills,  and  takes  it  to  be  underllood,  (hat 
the  above-named  propriety  bt  yielded  to  Great  Britain 
without  any  territorial  jurifdiftion,  and  without  ariy 
optti  commnnicaftion  by  land  with  the*  country  roim^ 
about.  Yet  whereas  the  communication  by  fea  with 
the  coaft.of  Spain  may  riot  at  all  times  be  fare  or  open> 
and  thereby  it  may  happen  that  the  garrifon,  and  other 
lAhabitants  o^ Gibraltar  maybe  brought  to  great itraits; 
ittiid  as  it  is'  the  intention  of  the  Catholic  King,  only 
i:hat  fraudulent  importations  of  goods  (houid;  as*  i^ 
abovefaid,  be  hindered  by  an  inland  communicadon,  it 
is  therefore  provided,  that  in  ftich  Cafes  it  may  be  laW- 
ful  to  purchafe,  for  ready  money,  in  the  nei^ibourini 
territories  of  Spain,  provifions,  and  other  things  hecel? 
fary  for  the  ufe  of  the  garrifonj  the  inhabitants,  and 
the  Ihips  which  lie  in  the  harbour.  But  if  any  goods 
bfc  found  imported  by  Gibraltar^  either  by  Wayof  bar- 
ter for  purchafing  provifioils,  or  under  any  other  pre'^ 
tence,  the  lame  (hall  be'  coAfifcated,  and  compdilint: 
being  made  thereof,  thofe  pcrfons  who  have  aiflccj 
contrary  to  the  faith  of  this  treaty,  Ihall  be  feverely 
ptmifhedA  And  her  Britannic  Majefty,  at  the  requeft 
iof  the  Catholic  Iting,  does  confcnt  and  agree,  that  ho 
•  G  a  leave 
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leave  fliall  be  given,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever, 
cither  to  Jews  or  Moors,  to  refide  or  have  their  dwel- 
lings in  die  faid  town  of  Gibraltar  -,  and  that  no  re* 
fuge  or  fhelter  fhall  be  allowed  to  any  Moorifh  fhips 
of  war  in  the  harbour  of  the  laid  town>  whereby  the 
communicarion  between  Spain  and  Ceuta  may  be  ob- 
ftrufted,  or  the  coafts  of  Spain  be  infeffied  by  the  cx-^ 
curfions  of  the  Moors.  But  whereas  treaties  of  friend- 
fliip,  and  a  liberty  and  intercourfe  of  commerce  arc 
between  the  Ekitifti  and  certain  territories  fituate  oft 
the  coaft  of  Africa,  it  is  always  to  be  undei-ftood,  that 
the  Britilh  fubjedls  cannot  refufe  the  Moors  and  their 
fliips  entry  into  die  port  of  Gibraltar  purely  upon  the 
account  of  merchandizing.  Her  Majefty  the  Queen 
of  Great  Britain  does  further  promifc,  thar  the  free 
exercife  of  their  religion  fhall  be  indulged  to  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  inhabitants  of  the  aforefaid  town.  And 
in  cafe  it  Ihall  hereafter  feem  meet  to  the  crown  of 
Great  Britain  to  grant,  fell,  or  by  any  means  to  alienate 
therefrom  the  propriety  of  the  faid  town  of  Gibraltar, 
it  is  hereby  agreed,  and  concluded,  that  the  preference 
of  having  the  fame  (hall  always  be  given  to  the  crown 

of  Spain  before  any  others. 

* 

XI.  Moreover  the  Catholic  King  doth  in  like  man-  . 
ner  for  himfelf^  his  heirs  and  fucccffors,  yield  to  the 
crown  of  Great  Britain  the  whole  ifland  of  Minorca, 
and  doth  transfer  thereunto  for  ever,  all  right,  and  the 
moft  abfolute  dominion  over  the  faid  ifland,  and  in 
particular  over  the  town,  caftle,  harbour,  and  forrifica- 
rions  of  the  bay  of  Minorca,  commonly  called  Port 
Mahon^  together  with  the  other  ports,  places,  and 
towns  fituated  in  the  aforefaid  ifland.  But  it  is  pro- 
vided, as  in  the  above- written  article,  that  no  refuge 
or  flicker  fliall  be  open  to  any  fliips  of  war  of  the 
Moors  in  Port  Mahon,  or  in  any  other  port  of  the  faid 
ifland  of  Minorca,  whereby  the  Spanifti  coafl^  may 
be  kifefted  by  their  excurfions :  and  the  Moors  and  ^ 
their  fliips  fliall  only  be  allowed  to  enter  the  ifland 
aforefaid  on  account  of  traffic,  according  to  die  agree- 
ment 
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ment  of  treaties.  The  Queen  of  Great  Britain 'pro- 
miles  alfb  on  her  part,  that  if  at  any  time  it  fhail  hap« 
pen  that  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  ports,  towqs^ 
and  places  therein  fituated,  be  by  any  means  hereaftcj 
alienated  from  the  crown  of  her  kingdoms,  the  prefer- 
ence ihall  be  given  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  before  any 
other  nation  whatever,  of  redeeming  the  pofieiTion 
and  propriety  of  the  aforefaid  ifland.  Her  Royal  Ma* 
jefty  of  Great  Britain  moreover  engages,  that  Ihe  wifl 
take  care,  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  ifland, 
both  ecclefiaftical  and  fecular,  fliall  fafely  and  peace-* 
ably  enjoy  all  their  ellates  and  honors,  and  the  free 
ufe  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  fhall  be  permitted: 
and  mealures  fliall  be  taken  for  prelerving  the  aforefaid 
religion  in  that  ifland,  provided  the  fame  be  confiftent 
with  fhc  civil  government  and  laws  of  Great  Britaip, 
Thofe  likewiie  who  are  now  in  the  fcrvice  of  his  Ca- 
tholic  Majefly,  fliall  enjoy  their  honors  and  eftates, 
though  they  continue  in  the  faid  feryice  ^  and  it  fliall 
be  lawful  for  any  perfon,  who  is  dcfirous  to  leavp  the 
faid  ifland,  to  fell  his  eftate,  and  pafs  freely  with  the 
value  thereof  into  Spain. 

XIL  The  Catholic  King  doth  furthermore  hereby 
give  and  grant  to  her  Britannic  Majefly,  and  to  1  the 
company  of  her-fubjefts  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  as 
well  the  fubjeffcs  of  Spain,  as  all  others,  being  excluded, 
the  contra<5t  for  introducing  negroes  into  fever al  parts 
of  the  dominions  of  his  Catholic  Majefly  in  America, 
commonly  called  El  Pafto  de  el  Affiento  de  Negros, 
for  the  fpace  of  thirty  years  fuccefTively,  beginning 
from  the  firfl  day  of  the  month  of  May,  in  the  year 
1 7 1 3,  with  the  fame  conditions  on  which  the  French 
€ryoyed  it,  or  at  any  time  might  or  ought  to  enjoy  the 
fame,  together  with  a  trad  or  trafts  of  land  to  be  al- 
lotted by  the  faid  Catholic  King,  and  to  hp  granted  to 
the  company  aforefaid,  commonly  calle4  La  Cpmpa- 
nia  de  d  Affiento,  in  fome  convenient  place  on  the 
river  of  Plata  (no  duties  or  revenues  being  payable  by 
the  faid  company  on  that  account  during  the  time  of

the  above-mcnrioned  contraft,  and  no  longer)  j  and 
this  fcttlenrjent  of  the  faid  fociety,  or  thofe  trafts  of 
land,  Ihall  be  proper  and  fufficient  for  planting,  and 
fowing,  and  for  feeding  cattle  for  the  fubfiftence  of 
thofe  who  arc  in  the  feryice  of  the  faid  company,  and 
of  their  negroes ;  and  th^t  the  faid  negroes  niay  be 
there  kept  in  fefety  till  they  are  fold  j  and  moreover^ 
that  the  fhips  belonging  to  the  faid  connpany  may  come 
^clofe  to  land,  and  be  Iccure  from  any  danger.  But  it 
ihall  always  be  lawful  for  the  Catholic  King  to  appoint 
an  officer  in  the  faid  place  or  fetdement,  who  may  tak^ 
care  that  nothing  be  done  or  praftifed  contrary  to  his 
royal  interefts.  And  all  who  manage  the  affairs  of  thp 
faid  company  there,  or  belong  to  it,  fhall  be  fubjedt  to 
the  inlpedtion  of  the  aforefaid  officer,  as  to  all  matters 
relating  to  the  trafts  of  land  above-mentioned.  But 
If  any  doubts,  difficulties,  or  controverfies,  Ihould  arife 
between  the  faid  o/Hcer  and  the  m^agers  for  the  faid 
'company,  they  fhalj  b^  referred  to.  the  determination 
of  the  governor  of  Buenos  Ay  res.  The  Catholic  King 
has  been  likewife  pleafed  to  grant  to  the  faid  company 
feveral  other  extraordinary  advantages,  which  are  more 
fully  and  amply  explained  in  the  contrail  of  the  Affi-. 
cnto,  which  was  made  and  concKided  at  Madrid  the 
a  6th  day  of  the  month  of  March  of  this  t^efent  year 
17 1 3.  Which  contraft  or  Affiento  de  Negros,  and  aU 
the  claufos,  conditions,  privil<^ges,  and'  immunities  con- 
tained therein,  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  this  ar- 
ticle, are  and  fhall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  pait  of 
this  treaty,  in  the  lame  manner  as  if  diey  had  been  here 
inferted  word  for  word. 

XIII.  Whereas  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  has 
continually  prefled  and  infilled  with  the  greatefteameft- 
nefs,  that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  principality  of  Ca- 
talonia, of  whatever  ftate  or  condition  they  may  be, 
fhould  not  only  obtain  a  foil  and.  perpetual  oblivion  of 
all  that  was  done  in  the  late  war,  and  enjoy  the  entire 
pofleffion  of  all  their  eftates  and  honours,  but  fhould 
alfo  have  their  ancient  privileges  preferved  fafe  and 
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untouched ;  the  Catholic  King,  in  coiiipliance  with  the 
faid  Q^een  of  Great  Britain,  hereby  grants  and  Con* 
firms  to  ailthe  inhabit^ts  of  Catalonia  whi^tfoever^  not 
oj-dj  the  amftefty  dcfircd,  together  with  the  full  poflef- 
fion '  of  all  their  eftates  and  honors,  but  ^o  gives  and 
gntnts  to  them  all  the  privileges  which  the  ii^abitants 
of  borii  Caftilles,  who  of  all  the  Spaniards  are  the  moft 
dear  to  the  Catholic  King,  have  and  enjoy,  or  may  here- 
after hive  and  enjoy. 

XIV.  And  whereas  the  Catholic  King,  at  the  requefi 
of  her  Royal  Britannic  Majei[ty,  has  been  pleafed  to 
yield  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  to  his  Royal  HighnefsViftor 
Amadeus  Duke  of  Savoy,  and  by  the  treaty  this  day 
entered  into  between  his  Royal  Catholic  Majefly,  and 
fii^  Royal  Highhefs  of  Savoy,  does  make  a  ceffion  of  the 
fiid  kingdom,  her  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  afore* 
faid  promifes  and  engages  that  fhe  will  take  great  care^ 
that  in  default  of  the  heirs  male  of  the  Houfe  of  Savoy, 
the  poflfeflSon  of  the  aforefaid  kingdom  of  Sicily  Ihall 
fevert  again  to  the  crown  of  Spain;  and  her  abovefaid 
Royal  Britannic  Majefty  doth  further  conferit,  that  th6 
kingdom  of  Sicily  may  not,  under  any  pretence,  or  in 
any  manner  whatever,  be  alienated  of  given  to  any 
prince  or  ftate,  unlefi  to  the  Catholic  King  of  Spain, 
and  to  his  heirs  ^and  fucceflbrs.  And  whereas  the  Ca- 
thoEc  king  hath  made  known  to  her  Royal  Britannic 
Majefty,  that  it  would  be  both  reafonable  in  itfelf,  ancj 
acceptable  to  him,  that  not  only  the  fubje&s  of  the 
kin^orh  of  Sicily,  although  they  may  refide  in  the  do- 
minions of  Spain,  and  be  in  the  fervice  of  his  faid  Ca* 
tholic  Majefly,  but  alfb  the  Spaniards  and  other  fub- 
jecls  of  Spain,  who  may  perhaps  have  eftates  and  ho* 
nors  in  the  aforefaid  kin^om  of  Sicily,  fhould,  with-^ 
out  any  diminution,  entirely  enjoy  their  faid  eftates  and 
hbnors,  and  ftioukl  in  no  wife,  under  pretence  of  per- 
fohal  abfcnce  out  of  the  faid  kingdom,  be  troubled  o^ 
diiquieted :  And  whereas  the  abovefaid  Catholic  Kin^ 
freely  promifes  likewife  on  his  part,  that  he  will  conlent^ 
diat  tne  fubjects  of  the  faid  kingdorn  of  Sidly^i  and 
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other  fubjcds  of  his  faid  Royal  Highnefs,  if  they  lhoul4 
chance  to  have  cftatcs  and  honor^  in  Spfiinj  or  other 
the  dominions  belonging  to  3p^in,  fhall  in  like  manner, 
without  any  diminution,  entirely  enjoy  the  fame,  and 
that  they  Ihall  in  |io  wife  he  troubled  or  difturbed 
under  pretence  of  perfonal  abfence  j  therefore  her  Royal 
Britannic  Majetty  promifes,  that  fhe  will  endeavour,  I 

^d  will  give  inftrudions  to  h^r  ambafladors  extraordi- 
nary and  plenipotendaries  at  Utrecht,  that  they  inter- 
pofe  the  moft  efFeftual  good  offices,  that  th?  Catholic 
King  and  his  Royal  Highnefs  may  mutually  agree  con- 
cerning this  matter,  and  may  take  care  and  provide  for 
the  fame,  in  fuch  manner  as  fhall  be  moft  commodious 
on  both  fides, 

Xy.  Their  Royal  Majefties  on  both  parts  renew  and 
confirm  all  treaties  of  peace,  friendfl^ip,  confederation, 
and  commerce,  made  heretofore,  and  concluded  be- 
tween the  crowns,  of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  and  the 
faid  treaties  are  hereby  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  as  fuU 
and  ample  manner  as  if  they  were  now  particularly  here 
inferted ;  that  is  to  fay,  as  far  as  they  are  not  found  to 
\>e .  contrary  to  the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce 
which  were  the  |aft  made  and  figned,  And  efpecially 
by  this  treaty  thofe  agre^menp,'  treaties,  and  conven- 
tions, arc  confirmed  and  ftrengthened,  which  relate  as 
well  to  the  ^xercife  of  ponunerce  and  navigation  in  Eu- 
rope, and  elfewhere,  as  to  the  introduction  of  negroes; 
into  the  Spanilh  Weft  Indies,  and  which  either  are 
already  (nade,  or  will  forthwith  be  made  between  both 
nations  at  Madrid.  And  whereas  it  is  infifted  on  the 
part  of  Spain,  diat  certain  rights  of  fifhing  at  the  ifland 
of  Newfoundland  belong  to  the  Guipufcoans^  or  other 
fubjefts  of  the  Catholic  King,  her  Britannic  NIajefty 
ponfents  and  agrees,'  that  all  fuch  privileges  as  the  Gui- 
pufcoans  and  other  people  of  Spain  are  able  to  make 
claim  to  by  ri^ht^  ftiall  be  allowed  and  p^-elf  rved  tq 
theip. 

XVI.  Whereas  in  the  convention  for  making  a  fuf- 
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peniion  of  arms  from  the  -^^  day  of  the  month  of  Au- 
guft  laft  patt,  for  four  months,  between  the  Queen  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  moil  Chriftian  King ;  which  the 
Catholic  King  alio  approved  by  his  confent,  and  does 
hereby  further  approve  ;  and  which  by  another  conven- 
tion was  prolonged  to  the  \-^  of  the  month  of  April  of 
this  prcicnt  year,  among  other  conditions  it  is  expreisly 
ftipulated,  in  what  cafes  the  ihips,  merchandizes,  and 
other  moveables  taken  on  one  fide  and  the  other,  ihould 
either  become  prize  to  die  captor,  or  be  rcilored  to  the 
former  owner  j  it  is  therefore  agreed,  that  in  thofe  cafes 
the  conditions  of  the  aforefaid  fufpenfion  of  arms  ihall 
remain  in  full  force,  and  all  things  relating  to  fuch  cap- 
tures, made  either  in  the  Britilh  and  Northern  icas,  or 
elfewhere,  ihall  be  well  and  truly  executed  according 
to  the  tenor  thereof. 

Xyil.  But  if  it  happen  through  inadvertency,  or 
imprudence,  or  any  other  caufe,  ^hat  any  fubject  of 
either  of  their  aforefaid  Royal  Majeilies  do  or  commit 
any  tjiing,  by  land,  fea,  or  on  freih  waters,  in  any  part 
of  the  world,  whereby  this  prefent  treaty  be  not  ob- 
fcrved,  or  whereby  any  particular  article  of  the  fame 
hath  not  its  effedt,  this  peace  and  good  correlpondence 
between  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Catholic 
King  ihall  not  therefore  be  interrupted  or  broken,  but 
ihall  remain  in  its  former  ilrength,  force,  and  vigour. 
And  that  fubjeft  only  ihall  be  anfwerable  for  his  own 
&&y  and  ihall  fuifer  fuch  puniihment  as  is  inflided  by 
law,  and  according  to  the  prefcripdons  of  the  law  of 
natipns. 

XVIIL  But  if  (which  God  forbid)  die  difputcs 
which  are  compofed  ihould  at  any  rime  be  renewed 
between  their  md  Royal  Majeilies,  and  break  out  into 
open  war,  the  ihips,  merchandizes,  and  goods,  both 
moveable  and  immoveable^  of  the  fubjefts  on  both 
fides,  which  ihall  be  found  to  be  and  remain  in  the 
ports  and  dominions  of  the  adverfe  party,  ihall  not  be 
coniifcated,  or  .fufFer  any  damage  ^  but  the  ibace  of

frraRtfd  to  the  laid  fobjefts  of  each  of  their  Aid  Royal

XiXt  The  Kings,  Princes,  and  States,  mentioned 
in  che  foil  awing  articles,  and  all  others  who  (hall  be 
nominated  on  either  fide,  by  common  confent,  before 
tlic  ratiiications  are  exchanged,  or  within  fix  months 
after,  fiiall,  for  a  mark  of  mutual  friendfhip,  be  includ- 
ed and  comprehended  in  this  treaty,  their  Royal  Majef- 
ties  aforcnasned  being  perfuaded  that  they  will  approve 
all  the  fcttkments  made  and  ettabliflied  by  it. 

XX.  Whatfoever  (hall  be  contained  in  the  tieaty  of 
peace  next  entered  into  between  his  Sacred  Royal  Majef- 
ty  of  Spain,  and  hi|  facred  Royal  Majefly  of  Portugal, 
with  the  previous  approbation  of  her  Royal  Majelty  of 
Great  Britain,  (hall  be  deefncd  an  elfcntial  part  of  this 
treaty,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  it  was  trahfcf  ibed  here 
word  for  word.  Moreover  her  Sacred  Royal  Maje(ty 
of  Great  Britain  offers  herfelf  to  be  a  furety  or  guaran- 
tee of  the  aforefaid  agreen'.eiit  of  peace^  which  (he 
promifes  to  fulfil  according  to  the  fubftance  and  words 
thereofi  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  obferved  the  more 
iacred  and  inviolable, 

,  XXL  The  treaty  of  peaee  this  day  entered  int6  be- 
tween hij  Royal  Catholic  Majefty  and  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  die  Duke  of  Savoy,  is  fpecialiy  included  in  and 
confirmed  by  this  treaty,  as  an  e(rential  part  thereof^ 
as  fully  as  if  it  was  inferted  therein  word  for  word,  her 
Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  exprefsly  declaring  that 
(he  will  be  obliged  by  the  terms  of  die  promiie  and 
guaranty  therein  made, 

XXIT.  The  moft  Serene  King  of  Sweden,  toge- 
ther widi  his  realms,-  dominions,  provinces,  and  rights, 
arid  the  mo(t  Serene  Princes  the  Great  IXike  of  Tus- 
cany, 
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csuxfi  and  the  Duke  of  P^rma,  together  with  their  peo^ 
pie  and  fubjeAs,  and  the  liberties  and  advantages  of 
their  fubjefts  in  matters  of  trade,  (hall  be  included  in 
this  treaty  in  the  nu)ft  eflfeiShial  manner. 

XXIIL  The  moft  Serene  Republic  of  Venice,  for 
the  fake  of  the  neutrality  which  during  the  war  they 
exadUy  obferved  between  the  parties  in  hoftility,  and 
for  the  fake  of  many  aAs  of  humanity  performed  by 
it  (the •dignity,  power,  and  fecurity  of  the  eft^ites  and 
dominions  thereof  remaining  ever  ixiviolable)  Ihall  be 
pardcularly  comprehended  and  included  in  this  treaty, 
jn  the  beft  manner  poflible,  as  a  common  friend,  and 
one  to  whom  their  Roy^  Majefties,  at  all  times,  defuv 
to  repay  the  offices  of  4  faithful  friendihip,  according 
to  the  exigencies  of  the  faid  republic. 

XXIV.  It  has  been  thought  good  to  comprehend 
jn  the  prefent  treaty,  the  m6ft  Serene  Republic  of  Ge- 
Tioa,  which,  by  a  conftant  neutrality  during  the  war, 
hath  cultivated  the  ancient  fiiendfliip  with  the  crowns 
of  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  that  the  benefit  of  this 
peace  may  be  extended  to  every  thing  that  concerns 
that  republic,  and  the  fubjefts  thereof  may  in  all 
things,  and  every  where,  folly  enjoy  the  fame  liberty  of 
commerce  hereafter,  as  they  enjoyed  formerly,  and 
during  the  life  of  Charies  the  Second  Catholic  King  of 
Spain. 

XXV.  The  city  of  Genrra  is  likewife  included  in 
this  agreement^  to  the  end  that  it  may'  for  the  future 
ei^y  all  the  advantages  in  trade  which  it  has  hereto- 
fore enjoyed  in  either  kingdom,  cither  by  oeaties  or 
ancient  cuftom. 

XXVI.  Solemn  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  •  and 
drawn  up  in  the  proper  form,  Ihall  be  duly  and  reci- 
procally exchanged  on  both  fides  within  fix  weeks,  to 
be  computed  fi'om  the  time  of  figning,  or  fooner  if 
poffible*

the  employment  of  firfl:  lady,  of  the  bed-cham.btr  to,dxe 
Qjjeen  our  deareft  confort,  ftie  v/jent  to  meet  her  at 
Nice  in  Provence,  and  conduced  her  into  our  domi-* 
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nions  of  Spain,  and  difcharged  her  duty  with  (b  much 
care,  exadnefs,  and  wifdom,  that  fhe  has  gained  all 
poflible  confidence  and  confideration. 

When  we  trufted  the  regency  of  our  kingdoms  of 
Spain  to  the  Queen  our  deareft  confort,  that  we  might 
go  and  command  our  armies  in  the  kingdoms  and 
fiates  of  Italy,  the  Princefs  of  Urfini  redoubled  her 
s&eal  and  alTiduity  about  her  perfon,  fhe  has  always  af^ 
filled  her  with  her  care  and  her  counfel,  with  equal 
prudence  and  afFeAion,  and  in  all  times,  and  on  all  oc- 
fions,  we  have  experienced  the  happy  effcdts  of  fo  judi^ 
clous,  fo  faithful,  and  fo  valuble  conduft. 

Since  it  has  pleafed  God  to  blefs  our  Royal  Houfc, 
and  to  fecure  the  fucceffion  of  it  by  a  happy  iffue,  fhe 
has  likewifc  taken  upon  her  to  beflow  her  mofl  tender 
and  effeftual  care  on  the  education  of  our  dearefl  and 
moft  beloved  fon  the  Prince  of  the  Afhirias,  in  whom 
wc  already  obferve  the  benefit  and  progrefs  of  it.  All 
diefe  fcrvices,  fo  difHnguifhing,  and  fo  important  to  the 
welfare  of  our  dominions,  and  to  the  felicity  of  our 
reign,  the  application  with  which  this  Princefs  gives  u& 
fHll  fiefh  proofs  of  an  intire  afFeftionto  the  perfon  of 
us,  the  Queen  our  dearell  confort,  and  the  Princes  our 
children,  and  the  good  fuccefs  that  has  attended  the 
wholefome  counfck  flie  has  given  us,  have  engaged  us 
to  find  out  means  to  grant  her  a  reward  fuitable  to  fa 
many  fervices,  and  that  might  ferve  for  the  future  as  a 
certain  proof  of  the  greatncfs  of  our  gratitude,  as  well 
as  of  the  merit  and  virtues  of  this  Princefs.  This  has 
given  us  occafion  to  think  of  fecuring  to  her  not  only* 
a  confiderable  revenue,  but  alfo  a  country  fhe  might 
enjoy  widi  the  title  of  fovereign,  which  we  have  em- 
braced with  the  greater  readincfs,  that  this  Priricefs 
being  born  of  the  Houfe  of  la  Trimouille,  one  of  the 
mofl  ancient  and  mofl  illuflricus  of  France,  is  not  only 
allied  to  the  Princes  of  the  blocd  of  the  Houfe  of 
France,  but  likewifc  to  feveral  other  fovereign  Houfes 
of  Europe,  and  that  knowing  the  endowments  of  her 
mind,  and  the  wifdom  of  her  condud  in  all  things,  we 
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arc  perfuaded  flic  will  govern  with  juftice  the  coimtr/ 
and  people  that  (hall  be  under  her  fubjei^ion ;  and  that 
this  great  favour  will  ever  be  looked  upon  as  the  juft 
fefFcdt  of  the  juftice  and  magnificence  of  the  fove- 
reigns  towards  thofc  who  have  been  fo  happy  as  to  ren- 
der them  important  fervices.   Know  ye  therefore,  that, 
out  of  our  full  power,  mere  motion,  and  royal  and 
abfolute    authority,    we    have    given,  yielded,  and 
transferred,  as  we  do  give,  yield,  and  transfer  by  thefc 
prefents,  to  our  deareft  and  moft  well -beloved  <oufin^ 
Mary  Anne  de  la  TrimouiUe,  Princefs  of  Urfini,  for 
herlelf,  her  heirs,  fucceflbrs,  and  afligns,  the  dutchy, 
town,  and  cattle  of  Limbourg,  being  part  of  the  Spa-* 
nifli  Netherlands,  with  the  towns,  boroughs,  villages, 
CafUes,  houfes,  lands,  and  other  appurtenances  of  the 
laid  dutchy,  to  enjoy  the  fame  to  herfelf  the  faid 
Princefs  of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  fucceflbrsi  or  afligns,  in 
full  property  and  perfeft  fovereignCy,  without  referving 
or  detaining  any  part  thereof  to  ourlelves  and  to  our 
fucceflbrs  the  Kings  of  Spain,  under  any  tide  what- 
foever,  either  of  refort  or  feodality,  as  alfo  without  re-» 
turn  or  reverfion  in  any  cafe,  or  at  any  time^  whereof 
we  have  exempted  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg^  and 
its  dependencies  comprehended  in  the  prcfent  donation:. 
to  which  end>  fo  far  as  is  or  fhould  be  neceflary,  we 
have  exririguifhed  and  fuppreflcd,*  as  we  do  extinguifh 
and  fuppreis  the  faid  rights  j  willing  that  the  faid  Prin- 
cefs or  Urfini  do  exercife  in  her  name,  all  the  rights  of 
fovereignty  witliin  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  thfc 
territories  andjurifdiftions  thereto  annexed,  with  the* 
fame  authority  as  we  exercifed  and  had  right  to  exer- 
cife the  fame  before  thefe  prefents^  and  that  fhe  enjoy 
there  all  the  revenues,  fruits,  profits,  and  emoluments 
whatfoever,  as  well  ordinary   as  extraordinary  and 
caiual,  of  what  nature  foevcr>  either  for  the  collation 
and  patronage  of  the  livings>  the  provifion  and  defldtu^ 
tion  of  ofiices,  the  cuftoms,  entries,  fubfidiesj  impofi- 
tionsi  and  other  rights,  expreflcd,*  and  not  expreflTed, 
the  defence  of  the  country,  and  the  tranquillity  of  the 
Vol*  II,  H  P<K>ple, 
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people,  the  raifing  the  revenues  of  the  faid  dutchy      '  • 
and  its  dependencies  j  all  which  rights  and  revenues 
the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  Ihall  comnnence  to  enjoy 
from  the  day  of  thefe  prefents ;  from  the  reckoning  of 
which,  the  agents,  receivers,  clerks,  or  others  appointed 
to  receive  the  faid  revenues,  fhall  be  accountable,  and 
remit  the  produce  into  the  hands  of  the  bearers  of  the 
powers  of  the  faid  Princefe,  and  in  fo  doing  they  (hall 
be  duly  acquitted  and  difcharged  thereof  towards  us, 
as  by  thefe  prefents  we  difcharge  them  thereof;  and 
confequently  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  (haU  remain 
unalterable  proprietor  of  the  laid  dutchy  of  Limbourg, 
and  its  dependencies,  as  well  for  the  fovereignty,  as  for 
all  the  revenues,  as  the  whole  belonging  to  her,  in  foil,  \ 

free,  and  intire  property,  with  power  to  difpofe  therecrfj 
by  donation  between  perfons  alive,  or  legacy  to  fuch 
perfbn,  and  with  fuch  claufes  and  conditions,  as  fhe  (hall 
think  fit,  and  even  to  treat  thereof  by  exchange  or 
otherwife,  and  the  fame  rights  and  powers  Ihall  belong 
fiicceflively,  after  her,  to  her  neareft  heir,  in  cafe  flie  has 
not  otherwife  difpofed  thereof.  To  which  end  we  have 
difcharged,  abfolved,  and  freed,  as  by  thefe  prefents  we 
difcharge,  abfolve,  and  free  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  its  dependencies,  of  what 
date,  quality,  or  dignity  they  are,  as  well  ecclefiaftical 
as  fecular,  political,  military,  and  of  what  other  ranks 
and  conditions  they  are  or  may  be,  and  each  of  them 
in  general  and  in  iparricular,  of  the  oaths  of  fidelity, 
faith,  and  obedience,  promifes,  obligations,  and  duties 
they  owed  us,  as  their  Lord  and  fovereign  Prince: 
ordering  and  enjoining  them  moft  exprefsly  that,  by 
virtue  of  thefe  prefents^  they  do  own  and  acknowledge 
the  faid  Princefe  of  Urfini,  and  after  her,  her  heirs,  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  or  fuch  as  have  a  right  thereto,  fucceflively,  for 
their  Princes  and  Sovereign  Lords ;  that  they  take  and 
fwear  to  her  the  oaths  of  fidelity  and  obedience  in  the 
ufiial  manner,  and  moreover  that  they  pay  all  homage, 
reverence,  aflfeftion,  obedience,  fidelity,  and  fervices, 
as  good  and  loyal  fubjefts  are  obliged  to  do  to  their 
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Sovereign  Lord,  and  as  they  have  done  hitherto  to  the 
Kings  our  predeCeflbrs,  and  to  tis.     And  farther,  our 
'        intention  being  that  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and 
its  dependencies  ihould  produce  at  leaft  the  efFeftuab 
and  real  revenue  yearly  to  the  profit  of  the  faid  Princefi 
of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  fucceflbrs,  and  afljgns,  thirty  thou- 
land  crowns,  each  crown  of  eight  filver  reals,  old 
double  money  of  Caftille,  deduftion  being  made  of 
local  employments,  maintenance  of  places,  and  officers, 
that  ufed  to  be  paid  and  maintained  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  faid  dutchy.     Our  'will  and  pFcafure  is,   that 
during  the  firft  year  of  enjoyment  by  the  faid  Princefi 
of  Urfini,  after  her  having  taken  poffeffion  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  after  the  publicadon  of  the 
peace,  a  ftate  be  made  of  the  revenues  and  employ- 
ments of  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and  its  dependencies, 
in  the  prelence  of  perfons  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  as 
well  on  our  part,  as  on  that  of  the  faid  Princefs  of  Ur- 
fini, and  in  cafe,  after  dedudion  is  made  for  the  faid 
employments,  the  revenues  for  the  neat  remainder  to 
the  profit  of  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini  do  not  amount 
to  the  faid  thirty  thoufand  crowns  ^p^  ^w»«/»,  whether  by 
reafon  of  the  alienations  that  might  have  been  made  of 
fbme  part  of  that  dutchy,  or  whether 'becaufc  any  of 
the  faid  rights,  revenues,  and  appurtenances   fhould 
have  been  fold,  engaged,  or  charged  with  fome  rents, 
even  fome  debts  for  fums  taken  by.  loan,  or  anticipa- 
tion, in  this  cafe  we  ordain,  and  our  will  and  pleafarb 
is,  that  the  whole  be  redeemed  and  difcngagcd,  and  the 
purchafers,  mortgagers,  tenants,  and  other  creditors, 
reimburfed,  paid,  and  farisfied  out  of  the  produce  of 
the  mofl  liquid  revenues  of  the  other  provinces  of  the 
Spanifh  Netherlands,  fo  as  that  the  faid  Princefs  enjoy, 
I*  fully,  really,  and  without  any  charge,  the  faid  thirty 

thoufand  crowns  yearly ;  to  which  end,  and  until  the 
full  reimburfement  for  the  redeeming  the  faid  alieaa^ 
tions  or  engagements,  confliturions  of  rents,  anticipa- 
tions, or  other  loans  whatever  they  may  be,  the  pur- 
chafers of  the  funds  alienated,  or  mortgagers,  tenants, 
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and  all  other  creditors,  fhall  l)e  and  remsun  aiCgned, 
as  from  this  time  we  affign  them  to  receive    their 
arrears  or  interefts  of  their  capitals  out  of  the  faid  re- 
venues of  the  other  provinces  of  the  Spanifli  Nether- 
lands ;  and  coniequendy  we  have  from  this  time  yielded- 
and  transferred,  as  we  do  yield  and  transfer  all  and  fuch 
of  our  revenues  as  Ihall  be  requifite  to  the  mor^agers 
and  creditors,  and  until  the  concurrence  of  what  is  due 
to  them  for  principal  interefts,  to  take,  have,  and  re- 
ceive out  of  the  moft  liquid  and  eflfeftive  part  of  the 
faid  revenues  of  the  faid  Spanifli  Netherlands,  except 
thofe  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  to  enjoy  the 
iiime  themfelves,  until  they  ftiall  be  fully  reimburfed. 
And  if  it  fhould  happen,  that  notwithftanding  the  faid 
redemption  and  reimburfement  being  made  or  afTigned^ 
the  revenue  of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  fhould 
not  amount  to  the  faid  flim  of  thirty  thoufand  crowns 
yearly,  all  charges  dedufted,  we  will,  that  there  be  dif- 
membered,  as  from  this  time  we  difmember,  from  the 
other  countries  belonging  to  us,  a^acent  or  lying  con- 
venient to  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  fuch  other 
towns,  boroughs,  villages,  and  territories,  as  fhall  be 
.requifite  to  make  up,  by  their  yearly  produce  and  reve- 
nue, what  fhall  be  wanting  of  the  faid  thirty  thoufand 
crowns  yearly  in  the   dutchy  of  Limbourg,  which 
towns,  boroughs,  villages,  and  territories,  together  with 
the  revenue  and  appurtenances,  fhall  remain  difmem- 
bered  from  our  other  lordfhips,  and  fhall  be  united  and 
joined  for  the  future,  and  for  ever,  to  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbourg,  to  be  poffefTcd  by  the  faid  Princefs  of  Urfini> 
with  the  fame  title  of  fovereignty,  jurifdiftion,  and  pre- 
rogative before  mentioned,  and  as  making  part  of  the 
faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg.     And  whereas,  by  the  feve- 
ral  proposals  that  are  fi-om  time  to  time  made  to  us,  to 
attain  the  peace  fo  much  defired  by  us,  and  other  princes 
and  ftates  of  Europe  engaged  in  the  prefent  war,  fomc 
of  them  tend  to  cert^n  difftiemberings  of  the  faid  Spa- 
nifh  Netherlands  from  the  other  dominions  that  make 
up  our  monarchy^  we  declare,  that  our  intention  is,  that 
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thefe  preients  fluU  not  be  prejudiced  by  the  treaties  of 
peace  that  fhall  be  made,  and  that  all  the  prihces 
and  potentates  interefted  in  the  faid  propofals  do  ratify 
the  difmembering  we  make  by  theft  preftnts  of  the 
iaid  dutchy  of  liimbourg,  and  the  erecting  of  that  in 
fovereignty,  in  favour  of  the  Princefs  of  Urfini,  6>  as 
that  fhe  be  put  and  remain  in  full  poflcflion  and  peace- 
able enjoyment  thereof,  within  the  foil  extent  of  theft 
preftnts,  according  to  their  form  and  tenor,  and  without 
any  rcferve  or  reftri^on  whatfoever  -,  it  being  our  will, 
that  the  preftnt  donation  be  one  of  the  conditions  of 
the  treaties  that  may  be  made  in  what  fhall  concern 
the  fai4  Spanifli  Netherlands,  to  the  end  the  faid  Prin- 
cefe  of  Urfini,  her  heirs,  fucceflbrs,  and  aflTigns,  may 
injoy  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg  and  its  appurte- 
nances, fully,  peaceably,  perpetually,  and  for  ever,  with 
the  tide  of  fovereignty,  without  any  trouble  and  hinder* 
ance ;  on  the  contrary,  to  effcft  the  fame,  and  to  cou- 
ftrain  thereto  all  thofe  whom  it  Ihall  concern,  or  that  are 
therefore  to  be  conftrained,  we  have,  out  of  our  foil 
power  and  royal  authority,  fupplied,  as  we  do  hereby 
fupply  all  defefts  or  omiflions  of  right  or  fad):,  that  might 
be  found  or  happen  in  this  donation,  ceflion^  and  con* 
veyance,  either  by  the  fault  of  expreflion,  of  the  value 
of  the  revenues,  and  of  the  employitients  of  the  faid 
dutchy  of  Limbourg,  that  arc  not  therem  Ipecified  or 
declared,  and  that  might  be  requifite  by  former  ordi- 
nances, to  which,  and  the  derogatories  of  the  derogato- 
ries  therein  contained,  wc  have  cxprefsly  derogated,  a$ 
we  derogate  by  thefe  preftnts.;  for  fuch  is  our  will  and 

food  pleafore :  willing  that  theft  preftnt  letters  patents- 
e  delivered  to  the  faid  Princefs  ot  Urfini,  that  Ihe  may 
cauft  the  fame  to  be  rcgiftered  and  publiftied  where  it 
Ihall  be  neceflary,  and  even  to  cauft  them  to  be  inftrt- 
ed,  with  the  donation  and  ceflion  therein  contained,  in 
the  treaty  of  peace  to  be  negotiated,  therein  to  fee  in- 
cluded and  acknowledged  in  the  qu^ty  of  foyereign 
P-rincels  of  the  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  and  in  that  qua- 
Bty  to  exercife  the  rights  ther?of^  aqd  there  to  n>akc 
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treati^  and  alliances  with  the  princes  and  Tovereigns 
that  fhall  intervene,  enjoining  the  nniniftcrs  and  ambaf-* 
fadors  who  fhall  be  there  on  our  part,  to  acknowledge 
her  as  fuch,  and  all  our  officers  of  the  faid  dutchy  of 
Limbourg  to  obey  thcfe  prefents  from  the  moment  they 
fliall  be  notified  to  them ;  and  to  the  end  this  prefent 
donation  be  firm  and  lafting  for  ever,  we  have  figned 
^efe  prefent  letters  with  our  own  hand,  and  caufed  our 
great  feal  to  be  affixed  to  them,  willing  and  ordaining 
(hat  they  be  regiftered  in  all  and  every  one  of  our 
councils  and  chambers  of  accompts  where  it  fhall  be- 
long. Given  at  our  city  of  CoreUa,  in  our  kingdom  of 
Navarre,  the  28th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of 
eur  Lord  1 7 1 1,  ;ind  of  our  reign  the  eleventh. 

And  her  faid  Majefty  of  Great  Britain  promifes,  that 
flie  will  maintain  thie  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini,  or 
her  affigns,  in  the  real,  aftual,  and  peaceable  pofTeffion 
of  the  faid  fovercignty  and  territory,  againft  all  and 
every  one,  at  any  time,  and  for  ever,  and  that  fhe  will 
not  permit  that  the  faid  l.ady  Princefs  be  difhirbed  or 
inoleftcd  in  the  faid  pofTeffion  by  any  body,  by  right  or 
faft.  And  whereas  the  real  pofTeffion  of  the  fove- 
rcignty of  the  faid  dutchy  of  Limbourg,  or  of  the  ter- 
^tories  as  aforefaid  to  be  fubrogated,  ought,  by  virtue 
of  the  before-mentioned  convention,  concluded  the 
27  A  of  March  lafl  pafl,  to  have  been  already  given  to 
the  faid  Lady  Princefs,  although  it  is  not  yet  given ; 
therefore  her  faid  Royal  Majef^  of  Great  Britain,  as 
a  farther  furety,  promifes,  and  engages  her  Royal  word, 
that  fhe  will  not  yield  or  remit,  nor  fuffer  to  be  yield- 
ed or  remitted  to  any  body,  the  faid  Spanifh  Nether- 
'  lands,  but  will  keep,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  kept,  not 
'  only  until  the  faid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini  be  put  in 
adual  and  peaceable  pofleffion  of  the  faid  fovereignty, 
but  alfo,  that  the  faiid  Lady  Princefs  of  Urfini  be,  as 
aforefaid,  acknowledged  Sovereign  Lady  of  the  faid 
fovereignty,  and  put  in  poflfeffion  thereof  by  the  Prince 
to  whom  the  faid  Spanifh  Netherlands  are  to  be  yielded 
and  remitted. 

This 
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This  prcfent  article  fhall  be  ratified,  and  the  exchaii^ 
of  the  ratifications  fhall  be  made  at  Utrecht  within  fix 
weeks,  or  fboner,  if  pollible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  annbafTadors  extraordi* 
nary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  her  Sacred  Roysfl 
Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  have  fubfcribed  this 
prefcnt  article,  and  fealed  the  fame  with  our  fealsj 
at  Utrecht  the  -i^  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1713.

For  as  much  as  on  the  part  of  you  Richard  An-^ 
thony,  conful  of  the  Englifh  nation,  by  you^  and  in 
the  name  of  the  vafTals  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
i|ifbrmadon  hath  been  given  to  me,  that  by  means  of 
the  peace,  which  between  this  and  that  kingdom  is 
fettled,  thofe  which  do  refide  and  commerce  in  Anda* 
luzia,  principally  in  the  city  of  Sevilla,  San  Lvcar^ . 
liz,  and  Malaga,  humbly  jnp-cat  me  that  I  wo^d 

I»'  be 
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be  pfcafed  to  confirm  to  you  the  privileges,  exemp- 
tions, and  liberties  which  appertain  to  you,  as  well  by 
the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  by  the  confirmations 
of  them,  and  other  favours  and  indultos,  which  the 
King  my  Lord  and  Father  (now  in  glory)  granted  you> 
and  all  others  whatfoever,  that  have  been  granted  by 
my  crowns  of  thefe  my  kingdoms  of  Caftille  and  of 
Portugal,  commanding  that  they  be  obferved  and  ac- 
complifhed  in  all  and  through  all,  without  any  limi- 
tation, and  that  they  may  be  of  more  force,  to  grant 
them  anew,  with  the  qualities,  amplifications,  condi- 
tions, and  declarations,  which  may  be  moft  convenient 
for  you,  impofing  punifhments  upon  i^rhbm  Ihall  con- 
tradift  them  and  not  obftrve  them ;  and  that  it  may 
be  known  what  they  are,  that  there  be  given  copies  of 
them,  of  what  favour  I  have  granted  them,  having  a 
due  regard  to  the  aforefaid ;  and  becaufe  that  for  the 
occafiohs  which  I  have  of  wars,  you  have  offered,  to 
aflifl:  me  with  two  thoufand  five  hundred  ducats  of 
filver,  paying  one  thoufand  down,  and  the  other  thou- 
fand five  hundred  remaining,  in  the  month  of  April  of 
this  prefent  year,  for  which  Don  Francifco  Moreno, 
with  the  intervention  of  Don  Antonio  de  Campo  Re- 
dondo  y  Rio,  Knight  of  the  order  of  St,  James,  of  my 
privy  council,  and  of  my  exchequer,  in  your  name, 
and  by  virtue  of  your  power,  pafTed  a  writing  or  obli- 
gation in  form,  before  John  Cortez  de  la  Cruz,  my 
notary;  I  have  thought  fit,  and  by  thefe  prefents,  of 
my  own  proper  motive,-  certain  knowledge,  and  royal 
and  abfolute  power,  which  in  this  part  I  will  ufe,  and 
do  ufe,  as  King  and  natural  lord,  not  acknowledging 
•  any  fuperior  in  temporals,  I  confirm  and  approve  the 
faid  privileges  of  exemptions,  and  liberties  which  ap- 
pertain to  you,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  the  faid  peace, 
as  by  the  confirmations  of  them,  and  the  refl  of  the 
favours,  indultos,  which  the  King  my  Loni  and  Father 
granted  you,  and  any  others  whatfoever  ^hich  have 
been  granted  by  my  crowns  of  Caftille  and  Portugal, 
to  the  faid  vaflals  in  aU,  and  through  all,  as  therein^ 
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and  in  cvtry  thing,  and  in  part  thereof^  is  fpecified, 
contained,  and  declared,  that  they  may  be  firm,  ftable, 
and  valid  to  you,  and  be  obfenred  to  you,  kept,  and 
fulfilled,  becaufe  that  my  intention  and  deliberate  will 
13,  that  all  thofe  of  the  faid  nadon  may  enjoy  and  do 
enjoy  them  without  any  limitation,  with  condition,  that' 
during  the  rime  they  Ihall  refide  in  Andaluzia,  the  faid 
Engliih  may  not  be  put  upon  any  office>  or  in  any 
public  poft,  nor  made  guardians,  truftees,  nor  collec- 
tors, although  they  may  be  of  the  duties  of  Alcavalus 
^d  MiUones,  or  other  duties  which  relate  to  my  royal 
treafury  5  nor  ihall  they  demand  from  you  loans  or  do^ 
natives,  nor  oblige  you  to  fiirm  any  rents,  nor  take 
your  horfes  or  flaves. 

And  to  do  you  further  favour,  in  conformity  of  what 
is  capitulated  in  the  laid  peace,  I  will  and  permit  that 
you  may  and  do  trade  and  commerce  freely,  and  fell 
your  merchandizes  and  goods,  and  buy  thofe  of  my 
kingdoms,  and  carry  them  dience,  obferving  what  is 
ordained  by  the  laws  and  decrees  that  treat  thereof^ 
paying  into  my  royal  treafury  the  duties  that  ought  to 
be  paid ;  prohibiting,  as  I  do  prohibit,  and  command 
that  they,  do  not  take  from  you  by  force  any  mer- 
chandizes, as  wheat  or  barley,  ahhou^  it  be  for  dif^ 
patch  of  my  armadas,  fleets,  or  galloons,  neither  for 
the  Affentiftas  nor  Eflranqueros,  and  the  faid  privileges 
ihall  be  as  to  wheat  and  barjiey,  according  to  the  tax  i 
and*  as  to  other  things  and  merchandizes,  as  you  (ball 
covenant  and  agree  for,  without  taking  them  from 
you  till  they  have  paid  you  for  them ;  and  that  they 
ihall  not,  upon  the  account  aforefaid,  give  you  any 
manner  of  trouble  or  vexation. 

And  becaufe  diat  many  of  you  trade  in  bringing  to 
the  ports  of  Andaluzia,  city  of  Sevilla,  and  other  parts,. 
a  great  quantity  of  bacailao,  and  other  kinds  of  fifh 
dry  and  falted,  which  being  the  moft  necefTary  provi- 
fions  that  can  be,  and  creates  you  a  great  deal  of  cofl 
and  trouble,  I  will  and  command  that  you  enjoy  the 
tuflom  of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  in  which  it  is  ordered 
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that  thofe  which  arrive  with  any  fifti  dry  and  falted, 
there  may  not  be  impofed  any  rate,  but  that  they  fell 
Ht  the  price  they  will,  without  that  it  be  neceffary  that 
they  manifeft  it  more  than  to  the  minifters  which  re- 
cover my  royal  revenues  j  and  that  if  the  ftiips  in  which 
they  bring  the  fidd  bacallao  be  great,  that  they  cannot 
ccftne  up  the  river,  and  fhall  unload  them  in  barks,  the 
judge  of  the  admiralty  or  any  other  may  not  put  in 
the  faid  barks  any  guards,  at  the  coll  of  the  owners 
of  them.  In  like  fort,  I  command,  that  in  cafe  it  ap* 
pears  that  the  faid  iifh  is  rotten,  and  cannot  be  Ipentj^ 
It  be  burnt  or  caft  into  the  fea,  without  that  by  reafbn 
^hereof  there  may  be  made  any  procefs  againft  the 
owners,  or  perfons  that  fold  it,  or  be  imprifoned  or  in^ 
formed  againft. 

•  And  becaufe  that  the  adminiftrator  of  the  Almona- 
fifargos,  and  divers  other  duties,  which  are  recovered 
on  goods  and  merchandizes,  have  been  ufed,  upon  in- 
formation given,  to  feize  the  perfon  they  fulpeft^ 
which  to  men  of  trade  occafions  much  difcredit,  cofts^ 
and  vexations :  my  will  is,  and  I  command,  that  upon 
the  faid  informations^  they  only  proceed  againft  the 
merchandizes,  and  not  againft  the  perfons ;  permitting 
them,  as  I  do  permit  them,  that  thqr  may  make  and 
do  make  their  defences  againft  the  faid  vexations. 

And  whereas,  according  to  one  article  of  the  faid 
peace,  which  treats  in  matter  of  religion,  notwith- 
ftanding  that  in  fome  law-fuit  it  hath  been  endea- 
voured that  they  declare  whether  they  be  Roman 
Catholics  or  not,  excufing  giving  credit  to  the  oath 
which  they  make,  as  being  parties,  or  as  witncffes,  I 
command  therefore,  that  in  thofe  matters  they  Ihall 
not  meddle  with  the  natives  of  the  feid  kingdom :  but 
that  the  faid  condition  be  fully  obfcrved,  without  mak- 
ing them  any  fuch  queftions,  and  to  the  oath  you  (hall 
•tender  them  in  court,  the  fame  faith  and  credit  IhaU  be 
given,  as  if  they  were  natural  Spaniards,  without  that 
upon  this  account  they  are  molcfted  or  troubled,  or 
jrecpive  any  grievance. 
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And  by  rcafon  that  for  juftificadon  of  fomc  caufes, 
the  judges  and  juftices  pretend,  that  the  merchants 
ihould  exhibit  their  books  of  trade  -,  and  thereupon  they 
receive  vexation  and  trouble ;  I  command  and  will, 
that  the  books  of  the  merchants  of  the  faid  nation 
be  not  taken  from  them,  but  that  they  produce  them 
in  their  own  houies,  to  tal^e  out  the  article  which  (hall 
be  appointed,  without  demanding  others ;  nor  may  be 
taken  from  them  any  other  papers,  upon  punifhment 
of  him  that  ihall  contravene  herein^  to  be  chaftiied  ac- 
cording to  law. 

And  becaufc  likewife  the  merchants  enter  their 
goods  in  the  cuftom-houfe.of  the  city  of  Sevilla,  of 
ail  the  duties,  which,  becaufe  they  are  many,  is  made 
upon  one  Iheet  of  paper,  and  firmed  and  figned  by 
all  the  officers,  and  remains  in  pofTeflion  of  the  ware- 
boufe-keeper  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  .that  by  virtue 
thereof  he  may  deliver  fuch  goods  as  go  in  bales, 
packs,  trunks,  and  chcfts  ;  and  after  they  have  taken 
them  out,  and  put  them  in  their  houfes  and  ware- 
houfes,  the  head-waiter  of  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the 
officers  of  the  half  per  cent,  fhall  not  fearch  your 
houlcs  nor  goods,  caufing  you  trouble  and  vexation, 
afking  of  you  the  diipatches,  it  being  manifeft  that  you 
cannot  have  them,  Jiaving  left  theni  in  the  power  of 
the  faid  head- waiter :  I  prohibit  therefore  and  com- 
mand, that  the  houfes  of  the  faid  merchants  fhall  nor 
be  vifited,  nor  be  afked  of  them  the  diipatches  of  their 
goods,  which  doth  not  remain  in  their  cuftody,  fo  that 
this  is  to  be  underftood,  and  is  underftood  of  die  houJes 
which  are  within  the  walls  of  the  faid  city.  And  that  it 
may  be  known  thofe  who  are  of  die  faid  nation,  let 
copies  be  given  of  die/aid  privileges  and  exemptions 
which  concerns  you,  and  were  granted  you,  as  well  by 
the  articles  of  the  faid  peace,  as  in  any  other  manner 
whatfoever^  and  for  the  execution  and  accomplilhing 
of  all  the  aforefaid,  I  command  thofe  of  my  privy 
council,  and  the  reft  of  my  counfellprs,  juntas,  and  tri- 
Ibunals  of  my  court,  and  the  prefidents  and  juftices  of 
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my  courts,  as  alfo  the  judges  and  juftices  of  the  peaco 
belonging  to  my  houfe,  court,  and  chancery,  and  the 
recent  and  judges  of  my  court  de  Grados,  in  the  city 
of  Sevilla,  and  the  chier  magiftrate  of  the  court  there- 
of and  all  mayors,  governors,  magiftrates,  and  other 
inferior  officers,  as  well  of  the  faid  cities  of  Sevillaji 
Cadiz,  and  Malaga,  and  San  Lucar  de  Barramedaj, 
as  of  all  odier  cities,  towns,  and  places  of  thefe  my 
kingdoms  and  dominions,  and  judges  and  juftices 
thereof,  of  whatever  quality  and  -  conStion  they  may 
be,  to  whom  principally  or  accidentally  it  fhaU  con- 
cern in  ^ny  manner  ^hatfoever,  the  accompliihing  of 
all  that  is  contained  in  this  my  letter,  that  as  {bon  as 
they  ihall  have  been  required  herewith,  or  with  a  copy 
thereof  figned  by  a  public  notary  (to  which  fhajl  be 
given  as  much  credit  as  to  the  original)  each  one  for 
that  part  which'  fhall  concem  him,  obferve  and  ac- 
complifh,  caufe  to  be  obferved  and  accomplilhed,  in 
all,  and  through  all,  as  is  contained  therein,  without 
that  in  the  whole,  or  in  part,  there  be  put  any  impedi- 
ment, or  other  doubt  or  difficulty,  that  fhall  oppofe 
or  contravene  its  tenor  and  form,  nor  confent  or  allow 
that  it  be  interpreted,  limited,  or  fulpended,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  contrary  to  the  cedulas,  provifions^^  or  other 
orders  for  obferv^nce  thereof,  in  that  part  which  fliaU 
relate  to  ^each  of  you,  and  that  they  provide  and  give 
the  neceflary  orders  for  the  greater  fecurity  of  the 
favour,  which  by  this  my  letter  I  grant  you,  and  that 
at  all  times  this  favour  may  be  certain  and  fecure  to 
you,  that  you  may  have  a  judge  copfervator  for  Anda-r 
luzia,  principally  for  the  faid  cides  of  Sevilla,  Ma- 
laga, CadiZ|  and  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  to  whom 
I  Ihall  ^ve  fufficient  commiffion  for  the  prcfervation 
and  accompliihing  of  the  faid  privileges,  liberties,  an<| 
exemptions  (which  may  oblige  and  compel  all  and 
every  perlbn  whatfoever,  of  whatfoever  condition  or 
quality  foever  they  be)  as  fhall  concern  the  faid  nation, 
as  weU  in  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  defendants,  as 
in  thofe  in  which  they  fhall  be  plaintiffs^  although  the 
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pcrfon  which  Ihall  fue  them,  and  of  whom  they  (haD 
be  filed,  may  have  any  other  Ipecial  judges  whatfoevcr, 
as  well  by  covenant  or  contraft  which  they  may  have 
made,  as  by  the  pre-eminences  or  immunities  which 
they  may  have,  becaufe  that  of  the  faid  caufes  only  the 
faid  judge  confervator  may  take  cognizance,  aixl  no 
other  judge  or  tribunal  whatfoever,  although  it  be  for  any 
excels  or  notorious  crimes,  or  in  any  other  manner  and 
form  whatfoever ;  and  the  faid  judge  confervator  for 
the  prefent,  IhaD  be  Doftor  Don  Francifco  de  Vei^ra, 
judge  of  my  court  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  SeviUa, 
during  the  dme  that  he  fhall  a£t  therein,  and  in  his 
abfence,  Do6tor  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  judge  of 
the  fame  court,  who  for  matters  and  law-fiiits  which 
ihall  offer  in  the  faid  cides  of  Cadiz,  Malaga,  and  San 
Luc^,  may  fubftitute  his  confervatorlhip  in  the  perfon 
that  Ihall  be  propofed  by  the  faid  nadon,  that  they 
may  be  laid  before  and  remitted  to  him  for  the  deter- 
mination thereof;  and  of  that  which  fhall  be  fo  deter- 
mined by  him,  they  may  appeal  to  my  council,  and 
not  to .  any  other  tribunal :  and  becaufe  diat  my  will  is, 
that  each  one  in  his  time  may  have  jurifdidtion  and 
ipecial  commiffion  to  proted  and  defend  you  in  all 
that  is  contained  in  this  my  letter,  and  that  all  of  it 
may  be  obferved  and  accomplifhed  in  the  form  that  it 
is  offered  to  you ;  I  have  thought  fit  to  give  charge,  as 
by  thefe  prefents  I  give  them  charge  of  the  proteftion 
and  defence  thereof,  and  command  them,  that  they  fee 
this  my  letter,  and  the  qualities,  and  conditions,  and 
•pre-eminences,  and  amplifications  contained  therein, 
and  caufe  all  of  it  to  be  obferved  and  accomplifhed,  in 
the  form  accordingly,  and  in  the  manner  that  is  con- 
tained therein  and  declared,  without  confenting  or  al- 
lowing that  in  whole  or  in  part  they  may  put   or 
X  do  put  any  doubt  or  difficulty  therein ;  and  before  the

and  that  the  cognizance  and  determination  of  all  that 
is  contained  in  this  ipecial  letter^^  fhall  concern  them^ 
and  doth  Qoncern  them,  that  they  proceed  againft  thofe 
that  fhall  he  guilty,  executing  on  them  fuch  penalties 
as  the  law  requires,  referving,  as  I  do  refcrve  to  my 
council)  the  appeals,  which  by  their  a£ks  and  fentences 
they  fhall  inteipofe,  and  not  for  any  other  tribunal,  with- 
out that  any  of  the  reft  of  my  councils,  tribunals,  courts^ 
or  chanceries,  or  any  other  judges  or  juftices  of  thefe 
my  kingdoms  and  dominions,  of  whatfbever  quality 
they  bci  may  intermeddle  or  do  intermeddle  therein, 
neither  in  the  pra6tice  nor  exercife  of  the  fpecial  ju- 
rifdiftion,  which  by  this  my  cedula  I  grant  them,  be  it  by 
way  of  excefs,  appeal,  or  any  other  recourfe  whatfb- 
^er;  to  whom  and  to  each  of  them  I  inhibit,  ancl 
hold  for  inhibited  their  cognizance,  and  declare  them 
for  judges  incompetent  thereof,  for  the  whole,  and  in  • 
each  thing,  and  part  thereof,  granting  them  as  full  and 
complete  power,  and  moft  ample  commiflion  as  in 
law  is  required,  and  is  necefTary,  with  their  incidencesj^ 
dependencies,  annexities,  and  connexides;  and  that 
^fter  them,  the  faid  Englifh  nadon  of  the  faid  city 
of  Sevilla  may  name  in  the  faid  commiflion  one  of 
the  judges  of  the  faid  court,  whom  the  faid  nation 
fhaU  think  fit  if  and  I  command  the  prefident,  and  thoie 
of  my  privy  council,  that  prefenting  before  them  hi^ 
name  in  cafe  the  faid  commiflion  be  vacant  by  pro-

and  plains,  and  thofe  of  my  council,  prefident  and 
judgcs4)f  my  courts,  officers  of  my  hdufe,  and  courts 
and  chancery,  and  all  mayors,  governors,  deputy  go* 
yemors,  juftices  of  the  peace,  and  other  whatfoever 
jullices  and  judges  of  my  kingdoms  and  dominionsy 
that  they  obferve  to  you  and  accomplifh^i  and  caufe  to 
be  oblerved  and  accomplifhed,  this  my  letter  and 
lavour,  which  I  do  grant  you,  and  aggii^  the  tenor 
and  form  thereof^  not  to  go  nor  a6i:  now,  nor  at  any 
Ome,  nor  by  any  manner,  perpetually,  for  ever,  nor 
confent  or  allow  that  they  be  limited  to  you,  or  fiif- 
pended  in  whole  or  in  part,  all  its  contents  whatfo- 
ibever,  laws  or  orders  of  thefe  my  kingdoms  and  do-

T  O  Doftor  Don  Francifco  de  Medrano,  judge  of 
my  court  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  Scvilla.  Know  ye, 
that  by  one  of  my  letters  and  decrees  of  the  nineteenth 
of  March,  of  this  prefent  year,  I  did  grant  (to  Richard 
Anthony,  conful  of  the  Englifh  nation,  and  to  the 
fubjefts  of  the  kingdom  of  England,  which  refide  and 
trade  in  Andalusia,  principally  in  this  city,  and  in  that 
c^  Cadiz,  and  in  that  of  San  Lucar  de  Barrameda)  the 
privileges,  exemptions,  and  licences  which  appertain 
to  them,  as  well  by  the  articles  of  the  peace,  as  by 
the  confirmation,  and  other  favours  and  indultos,  which 
the  King  my  Lord  and  Father  (now  in  glory)  granted 
them,  and  with  the  other  qualities,  conditions,  pre- 
eminences, and  amplifications  in  the  faid  decree  de- 
clared, for  having  ofiered  to  ferve  me  with  two  thou* 
fand  five  hundred  ducats  of  filver,  according  as  more 
largely  thereby  doth  appear,  to  which  I  refer  myfelf  j 
and  one  of  the  conditions  which  I  did  grant  them  was, 
that  I  would  name  and  allow  them  a  judge  confervator 
for  Andaluzia,  principally  for  the  faid  two  cities,  and 
San  Lucar  de  Barrameda,  to  whom  Ihould  be  given 
fijfficient  commiffion  for  the  obfervance  and  accom- 
plifhment  of  the  faid  privileges,  liberties,  and  excmp- 
tioos,  who  Ihould  take  cognizance  of  all  caufes  both 
civil  and  criminal  which  ihould  be  brought  agaihft 
them,  in  which  they  were  made  defendants,  that  before 
him  ihould  come  all  law-(uits  and  caufes  whatfoever

concern  you,  proceeding  fully  againft  thofe  that  fhall 
be  guilty,  executing  upon  them  the  punilhments  you 
ihall  find  by  jufHce  due  to  them,  Mrimout  that  any  of 
the  tribunals,  courts,  or  chancery,  or  any  other  judges 
or  juftices  of  my  kingdoms  and  dominions  of  Caflile, 
of  whatfoever  quality  they  may  be,  may  intermeddle 
or  do  intermeddle  herein,  neither  in  the  ufe  nor  ex- 
crcife  of  the  fpecial  jurifdiftion  in  the  faid  firfl  inflance, 
which  by  this  hiy  cedula  I  grant  you,  be  it  by  way  of 
excels,  appeal,  or  any  other  recourfe  or  manner;  to 
whom,  and  to  each  of  you,  I  inhibit,  and  hold  for  in* 
hibited,  their  cognizance,  declaring  you  for  judges 
incompetent  thereof,  as  for  the  whole,  and  every  thing 
and  part  thereof;  and  I  grant  you  the  moft  &11  and  .

And  now  on  your  part,  relation  having  been  Hiade 
to  me,  that  having  prefented  the  laft  dedula  in  the  ai^ 
iembly  of  the  coiirc  of  Degrees  of  the  city  of  Sevilla» 
a  copy  thereof  was  ordered  to  be  given  to  Don  Juan 
de  VUlalva,  my  fifcal  of  the  faid  court,  who  kept  it  in 
his  pofTeilion  from  the  fifteenth  of  July,  without  having 
anfwered  it  till  now,  which  hath  hindered  and  deprived 
you  of  the  benefit  and  performance  of  the  faid  decree 
and  cedula,  to  your  great  prejudice  and  detriment^ 
although  by  what  is  ordained  thereby,  the  judge  con« 
iervator  ought  to  take  cognizance  of  all  caufes,  civil 
and  criminal,  as  well  being  plaintifis  as  defendants, 
with  any  perfon  whacfoever  you  ihould  trade  with, 
your  intent  being  only  to  enjoy  the  faid  privileges  and 
judge  confervator,  when  there  fhould  be  any  law-fuits 
between  thofe  of  your  nation,  whether  you  be  plain* 
tiffs  or  defendants,  and  whether  the  caufes  be  civil,  or 
whether  they  be  criminal,  and  when  the  fuits  ihall  be 
with  Spaniards,  or  widi  other  peifons  of  different  na-^ 
tions,  the  confervator  is  to  take  cognizance  fo  far 
only  of  die  caufes  in  which  you  Ihall  be  civilly  of 
criminally  profecuted  as  defendants^  and  not  in  which 
you  ihall  be  plaintiffs,  humbly  intreadng  me,  that 
whereas  in  this  particular  you  have  waved  and  de* 
fifted  from  the  faid  privilege  before  Alonfo  de  Alar- 
con,  that  I  would  be  pleafed  to  declare  it,  with  the 
conditions,  amplifications,  and  pre-eminences,  as  may 
be  moft  convenient  for  you,  and  fhall  be  moft  neceffarjf 
for  the  greater  force  of  what  is  infifted,  of  what  my 
pleafure  ihall  be^  and  becaufe  that  for  the  fervice.of 
the  wars,  you  have  offered  to  affitt  me  with  one  thou-

Ai9d  becatsfe  thft  the  duties  of  excife  c^  miUones, 
i0diich  ane  impofed  on  bacallao  dry  and  frefii,  pilchards, 
herrings,  and  falmon,  and  other  kinds  of  fUh,  fi^ffa  and 
fatted,  it  was  ordered  that  it  fhould  be  recovered  of 
dhofe  which  confume  it ;  and  by  reafon  the  ^rmers  of 
thefe  duties,  and  judges  which  take  cognizance  of 
thefe  caufes,  do  occafion  you  great  grievances,  and 
oblige  you  to  pay  two  hundred  maravedis  for  each 
quintal  of  bacalkio,  and  acc^M-dingly  on  odier  ibrcs  as 
are  permitted,  and  \^n  the  arrived  of  the  fhips  at  the 
fK)rts  of  Malaga,  Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar,  diey  oblige 
you  to  declare  the  quantity  of  fifti  you  brir^^  chai^« 
ing  you  by  the  great  for  the  whole,  obliging  you  to 
the  payment  thereof,  as  money  due  to  me,  and  oUige 
yon  to  the  payment  thereof  in  four  months  of  what 
it  amounts  to,  which  is  unjuft,  becaufe  that  thoie 
trfio  buy  thefe  kinds  are  clergymen,  friars,  monies^ 
and  other  perfons  which  have  privileges  and  habits, 
Jmayors,  aldermen,  and  common-councilmen,  for  which 
caufc  the  farmers  of  thefe  duties  will  not  recover  them 
of  fuch,  but  recover  them  of  you  for  the  whole,  with- 
out confidering  the  quantity  they  fteal  from  you,  that 
which  is<  rotten,  and  what  you  fjpend  in  your  own  fe- 
Inilies,  and  if  you  infift  on  the  recovery  thereof  of 
fuch  perfons,  they  treat  you  ill,  and  do  not  pay  you  5 
therefore  I  will  and  command, -that  this  duty  be  re-v 
covered  of  the  buyers  and  confumers,  and  that  the 
&rmers  put  a  perfon  for  their  account,  that  may  re^ 
cover  the  fame,  as  is  done  in  the  revenues  of  Alca- 
rala  and  Almoxari&zgo,  with  i3iis  condition,  that  yon 
be  obliged,  as  I  oblige  you,  that  you  ihall  regifter  all 
the  fakl  kinds  of  iiih  aforefaid,  as  you  are  obliged  ta

do^  according  to  the  general  difpatches,  without  that 
this  may  be  in  any  manner  avoided. 

And  becaufe  from  the  vifits  which  the  formers  of 
duties  make  you,  there  refults  a  great  deal  of  trouble, 
I  will  ^nd  comnqiand,  that  in  the  cities  of  Malaga,  San 
JLucar,  and  Cadiz,  be  obferved  to  you,  and  kept  the 
privilege,  that  they  may  not  examine  the  merchandizes 
which  are  in  your  houfes,  according  to  what  is  ordered 
and  commanded  by  the  faid  decree  of  the  nineteenth 
of  Marfh  of  this  prefent  year,  being  the  fame  which 
is  granted  to  thofc  who  refide  in  the  city  of  Scvilla : 
and  likewife  I  command,  that  the  faid  fcarch  nuy  not 
be  made  by  any  former,  if  in  the  cuftom-houfe  you 
have  paid  all  the  duties :  and  that  this  be  obferved  tg 
you,  and  accompliftied  inviolably. 

And  becaufe  that  all  (hips  that  come  to  thefe  my 
faid  kingdoms,  from  thofe  of  England,  Ireland,  and 
3cotland,  the  minifter  of  the  contrabands,  and  of  the 
almoxarifazgo,  up)on  fearching  them,  as  they  enter  the 
ports,  caufe  great  vexations  and  trouble  to  the  mafter$ 
pf  them,  and  fhut  up  the  holds  and  hatches  of  the 
laid  fhips,  deferring  the  vifiting  them  eight  or  fifteen 
days,  putting  waiters  aboard  at  the  coft  of  the  mailers, 
who  they  will  have  to  maintain  them,  and  make  them 
prefents  i  I  command  the  faid  minifters,  as  well  of  the 
contraband  as  thofe  of  almoxarifazgo,  and  every  of 
them,  that  within  three  days  they  fhall  and  do  make 
the  faid  vifit,  without  putting  waiters  aboard  theifi,  or 
taking  any  duties  by  reafon  thereof^  and  if  they  flialJ 
put  them,  it  fhall  be  at  the  coft  of  the  chief  almoxa- 
rifazgo and  the  admiraliy,  fince  you  owe  nothing. 
And  when  there  fhall  come  into  the  faid  ports  of  Ma- 
laga, Cadiz,  and  San  Lucar,  any  fhip  with  provifiong 
or  merchandizes,  neither  at  the  time  of  the  vifit,  and 
of  the  unloading,  nor  at  any  other  as  aforefaid,  I  order 
that  the  judges  and  officers  of  the  contraband,  nor 
admiralty,  nor  any  others,  may  not  put,  or  do  put  iu 
them  waiters  at  the  cofl  of  the  maflers  or  owners,  nor 
do  give  you  any  trouble,  either  the  one  or  the  othet", 
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tipon  that  account,  according  to  what  is  ordered  in  the 
fourth  article  of  the  inftitution  of  the  faid  admiralty^ 
by  which  it  is  expreft,  relating  thereunto,  for  the  fatif- 
faftioli  of  the  waiters  and  other  officers,  in  the  eighth 
article  of  the  peace,  in  which  it  is  ordered,  that  the 
vaflals  of  the  one  King,  in  the  territory  of  the  other, 
Ihall  be  treated  as  the  natives  themfelves,  in  whofc 
ihips  never  are  put  waiters  at  the  coft  of  the  matters 
or  owners  thereof. 

And  becaufe  alfb  that  the  officers  of  the  contraband 
in  the  faid  ports,  as  foon  as  the  (hips  caft  anchor,  de- 
mand of  the  mafters  their  manifeft,  and  if  they  do  not 
find  in  it  the  merchandizes  that  come  configned  to  you, 
they  give  you  trouble,  although  you  have  the  bills  of 
lading  diat  the  mafters  have  figned  for  them,  to  de- 
liver them  according  to  their  confignment,  in  which 
you  receive  a  great  deal  of  damage,  becaufe  that  the 
beft  inftrument  you  can  have  is  the  bills  of  lading, 
becaufe  diat  by  them  you  may  oblige  them  by  juftice 
to  deliver  you  your  goods,  and  if  the  mafters  by  ne- 
gleft  or  malice  do  not  write  them  in  the  faid  manifeft, 
it  is  not  juft  that  they  execute  the  puniftiment  upon 
the  owners  of  the  goods,  but  upon  the  mafters  and 
Ihips,  and  in  fo  doing,  the  manifeft  ftiall  be  always 
juftifiable.  Wherefoie  it  is  my  will,  and  I  declare, 
that  the  mafters  do  comply  with  exhibiting  their  ma- 
nifeft within  three  days  after  their  arrival  in  the  faid 
ports,  and  I  command,  that  by  reafon  hereof  the 
owner  of  the  goods  Ihewing  the  bill  of  lading,  you 
may  not  give  him  any  trouble  or  moleftation  whatfo- 
ever. 

And  becaufe  likewife  the  judges  for  exportation, 
and  other  officers,  caufe  you  much  trouble  and  vexa-

upon  that  account  they  be  put  to  any  trouble. 

And  becaufe  that  alfo  they  of  the  excife-office  of 
the  faid  city  of  SeviUa  occafion  you  trouble,  vexation, 
and  law-fuits,  faying,  that  there  is  an  order  that  you

enjoy  the  fame.  And  as  it  has  been  agreed,  as  isr

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But  whereas  the  Briti(h  ambaffador  made  prefliirg 
inflances,  that  it  might  be  given  as  a  rule  to  the  faid 
commiflaries,  that  no  greater  duties,  or  other  impofts 
what  foe  ver,  fhould  be  made  payable  in  any  port,  wet  or 
dry,  in  his  faid  Catholic  Majefty's  dominions,  by  the  faid 
new  book  of  rates,  than  what  were  paid  in  the  cuftom- 
houfes  of  the  port  of  St.  Mary's  or  Cadiz,  in  the  reign 
of  the  late  King  of  Spain,  Charles  the  Second  j  the 
ambafladors  of  Spain  have  confented,  and  it  is  agreed 
and  ftipulated,  that  that  rule  fhall  be  obferved  in  thofe 
very  ports  of  Cadiz  and  St.  Mary's;  fo  that  all  aug- 
mentations of  duties  which  were  introduced  in  the  faid 
ports  after  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  on  occafion 
of  the  war,  or  under  the  title  of  Habilitation,  or 
any  other  whatfoever,  ceafing  and  being  taken  away, 
the  Britifh  fubjefts  Ihall  not,  before  or  after  the  faid 
book  of  rates  is  fetded,  be  bound  to  pay  any  greater 
duties^  of  what  fort  foever,  or  under  what  name  foever, 
for  their  imports  or  exports,  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's 
and  Cadiz,  than  what  were  paid  there  in  the  time  of 
King  Charles  the  Second.  . 

Moreover,  in  regard  to  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and 
Cadiz,  the  faid  commiflaries  fhall  be  ftriiftly  enjoined 
not  to  make  the  new  book  of  rates  according  to  the 
old  indexes  of  duties,  which,  by  reafon  of  the  exorbi- 
tant rights  that  were  appointed  to  be  paid  by  them, 
ceafed  to  be  in  ufe  in  die  time  of  Charles  the  Second, 
but -fhall  follow  the  tenor  of  thofe  indexes  only,  which 
(whether  they  were  commonly  called  Arancel  or  Regif- 
ters)  fhall  be  found  to  have  fubfifted  in  the  time  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  and  to  have  been  die  rule  by 
which  the  duties  were  then  paid. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain,  having  paid  thefe  duties  for  their  wares  in  the 
faid  ports,  to  wit,  diofe,  until  the  new  indexes  are  made, 
whicli  were  piiidin  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second,  or 
clfe  fuch  as  fliall  be  made  payable  by  the  faid  new 
book  of  rates,  (hall  have  liberty  to  tranfport  the  faid^ 
v/ares,  cither  by  fca  or  land,  into  any  other  port  or 

place 
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place  of  the  afbrefaid  dominions  of  Spain,  nor  fliall 
the  duties  which  were  paid  before  be  re-exaded  on 
that  occafion. 

Moreover,  for  preventing  all  difputes,  which  (not- 
withftanding  the  exa£t  adminiftration  of  juftice  in  Spain 
in  all  other  refpefts)  have  formerly  arifen  concerning 
other  duties,  which,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  trade  and 
traders,  have  been  exadted  formerly  5  it  is  agreed,  that 
wares  which  have  paid  the  duties  in  the  manner  afore- 
faid  at  Cadiz,  or  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  and  are  tranf- 
ported  in  order  to  be  fold  by  wholefale,  fhall  be  free 
and  clear  froni  any  other  duty  whatfoever,  throughout 
all  Spain,  provided,  however,  that  the  proprietor  of  the 
iaid  wares  cr  faftors  brings  certificates,  that  the  duties 
were  duly  paid  in  the  manner  aforefaid,  otherwife  fuch 
wares  fhall  be  looked  upon  as  fi-audulendy  tranlported. 
But  as  to  the  payment  of  the  rights  commonly  called 
de  Alcavalos,  Cientos,  and  Millones,  it  is  agreed,  that 
it  fhall  be  regulated  according  to  the  fifth  and  eighth 
article  of  this  treaty. 

But  becaufe  the  Spanifh  ambafladors  are  perfuaded, 
that  the  duties  in  every  port  of  Spain  cannot  be  reduced 
to  the  fame  rule  with  thofe  which  are  or  may  become 
cuftomary  in  Cadiz  or  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  with- 
out violating  the  laws  of  Spain,  and  feveral  privileges 
there,  which  have  the  force  of  laws,  nor  without  the 
too  great  prejudice  of  their  King  and  mafler,  it  is 
therefore  thought  proper  to  leave  this  matter  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  commifTaries  who  fhall  be  appointed 
to  fetde  the  new  book  of  rates. 

But  his  Catholic  Majefly  promifes,  that  he  will  im- 
mediately take  off  all  augmentations  of  duties  in  the  faid 
ports,  which  have  been  introduced  there  fince  the  time 
of  Charles  the  Second,  on  occafion  of  the  war,  or  under 
the  tide  of  Habilitations,  or  any  other  whatfoever,  and 
that  either  the  fame 'rule  fhall  be  obferved  in  thofe  portSj, 
which  is  agreed  to  in  the  ports  of  St.  Mary's  and  Ca- 
diz, or  elfe  at  leafl  that  the  fame  rule  fhall  be  obferved, 
as  well  before  as  after  the  faid  new  book  of  races  IhaU 
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be  made^  which  had  obtained  in  each  reipedtive  port 
in  the  time  of  King  Charles  the  Second  j  fb  that  here- 
after no  greater  duties  fliall  be  exafted  there,  or  in  any 
other  place  of  paflage,  than  what  were  paid  in  the  faid 
places  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second.  In  the  fame 
places  ihall  be  likewife  obferved  what  has  been  above 
appointed  in  this  article  concerning  the  rights  de  Alca- 
"valos^  .Cientos,  and  Millones. 

As  to  the  ports  of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  and 
others,  not  fubjeft  to  the  laws  of  Caftille,  in  which  left 
duties  were  paid  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Second  than 
at  Cadiz,  or  in  the  port  of  St.  Mary's,  his  Catholic 
Majefty  promifes,  that  thofe  duties  Ihall  not  be  aug- 
mented in  the  faid  places  by  the  new  book  of  rates, 
but  fhall,  in  the  mean  time,  remain  as  diey  were  in  the 
time  of  Charles  the  Second.  All  wares,  however, 
brought  into  the  ports  of  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa, 
which  fhall  afterwards  be  carried  by  land  into  the 

.  kingdoms  of  Caftille  or  Arragon,  fliall  be  bound  to 
pay  fuch  duties,  in  the  port  where  they  firft  enter  the 
faid  kingdoms,  as  were  paid  there  in  the  rime  of 
Charles  the  Second,  or  elfe  fuch  as  fliall  be  eftabliflied 
by  the  new  book  of  rates, 

IV.  The  Catholic  King  confents'  and  promifes,  that 
for  the  future  it  fliall  always  be  lawful  for  the  fubjefts 
of  Great  Britain,  living  in  the  provinces  of  Bifcaya 
and  Guipufcoa,  to  hire  noufes  or  warchoufes  fit  for  the 
prefervadon  of  their  merchandize,  and  his  Majefty 
will,  by  renewing  his  orders  to  that  purpofc,  take  ef- 
feftual  care  that  it  fhall  be  in  their  power  to  do  this  in 
the  like  manner,  and  with  the  fame  privileges,  with 
whi<5h  the  faid  Bririfli  fubjeds,  by  virtue  of  the  afore- 
faid  treaty  of.  1667,  or  of  any  diploma  or  ordinance 
granted  by  their  Catholic  Majefties,  did  enjoy,  or 
6ught  to  have  enjoyed  that  liberty  in  Andalufia,  or  in 

.  any  other  ports  and  places  of  Spain  whatfbeven  The 
fubjcfts  of  Spain  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  liberty  in  any 
ports  and  places  of  Great  Britain,  with  all  the  privile- 
ges belonging  to  them  by  the  aforefaid  treaty. 

V.  To 
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V.  To  prevent  abuies  in  coUeding  the  rights  called 
de^lcavalos  and  Cientos,  his  Catholic  Majefty  confents, 
that  the  fubjcfts  of  Great  Britain,  who  ihall  bring  their 
wares  into  any  port  of  Spain,  wet  or  dry,  in  order  to 
fell  them  by  wholefale,  fhall  have  their  choice,  whether 
they  will  pay  the  faid  rights  de  Alcavalos  and  Cientos 
in  the  firft  place  or  port  that  they  arrive  at,  or  clfc  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  Caftille,  at  the  place  where,  and  at 
the  rime  when  they  are  fold ;  which  faid  rights  fliall 
be  the  fame  as  were  paid  in  the  time  of  King  Charles 
the  Second.    And  it  is  fiirther  agreed,  that  the  fubjeAs 
of  Great  Britain  may  fend   or  carry  the  wares,  for 
which  the  faid  rights  de  Alcavalos  have  once  been 
paid,  into  any  port  or  place  whatfoever,  belonging  to 
his  Catholic  Majefly's  dominions  in  Europe  (in  order 
to  fell  them  there  by  wholefale)  without  any  molefta- 
rion  or  repetition  of  the  faid  dudes,  or  exaftion  of  any 
others,  for  the  firft  fale  :  provided,  however,  that  they 
who  carry  the  faid  wares,  fhall  bring  receipts  or  certi- 
ficates from  the  farmers,  or  commiflioners  of  the  cul^ 
tom-houfes,  from  whence  it  may  appear,  that  the  faid 
rights  have  been  paid  for  thofe  wares,  and  likewile 
other  certificates,  proving  that  the  faid  wares  have  not 
yet  been  fold ;  but  if  any  merchant  fells  his  wares  by 
retail,  he  fhall  be  bound,  under  fuch  penalties  as  are  in- 
fiifted  by  law,  to  pay  all  the  local  and  municipal  du- 
ties which  are  due  and  cuftomary  at  the  fale  of  them, 
together  with  the  rights  de  Alcavalos  and  Cientos,  and 
all  others  whatfoever. 

His  Catholic  Majefly  farther  confcnts,  that  i^  after 
the  certificates  above-mentioned  have  been  fhewn,  any 
officer,  or  gatherer  of  duties,  fhall  exaft  the  faid  rights 
again,  or  fhall  give  any  trouble,  or  ftop  the  pafTage  of 
the  wares  on  that  account,  the  officer  guilty  of  the  faid 
fault  fhall  incur  the  penalty  of  2,000  ducats,  payable 
to  the  ufe  of  his  Majefty 's  chamber,  or  of  the  general 
hoipital  at  Madrid ;  the  notaries  of  the  cuftom-houfes, 
or  the  contraband,  fhall  not  receive  above  15  fyals 
Villon,  for  difpatching  the  faid  certificates^  imlefs  it 
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(hall  be  other  wife  agreed  in  fettling  the  new  book  of 
rates. 

VI.  And  as  the  fubjefts  of  their  Majefties  are  to  en- 
joy on  both  fides  an  entire,  fecure,  and  unmolefted  ufe 
and  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce,  as  long  as  the 
peace  and  friendfhip,  entered  into  by  theii*  Majefties, 
and  their  crowns,  fhall  continue,  fo  likewife  their  Ma- 
jefties have  provided,  that  the  faid  fubjefts  fhall  not  be 
deprived  of  that  fecurity  for  any  litde  difference  which 
may  pofTibly  arife,  but  that  they  fhall  on  the  contrary 
enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  peace,  until  war  be  declared 
between  the  two  crowns. 

And  it  is  further  agreed^  that  if  it  fhould  happen 
(which  God  prevent)  that  war  fhould  arife,  and  be  de- 
clared between  their  Majefbes  and  their  kingdoms, 
then,  according  to  the  contents  of  the  thirty-fixth  article 
of  the  afore-mentioned  treaty  of  1667,  after  the  decla- 
ration of  fuch  a  rupture,  the  fpace  of  fix  months  fhall 
be  allowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  each  party,  refiding  in  the 
dominions  of  the  other,  in  which  they  fhall  be  permitted 
to  withdraw  with  their  families,  goods,  merchandizes, 
effefts,  and  fhips,  and  to  tranfport  them,  after  having 
paid  the  due  and  accuftomed  impofls,  either  by  fea  or 
land,  to  whatfoevcr  place  they  pleafe,  as  they  fhall  alio 
be  fufFered  to  fell  and  alienate  their  moveable  and  im- 
moveable goods,  and  freely  and  without  any  difturb* 
ance  to  carry  away  the  price  of  them,  nor  fhall  their 
goods,  wealth,  merchandizes,  or  effedbs,  much  lefs 
their  perfons,  be  in  the  mean  time  detained  or  molefted 
by  any  fcizure  or  arreft.  Moreover,  the  lubjcfts  of 
carh  fide  fhall  in  the  mean  time  enjoy  and  obtain 
quick  and  impartial  juftice,  by  means  of  which  they 
may,  before  the  expiration  of  the  fix  months,  recover 
the  goods  and  effcfts  which  diey  have  lent,  either  to 
the  public  or  to  private  perfons. 

VII.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  all  the  loflTes 
which  the  fubjefts  of  either  crown  fhall  duly  prove  that 
they  have  fuftained,  in  the  beginning  of  the  late  war 

(contrary 
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(contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  thirty-fixth  article  of  the 
above-mentioned  treaty)  whether  they  confifted  of 
moveable  or  immoveable  goods,  fhall  be  reciprocally 
made  good,  without  any  delay,  to  them,  their  lawfid 
procurators,  heirs,  or  thofe  to  whom  their  caufe  is  en- 
trufted,  and  reftitution  Ihall  be  made  of  thofe  goods, 
whether  lands,  buildings,  or  inheritance,  or  of  what 
fort  foever  they  are,  which  remain  and  were  confifcated, 
and  the  juft  and  lawfiil  price  of  thofe  goods  which  can- 
.  not  be  recovered,  whether  moveable  or  immoveable, 
fliall  be  paid ;  and  their  Majefties  have  articled  and 
agreed  that  the  faid  payments  (the  pretenfions  to  them 
being,  as  is  aforefaid,  fully  proved)  fhall  faithfully  be 
performed  and  made  by  their  treafurers  on  each 
part. 

VIII.  It  is  agreed,  and  his  Catholic  Majefly  will 
give  efFeftual  orders  to  that  purpofe,  that  theduries 
upon  fifh,  and  other  provifion,  called  Millon,  fhall  not 
be  demanded  in  the  place  where  the  faid  wares- firft  ar- 
rive, but  the  faid  duties  fhall  be  paid,  according  to  the 
ancient  cuflom  eflablifhed  by  law,  only  in  the  place  of 
conftimprion,  and  when  the  wares  are  fold,  and  not 
before. 

IX.  His  Catholic  Majefly  promifes,  that  thofe 
merchandizes  which  are  not  particularly  mentioned  in 
the  catalogue  of  rates,  which  is  to  be  made  according 
to  the  third  article  of  this  treaty,  fliall  be  charged  with 
the  fame  duties  in  proportion  to  their  value,  and  no 
greater,  than  thofe  which  are  laid  upon  merchandizes 
named  in  the  faid  catalogue  of  rates.  And  if  any  dif- 
ference arifes  between  the  farmers  of  the  cuftom- 
houfes,  or  commifTaries,  and  any  merchant,  concerning 
the  value  of  any  wares,  it  fliall  be  in  the  choice  of  the 
merchant  to  fell  his  wares  to  the  farmer  or  commiffary, 
at  the  price  the  farmer  of  the  cullom-houfe  valued  them 
at  (which  price  fhall  be  immediately  paid  in  ready 
money,  ihe  duties  only  dedufted)  or  clfe  to  give  part 
of  his  merchandizes  at  the  rate  fet  upon  them,  as  hath 

been 
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been  mentionecf,  to  the  farmer  or  commiffary,  inftead 
of  the  duty,  and  retain  the  reft. 

X.  It  is  agreed,  that  in  cafe  the  Britifh  fubjefts  fhall 
bring  any  wares  from  any  part  of  the  coafts  of  Africa, 
into  Spain,  and  the  fame  fhall  be  admitted  to  pay  the 
duties,  thofe  being  duly  paid,  the  faid  wares  IhaU  not 
afterwards  be  charged,  either  by  the  captains  general 
of  the  coafts,  or  commanders  of  the  harbours,  or  any 
body  elfe,  with  any  other  duties,  under  what  name  or 
title  foever,  excepting  fuch  as  are  payable  in  general 
for  all  wares  of  the  fame  fort,  at  the  time  of  their 
fale. 

XL  The  mafters  of  merchant-ftiips,  who  Ihall  enter 
into  any  port  of  Spain  widi  their  ftiips,  (hall  be  obliged, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  arrival,  to  deliver 
two  declarations  or  inventories  of  their  wares,  or  of  that 
part  of  them  which  they  are  to  unlade  there,  viz.  one 
declaration  to  the  farmer  of  the  cuftom-houfes  or  com- 
miffary,  and  another  to  the  judge  of  the  contraband, 
nor  fhall  they  open  the  hatches  of  their  fhips,  till  they 
cither  have  fearchers  with  them,  or  have  leave  given 
them  by  the  farmer  of  the  cuftom-houfes  to  do  it.    No  - 
wares  fhall  be  unladen  with  any  other  view  than  that 
of  being  immediately  carried  to  the  cuftom-houfes,  ac- 
cording to  a  permiflion  which  fhall  be  given  in  writing 
for  that  end.     It  fhall  not  be  lawful  however  for  any 
of  the  judges  of  contraband,  or  other  officers  of  the 
cuftom-houfes,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  open 
any  bags,  chefts,  hogfheads,  or  other  covers  of  any 
wares  whatfoever,  belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great 
Britain,  while  they  are  carrying  to  the  cuftom-houfe, 
and  before  they  are  brought  thither,  and  the  proprietor 
of  them,  or  his  faftor,  is  alfo  come,  who  may  difcharge 
the  duties,  and  take  the  goods  into  his  own  cuftody. 
But  the  faid  judges  of  contraband,  or  their  deputies, 
may  be  prcfcnt  when  the  wares  are  taken  out  of  the 
{hips,  and  alfo  when  they  are  declared  and  laid  open  in 
the  cuftom-houfe,  ^and  if  diere  be  fufpicion  of  deceit,  as 
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that  it  is  defigncd  to  lay  open  one  merchandize  inflead 
of  another,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  him  to  open  all  the 
bags,  chefts,  and  hogfheads,  fo  this  be  done  in  the  cuf- 
tom-houfe,  and  no  other  place,  and  in  the  prefence  of 
the  merchant,  or  his  faftor,  and  not  otherwife.     But 
when  the  goods  have  been  expofed,  and  carried  away 
from  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  the  chefts,  hogflieads,  or 
other  covers  containing  them,  have  been  marked  with 
the  fign  or  feal  of  the  proper  officer,  no  judge  of  the 
contraband  or  other  officer  ftiall  prcfume  to  open  them 
again,  or  to  hinder  them  from  being  carried  to  the  mer- 
chant's houfe.     Neither  (hall  it  be  lawful  for  them, 
under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  to  hinder  the  faid  goods 
from  being  carried  from  one  houfe  or  warehoufe  to 
another,  within  the  walls  or  compafs  of  the  faid  city  or 
place,  provided  that  be  done  between  the  hours  of 
eight  in  the  morning  and  five  in  the  evening,  and  pre- 
vious notice  be  givento  the  farmers  of  the  rights  de  Al- 
cavalos  and  Cientos,  of  the  intent  with  which  thofc 
goods  are  removed,  to  wit,  whether  it  be  that  they 
fhould  be  fold,  that  in  that  cafe  thofe  duties,  if  not 
paid  before,  may  be  paid  there,  or  at  the  place  of  fale ; 
or  if  they  are  not  to  be  fold,  then  a  certificate  may  be 
given,  after  the  ufual  manner,  to  the  merchant.     Fun- 
thcrmore,  it  Ihall  be  lawful  to  carry  wares  from  any 
port  or  place  within  the  King  of  Spain's  dominions  to 
any  other  port  or  place,  either  by  fea  or  land,  under 
fuch  conditions  as  arc  cxpreflTed  in  the  fifth  article  of 
this  treaty. 

XII.  The  duties  upon  merchandize  brought  into 
the  Canary  I flands,  exported  fi-om  thence  by  Britilh 
-iubjefts,  Ihall  not  be  greater  than  thofe  that  were  paid 
in  the  reign  of  the  late  King  Charles  the  Second,  or 
foch  as  fhall  become  payable  by  the  new  book  of 
rates, 

XIIL  The  fubjefts  of  each  of  their  Majefties,  who 
are  in  debt  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other,  whether  the  debts 
were  contraded  before  the  beginning  of  the  faid  war, 

or 
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or  within  the  Ipace  of  fix  months  after  it  was  begun, 
or  (during  the  war,  under  the  protedtion  of  letters  of 
fefe-conduft)  or  laftly,  after  a  truce  was  'made  between 
the  two  crowns,  IhaU  be  bound  and  obliged  faithfuDy 
to  pay  the  fame,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  war  had 
never  arofe  between  the  two  crowns,  nor  fliall  they  be 
permitted  to  raife  any  exceptions  againft  the  juft  de- 
mands of  their  creditors  on  pretence  of  the  war. 

XIV.  His  Catholic  Majefty  gives  leave  to  the  fub- 
jefts  of  Great  Britain  to  fetrie  thenifelves,  and  dwell  in 
the  town  called  St.  Ander,  upon  the  terms  that  are  cx- 
preffed  in  the  ninth  and  thirtieth  articles  of  the 
treaty  of  1667. 

XV.  A5  to  the  judge  confervator,  and  others  to  be 
fubftituted  by  him,  if  this  privilege  be  granted  to  any 
other  foreign  nation  whatfoever,  the  fubjeds  of  Great 
Britain  fhall  likewife  enjoy  it.  In  the  mean  time  how- 
ever, and  until  fomething  certain  fliall  be  determined 
in  this  matter,  his  Catholic  Majefly  will  give  exprefe 
orders  to  all  and  every  one  of  the  judges  of  his  king- 
dom, and  to*  all  others  whomlbever,  who  are  anyways 
concerned  in  the  adminiftration  or  execution  of  juftice, 
and  IhaU  enjoin  the  fame  under  the  ftrifteft  penalties, 
to  do  juftice,  and  caufe  it  to  be  executed,  without  any 
delay,  partiality,  favour,  or  afFedtion,  in  all  caufes  re- 
lating to  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain. 

The  Catholic  King  confents,  that  appeals  from  fen^ 
tences  in  caufes  concerning  the  Britifli  fubjedts,  may  be 
brought  before  the  tribunal  of  the  council  of  war  at 
Madrid,  and  no  where  elfc. 

XVI.  If  any  minifter  or  other  fubje£t  of  her  Majefty 
of  Great  Britain,  or  of  his  Catholic  Majefty,  fhall  vio- 
late this  treaty,  or  any  article  of  it,  he  fliall  be  refponfi- 
ble  fijFall  the  damage  occafioned  by  it ;  and  if  he  be 
jilaceain  any  public  office,  he  fliall,  befides  making  fa- 
tisfaftion  to  the  injured  party  (as  is  aforefaid)  be  de- 
prived of  his  office  alfo. 

XVIL  The 
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XVIL  The  fubjcfts  of  Great  Britain  having 
brought  by  fca  from  any  other  port  in  Spain,  wine, 
brandy,  oil,  foap,  dried  grapes,  or  other  merchandi- 
zes, and  producing  certificates,  that  the  duties  were 
paid  at  the  place  whei^ce  they  fet  fail,  fhall  be  fufiered 
to  put  the  fame  into  th«r  fhips  lying  at  Cadiz,  of  there 
to  remove  them  from  one  ftiip  to  another  (with  the 
confent  of  the  infpe£tors  of  the  maritime  affairs,  and 
in  the  prefcnce  of  them,  or  their  depudes,  if  they  have 
a  mind  to  be  there,  and  at  a  feafonable  dme  to  be  ap« 
pointed  by  the  faid  inipedlors,  within  four  and  twenty 
hours,  in  order  to  prevent  all  frauds  whatfoever)  and  to 
carry  away  from  thence  j  with  thi^  liberty,  that  they 
Ihall  not  pay  the  duty  called  Hondeaxe,  or  any  other  of 
entrance,  or  ^ing  out. 

The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  radfied  by  the  mofl  Se- 
rene Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  mofl  Serene 
Catholic  King,  and  the  radfications  fhall  be  exchanged 
at  Utrecht,  within  two  months,  or  fooner,  if  pofTible. 

In  wime&  whereof^  we  the  under-written  ambafla^ 
dors  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
Queen  of  Great  Britain^  and  the  Catholic  King,

W  E  having  feen  and  confidered  the  above-written 
treaty,  have  approved,  ratified,  and  confirmed  the 
fame,  as  we  do  by  thefc  prefents,  for  ourfelves,  our 
heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  it^ 
excepting  only  three  articles  thereof,  viz.  xhe  third, 
fifth,  and  eighdi,  concluded  at  Utrecht,  which  are  to  be 
obferved  and  underftood  in  the  manner  and  form  fol« 
lowing:

Whereas  by  the  late  treaty  of  peace  it  is  agreed 
and  eftablifhed  as  a  bafts  and  foundation^  tiAt  the  fiib-* 
jefts  of  Great  Britain,  in  whut  regards  commerce,  Ihall 
enjoy  the  fame  Kberties  and  privileges  which  they  en- 
joyed in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  in  all 
parts  of  th'e  King  of  Spain's  dominions,  which  rule  is 
what  is  alfo  to  ierve  for  a  balis  and  foundation  of  the 
prefent  treaty  of  commerce,  and  is  to  be  underftood 
rtciprocally  in  favour  of  the  King  of  Spain's  fubjedts 
trading  in  the  dominions  of  Great  Britain;    And  as 
nothing  can  contribute  more  to  eilablifh  the  commerce 
to  a  mutual  benefit  than  a  fitted,  clear,  and  eafy  rule 
in  paying  the  duties,  efpecially  on  a  moderate  footing, 
and  propordonable  to  the  value  of  the  merchandize, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  frauds  that  otherwife  would  be 
pfaftifed,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  revenues  of  either 
crown,  which  has  been  often  experiented  in  Spain, 
f/httt  the  cftablifhed  duties  by  the  ancient  books  of 
rates  are  exceflivc  j  in  confideration  whereof  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  being  defu-ous  to  avoid  the  like  confe- 
qtiences,  ahd  to  favour,  augment,  and  facilitate,  in  all 
tiiat  depends  upon  him,  the  commerce,  in  as  arhple  a 
itianner  as  her  Britannic  Majefty  defires,  hath  con- 
futed, on  his  part,  to  fupprels  and  make  void  the  dif- 
ferent duties  payable  upon  importation  and  exporta- 
tion, contaihed  in^  the  ancient  books  of  rates,  as  alfo 
thofe  that  have  been  impofed  fince,  under  any  name  or 
pretence  whatfoever,  and  content  himfelf  with  one 
only  duty  to  be  paid  on  importation  of  all  goods  and 
merchandize,  ^fter  the  rate  of  i  o  per  Cent,  of  their 
values  and  the  like  duty  upon  all  goods  and  mer- 
chandize which  (hall  be  exported  out  of  his  domini- 
nions,  whether  the  valuation  be  made  by  weight,  mea- 
fure,- piece,  of  ad  valorem  j  and  the  fame  duty  Ihall  be 
coUefted  in  all  the  ports  of  entry  in  Spain,  compre- 
hending thofe  of  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  Catalonia^ 
Excepting  out  of  this  general  rule  Bifcaya  and  Guipuf- 
coa,  whofe  duties  of  importation  and  exportation  are 
to  remain  as  they  were  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Se- 
cond. 
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ccOiA.  And  that  the  faid  lo  jp^  Gfflr/.  being  dnce  paid, 
the  fomers  or  ofRcefrs  of  the  cuftom-boufts  wherc^ 
^hoSi  goods  fhall  be  entered^  (hall  be  obliged  to  mark 
the  fiaite  with  the  proper  feals  and  marks  of  their  of- 
fice, and  aMb  give  the  requifite  di^atchts  ;  hf  virtue 
of  which,  the  proprietor  of  the  goods  msky  freely  traflC* 
port  them  to  all  the  other  parts  of  Spain  where  they  pleafir, 
witfiout  being  liable  to  pay  any  other  duty,  impofition, 
or  charges,  to  the  ufe  or  benefit  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty,  in  any  ports  or  parts  of  Spain  whatibever,  in  re* 
ijpt£t  of  tranfpordng  the  faid  merchandize,  over  and 
.  above  what  they  have  paid  in  purfbance  of  this  new 
Arancel,  provided  the  receipts  and  marks  are  produced ; 
in  default  of  which,  they  fhall  be  efteerned  to  be  frau« 
dulently  tranlported.  But  it  is  to  be  underftbod,  that 
this  is  not  to  extend  to  the  Alcavalas,  Cientos,  and 
MiUones,  in  relation  to  which,  provifion  is  made  ill 
the  fifth  and  eighth  articles  of  this  treaty. 

And  for  as  much  as  the  ambaffador  of  England  hath 
reprefented,  that  to  avoid  all  differences  and  difpute^ 
for  the  future,  it  if  abfolutely  neceflarjr  to  eftablifli  fk 
certain  valuation  or  rate  of  the  feveral  forts  of  mer-* 
chandize,  by  which  the  faid  duty  of  lo  per  Cent.  Ihall 
always  be  paid,  and  not  altered,  either  by  means  of  the 
augmentation  or  diminution  of  the  price  of  the  faid 
merchandize,  which  may  hereafter  happen  in  the  com* 
merce,  in  any  time,  or  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom ;  it 
is  agreed  by  their  Catholic  and  Britannic  MajeftieS|by 
their  ambafladors,  that  in  the  term  of  three  monthi 
from  the  ratification  of  diis  treaty,  or  Iboner,  if  pofli* 
ble,  commilTaries  named  and  authorized  by  both  their 
Majefties  in  due  form,  fhall  meet  at  Madrid  or  in  Ca^^* 
diz,  who,  Without  lofs  of  time^  fhall  proceed  to  the 
forming  a  new  book  of  rates,  in  fuch  a  manner  aa  to 
fix  and  limit  what  fhall  be  paid  for  the  future  oh  all 
forts  of  merchandize,  as  well  upon  importation  as  ex^ 
portation ;  and  fo  as  that  all  the  difierent  dutie$  which 
were  payable,  either  before  or  in  the  time  of  Charles 
the  Seconds  or  fmce^  under  whatfoever  n^mt  or  pre* 
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tencc,  or  coUcfted  inxlifFcrent  cuftom-houfcs  or  offices, 
ihall  be  comprehended  in  this  only  ducy>  payable  in 
one  fum,  whedier  upon  importation  or  exportation,  in 
all  the  ports  of  Spain,  and  (hall  extend  to  the  king- 
doms of  Arragon,  Valencia,  and  principality  of  Cata- 
lonia^  and  their  dependencies,  excepting  only  the  pro- 
vinces of  Guipufcoa  and  Bifcaya,  of  which  mention 
has  beeYi  already  made.  And  whereas  great  inftances 
have  been  made  by  the  amb^lTador  of  Great  Britain, 
that  direftions  be  given  to  the  faid  commiffaries,  that 
they  take  care,  and  above  all  do  obferve,  as  a  fixed' 
rule,  that  this  duty  be  laid  equally  and  generally,  in  all 
the  ports  and  cuftom-houfcs  of  Spain,  upon  the  impor- 
tation and  exportation  of  all  goods  and  merch^dize, 
after  the  rate  of  i  o  per  Cent,  of  the  value  which  fuch 
goods  and  merchandize  bear  in  the  courfe  of  trade,  be- 
tween the  merchants  of  Cadiz  and  Port  St.  Mary's ; 
to  ^hich  the  ambafladors  of  Spain  have  confented ; 
always  provided,  that  the  goods  and  commodities  which 
fhall  be  imported  into  the  kingdom  of  Spain  by  the 
ports  of  Bifcaya  and  Guipufcoa,  and  afterwards  tranf- 
ported  into  the  other  provinces  depending  on  the  king- 
doms of  Caftille  and  Arragon,  (hall  be  obliged  to  pay, 
at  the  firft  cuftom-houfe  of  entry  into  the  faid  king- 
doms, the  duties  wliich  Ihall  be  eftablilhed  in  this  new 
book  of  rates. 

V.  To  prevent  the  abufes  that  may  be  committed 
in  coliednng  the  duties  called  Alcavalas  and  Cicntos,his 
Catholic  Majefty  confents  that  the  fubjefts  of  her  Bri* 
tannic  Majefty  Ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  thefe  duties, 
during  fuch  time  as  they  think  fit  to  let  their  merchan- 
dize remain  in  the  magazines  of  the  cuftom-houfes  ap- 
{x)inted  for  that  purpofe  ;  but  when  they  fhall  think  fit 
to  take  out  the  faid  goods,  either  to  be  tranfported 
farther  into  the  country,  fell  them'  in  the  fame  place,  or 
carry  them  to  their  own  hotifes,  it  fhall  be  permitted 
them  fb  to  do>  upon  giving  his  bond,  with  fufficient 
fecurity,  to  pay  the  faid  duties  of  AlcaValas  and  Cien- 
tos  for  the  fkft  fale  in  two  months  after  the  date  of  his

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bond,  upon  which  he  ihall  have  receipts  given  him  for 
the  faid  duties,  and  the  goods  (hall  be  marked  with  the 
proper  mark  and  feal  of  the  farmers  of  the  faid  Alcava- 
las  and  Cientos,  where  fuch  bond  and  fecurity  ihall  be 
given  for  the  firft  falc,  after  which  the  faid  merchan- 
dize may  be  tranlported  and  fold  by  wholefale  in  any 
port  or  place  belonging  to  the  King  of  Spain  in  Eli- 
rope  ;  and  that  no  obflruftion  or  hinderance  fhall  be 
made  upon  account  of  the  faid  duties,  nor  the  proprie- 
tor liable  to  pay  a  fecond  time  in  refpeft  of  the  iirft  fale, 
provided  thofe  who  carry  the  faid  npcrchandizes  pro- 
duce the  receipts  and  marks  of  the  farmer  or  proper 
officer  concerned  in  the  coUci^on  of  thefe  duties,  or 
making  iufficient  proof  of  their  not  being  fold  before. 
But  if^  on  the  contrary,  any  merchant  do  fell  his  goods 
by  retail,  he  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  faid  duties  of 
Alcavalas  and  Cientos  a  fecond  time,  under  the  pains 
eftablilhed  by  the  laws.  And  his  Catholic  Majefty  de- 
clares, that  if  any  officer  of  the  Alcavalas  and  Cien- 
tos Ihall  exaft  a  fecond  time  the  faid  duties  on  the 
fame  merchandize,  when  the  faid  receipts  and  marks 
have  been  produced,  or  Ihould  obftruft  their  pafiage, 
or  tranlportation,  or  occafion  the  leaft  impediment, 
fuch  officer  fhall  be  fined  a,ooo  crowns  to  the  benefit 
of  his  Majefly's  revenues.  And  the  officers  of  the  cuf- 
tom-houies  fhall  not  demand  or  take,  for  making  fuch 
receipts  or  certificates,  more  than  1 5  reals  Vellon,  un- 
lefs  it  be  otherwife  fettled  in  the  new  book  of  rates.    . 

VIII.  His  Catholic  Majefly  confents,  that  the  du- 
ties commonly  called  Millones,  which  are  payable 
upon  fifh  and  other  forts  of  domeftic  provifions,  fhall 
not  be  demanded  in  the  firfl  ports  Or  cuflom-houfes  ot 
entry  in  Spain,  during  fuch  time  as  the  proprietors 
will  let  them  remain  in  the  warehoufes  appointed  for 
that  purpofe.  But  in  cafe  the  owner  fhall  defire  to 
take  them  out,  either  to  fend  into  the  country, 
fell  them  on  the  place,  or  carry  them  to  their  own 
houfes,  they  are  then  to  give  bond,  with  good  fecurity, 
to  pay  the  faid  duty  of  Millones  in  two  months  after

date  of  the  faad  bond,  upon  which  the  ncceflary  diipat- 
ches  are  to  be  given  them.  And  the  faid  merchan- 
dize fliall  be  marked  with  the  feals  or  marics  of  the 
fiu-n^ecs  of  the  Millones  where  the  faid  duties  were  fe- 
cured,  after  which  the  faid  goods  may  be  transported 
to,  and  fold  in  the  places  where  they  are  to  be  confum- 
cd,  without  paying  any  new  duties  of  Millones.  His 
Majefty  alfo  declares,  that  if,  after  the  receipts  are  pro- 
duced, any  officer  belonging  to  the  farmers  of  the  Mil- 
lones ihould  exa£t  a  fecond  time  the  fame  duties  on 
the  fame  goods,  or  Ihould  oppofe  their  pafTage,  tranf- 
port,  or  fale,  or  occafion  the  lekft  impediment,  the  faid 
officer  fhall  be  fined  2,000  crowns,  for  the  benefit  of 
his  Majcfty's  revenue. 

Therefore,  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  we  do  approve

The  Treaty  of  Commerce  between  the  moji  Serene  and  mofi 
Potent  Prince  George,  hy  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of 
the  Faith y  fcff .  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moJi  Potent 
Prince  Philip  V.  the  Catholic  King  of  Spain.   Cwr- 

cluded  at  Madrid  the  ^  of  December^  ^  7 1 5« 

GEORGE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faithj 
&c.     To  all  and  lingular  to  whom  thcfe  prefent  let- 
ters 
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ters  Ihall  come,  greeting-  Whereas  a  certain  treaty  o( 
commerce  between  us  and  Qur  good  brother  Philip 
the  Fifth,  the  Catholic  King  of  Spain,  was  concluded 
and  figned  by  minifters  plenipotentiaries,  Jmpowered 
with  ftifficient  authority  on  both  fides,  at  Madrid  on. 
die  -^  day  of  this  prefent  month,  in  the  form  and 
words  following : 

Whereas  fince  the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce 
lately  concluded  at  Utrecht,  on  the  1 3th  of  July,  and 
9th  of  December,  17 13,  between  his  Catholic  Majefly 
and  her  late  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  (of 
glorious  memory)  fome  differences  remained  about 
commerce,  and  the  courfe  thereof;  their  CathoKc 
and  Britannic  Majefties,  being  inclined  to  maintain  and 
cultivate  a  firm  and  inviolable  peace  and  friendfhip, 
have  (for  attaining  fo  good  an  end)  by  the  two  minil^ 
ters  reciprocally  and  in  due  form  authorized  for  this 
purpofe,  caufed  the  following  articles  to  be  concluded 
and  figned. 

I.  The  Britilh  fubjefts  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
hi^er  or  other  duties  for  goods  which  they  fhall 
bring  in  or  carry  out  of  the  feveral  ports  of  his  Ca- 
tholic M^efty,  than  thofe.  which  they  paid  for  die 
lame  goods  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  the  Second, 
fetded  by  cedules  and  ordinances  of  the  faid/King  or 
his  predecefTors  j  and  though  the  favour  or  allowance 
called  Pie  del  Fardo,  be  not  founded  on  -any  royal  or- 
dinance, yet  his  Catholic  Majefty  declares,  wiUs,  and 
ordains,  that  it  fhall  be  obferved  now  and  for  the  fu- 
ture, as  an  inviolable  lawj  which  duties  fhall  be. de- 
manded and  colleded,  now  and  for  the  future,  with 
the  fame  advantages  and  favours  to  the  faid  fub- 
jefts.

V.  The  faid  fubjefts  fhall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privile- 
gts,  franchifes,. exemptions,  arid  immunities  whadbevcry 
which  they  enjoyed  before  the  laft  war,  by  virtue  of 
Ad  royal  cedul^s  or  of dirianc?te,  and  by  the  articles 
of  the  treaty  of  peace  and  conifherce  made  at  Madrid 
iil  1 6*67,  which  is  fully  confirrhed  here  j  and  the  faid 
fbbjefts  Ihall  be  tiled  in  Spain  in  the  fariie  manner  as

I N  the  name  of  the  Moft  Holy  and  Undivided

Be  it  kncn/iTi  to  all  -Whom  it  doth  concern,  or  vcvif 
any  w^  concern. 

.  Whereas  the  moft  Sei-ene  and  inoft  Potent  Prince 
Geoi^e,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King^ 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburgh,  Eleftor  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire,  &c.  and  the  moft  Serene  and 
moft  Potent  Prince  Lewis  XV.  the  tnoft  Chriftiail 
King,  &:c.  as  likewife  the  High  and  Mighty  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  1 
being  continually  intent  on  prefervihg  the  bleifing  of 
peace,  have  duly  confidered,  that  howcVcr,  by  the

louHes  which  were  ftill  increaling  between  ibme  of  the 
Princes  of  Etirope  as  perpetual  occafions  of  variance, 
could  be  removed:  and  being  convinced  by  expe- 
lience  from  the  war  kindled  the  laft  year  in  Italy,  for 
the  timely  extinguifhing  whereof  by  a  treaty  made  the 
1 8th  day  of  July,  N.S.  in  the  year  17 18,  they  agreed 
among  themfelves  upon  certain  articles  of  pacification/ 
according  to  which  a  peace  might  be  brought  about 
and  eftabliftied  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  Majefty 
and  the  King  of  Spain ;  as  likewifc  between  his  faid 
Imperial  Majefty  and  die  King  of  Sicily,  and  farther 
gave  a  friendly  invitation  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  that 
€iut  of  his  love  for  the  public  peace  and  quiet,  he 
would  receive  and  approve  the  faid  ardeles  of  conven- 
tion in  his  own  name,  and  accordingly  that  he  him- 
ielf  would  accede  to  the  treaty  made  by  them,  the  te- 
nor of  which  is  as  follo\veth. 

Conditions  of  Peace  between  bis  Imperial  Majefty  and  bis 

Royal  Catholic  Majefty. 

I.  For  quieting  the  difturbances  lately  raifed  con- 
trary to  the  peace  of  Baden,  concluded  the  7th  day  of 
September  1 7 1 4,  as  likewife  to  the  neutrality  eftab- 
fiihed  for  Italy  by  the  treaty  of  the  14th  cjay  of  March 
1713,  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  King  of  Spain 
obliges  himfelf  to  reftore  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and 
accordingly  fliall  immediately,  or  at  the  fartheft  after 
two  months,  to  be  reckoned  from  die  exchange  of  the 
ratificarions  of  this  prefent  treaty,  aftually  ref&re  to  his 
faid  Imperial  Majefty  the  ifland  and  kingdom  of  Sar- 
dinia; in  the  condition  wherein  he  feized  \x\  and  ftiall  re- 
nounce in  favour  of  his'  Imperial  Majefty  all  rights, 
pretenfions,  interefts,  and  claims  upon  the  faid  king* 
dom ;  fo  that  his  Imperial  Majefty  fully  and  freely, 
and  in  die  manner  which  he  judges  beft,  out  of  his 
love  to  the  public  good,  may  dilpofe  of  it  as  of  his 
own  property. 

*  II.  Whereas  the  only  method  which  could  be  found 
but  for  fixing  a  durable  balance  in  Europe  was  judged 
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to  be  this^  that  it  fliould  be  an  eftablifhed  rule  that  the 
Icingdoms  of  France  and  Spain  fhoukl  never  go  tc^- 
ther,  or  be  united  in  one  and  the  fame  perfon  j  or  in  one 
and  the  fame  line^  and  that  thofe  two  monarchies  fliould 
henceforward  for  ever  remain  feparate  -,  and  whereas 
for  confirming  this  rule,  fo  neceflary  for  the  public  tran* 
quillity,  thofe  Princes,  to  whom  the  prerogative  of 
birth  might  have  given  a  right  of  fucceeding  in  both 
kingdoms,  have  folemnly  renounced  one  of  thofe  two 
kingdoms  for  themfelves  and  all  their  pofterity;  fo 
that  this  feparation  of  the  two  monarchies  has  pafled 
into  a  fundamental  law  in  the  general  aflembly  com* 
jrnonly  called  Las  Kortes,  which  was  received  at  Ma- 
drid die  9tfi  day  of  November  1 7 1 2,  and  confolidated 
by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht,  the  1 1  th  day  of  April  1 7 1 3  ; 
his  Imperial  Majefly  being  willing  to  give  the  utmoft 
perfe6lion  to  fo  neceflary  and  wholefome  a  law,  to  takq 
away'  ail  ground  of  lulpicion,  and  to  promote  the  pub- 
lic tranquillity,  doth  accept  and  agree  to  thofe  things 
which  yrtrt  done,  ratified,  and  eftablilhed  in  the  treaty 
of  Utrecht,  with  regard  to  the  right  and  order  of  fuc- 
ceflion  to  the  kingdoms  of  France  and  Spain,  and  doth 
renounce,  as  well  for  himfel^  as  for  his  heirs,  defcen- 
dants,  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  female,  all  rights,  and 
all  and  every  prctenfion  whatfoever,  not  one  in  the  leaft 
excepted,  on  any  kingdoms  whatfoever,  dominions,  and 
provinces  of  the  Spanifh  monarchy,  whereof  the  Catho- 
lic King  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  rightful  pofleflbr 
by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  and  will  caufe  to  be  made  out 
in  due  form  accordingly  folemn  afts  of  renunciation, 
which  he  will  caufe  to  be  publifhed  and  rcgiftered  in 
the  proper  courts,  and  promijes  that  he  will  exhibit  the 
uiual  inftruments  thereupon  to  his  Catholic  Majefty 
and  to  the  contrafting  Powers. 

III.  By  virtue  of  the  faid  renunciation,  which  his 
Imperial  Majefty  has  made  out  of  regard  to  the  fecu- 
rity  of  all  Europe;  and  in  confideration  likewife  that 
the  Duke  of  Orleans  has  for  himfelf  and  for  his  de- 
icendants  renounced  all  his  rights  and  claims  upon  the 
*  Vol.  IL  N  kingdom 
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kingdom  of  Spain,  on  condition  thati  neither  Ac  Etfipe- 
ror,  nor  any  of  his  defcendants,  (hall  ever  fucceed  tp 
the  faid  kingdom ;  his  Imperial  Majefly  ddth  acknow- 
ledge Philip  V.  to  be  lawful  king  of  Spain  and  of 
the  Indies,  and  doth  promife  to  give  him  the  tides  and 
prerogatives  belonging  to  his  dignity  and.  his  king- 
doms 5  and  moreover,  he  will  allow  him,  his  defcen- 
dants,  heirs,  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  feitiale,  peace- 
ably to  enjoy  all  thofe  dominions  of  the  Spanifti  ftno- 
narchy  in  Europe,  the  Indies,  and  elfe where,  the  pof- 
fcffion  whereof  was  allowed  to  him  by  the  treaties  of 
Utrecht,  nor  will  he  direftly  or  indire6tly  difturb  hind 
in  the  faid  poflefllon  at  any  time,  nor  will  he  claim  to 
himfelf  any  right  to  the  faid  kingdoms  and  provin- 
ces. 

IV.  In  rctiirn  for  the  renunciation  and  acknowr?

own,  as  in  the  name  of  his  heirs,  defccndants,  and  fuc^ 
ceflbrs,  male  and  female,  doth  renounce  ii?  favour  of 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  his  fucceflbrs,  heirs,  and  jdcfcen- 
dants,  male  and  female,  all  rights  and  claims  whatfo-i 
ever,  none  in  the  leaft:  being  excepted,  upon  all  and 
every  the  kingdoms^  provinces,  and  dominions,  which.

His  Imperial  Majefty  on  his  part  doth  confent 
by  himfelf  as  head  of  the  empire,  that  whenever  k 
ihall  happen  that  the  faid  dutchies  ihall  lie  open  for 
want  of  heirs  male,  the  firft-born  fon  of  the  faid 
Queen  of  Spain,  and  his  defendants,  being  males, 
bom  in  lawful  matripiony,  and  in  default  of  them  the 
fecond-born,  or  other  the  younger  fons  of  the  faid 
Queen,  if  any  (hall  be  born,  together  with  their  mate 
defcendants,  born  in  lawful  marriage,  fhall  in  lik^ 
manner  fucceed  to  all  the  provinces  aforefaid.  Tq 
which  end  it  being  neceffary- that  the  confent  of  th? 
empire  be  alfo  given,  his  Imperial  Majefly  will  ufe  all 
his  endeavours  to  obtain  it  i  and  having  obtained  it^  he 
will  caufe  the  letters  of  expedarive,  containing  the 
'.eventual  ibveftiture  for  the  fon  of  the  faid  Queen,  or 
her  fons,  and  their  legitimate  mlale  defcendants,  to  be 
^exp^dited  in  due  form  -,  and  he  will  caufe  the  faid  let^* 

N  a  ten 
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ters  to  be  dcKvered  to  the  Catholic  King  immediately, 
or  at  leaft  after  two  months  from  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications:  without  any  damage  neverthclefs>  or 
prejudice,  to  the  Princes  who  now  have  poffeflion  of 
.the  faid  dutchies>  which  poiTcnion  is  to  remain  entirely 
fafe  to  them. 

It  is  farther  agreed,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
•Majefty,  and  the   Catholic  King,  that  the  town  of 
Leghorn  may,  and  ought,  perpetually  to  remain  a  free 
t  port,  in  the  lame  manner  as  it  now  is. 

By  virtue  of  the  renunciation  made  by  the  King  of 
Spain,  of  all  the  dominions,  kingdoms,  and  provinces 
in  Italy,  which  heretofore  belonged  to  the  Kings  of 
Spain,  that  King  Ihall  yield  to  the  aforefaid  Prince  hk 
fon,  the  town  of  Porto-Longone,  together  with  that 
part  of  the  idand  Elba,  which  he  aftually  poffefles  there- 
in ;  and  Ihall  deliver  the  fame  up  to  him,  as  foon  as 
that  Prince,  on  the  extinftion  of  the  male  pofterity  of 
the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  ihall  be  admitted  into 
the  aftual  poffeffion  of  his  territories. 

It  is  moreover  agreed  to,  and  provided  by  folemn 
contraft,  that  none  of  the  aforefaid  dutchies  or  domi- 
nions, at  any  time,  or  in  any  cafe,  may  or  ought  to  be 
poffefled  by  a  Prince,  who  at  the  fame  time  holds  the 
kingdom  of  Spain ;  and  that  no  King  of  Spain  can 
ever  take  upon  him  the  guardianftiip  of  that  Prince, 
or  maybe  allowed  to  exercife  the  fame. 

Laftly,  it  is  agreed,  and  thereto  all  and  fingular  the 
parties  contra6bing  have  equally  bound  thenrfelves,  that 
ft  never  (hall  be  allowed,  during  the  lives  of  the  pre- 
lent  poffeffors  of  the  dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  Parma, 
or  of  their  male  fucceffors,  that  any  forces  of  any 
country  whatlbever,  whether  their  own  or  hired,  Ihall, 
cither  by  the  Emperor,^  the  King  of  Spain  and  France, 
or  even  by  the  Prince  appointed,  as  above,  to  the  fuc- 
ceffion,  be  introduced  into  the  provinces  and  lands  of 
the..  Ikid  dutchies  j  nor  Ihall  any  of  them  place  any 
garrifon  in  the  cities,  ports,  towns,  or  fortrcffcs  therein 
fituated. 

^  But, 
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But,  that  the  faid  foni  of  the  Queen  of  Spain,  ap- 
pointed by  this  treaty  to  the  fucceffion  of  the  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma  and  Pla- 
centia,  may  be  more  fully  fecured  againft  all  events, 
and  may  more^ertainly  depend  on  the  execution  of  the 
iucceflion  promifed  him ;  and  likewifc  that  the  fief^ 
conftituted  as  above,  may  remain  inviolable  to  the 
Emperor  and  empire ;  it  is  agreed  on  both  fides,  that 
garrifbns,  not  exceeding  however  the  number  of  6,000 
men,  which  IhaH  be  put  into  the  principal  towns  there- 
ofi  viz.  Leghorn,  Porto  Ferraro,  Parma,  and  Pla- 
centia,  be  taken  from  among  the  Swifs  cantons,  which 
cantons  are  for  this  purpofe  to  be  paid  by  the  three 
contrafting  F'owers,  who  have  taken  upon  them  the 
part  of  mediators.  And  the  faid  garrifons  are  therein 
to  be  continued  till  the  cafe  of  the  faid  fucceffion  fhaU 
happen,  when  they  ftiall  be  obliged  to  deliver  the  towns 
to  the  faid  Prince  appointed  to  the  fijcceflion.  Ne- 
verthelefs,  without  any  trouble  of  charge  to  the  prefent 
poiBeflbrs,  and  their  fucceflbrs,  being  males,  to  whom 
likewife  the  faid  garrifons  are  to  take  an  oath  of  fidelity; 
.and  are  to  aflume  to  thcmfelves  no  other  authority 
thaji  pnly  the  guard  of  the  cities  committed  to  their 
charge. 

But  whereas  this  beneficial  work  may  be  longer  de^ 
layed  than  is  convenient,  before  ah  agreement  can  be 
ifiade  with  the  SJwifs  Cantons  about  the  number,  pay, 
and  manner  of  eftabliftiing  fuch  a  force  1  his  Sacred 
Royal  Britannic  Majefly,  out  of  his  fingular  zeal  for 
the  faid  work,  and  the  public.  tranquilUty,  and  for  the 
earlier,  obtaining  the  end  propofed,  will  not  in  the  mean 
time  refiife  to  lend  his  own  forces  for  the  ufe  above- 
mentioned,  if  the  reft  of  the  contrafting  Powers  think 
good,  till  the  forces  to  be  raifed  in  the  Swifs  Cantons 
can  take  upon  them  the  guard  and  cuftpdy  of -the  faid 
cities, 

VI.  His  Catholic  Majefty,  to  teftify  his  fincere  in- 
clination for  the  public  tranquillity,  doth  confent  to 
^  fhings  hereafter  mentioned,  with  regard  to  what  is

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ietded  about  the  kingdom  of  Sicily  fox  ^f  adv^ttge 
of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  doth  renounce  for  him-^ 
ielf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  male  and  female,  die  right 
q{  revedion  of  that  kingdom  to  the  crown  of  Spain> 
'w^ch  he  exprefsly  referved  to  himfelf  by  the  inftru- 
mcnt  of  ceflion  dated  thf  loth  of  June  17 1 3.  Out  .of 
love  to  the  public  good,  he  moreover  departs  from  chQ 
feid  aft  of  the  loth  of  June,  1713,  as  far  ^  is  ne* 
cellary,  as  likewife  from  the  fixth  article  pf  the  treaty 
of  Utrecht,  betwixt  himfelf  and  his  Royal  Highme^ 
the  Duke  of  Savoy,  as  likewife  in  general  from  every 
thing  that  may  oppofe  the  retrocefTion,  dii{)ofition,  and 
permutation  of  the  above-mentioned  kingdom  of  Si- 
cily, by  this  prefent  treaty  eftablifhed  j  on  condition^ 
nevcrthelefs,  that  the  right/of  reverfion  of  the  ifland 
and  kingdom  of  Sardinia  to  the  faid  crown  may  be 
gelded  andallowied  to  him,  as  hereafter,  in  the  feconct 
article  of  the  conventions  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily,  is  farther  explained.

VII.  The  Emperor  and  the  Catholic  King  mutu- 
ally promife  and  bind  themfelves  to  a  reciprocal  de- 
fence and  guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms  and  provinces 
which  they  actually  poflefs,  or  the  pofTeflion  whereof 
ought  to  belong  to  them  by  virtue  of  the  prefent 
treaty. 

yill.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  his  Royal  Catholic 
Majelty  fhall,  immediately  after  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  thefe  prefent  conventions^  put  in  executipn 
all  and  every  the  conditions  therein  comprehended^ 
and  that  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  at  the  fertheft  j 
and  the  inftruments  of  the  ratifications  of  the  laid  con- 
ventions  (hall  be  exchanged  at  London  within  the 
fpace  of  two  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of 
lining,  or  fooner  if  pdffible,  Which  execution  of 
the  conditions  being  previoufly  performed,  their  mi- 
nifters  and  plenipotentiaries,  by  them  to  be  named^ 
ih  all  in  the  place  of  congrcfs,  which  they  (hall  agree 
Vpon^  with  all  ipc?d  fcverally  fettle  and  dietermine  the

Qther  points  of  their  particular  jSeace,  under  the  media* 
tion  ot  the  three  aoncra<5ling  Powers. 
.    It  ii  &rther  agreed,  that  in  the  treaty  of  peace  par- 
ticularly to  be  made  between  the  Emperor  and  th^ 
King  of  Spain>  a  general  amnefty  fhall  be  granted  to 
all  pcrlbns  of  any  ftate,  dignity,  degree,  or  ilx  what-* 
foevcr,  whether  ccclefiaftical  or  nnilitary,  political  or 
civil,  who  fjUowed  the  paity  of  the  one  or  tie  other 
Prince  during  the  late  war ;  in  virtue  whereof  all  and 
-fiAgulsar  the  faid  perfons  fliall  be  permitted  to  receive, 
^d  they  may  receive  full  pofieffion  and  ufe  of  their 
goods,  rights,  privileges,  honours,  dignities,  and  im« 
numities,  and  ftiall*  ufe  and  enjoy  the  fame  as  freely  as 
they  did  enjoy  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  laft  war, 
or -at  the  time  when  diey  begun  to  join  themfelves  to 
die  one  or  the  other  party,  all  confifcations,  arrefts, 
and  fentences  made,  pafled,  or  pronounced,  during 
the  war,  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding,  whach  fliaS 
be  held  as  null  and  of  no  effect.     In  virtue  moreover 
gf  the  aforefaid  amnefty,  it  fhall  be  lawfiil  and  free  for 
all  and  fingular  the  faid  perfons,  who  followed  one  or 
the  other  party,  to  return  to  their  country,  and  to  en- 
joy their  goods  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  no  war  had 
happened ;  and  a  full  licence  is  given  them  to  take 
oare  of  the  laid  effects,  either  by  themfelves,  if  they 
lliould  be  prefcnt,  or  by  their  attornies,  if  they  fhould 
choofc  rather  to  abfent  themfelves  from  their  country, 
and  they  may  either  fell,  or  any  other  way,  according 
to  their  pleafore,  difpofe  of  them,  entirely  after  the  fame 
rnanner  they  might  have  done  before  the  beginning  of 
the  war.

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Great 
Britain, prance, and  Ireland,  Defender ortheFaith,  &c. 
To  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  fhall  come,  greeting. 
When  we  had  determined  to  endeavour  to  put  an  end ' 
to  this  fo  long  and  fo  pernicious  a  war,  amidfl  the 
great  cares  which  we  took  upon  us  in  refloring  the 
public  tranquillity,  we  turned  our  thoughts  in  the  firft 
place  to  the  renewal  and  fbengthening  of  thofe  mofl 
ftrift  bands  of  friendfhip  and  correlpondence  Ijetween 
us  and  our  good  brother  Philip  the  Fifth  Catholic 
King  of  Spain,  which  had  fubfifled  from  the  longeit 
date  of  time  between  the  Britifh  and  Spanilh  crowns, 
to  the  mutual  benefit  of  both  nations  :  wherefore  we 
were  pleafed  to  appoint  the  fame  miniflers,  who  had 
fo  long,  and  widi  fo  good  fuccefs,  applied  themfch^es 
in  our  name  to  promote  and  finifh  the  mqft  wholcforpf 

worl^ 
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work  of  peace  between  the  Chriftian  Princes  and  States 
at  Utrecht^  to  conclude  and  fign  terms  and  conditions, 
as  well  of  peace  and  friendfhip,  as  of  commerce  and 
navigation>  between  us  and  the  faid  Catholic  King« 
Know  ye,  therefore,  that  we  repofuig  very  great  confi- 
dence in  the  fidelity,  induftry,  and  peripicacity  and  ex« 
perience  in  treating  of  affairs  of  the  greateft  impor«^ 
tance,  of  the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  our  rig^ 
trufty  and  well-beloved  counfellor  John  Lord  Bifhop 
of  Briflol,  keeper  of  our  privy  fcal.  Dean  of  Windfor, 
and  regifter  ot  our  mofl  noble  Order  of  the  Garter  j 
and  of  our  right  trufly  and  right  well-beloved  coufin 
and  counfellor  Thomas  Earl  of  Strafford,  Vifcount 
Wentworth  of  Wentworth  Woodhoufe,  and  of  Staine- 
borough.  Baron  of  Raby,  lieutenant  general  of  our  ar- 
mies, firft  commiffioner  of  our  admiralty,  knight  of  our 
mofl  noble  Order  of  the  Garter,  and  our  ambaflador 
extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  to  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces; have  nominated,  made,  and  conflituted,  as  we 
do  by  thefe  prefents  nominate,  make,  and  conftitute 
them  our  true,  certain,  and  undoubted  ambafladors 
extraordinary,  commiflTaries,  procurators,  and  plempo* 
tentiaries,  giving  and  granting  to  them,  either  joindy 
or  feparately,  all  and  all  manner  of  power,  leave,  and 
authority,  and  our  general  as  well  as  Ipecial  command 
(provided  that  our  general  command  fliall  not  derogate 
from  or  be  conuary  to  our  ipecial command)  to  meet  at 
Utrecht,  or  at  any  other  place  whatfoever,  and  have  con- 
ferences with  the  ambaffadors  extraordinary  and  pleni- 
potentiaries whom  the  faid  Catholic  Ki/Ig  ihall  depute 
on  his  fide,  and  provide  with  iuificient  authorities,  and 
of  treating  of,  agreeing  upon,  and  concluding,  fafe,  firmj 
and  honourable  conditions  of  peace  and  friendihip  be- 
tween us  and  the  faid  Catholic  King,  and  offigning 
whatfoever  fhall  be  fo  agreed,  for  us,  and  in  our  name, 
and  of  making,  delivering,  and  receiving  reciprocally,

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ioimediately  to  the  kingdom  of  Spain  and  .  of  the 
Indies,  in  cafe  of  the  failure  of  King  Philip  V.  and 
Eis  pofterity,  in  manner  as  is  fetded  by  the  renuncia- 
tions of  the  Catholic  King,  the  Duke  of  Berry,  and 
the  Duke  of  Orleans,  and  by  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  j. 
and  his  Imperial  Majefty  fhall  promife,  as  well  for 
himfclf  as  for  his  fucceiTors  and  dcfcendants,  that  at 
no  time  he  will  direftly  or  indireftly  oppcfe,  or  any 
jrzf  aft  contrary  to  the  fame.  It  is  declared,  never^ 
thekfs,  that  no  Prince  of  the  Houfe  of  Savoy,  who 
fhall  fucceed  to  the  crown  of  Spain,  may  poflefs  at  the 
fctnc  time  any  province  or  dominion  on  the  continent 
of  Italy,  and  that  in  fuch  cafe  thofe  provinces  fliall  de- 
volve to  the  collateral  Princes  of  that  Houfe  who  fhall 
focceed  therein,  one  after  another,  according  to  the 
pro^pmity  of  blood. 

V.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily 
fhall  give  mutual  guaranties  for  all  the  kingdoms  and 
provinces  which  they  aftually  poflefs  in  Italy,  or 
which  (hall  accrue  to  them  by  virtue  of  this  prefent 
treaty.      , 

VI.  His  Imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Sicily^ 
immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of 
thefe  conventions,  fliall  put  in  execution  all  and  every 
the  conditions  therein  contained,  and  that  within  the 
^ce  of  two  nu)nths  at  the  farthcft :  and  the  inftru- 
tncnts  of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid  conventions  fliaU 
be  exchanged  at  London  within  two  months  from  the 
day  of  figning,  or  fooner  if  poflible.  AAd  immcdi- 
atciy  after  the  previous  execution  of  the  faid  condi- 
tions, their  minifters  and  plenipotentiaries  by  them  to 
be  named  fliall,  in  the  place  of  congreis  they  fliall 
agree  upon,  with  all  Ipeed  feverally  fettle  the  other 
points  of  their  particular  peace,  under  the  mediation 
of  the  three  contrafting  Powers.

a  particular  treaty,  vnth  the  three  Powers  abovefaid,  c^ 
ijie  following  conations* 

L  That  there  be  and  remain  between  his  Sa^ 
ered  Imperial  CathoKc  Majefly,  his  Sacred  Royal  ^ 
IVtajefty  of  Great  Britain,  his  Sacred  Royal  and  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlai>ds,  and 
Aeir  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  a  moft  ftrid  alliance,  ia 
Virtue  whereof  each  of  them  are  bound  to  preferve 
the  dominions  and  flibjefts  of  the  others^  as  likewlfc 
to  maintain  peace,  to  promote  mutually  the  intercftjj 
of  the  others  as  their  own,  and  to  prevent  and  repel 
^  damages  and  injuries  whatfoever. 

IL  The  treaties  made  at  Utrecht  and  Baden  ft^aU 
lemain  in.  their  full  ftrength  and  force,,  and  ihall  be  a 
part  of  this  treaty,  thofe  articlies  excepted  from  wbicJi 
It  has  been  judged  for  the  pvihlic  good  to  depart ;  aa 
iikewife  thofe  articles  of  the  Utrpcht  treaties  excepted, 
which  were  aboBfhed  by  the  treaty  of  Baden.  The 
treaty  of  alliance  made  at  Wef^minfter,  the  25  th  day 
of  May  17 16,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholic Majefty>and  his  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of  Great 
Bxitain,  as  Iikewife  the  treaty  made  at  the  Hague  the 
4th  day  of  January  17 17,  between  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  Ihall  neverthckfi 
remain  in  full  force  in  every  particular. 

.  III.  His  Sacred  Britaionic  Majefty,  a3  tikewiie  hi$ 
Sacred  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  do  cove- 
nant for  themfelves,  their  heirs  and  fucceflfors,  that  they 
never  will,  dii  eftly  or  indireftjy,  difturb  his  Sacred  Iran 
penal  and  Cadiolic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors^ 
|n  any  of  hid  kingdoms^  dominionsj  and  provinces, 
3  which 
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-which  he  poflefles  by  virtue  of  the  treaties  of  Utrechf 
and  Baden,  or  which  he  fhall  gain  poflefllon  of  by 
virtue  of  this  prefent  treaty.  On  the  contrary,  they 
both  will  and  ought  to  defend  and  guaranty  the  pro- 
vinces, kingdoms,  and  juriftiiftions,  which  he  now 
-  poflefles,  or  which  ftiall  accrue  to  him  in  virtue  of  this 
treaty,  as  well  in  Germany  as  .in  the  Netherlands  and 
in  Italy ;  and  they  promife  that  they  will  defend  th^ 
laid  kingdoms  and  provinces  of  his  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  againfl:  all  and  Angular  who  may  at- 
tempt to  invade  the  fame  in  a  hofldle  manner;  and 
that  they  both  will  and  ought,  when  the  cafe  happensj^ 
to  fumifti  him  with  fuch  fuccours  as  he  Ihall  need^ 
according  to  the  conditions  and  repartition  which  they 
have  agreed  upon  as  hereafter  mentioned.  In  like 
manner  their  Royal  Britannic  and  mofl:  Chriftian  Ma- 
jcflies  and  the  States  General  exprefsly  bind  them- 
felves,  that  they  will  not  at  any  time  give  or  grant  any 
prote6Hon  or  rcfiige,  in  any  part  of  their  dominions,  to 
the  fubjefls  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majefty, 
who  aftually  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  he  by  him  declared 
rebels  -,  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  fliall  be  found  in  their 
kingdoms,  provinces,  or  dominions,  they  fincercly 
promife  that  they  will  take  efFeftual  care  to  expel  them 
out  of  their  territories,  within  eight  days  after  applica- 
tion made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

IV.  On  the  other  hand,  his  Sacred  Imperial  and 
Catholic  Majefty,  his  Sacred  Royal  Britannic  Majefty^ 
and  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  pro- 
mife for  themfelves,  dieir  heirs  and  fucceflibrs,  that 
they  never  will,  direftly  or  indireffcly,  difturb  his  Sacred 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  in  any  of  his  dominions  to  the 
crown  of  France  "now  belonging.  On  the  contrary, 
they  will  and  ought  to  guard  and  defend  the  fame 
againft  all  and  Angular  who  may  attempt  to  invade 
them  in  a  hoftile  manner,  and  in  that  cafe  they  will  and 
ought  to  furnifh  ilich  fuccours  as  his  moft  Chriftian 
Majefty  fhall  wan^  according  as  hereafter  is  agreed 
upon,

His  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholic  Majcftjr/his  Sa^* 
cred  Royal  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  die  Lords 
the  States  General,  do  likewife  promife  and  oblige 
themfeveS)  that  they  will  and  ought  to  maintain,  gua* 
ranty,  and  defend  the  right  of  fucceffion  in  the  king- 
dom of  France,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  treaties 
made  at  Utrecht,  the  i  ith  day  of  April  17 13,  obliging 
rhemfelves  to  ftand  by  the  faid  fucceffion  plainly  ac- 
cording to  the  form  of  the  renunciation  made  by  the 
King  of  Spain,  the  5th  day  of  November  17 12,  and 
by  a  folemn  aft  accepted  in  the  general  aflembly  of  the 
States  of  Spain,  the  9th  day  of  the  month  and  year 
aforeiaid,  which  thereupon  pafled  into  a  law  the  1 8  th 
of  March  17 13,  and  laftly  was  eflablifhed  and  (ettled 
Iby  the  treaties  of  Utrecht :  and  this  they  fhall  perform 
againft  all  perfons  whatfoever  who  may  preiume  to 
difturb  the  order  of  the  faid  fucceffion,  in  contradiftion 
to  the  previous  afts,  and  treaties  fubfequent  there- 
upon. To  which  end  they  fhall  fiirnifh  the  fuccours 
according  to  the  reparridon  agreed  on  below.  Far- 
ther, when  the  matter  may  require  it,  they  fhall  defend 
the  faid  order  of  fucceflion  with  all  their  forces,  by 
likewife  declaring  war  againfl  him  who  niay  attempt 
to  infringe  or  impugn  the  fame. 

Moreover,  his  Imperial  Royal  Catholic  Majefly,  and 
his  Royal  Britannic  Majefty,  and  the  States  General, 
do  likewife  promife  that  they  will  not  at  any  time 
give  or  grant  any  protedlion  or  refuge  in  their  domi- 
nions to  the  fubjefts  of  his  Royal  mofl  Chriftian  Ma* 
jefly,  who  aftuaJly  are,  or  hereafter  fhall  be  declared 
rebels ;  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  fhall  be  found  in  their 
kingdoms,  provinces,  and  dominions,  4:hey  fhall  com- 
mand them  to  depart  the  fame  within  the  fpace  of 
eight  days  after  application  made  by  the  faid  King. 

V.  His  Sacred  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma-r 
jefty,  ^s  alfo  his  Royal  mofl  Chriflian  Majefty,  and  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  do  bind  them- 
felves,  their  heirs  and  fucccflbrs,  to  maintain  and  gua- 
ranty the  fucceflion  in  the  kin^om  of  Great.  Britain^ 

as 
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Ss  eftabKflted  by  the  iac!?^  of  that  kingdom,  in  the 
Hotife  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  now  reigning,  as  like- 
trife  to  defend  all  the  dominions  and  proififices  pol^ 
IbSbi  by  his  Majeftjr. .  And  they  fhall  not  gire  or 
fiTOTt  any  protcftion  or  rcflige,  in  any  part  of  theit 
dofminions,  to  the  perfon,  or  his  dcfccndants,  if  hfe 
fiiould  have  any,  who  during  the  life  of  James  II.  took 
tm  him  the  tide  of  Priiicc  of  Wales,  and  fmce  die 
dcadi  of  that  Kmg,  afllimcd  the  royal  tide  of  King  df 
<5reat  Britain.  Promifing  alike  for  thcmfelves,  then- 
Iteirs  and  fucceffors,  that  they  will  not  give  to  tht 
laid  perfon  or  his  defcendants,  diretbly  or  indircdly, 
by  fea  or  by  land,  any  fuccour,  pounfel,  or  ifliftance 
whatfoever,  either  in  money,  arms,  military  ftorcs, 
Aips,  foldiers,  mariners,  or  any  other  manner  what- 
foevcr.  The  fame  they  Ihall  obferve  with  regard  to 
thofe  who  may  be  ordered  or  commiflioned  by  thfc 
laid  perfon  or  hia  defcendants  to  difturb  the  govern- 
ment of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  the  tranquillity  off 
his  kingdom,  whether  by  open  war  or  clandeftine  con- 
fpiracies,  by  raifing  fedidons  and  rebeffions,  or  by  ex- 
crcifing  piracy  on  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjefts  ;  in 
which  1^  cafe  his.  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty doth  promife,  that  he  will  in  no  wife  allow  that 
there  be  any  receptacle  granted  to  fuch  pirates  in  his 
ports  in  the  Netherlands :  the  fame  do  his  Sacred 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty  and  the  States  General  of  thci 
United  Provinces  ftipulate,  with  regard  to  the  ports 
in  their  rcfpeftive  dominions.  As,  on  the  other  hand, 
his  Britannic  Majefty  doth  promife,  that  he  will  refufe 
iny  refuge  in  the  ports  of-  his  kingdoms  to  pirates  in- 
feiting  the  fubjeds  of  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Royal 
Catholic  Majefty,  of  his  Sacred  Royal  moft  Chriftian 
Majefty,  or  of*  the  Lords  die  States  General.  LaftJy, 
his  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefty;  his  Sacred 
Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General,  oblige  themfelvcsj  that  they  never  will 
^ve  any  refuge  or  protection,  in  any  part  of  their  do-^ 
minions,  to  fuch  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjeds  a« 
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adhially  are,  or  hereafter  Ihall  be  declared  rebels ;  and 
in*  cafe  arty  Itich  fhall  be  found  in  any  of  their  king- 
doms, provinces,  or  donninions,  they  Ihall  comn^and 
them,  within  eight  days  after  application  made  by  the^ 
laid  King,  to  depart  out  of  their  territories.     And  if 
it  Ihould  happen  that  his  Sacred  Britannic  Majefty 
Ihould  be  invaded  in  any  part  in  a  hoftik  manner,  hJs 
Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  as  likewife  his 
Royal  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces,  do  oblige  themfelvcs  in  that 
cafe  to  furnilh  the  fuccours  hereafter  fpecifiedL     The 
fame  they  are  to  do  in  favour  of  his  defcendants,  if  ever 
h  (hould  happen  that  they  Ihould  be  difbjrbed  in  the 
llicceffion  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain. 

VI.  His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Majtfty,  and 

their  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majeftiesi 

dcbind  tbemfelves,  their  heirs,  and  fucceflbrs  to  pro- 

teft  and  guaranty  all  the  donrunions,  jurifdidlions,  and 

provinces,  which  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 

United  Provinces  a<9iially  poffefs,  againft  all  perfons 

whatfoever  who  may  difturb  pr  invade  them,  promifing 

to  furnifli  them  in  fuch  cafe  with  the  fuccours  hereafter 

ilientioned.     His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic  Ma-. 

jefty,-  an^  their  Royal  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian . 

Majcfti^S)  likewife  oblige  themfelves.  that  they  will 

g^ye  no  refuge  or  proteftion,  in  any  of  their  kingdoms, 

tb  the  fubje£ls  of  the  States  General,  who  are,  or 

hereafter  Ihall  be  declared  rebels ;  and   if  any  fucl\ 

ihall  be  fdufd  %i  any  of  their  kingdoms,  do^inipns, 

or  proviixces^  they  will  take  care  to  fend  them  out  of; 

their  dominions  within  the  fpace  of  eight  days-  after 

aj^lication  made  by  the  Republic. 

VII.  When  it  Ihall  happen  that  any  one  of  the  four- 
contrafHog  Powers  ftiall  be  invaded  by  any  ether 
Prince  or  State,  or  difturbed  in  the  pofieifion  of  their 
kingdoms  or  dominions,  by  the  violent  detcntien  o£ 
their.  fubje<^,  Ihips,  goods,  or  merchandize,  by  fea'  or^ 

bf  lan^  thfea  tbf  three  r^maioifig  Powers  fia^k  ^  ^^^^ 

'    '  as 
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as  they  are  requbed  thereto,  ilfe  their  good  offices  that 
the  party  lufFering  may  have  fatisfaftion  for  the  da- 
mage and  injury  received,  and  that  the  aggreflbr  may* 
abftain  from  the  profecution  of  his  hoftility.  But 
when  thefe  friendly  offices  for  reconciliation  and  pro- 
curing fatisfaftion  and  reparation  to  the  injured  party 
Ihall  have  proved  infufficient,  in  that  cafe  the  high 
allies^  within  two  months  after  application  made,  fhall 
furnifh  the  party  invaded  with  the  following  fuccours, 
jointly  or  feparately :  viz. 

His  Imperial  and  Royal  Catholic*  Majefty,  8,000 
foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

His  Britannic  Majefty,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000  horfe. 

His  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  8,000  foot,  and  4,000 
horfe. 

And  the  Lords  the  States  General,  4,000  foot,  and 
fl,ooo  horfe. 

But  if  the  Prince  or  party  injured,  inftead  of  fol- 
diers,  chufes  rather  Ihips  of  war,  or  tranfports,  or 
lubfidies  in  money  (which  is  left  to  his  difcrction),  in 
that  cafe,  the  ihips  or  money  defired  (haU  be  granted 
him  in  proportion  to  the  charge  of  the  foldiers  to  b9 
flimifhed.  And,  that  all  ambiguity  widi  regaid  to  the 
calculation  and  charge  of  fuch  'fums  may  be  taken 
away,  it  is  agreed  that  1,000  foot  by  the  month,  ihall 
be  reckoned  at  10,000  florins  of  Holland,  and  1,000 
horie  ihafl  be  reckoned  at  30,000  florins  of  Holland 
by  the  month;  the  fame  proportion  being  obferved 
with  rcipedt  to  the  ihips. 

When  the  above-named  fuccours  ihall  be  found 
iniufficient  for  the  neceflity  impending,  the  contrafting 
Powers  ihall  without  delay  agree  on  contributing  more 
ample  fupplies.  And  fanther,  in  caie  of  exigency, 
they  ihall  aflift  their  injured  ally  with  all  their  forces, 
and  declare  war  againft  the  aggreiTor. 

VIII.  The  Princes  and  States  upon  whom  die  con-'' 
tl^ding  Powers  ihall  unanimoufly  agree,  may  accede 
to  this  treaty  j  and  the  King  of  Portugal  by  name. 
'  Tlw  Waty  ihall  be  apptoved  and  rati^d  by  their 

Imperial, 
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Imperial,  Britannic,  and  nn,oft  Chriftian  Majeftics,  and 
by  the  High  and  Mightjr  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  and  the  inftruments  of  ratifica«f 
tion  (hall  be  exchanged  at  London,  and  reciprocally 
delivered  within  the  ^ace  of  two  months,  or  fooner,  if 
poffible. 

In  witncfi  whereof  we  the  under-written  (being  fur- 
nifhed  with  foil  Jx)wers,  which  have  been  mutually 
communicated,  and  the  copies  whereof  having 
been  in  due  form  by  us  collated  and  examined 
with  the  ori^als,  are  word  for  word  inferted  at 
the  end  of  this  inftrument)  have  fubfcribed  this 
prefcnt  treaty,  and  thereto  put  our  feals.     Done

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Separate  and  Secret  Articles. 

I.  WHEREAS  the  moft  Serene  and  mod  Potent 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  as  likewife  the  High 
and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  between  them 
this  day  concluded  and  figned,  have  agreed  on  cer- 
tain conditions,  whereby  a  peace  may  be  made  be- 
tween the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Emperor  of 
the  Romans,  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
King  of  Spain,  as  alfo  between  his  Sacred  Imperial 
Majefty  aforefaid,  and  the  King  of  Sicily  (whom 
hereafter  it  is  thought  fit  to  call  the  King  of  Sardinia) 
which  conditions  they  have  communicated  to  the  three 
Princes  aforefaid,  as  a  bafis  of  the  peace  to  be  efl»- 
bliftied  between  them.  His  Sacred  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty, being  moved  by  the  moft  weighty  reafons  which 
induced  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  and  the  States  General  aforefaid,  to  take  upon 
themfelves  fo  great  and  fo  wholefome  a  work,  and, 
yielding  to  their  circumfpe£t  and  urgent  counfels  and 
perftiafions,  declacrs  that  he  doth  accept  the  faid  con- 
ditions or  articles,  none  of  them  excepted,  as  fixed  and 
immutable  conditions,  according  to  which  he  agrees 
to  conclude  a  perpetual  peace  with  the  King  of  Spain 
and  the  King  of  Sardinia. 

II.  But  becauie  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  King  of 
Sardinia  have  not  vet  confented  to  the  faid  condidons^ 
Us  Imperial  Majefty,  as  likewife  their  Royal  Britannic 
and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States  General 
afore&id,  have  agreed  to  aHow  them,  for  confenting 
thereto,  the  fpaor  of  three  months,  to  be  computed 
from  the  day  of  ffgning  this  prefent  treaty,  as  judging 
this  interval  of  time  fulfictcnt  for  them  duly  to  weigh

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tkc  laid  comBtiom,  and  finailf  determine  dtxl  decUre 
tfaemfelves  whether  they  are  willing  to  accept  them  a^ 
fixed  and  immutable  conditions  of  their  pacification 
with  his  Imperial  M^efty,  as  from  their  piety  and 
prudence  it  may  be  hoped  they  will  do>  and,  following 
the  example  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  that  they  will 
be  induced  to  moderate  their  palTions,  and  out  of  re- 
gard fx>  humanity,  that  they  will  prefer  the  public  ' 
tranquillity  to  their  own  private  opinions ;  and  at  the 
fame  rime  not  only  ipare  the  efltjfioQ  of  their  own 
people's  blood,  but  avert  the  calamities  of  war  from 
the  other  nations  of  Europe :  to  which  end  their  Bri*- 
tannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States 
General  of  die  United  Netherlands,  will  jointly  aixi 
Separately  contribute  their  moft  effectual  offices  £>r  in- 
dining  die  laid  Princes  to  fuch  an  acceptarion* 

III.  But  if,  contrary  to  all  expeftarion  of  the  parties 
above  contra6ting,  and  the  wiflies  of  all  Europe,  the 
King  of  Spain,  and  the  King  of  Sardinia,  after  the 
term  of  three  months  elapfed,  Ihould  decline  to  ac- 
cept the  laid  conditions  of  pacificadon  propofed  be- 
twfact  them  and  his  Imperial  Majefty,  fince  it  is  not 
reafon^le  that  the  tranquillity  of  Europe  Ihould  de- 
pend upon  their  refufal,  or  private  defigns,  their  Bri- 
tannic and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties^  and  the. States 
General,  do  promile  that  they  will  join  thdr  forqes 
wkh  thole  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  in  order  to  com- 
pel them  to  tfake  acc^tance  and  execudon  of  the  .a£bre- 
laid  comfitions.  To  which  end  they  will  (umiih  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  joindy  and  leparacely,  widi  the  felf- 
fame  fuccours  which  they  have  agreed  iqx>n  &r  dieir 
reciprocal  defence,  by  the  feventh  article  of  die  treaty 
figned  this  day,  unanimoufly  confenting  that  the  moft 
Chriftian  King  Ihall,  inftead  of  faldiers,  contribute  his 
quota  in  money.  And  if  the  fiiccours  jpedfied  in  the 
laid  feventh  article  ftiall  not  be  fufHcient  for  compafling 
the  end  propofed,  then  die  four  contracting  parties 
ihaD  without  delay  agree  of  more  ampk  iuccours  to 
be  fornilhed  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  Ihall  con-r 

O  2  tinue 
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tinue  the  feme  till  his  Imperial  Majcfly  fliall  have  re- 
duced the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  and  till  his  kingdoms 
and  provinces  in  Italy  (hall  enjoy  foil  fecurity.  It  is 
farther  agreed,  and  that  in  exprefs  words,  that  ifi  by 
reafon  of  the  fuccours  which  their  Britannic  and  moft 
Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General, 
Ihall  furnifh  to  his  Imperial  Majefty,  by  virtue  and  in 
execution  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  Kings  of  Spain 
and  Sardinia,  or  either  of  them,  Ihall  declare  or  wage 
war  againft  any  one  of  the  faid  contraftors,  either  by 
attacking  them  in  their  dominions,  or  by  violently 
detaining  their  fubjedts  orlhips,  their  goods  and  mer- 
chandizes, by  fea  or  land,  in  that  cafe  the  two  other 
of  the  contradHng  Powers  ftiall  immediately  declare 
war  againfl  die  faid  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia,  or 
againft  him  of  the  two  Kings  who  fhall  have  de^ 
npunced  or  waged  war  againft  any  one  of  the  faid 
Contracting  Powers  j  nor  fhall  they  lay  down  'their 
arms  before  the  Emperor  fhall  be  pofTefled  of  Sicily, 
and  made  fecure  with  regard  to  his  kingdoms  and 
provinces  in  Italy,  and  likewife  juft  fadsfaftion  fhall 
be  given  to  him  of  the  three  contrafting  Powers  who 
fhall  have  been  invaded  or  fufFered  damage  by  reafon 
of  the  prefent  treaty. 

IV.  When  only  one  of  the  two  Kings  aforefaid, 
who  have  not  yet  confented  to  the  conditions  of  peace 
to  be  made  with  hb  Imperial  Majefty,  fhall  accept 
them,  he  likewife  fhall  join  himfelf  with  the  four  con- 
trading  Powers,  to  compel  him  that  fhall  refofe  the 
faid  conditions,  and  fhall  furnifti  his  quota  of  fuccours 
according  to  the  diftriburion  to  be  made  thereupon. 

V.  If  the  Catholic  King,  out  of  regard  to  the  public 
good,  and  a  perfoafion  that  an  exchange  of  the  king- 
doms of  Sicily  and  Sardinia  is  neccffary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  general  peace,  fhall  agree  thereto,  and 
embrace  the  conditions  of  peace  to  be  made  with  the 
Emperor  as  above ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  King 
of  Sardinia  fhall  rejeft  fuch  an  exchange,  and  perfift 

in 
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ki  retaining  SicQy,  in  that  cafe  the  King  of  Spain  ihall 
rcftore  Sardinia  to  the  Emperor,  who  (faving  his  fu- 
prcmc  dominion  over  it)  Ihall  put  the  fame  into  the 
cuftody  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain, 
and  of  the  Lords  the  States  General,  forfo  long  time, 
till  Sicily  being  reduced,  the  King  of  Sardinia  Ihall 
fign  the  above-mentioned  conditions  of  a  treaty  with 
the  Emperor,  and  (hall  agree  to  accept  the  kingdom 
of  Sardinia  as  an  equivalent  for  the  kingdom  x>{ 
Sicily ;  which  being  done,  he  fhall  be  admitted  into 
the  poflcffion  thereof  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  States  General,  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefty 
Ihould  not  be  able  to  conquer  Sicily,  and  reduce  it; 
under  his  power,  in  that  cafe  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  States  General,  fhall  reftore  to  him  the 
kingdom  of  Sardinia ;  and  in  the  mean  time  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  fhaU  enjoy  the  revenues  of  the  faid 
kingdom,  which  Ihall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping 
it,  ; 

VI.  But  in  cafe  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhall  confent 
to  the  faid  exchange,  and  the  King  of  Spain  fhall  re« 
fufe,  in  this  cafe  the  Emperor,  being  aided  by  the  fuc- 
cours  of  the  rcfl  of  the  contractors,  fhall  attack  Sar- 
dinia ;  with  which  fuccours  they  on  their  part  promifb 
to  fiirnifh  hipi ;  as  the  Emperor  promifes  on  his  part, 
that  he  will  not  lay  down  his  arms  till  he  fhall  have 
poffefled  himfelf  of  the  whole  kingdom  of  Sardinia, 
which  immediately  after  fudupoirefTion  he  fhall  give  up 
to  die  King  of  Sardinia. 

VII.  But  if  both  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinra 
Ihall  oppofe  the  exchange  of  Sicily  and  Sardinia,  the 
Emperor,  together  with  the  fuccours  of*  the  allies, 
IhaU  in  the  firft  place  attack  Sicily,  and  having  reduced 
it,  he  fhall  turn  his  arms  againft  Sardinia,  with  fuch  a 
number  of  forces,  befides  the  fuccours"  of  the  allies,  as 
he  fhall  judge  necefllary  for  both  expeditions :  and, 
having  likewife  reduced  Sardinia,  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  Ihall  commit  the  cuflody  thereof  to  th?  Ki^g  of

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Great  Britain^  and  to  the  Lords  the  Scates  General^ 
till  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhall  have  (i^ned  the  condi- 
tions of  peace  to  be  made  with  the  Emperor,  and 
ihall  confent  to  accept  the  kingdom  of  Sardinia  as  an 
equivalent  for  the  kingdom  of  Sicily,  which  then  is  to 
be  delivered  up  to  him  by  his  Britannic  Majefly  and 
the  States  General;  and  in  the  mean  time  his  Impe- 
rial Majefly  Ihall  enjoy  the  revenues  of  that  kingdom^ 
which  fhall  exceed  the  charge  of  keeping  it, 

VIII.  In  cafe  the  Catholic  King  and  the  King  of 
Sardinia,  or  either  of  them,  fhall  reflife  to  accept  and 
execute  the  abovefaid  conditions  of  peace  to  them 
propofed,  and  for  that  reafon  the  tour  contrafting 
Powers  fhould  be  compelled  to  proceed  againft  diem, 
or  either  of  them,  by  open  force ;  it  is  exprefsly  co- 
venanted, that  the  Emperor  (what  progrefs  foever  his 
arms  may  make  againfl  the  faid  two  Kings,  or  either 
of  them)  fhall  be  content,  and  ought  to  acquiefce  m 
the  advantages,  by  mutual  confent  allotted  to  him  in 
the  faid  conditions,  power  neverthekfs  being  referved 
to  his  Imperial  Majefly  of  recovering  the  rights  which 
he  pretends  to  have  over  that  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Milan,  which  the  King  of  Sardinia  now  pofTeflcs, 
cither  by  war,  or  by  a  treaty  of  peace  fubfequent  upon 
fuch  war ;  power  being  likewife  referved  to  the  other 
three  allies,  in  cafe  fuch  a  war  fhould  be  undertaken 
^ainfl  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia,  to  agree  with 
his  Imperial  Majefly  in  appointing  fome  other  Prince, 
in  whofe  favour  his  Imperial  Majefly  may  difpofe  of 
that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Montferrat,  now  pofTefTed 
by  the  King  of  Sardinia,  in  cxclufion  of  the  faid  King; 
and  to  what  other  Prince  or  Princes  he  may,  with  the 
confent  of  the  empire,  grant  the  letters  of  expedlativc, 
containing  the  eventual  inveftiture  of  the  flates  now 
pofTeffed  by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  by  the 
Duke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  in  exclufiop  of  the 
ions  of  the  prefent  Queen  of  Spain.  This  declara- 
tion being  added,  that  in  no  time  or  cafe  whacfbever, 
cither  his  Imperial  Majefly,  or  any  JPrince  of  die 

'  Houfc 
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Houfe  <5f  AuftrUy  who  (hall  pofTels  the  kingdoms^ 
dominions,  and  provinces  of  Italy,  may  aflert  or  gain . 
CO  himielf  the  faid  dutchies  of  Tufcany  and  Parma. 

IX.  But  if  his  Imperial  Majefty,  after  his  efforts 
by  a  Ibfficient  number  of  forces,  and  the  fticcours  and 
other  means  of  the  allies,  and  by  ufing  all  convenient 
diligence,  (hould  not  be  able  by  arms  to  fubdue,  or  to 
eft^ifh  himfelf  in  the  poffeffion  of  Sicily,  the  con- 
trafting  Powers  do  agree  and  declare,  that  his  Imperial 
Majefty  is,  and  Ihall  be  in  that  cafe,  altogether  free 
and  difcharged  from  every  obligation  entered  into  by 
this  treaty,  of  agreeing  to  make  a  peace  with  the 
Kings  of  Spain  and  Sardinia,  on  the  conditions  above- 
mentioned.  All  other  the  articles  of  this  treaty  never- 
thelefs  to  remain  good,  which  mutually  regard  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majefties,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Netherlands. 

X.  However,  as  the  fecurity  and  tranquillity  of 
Europe  is  the  end  and  fcopc  of  the  renunciations  to 
be  made  bv  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  by  his  Catholic 
Majefty,  for  themfclves,  their  defcendants,  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  of  all  pretenfions  to  the  kingdom  of  Spain, 
and  the  Indies,  on  the  one  part ;  and  on  the  kingdoms, 
dominions,  and  provinces  of  Italy,  and  the  Auftrion 
Netherlands,  on  the  other  part ;  the  feid  renunciations 
fliall  be  made,  on  the  one  and  the  other  part,  in  man- 
ner and  form  as  in  the  fecond  and  fourth  articles  of 
the  conditions  of  a  peace  to  be  made  between  his 
Imperial  Majefty,  anci  his  Royal  Catholic  Majefty,  has 
been  agreed.  And  though  the  Catholic  King  (hould 
refiife  to  accept  the  afbrefaid  conditions,  the  Emperor 
neverthelefe  Ihall  caufe  the  iaftruments  of  his  renu|i* 
elation  to  be  dilpatched,  the  publication  whereof  ifhalj 
however  be  deferred  till  the  day  of  figning  the  peace 
with  the  Catholic  King.  And  if  the  Catholic  King 
(hould  conftandy  per(ift  in  rcjefting'the  faid  peace,  his 
Imperial  Maje(ly  nevcrthelefs,  at  the  time  when  the 
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ratificadons  of  this  treaty  Ihall  be  exchanged,  IhaU  de- 
liver to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  a  folemn  aft  of  the 
faid  reniinciations,  which  his  Britannic  M^efly,  pur* 
fuant  to  the  common  agreement  of  the  contrafting 
Ifowers,  doth  promife  ftiall  not  be  exhibited  to  the 
moft  Chriftian  King  before  his  Imperial  Majefly  Ihall 
come  into  the  poffeflion  of  Sicily.  But  that  being 
obtained,  then  tjic  exhibition,  as  well  as  publication  of 
the  faid  aft  of  his  Imperial  Majcfty's  renunciations, 
fhall  be  performed  upon  the  firft  demand  of  the  moft 
Chriftian  King.  And  thofc  renunciations  Ihall  take 
place,  whether  the  Catholic  King  (hall  fign  the  peace 
■^ith  the  Emperor  or  no  j  by  Veafon  that,  in  this  laft 
cafe,  the  guaranty  of  the  contrafting  parties  fliaU  be 
to  the  Emperor  in  lieu  of  that  fecurity  which  otherwife 
th6  renunciations  of  the  Catholic  King  ^ould^  hjicVe 
given  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  for  Sicily,  the  other 
States  of  Italy,  and  the  provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands. 

XI.  His  Imperial  Majefty  doth  promife  that  he  will 
not  attempt  or  enterprife  any  thin^  againft  the  Catholic 
King,  or  the  King  of  Sardinia,  or  m  general,  againft  the 
neutrality  of  Italy,  in  that  fpace  of  three  months  allow* 
ed  them  for  accepting  the  conditions  of  their  peace  with 
the  Emperor.  But,  if  within  the  Ipace  of  three  months, 
thf  Catholic  King,  inftead  of  accepting  the  faid  con- 
diiions,  ftiall  rather  perfift  in  the  prolccuting  of  his 
hoftiiities  againft  his  Imperial  Majefty  j  or  if  the  King 
of  Sardinia  ihould  with  arms  attack  the  provinces 
which  the  Eniperor  poflcffcs  in  Italy,  in  that  cafe  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Qhriftian  Majefties,  and  the  Lords 
the  States  General,  oblk^e  themfelves  inftandy  to 
fumifti  his  Imperial  Majclb'^  for  his  defence,  with  the 
fuccours  which,  in  virtue  of  the  treaty  this  day  figned, 
they  have  mutuaUy  agreed  to  lend  one  another  for  their 
reciprocal  defence ;  and  that  joindy  or  feparately,  aniji 
without  waiting  the  expiration  of  the  two  months 
otherwife  prefixed  in  the  faid  treaty  for  the  ^mployr 
jng  of  friendly  offices.    And  if  the  fuccoiifs  Specified 

by 
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by  the  faid  treaty  fhould  not  be  fufficient  for  the  end 
propofed,  the  four  contrafting  parties  fliall  immediate- 
ly agree  amongft  themfelves  to  fend  more  powerfol 
afliftance  to  his  Imperial  Majefty. 

XII.  The  eleven  foregoing  articles  are  to  be  kept 
fecrct  by  his  Imperial  Majefly,  their  Britannic  and 
moft  Chriftian  Majefties,  and  the  States  General,  for 
the  foace  of  three  months,  from  the  day  of  the  figning, 
unlets  it  Ihall  be  unanimoufly  agreed  by  them  to  fhor- 
ten  or  prolong  the  faid  term:  and  though  the  faid 
eleven  articles  be  feparate  from  the  treaty  of  alliance 
this  day  figned  by  the  four  contracting  parties  afore- 
faid,  diey  fhall  neverthelcfs  have  the  fame  power  and 
force  as  if  they  had  been  word  for  word  inferted 
therein,  fince  they  are  deemed  to  be  an  eilential  part 
thereof. 

The  ratifications  thereof  fhall  moreover  be  ex- 
changed at  the  fame  time  as  the  other  articles  of  the 
laid  treaty.

IT  having  pleafed  the  Divine  Providence  to  dif- 
pofe  the  hearts  of  the  moft  Serene  and  Potent  Princes, 
George,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  Ireland,  &c.  and  Philip  V.  by  the  grace 
of  God,  King  of  Spain,  the  Indies,  &c.  to  forget 
aU  the  grounds  of  dif&tis&£tion  and  mifunderftanding 
that  have  given  occafion  to  interrupt,  for  fome  time, 
the  friendfhip  and  good  correfpondence  which  before 
flouriihed  between  them ;  and  their  Britannic  and  Ca- 
tholic Majefties  being  now  defirOus  to  renew  and  re- 
eftablifli  them  by  the  ftrongeft  ties,  have  ftipulated 
and  agreed,  by  their  under-written  minifters  pleni« 
potentiary,  named  for  that  purpofe,  the  following  ar- 
ticles. 

I.  That,  for  the  future,  there  fhall  be,  between  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  his 
Catholic  Ms^efty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  as  alfo  be* 
tween  their  kingdoms,  dominions,,  foyereignties,  fub- 
je6ls^  and  vaflals^  a  goodj  firm,  and  inviolable  peace, 

and 
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and  a  perpetual  and  fincere  friendlhip,  and  a  general 
oblivion  of  every  thing  that  has  been  done,  on  both 
fides,  upon  occafion  of  the  laft  war. 

II.  The  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce,  concluded 
at  Utrecht  on  the  13th  of  July,  and  the  9th  of  Decem- 
ber, in  the  year  I7i3>  wherein  are  comprehended,  thc^ 
treaty  made  at  Madrid  in  the  year  1667.  and  the  ce- 
dulas  therein  mentioned,  fhall  remain  ratified  and  con- 
firmed by  the  prefent  treaty,  except  the  third,  fifth, 
and  eighth  articles  of  the  faid  treaty  of  commerce, 
commonly  called  explanatory ;  which  have  been  an- 
nulled by  virtue  of  another  fubfequent  treaty,  made  at 
Madrid,  the  14th  of  the  month  of  December  17 15, 
between  the  minifters  plenipotentiary,  named  for  thiit 
purpofe,  by  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties, 
which  treaty  remains  likewife  confirmed  and  ratified ; 
as  alfo  the  pai'ticular  contraft,  commonly  called  The 
Afliento,  for  the  importation  of  negro  (laves  into  the 
Spanilh  Indies,  which  was  made  the  26th  of  March, 
in  the  faid  year  17 13,  in  confequence  of  the  12th  ar- 
ticle of  the  treaty  of  commerce  of  Utrecht ;  and 
likewife  the  treaty  of  declaration,  concerning  that  of 
the  Afliento,  made  the  26th  of  May  1716  :  all  which 
treaties,  mentioned  in  this  article,  with  their  declara- 
tion, fhall  remain  in  their  full  force,  virtue,  and  vi- 
gour, in  every  thing  wherein  they  fhall  not  be  Con- 
trary to  this ;  and,  to  the  end  they  may  have .  their 
entire  efFeft  and  accomplilhment,  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefly  will  caufe  his  circular  orders,  cedulas,  to  be  dif- 
patched  to  his  viceroys,  governors,  and  other  mini- 
fters, to  whom  it  fhall  belong,  of  the  ports  and  towns 
in  America,  that  the  fhips  employed  for  the  traffic  of 
negroes  by  the  royal  company  of  Great  Britain  efta- 
blifhed  at  London,  may  be  admitted,  without  hih- 
derancej  to  trade  freely,  and  in  the  fame  manner  as 
they  did  before  the  lafl  rupture  between  the  two 
crowasj  and  the  above-mentioned  cedulas  fhall  be 
delivered  as  foon  as  the  ratificatiohs  of  the  preferif 
treaty  fhall  have  been  exchanged  ^  and  at  the  fame 
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time  his  Catholic  Majefty  will  give  his  ordav  to  the 
council  of  the  Indies,  that  the  junta,  cesmppfed  of 
miniflers  taken  out  of  that  councili  and  appointed  for 
the  cognizance  (exclufivc  of  all  others)  of  the  caufes 
that  relpeA  the  faid  Afliento,  may  again  have  its 
courf^,  admit  of,  and  confult  upon  thole  affairs,  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  eftablifhed  at  the  time  of  its  ap- 
pointment }  and  as  to  what  regards  the  obfervarion  of 
the  treaties  of  peace  and  commerce,  circular  orders 
fliall  be  difpatched  to  all  the  governors  of  Spain,  to  the 
end  that  they  may,  without  any  of  their  interpreta- 
tions, caufe  them  to  be  obferved  and  accompliihed :  as 
in  like  manner  fliall  be  given,  on  the  part  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty,  the  orders  which  fliall  be  demanded 
and  judged  liccef&ry  for  the  accompliftiment  of  every 
thing  that  has  been  ftipulated  and  agreed  between  the 
two  crowns  In  the  above-mentioned  treaties  of 
^  Utrecht;  and  particularly  as  to  what  may  not  have 
been  put  ii>  execution  of  the  points  fetded  by  the 
eighth,  eleventh,  and  fifteenth  articles  of  the  treaty 
qr  peace,  which  mention  the  leaving  to  die  Spaniards 
the  free  commerce  and  navigation  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
and  the  maintaining  the  antient  limits  in  America,  as 
they  were  in  the  time  of  King  Charles  11.  the  free 
exercife  of  the  Catholic  religion  in  die  ifland  of  Mi* 
norca,  and  the  cod-fifliing  in  the  feas  of  Newfound- 
land;  as  well  as  with  regard  to  all  the  other  articles 
which  may  not  hitherto  have  been  put  in  execution  on 
the  part  of  Great  Britain. 

III«  Forafmucb  as  by  die  feventh  article  of  the 
treaty  of  coiTimefce  of  Utrecht  It  was  agreed,  diat 
ail  the  goofd^  cqnfUcated  u  the  beginning  of  the  for- 
mer war  ftioi^ld  be  reftored,  in  regaid  the  confilca- 
tioa  tbeiFe^f  had  been  made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of 
the  36th  article  pf  the  treaty  of  1667,  his  Catholic 
Majejg^y  in  lUce  conformity,  wiU  order,  tha^  all  th^ 
good*  merqhandi:5es,  money,  fliip^  and  other  eJFefts, 
which  haye  been  fei^ed,  as  weU  in  Spain  as  in  the 
Jfldiesj  by  Yiaue  of  his  ofdecs  of  die  month  of  Sep- 
tember 
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tembcr  1718^  or  of  any  other  fubiequent  orders,  ^ 
thp  time'  before  the  war  was  declared  between  the  (wo^ 
crowns,  or  after  it  was  declared,  be  (peedily  reftor^ 
in  their  fame  kind,  as  to  thofe  which  ih^^U  be  ftill  in 
^ing  >  or,  if  they  are  not|  the  juft  ^d  tru^  value  of 
them  ax  the  -time  that  they  were  ieized  -,  the  valuatiQa 
'Whpvcofi  if,  by  omillion  or  negled,  it  was  not  thfeo^ 
ma4e,  ihall  be  adjufted  according  to  the  audicodc  m^, 
formations  that  the  owners  ihall  produce  before  tH^ 
ordinary  magiftrates  of  the  towns  and  places  lyhece  Mmi 
£ud  efFefb  fhall  have  been  feized.  And  it  is  cprtaia^ 
that  the  orders  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  (although  thejF 
direfted,  that  inventories  of  thpfe  goods  and  efFe<5bi. 
fhould  be  made  and  drawn  up,  and  accoimts  1^4  d^^ 
claratipns  Ihould  be  kept)  have  not,  however,  been 
executed  in  that  manner  in  feveral  places,  it  has  beei) 
agreed,  that  if  the  proprietors  make  it  appear,  by  kgal 
proofs,  informations,  and  other  documents,  that  any' of 
them  have  been  omitted  in  the  (aid  inventories,  hi^ 
Catholic  Majefty  will  give  exprefs  ord^rsi  that  the 
value  of  thofe  things  which  fhall  have  been  omitted, 
be  paid  by  the  treafurers  or  other  perlons,  throu^ 
whofe  negleft  ilich  omiillons  fhall  have  been  made. 

IV.  It  is  mutually  ^eed,  that  his  Britannic  Ma** 
jefty  fhall  give  order  to  his  governors,  officers,  and 
other  minifters,  to  whom  it  fhall  belong,  to  cayfe  to 
be  reflored  all  the  goods  and  eflFeds  of  the  fubjefts 
of  his  Catholic  Majefty,  which  they  fhall  prove  to 
have  been  feized  and  confifcated  in  the  dominions  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  iqxm  occafion  of  the  laft  War ; 
in  Ae  fame  manner  as  it  has  been  fettl<id  in  the  fbre^ 
gomg  article,  in  favoiir  of  the  fubje&s  of  his  Bfkannic 
Majefty. 

V.  It  is  aUo  agreed,  that  his  B/itahhic  M^efty  fhall 
caufe  to  be  reftored  to  his  Catholic  Majeffy  all  the 
fliips  of  the  Spanifh  fleet,  which  were  taken  by  that 
of  England,  in  the  naval  batde  that  was  fought  in 
the  month  of  Auguft  17 18*  in  the  feas  of  Sicily  i  with 
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the  guns,  fails,  ri^ng,  and  other  equipage,  in  the 
condition  they  are  at  prefent;  or  elfe  the  value  of 
thofe  which  majr  have  been  fold,  at  the  fame  price 
that  the  purchalers  fhall  have  given,  according  to  the 
proofs  and  vouchers :  and  for  the  execution  of  this 
rcftitution,  his  Britannic  Majefty  fliall  caufe  the  pro- 
per orders  to  'be  difpatched,  immediately  after  the  ra- 
tification of  this  treaty.  It  is  alfo  declared,  that  the 
other  pretenfions  that  there  may  be,  on  both  fides,  be- 
tween the  two  crowns,  concerning  matters  whereof 
there  is  no  mention  made  in  the  prefent  treaty,  and 
which  are  not  comprehended  in  the  fecond  article 
hereof,  fliall  be  treated  of  at  the  approaching  congrefs 
of  Cambray* 

yi.  The  prefent  treaty  fliall  have  its  efftft  imme- 
diately after  it  fliall  have  been  mutually  ratified ;  and 
the  letters  of  ratification  fliall  be  exchanged  in  fix 
weeks  after  the  figning,  or  fooner,  if  poflible;  de-" 
ferring  its  publication  till  the  general  peace  fliall  have 
been  concluded  at  the  congrefs  of  Cambray,  between 
^11  the  paoes  concerned ;  or  till  their  Britannic  and 
Catholic  Majeflies  fliall  have  particularly  agreed  upon 
it. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  die  under- written  nrunifl:ers 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  being  furniflied  with  our  full 
powers,  which  have  been  mutually  communicat- 
ed, and  copies  whereof  fliall  be  here  under  tran- 
fcribed,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  affixed 
thereto  the  fcaU  of  our  arms.  Done  at  Madrid, 
the  ijdiof  June>  1721.

.  THE  differences  that  have  happened  betwixt  their 
firitannic.and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  on  the  one  part, 
and  his  Catholic  Majefty  on  the  other,  having  not  a 
litde  impaired  the  friendfhip  which  they  always  Ihewed 
to  one  another,  it  has  been  a  long  time  their  ardent 
wilh  to  re-eftablilh  the  good  correlpondence.  and  iiji- 
cere  aniity  which  ought  to  prevail  among  them,  and 
which  will  always  be  the  ftrongeft  fupport..of  the 
greatnefs  to  which  God  has  raifed  them,  and  the 
fureft  means  to  preferve  the  public  tranquillity,  as  well 
as  the  happinefs  and  mutual  advantages  of  their  fub- 
jefts ;  and  it  is  with  a  view  to  cement  and  corrobo- 
rate, if  poffible,  thefe  difpofitions,  which  are  as  condu- 
cive to  the  mutual  glory  and  fecurity  of  their  crowns, 
as  they  are  conformable  to  the  welfare  and  tranquilli- 
ty of  all  Europe,  that  their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian, 
and  Catholic  Majefties  have  refolved  to  unite  in  fo 
ftrift  a  manner,  Aat  they  may  aft  hereafter  as  if  they 
had  only  the  fame  view,  and  the  fame  intereft :  and  for 
this  end  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Brit^,  &c. 
having  given  full  powers  to  treat  in  his  name,  to  Wil- 
liam Stanhope,  Efq.  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dra- 
goons, a  member  of  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
and  ambaffador  extraordinary  from  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty to  the  court  of  the  Catholic  King  j  the  moft 
Serene  the  rnoft  Chriftian  King  having  given  full 
powers,  for  the  fame  end,  to  John  Baptift  Lewis  An- 
drault  de  Langeron,  Marquis  de  Maulevrier,  lieute- 
nant-general of  his  armies,  commander  and  grand 
croix  of  the  military  order  of  St.  Louis,' his  envoy  ex*  . 
traordinary  to  his  Catholic  Majefty  j  and  the  moll  Se- 
rene King  of  Spain  having  likewife  granted  his  full 
powers,,  for  the  fame  end,  to  Don  Jofeph  Grimaldo, 
knight  of  the  order  of  St,  Jago,  governor  of  Rxieira 
and  Auzechal,  a  member  of  the  council  of  the  Indies, 
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and  his  firft  fectttBrjr  of  ftate  and  tlje  difpatthfts ;  they 
have  agreed  on  the  following  articles, 

L  Theit  ihaU  be  hereafter  and  for  ever  a  ftrift  union 
and  a  fincerfe  and  iaftmg  friendfhip  between  the  moft 
Sertae  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Serene  the 
rhoft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft  Serene  King  of 
^ain^  their  kingdoms  and  their  fubje6ls,  and  inhabit 
tants  of  the  countries  under  their  dominiortj  fo  that 
die  iigurifes  or  damages  fuffered  during  the  war,  to 
tl^hich  aft  cpd  has  been  put  by  the  acceflion  of  the 
rtrtft  Serene  King  of  Spain  to  the  treaties  of  London^ 
dtted  the  id  of  Auguft  1718,  ftiall  be  buried  in  eter- 
nal oblivion,  and  that  for  the  future  each  Ihall  take  the 
faxtit  care  of  one  another's  fafety  as  of  his  own,  and'not 
only  inform  his  ally  of  the  danger  that  may  threaten 
him,  but  alfo  oppofe  with  all  his  power  the  injuries 
that  may  be  done  him* 

11.  In  order  to  eftablifli  this  union  and  corre^on- 
dence  firmly,  and  to  render  it  yet  more  advantageous 
t6  the  crowns  of  their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and 
Cjatholk  Majefties,  they  promife  and  engage  by  the 
prefeht  treaty  of  defenfive  alliances  mutually  to  gua- 
ranty the  kingdoms,  provinces,  ftates,  and  countries 
under  each  other's  dominion,  in  what  part  of  the  world 
foever  fituate  j  fo  that  if  their  Majefties  are  attacked, 
contrary  to  what  was  refolved  on  at  the  treaties  of 
Utrecht  and  Baden,  and  contrary  to  the  treaties  of 
JLrondon,  and  the  ftipulations  which  ftiall  be  made  at 
Cambray,  they  fliall  mutually  aflift  one  another  till  the 
Sifturbance  is  at  an  end,  or  till  they  ar$  fatisfied,  by 
the  reparation  of  the  damages  which  they  fliaU  have 
fuSered^ 

in.  In  purfuance  of  the  fbregoii^  article,  the  msun- 
tOhance  and  obftrvation  of  the  treaties  of  Utrecht^ 
Ba^en*,  London,  and  of  that  which  is  to  be  made  at 
Cambray^  for  putting  an  end  to  the  differences  that 
i)it  to  be  decided  betwixt  th^  moft  Serene  King  of 
I  Spw» 
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Spain  and  the  Erhperor,  fhsjl  bt  the  chtef  aiih  tit  iht 
preient  alliance.  And  to  ftrefi)gtheii  it  the  short,  the 
moll  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  mdft  Serene  the 
moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft  Settttt  King  <jf 
Spain,  (hall  by  concert  invite  fuch  Powers  as  they  ftiaU 
think  fit  to  enter  into  the  prefcnt  treaty,  for  the  com^^ 
nnion  good,  and  for  the  prefervation  of  the  public  tran-» 
quillity. 

IV.  If  it  happen  (which  God  forbid)  that,  .contrary 
to  the  faid  treaties  of  Utrecht,  Baden,  London,  or  the 
ftiptiktions  of  thofe  which  fhall  be  made  at  Oamhrsy^ 
their  Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefttea 
ihould  be  attacked,  or  in  any  manner  4ifturbed  in  the 
enjoyment  of  their  kii^doms  and  countries,  by  any  po»- 
tentate,  they  promife  and  engage  to  empby  their  spod 
officeS)  as  loon  as  they  fhall  be  required,  in  order  n 
procure  for  the  party  attacked  fati&^adion  for  the 
wrong  done  to  him,  and  to  hinder  the  aggreflbr 
from  continuing  his  hoftilities  $  and  if  it  happen  that 
his  good  offices  be  not  fuflicient  to  procure  fuch  rnaoi* 
ration  out  of  hand,  their  faid  Majefties  promiie  to  fur- 
Aifti  the  foUowing  iuccours,  joindy  or  ieparately^ 
viz,. 


His  Britannic  Majefty,  8,ooo  foot,  and  4,000  hoffe* 
flis  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  8,000  &ot,  and  4,O0» 

horfe. 
His  Catholic  Majefty,  8,000  fb6t,:atld  4/xX>  hode* 

If  the  party  that  happens  to  be  attacked,  defire  men 
of  war  or  tran{ports^  or  even  fubfidies  in  ready  money^ 
in  the  room  of  troops,  in  that  cafe  he  Ihall  be  at  liberty 
to  make  his  choice,  and  they  fhall  furhilh  him  with  the 
faid  Hiips  or  money  in  propordon  to  the  essence  c^ 
troops  J  and  in  order  to  prevent  all  occafion  of  doub^ 
in  the  calculadon  of  the  faid  expence,  dieir  Majeftieg 
agree  that  1,000  foot  Ihall  be  fetded  at  io»ooo  iDutcli 
florins, -and  1,000  horfe  at  30,000  florins /w  month, 
obfervit)g  the  feme  proporticm  Wi4^  tegird  coihit4>it)g; 
^ir  faid  M^fties  ptomifing  ^  ^imUMt  and  maim- 
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tain  the  faid  fuccours  as  Igng  as  the  troubles' (hall  laft ; 
and  if  the  faid  fuccours  be  not  fufRcient  to  repel  the 
attacks  of  the  enemy,  they  Ihall  agree  to  augment 
*them ;  and  if  it  be  neceflary,  their  faid  Majefties  fhall 
.mutually  aflift  one  another  with  all  their  forces,  and 
declare  war  againft  the  aggreflbr. 

V.  Their  Britannic,  mofl:  Chriftian,  and  Catholic 
Majefties,  being  entirely  fatisfied  in  the  fentiments 
which  the  Duke  of  Parma  has  always  manifefted  to- 
wards them,  and  being  defirous  to  give  him  marks  of 
the  fingular  efteem  and  afFeftion  which  they  have  for 
him,  they  promife  and  engage,  by  virtue  of  this  prefent 
treaty,  to  grant  him  particular  protection  for  the  pre- 
fervarion  of  his  territories  and  rights,  and  for  the  main- 
tenance of  his  dignity ;  fo  that  if  he  be  difturbed  con- 
trary to  the  treaties  of  peace  already  made,  and  con- 
trary to  what  (hall  be  ftipulated  in  thofe  that  are  to  be 
niade  at  Cambray,  they  fhall  join  their  good  offices  and 
•efforts,  to  obtain  juft  fatisfaftion  5  and  if  it  be  refufed, 
they  Ihall  agree  on  meafures  to  procure  it  for  him  by 
all  other  methods  that  fhall  be  in  their  power. 

VI.  His  Catholic  Majefly  being  defirous  to  give 
his  Britannic  Majefly,  and  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefly, 
2l  particular  proof  of  his  friendfhip,  confirms,  as  far,  as 
there  may  be  occafion,  all  the  advantages  and  privile- 
ges which  have  been  granted  by  the  Kings  his  prede- 
ceflbrs  to  the  Englifh  and  French  nations  ;  fb  that  the 
trading  fubjefts  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  the  moft  Serene  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  fhall 
always  enjoy  in  Spain,  the  fame  rights,  prerogatives, 
advantages,  and  privileges  for  their  perfons,  commerce, 

.  merchandize,  eftates,  and  effefts,  which  they  have  en- 
joyed, or  which  they  ought  to  have  enjoyed  by  virtue  of 
treaties  or  agreements,  or  by  virtue  of  all  thofe  which 
have  been  or  fhall  be  granted  in  Spain  to  the  nation 
that  is  moft  favoured. 

:  VII.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  their 
Britannic,  moft   Chriftian,  ^nd  Catholic  Majefties, 

and 
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and  the  ratifications  ihall  be  nnutually  delivered  in  due 
form,  and  exchanged  in  the  Ipacc  of  fix  weeks,  reckon- 
ing from  the  day  of  figning,  or  fooner,  if  poflible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  minifters 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  his  moft 
Chriftianr  Majefty,  and  his  moft  Catholic  Majefty> 
having  mutually  communicated  our  full  powers, 
have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  thereunto  fet 
the  feals  of  our  arms.

THE  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannic, 
moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties,  have  this  day 
figned,  by  virtue  of  their  relpeftive  full  powers,  a  treaty 
of  defenfive  alliance  between  their  faid  Majefties :  they 
have  fiirther  agreed,  that  the  particular  treaty,  which 
has  likewife  been  figned,  this  day,  between  their  Bri- 
tannic and  Catholic  Majefties,  whereof  the  tenor  fol- 
lows, fhall  make  a  part  of  the  faid  treaty  of  defenfive 
alliance,  concluded  between  England,  France,  and 
Spain.

THE  minifters  plenipotentiaries  of  their  Britannic 
sxA  fhoft  Chriftian  Majcfties,  having  this  day  figned, 
^ith  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  King  <ff  Spain, 
by  virtue  of  their  r^fpcftivc  full  powers,  a  tteaty  of 
dtfenfive  alliance ;  the  abovefaid  miniiters  of  their 
Britannic  and  moft  Chriilian  Majefties  have  alio  agreed 
l>€tween  themreives,  by  virtue  of  the  fame  powers, 
that,  as  the  pincipal  intention  and  aim  of  that  alliance 
|s  to  maintain  ana  preferve  the  peace  and  tranquillity 
of  Europe,  in  which  it  cannot  be  doubted  but  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands are  diipofcd  to  concur,  and  to  give  their  aflift*. 
^nce,  the  firll  proper  occafion  iball  be  taken^  in  con^ 
cert,  to  invite  them  thereto  j  and  their  faid  Britannic 
and  mod  Chriftian  Majefties  promife  and  engage,  in 
the  mean  time,  to  maintain  the  treaty  of  defcnfive  al-

THEIR  mofl:  Serene  Majefties  the  Kihg  <^ 
Great  Britain,  the  moft  Chriffian  King,  and  the 
Cadiolic  King,  defiring,  with  equal  eameftnefe,  not 
only  to  renew  and  bind  more  clofely  their  ancient, 
friendlhip,  but  likewife  to  remove  whatever  might 
hereafter  difturb  it,  to  the  end  that  being  united  in  fen- 
dments  and  inclination,  they  may  for  the  future  aft  in 
every  thing  as  having  but  one  and  the  fame  view  and 
jntereft ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  the  moft  Serene  King 
of  Great  Britain  having  ^ven  full  power  for  treating 
in  his  name  to  M.  William  Stanhope,  vice-chamber- 
Iain  of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  houfhold,  one  of  his 
privy-council,  member  of  the  parliament  of  Great 
Britain,  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  his  faid 
Majefty*s  ambaffador  extraordinary  to  his  Catholic 
Majcfty  i  as  alfo  to  M.  Benjamin  Kecne,  his  faid  Bri* 
tannic  Majefty's  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  his  Catho^ 
lie  Majefty:  the  nx>ft  Serene  moft  Chriftian  King 
having  given  full  power  for  treating  in  his  name  to  the 
Marquis  de  Brancas,  lieutenant-general  of  his  armies^ 
knight  of  his  orders,  and  of  that  of  the  Golden  Fleece, 
his  lieutenant-general  in  the  government  of  Provence, 
and  his  ambaflador  extraordinary  to  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty; and  the  moft  Serene  Catholic  King  having 
likewife  given  fiill  power  for  treating  in  his  name  to 
M.  John  Baptift  D'Orendayn  Marquis  de  la  Paz,  his 
counfellor  of  ftate  and  firft  fecretary  of  ftate  and  of  the 
difpatches ;  and  to  M.  Jofeph  Patino,  commander  of

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nues,  and  his  fecretary  of  ftate  and  of  the  diipatchcs 
for  affairs  of  the  marine,  the  Indies,  and  the  treafury  : 
the  above-mentioned  minifters  have  agreed  between 
them  on  the  following  articles. 

I.  There  (hall  be  from  this  time  and  for  ever  a  folid 
peace,  a  ftrift  union,  and  a  fincere  and  conftant  friend- 
Ihip,  between  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain, 
the  moft  Serene  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  moft 
Serene  King  of  Spain,  their  heirs  and  fucceffors,  as  alfo 
between  their  kingdoms  and  lubjefts,  for  the  mutual 
afliftance  and  defence  of  their  dominions  and  interefts ; 
there  Ihall  likewife  be  an  oblivion  of  all  that  is  paft ; 
and  all  the  fomier  treaties  and  conventions  of  peace,  of 
friendfhip,  and  of  commerce,  concluded  between  the 
contrafting  Powers  relpeftively,  (hall  be,  as  they  hereby 
are,  cfFeftually  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  all  thoie 
points  which  are  not  derogated  from  by  the  prefent 
treaty,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as  if  the  faid 
treaties  were  here  inferted  word  for  word,  their  faid 
Majefties  promifing  not  to  do  any  thing,  nor  fuffer  any 
thing  to  be  done,  that  may  be  contrary  thereto,  direftly 
or  indiredtly. 

•  II.  In  confcquencc  of  which  treaties,  and  in  order 
to  eftablifh  firmly  this  union  and  correfpondence,  their 
Britannic,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties  pro- 
mife  and  engage,  by  the  prefent  defcnfive  treaty  of  al- 
liance, to  guaranty  reciprocally  their  Icingdoms,  ftates, 
and  dominions  under  their  obedience,  in  what  parts  of 
the  world  foever  fituate,  as  alfo  the  rights  and  f>rivile- 
ges  of  their  commerce,  the  whole  according  to  the 
treaties ;  fo  that  the  faid  Powers,  or  apy  one  of  them, 
being  attacked  or  molefted  by  any  Power,  and  under  any 
pretext  whatever,  they  promifc  and  oblige  themfclves 
reciprocally  to  employ  their  offices,  as  foon  as  they 
Ihall  be  thereto  required,  for  obtaining  fatisfaftion  to 
the  party  injured,  and  for  hindering  the  continuance  of 
hoftilities ;  and  if  it  happen  that  the  faid  offices  be  not 
ilifficient  for  procuring  fatisfaftion  without  delay,  their

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laid  Majcftics  promife  to  furnifli  the  following  liiccours, 
jointly  or  feparately,  that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  eight  thoufand  foot  and  four  thoufand  horfc ;  his 
nnoft  Chriftian  Majefty,  eight  thoufand  foot  and  four 
thoufand  horfe ;  and  his  Catholic  Majefty,  eight  thou-* 
fand  foot  and  four  thoufand  horfe :  if  the  party  attack-- 
ed,  inftead  of  troops,  ftiould  demand  fliips  of  war  or 
tranlports,  or  even  fubfidies  in  money,  he  fhall  be  free 
to  choofe,  and  the  other  parties  fliall  fornifh  the  faid- 
Ihips  or  money,  in  proportion  to  the  expence  of  troops; 
and,  for  taking  away  all  doubt  touching  the  valuation 
of  the  fuccours,  their  abovefaid  Majefties  agree,  that  a 
thoufand  foot  Ihall  be  computed  at  ten  thoufand  flo-. 
rins  Dutch  money,  and  a  thoufand  horfe  at  thirty  thou- 
fand florins  Dutch  money,  by  the  month  j  and  the 
fame  proportion  fhall  be  obferved  with  rei'pedt  to  the 
fhips  that  ought  to  be  furnifhcd  -,  their  laid  Majefties 
promifing  to  continue  and  keep  up  the  faid  fuccours  as 
long  as  the  trouble  (hall  fubfift  j  and  in  cafe  it  fhould  be 
found  neceffary,  their  faid  Majefties  fhall  mutually  fuc- 
cour  each  other  with  all  their  forces,  and  fhall  even 
declare  war  againft  the  aggrefTor. 

III.  The  minifters  of  his  Britannic  Maielty  and  of 
his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  having  alledgecl  that  in  the 
treaties  concluded  at  V  ienna  between  the  Emperor  and 
the  King  of  Spain,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  twenty-five,  there  were  divers  claufes  that 
infringed  the  articles  of  the  feveral  treaties  of  com- 
merce, or  of  the  treaties  of  peace  in  which  commerce 
may  be  concerned,  antecedent  to  the  year  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  twenty-five ;  his  Catholic  Majefty  has 
declared,  as  he  declares  by  the  prefent  article,  that  he 
never  meant  to  grant,  nor  will  fufFer  to  fubfift  by  vir- 
tue of  thc'faid  treaties  of  Vienna,  any  privilege  contrary 
to  the  treaties  here  above  confirmed. 

IV.  It  having  been  agreed  by  the  preliminary  arti- 
cles, that  the  commerce  of  the  Englifh  and  French  na- 
tions, as  well  in  Europe  as  in  the  Indies^  fhould  be  re- 
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^jtablilhed  on  die  foot  cf  che  treaties  and  convendona 
antecedent  to  die  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
twenty-five,  and  pardcularly  that  the  commerce  of  the 
Eng^iih  nadon  m  America  fiiould  be  exercifed  as  here- 
tofore ;  it  is  agreed  by  the  prefent  ardck,  that  all  ne- ' 
ceflary  orders  (hall  be  difpatched  on  both  fides,  mxh-^ 
out  any  delay,  if  they  have  not  been  fent  already,  as 
well  for  the  execution  of  the  faid  treaties  of  commerce^ 
as  for  fupplying  what  may  be  wanting  for  the  entire

•  V.  Although  it  was  ftipulated  by  the  preliminaries 
that  all  hoftilities  fhpuld  ceafe  on  both  fides,  and  that 
if  any  trouble  or  hoftilities  Ihould  happen  between  the 
lubjefts  of  the  contrafting  Powers,  either  in  Europe,  of 
in  the  Indies,  the  contrafting  powers  fliould  concur  for 
the  reparation  of  damages  fuftained  by  their  refpeftive 
lubjefts  J  and  notwithftanding  this  it  is  alledaed,  that 
on  the  part  of  the  fubjedts  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  a£b 
of  difturbance  and  hoftilities  have  been  continued ;  it  is 
agreed  by  this  prefent  article,  that  as  to  what  relates 
to  Europe,  his  Catholic  Majefty  ftiall  forthwith  caufe 
reparation  to  be  made  for  die  damages  which  have 
been  fufFered  there  fince  the  time  prefcribed  by  the 
preliminaries  for  the  ceflation  of  hoftilities  j  and  as  to 
what  relates  to  America,  he  will  likewife  forthwith, 
caufe  reparation  to  be  made  for  the  damages  which 
(hall  have  been  fuffered  there  fince  the  arrival  of  hjs 
orders  at  Cartagena  on  the  '^  day  of  June  one  thou- 
iand  feven  hundred  twenty-eight.

any 
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any  further  delay,  on  any  motive  or  pretext  what- 
ever. > 

IX.  The  introducing  of  garrifons  into  the  places  of 
Lcjghom,  Porto-ferraio,  Parma,  and  Placentia>  to  the 
number  of  fix  thoufand  men  of  his  Catholic  Majefly's 
troops,  and  in  his  pay,  Ihall  be  efFeftuated  without  lols 
of  dme  J  which  troops  fhall  ferve  for  the  better  fc- 
curing  and  preferring  of  the  immediate  fucceffion  of 
the  faid  ftates  in  favour  of  the  moft  Serene  Infante 
Don  Carlos,  and  to  be  ready  to  withftand  any  enter- 
prize  and  (U)pofition  which  might  be  formed  to  the 
prejudice  of  what  has  been  regulated  touching  the  faid 
iucceiTion^ 

X.  The  contrafting  Powers  fhall  forthwith  ufe  all 
the  applications  which  they  Ihall  judge  to  be  confiftent 
with  the  dignity  and  quiet  of  the  moft  Serene  Great 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  to  the  end 
the  garrifons  may  be  received  with  the  greateft  tran- 
quillity, and  without  oppofition,  as  foon  as  they  Ihall 
prefent  themfelves  before  the  places  into  which  they 
are  to  be  introduced. 

The  faid  garrifons  Ihall  take  an  oath  to  the  prefent 
pofleflbrs  to  defend  their  perfons,  fovereignty,  pofTef- 
fions  and  ftates,  and  fubjefts,  in  every  thing  that  fhall 
not  be  contrary  to  the  right  of  fucceflTion  referved  to 
the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos  j  and  the  prefent 
pofTefTors  fhall  not  demand  or  exa£t  any  thing  that  is 
contrary  thereto. 

The  faid  garrifons  fhall  not  meddle,  direftly  or  in- 
direftly,  under  any  pretext  whatfoever,  in  affairs  of  the 
political,  oeconomical,  or  civil  government  j  and  fhalj 
have  moft  exprefs  orders  to  render  to  the  moft  Serene 
Great  Duke  of  Tufcany  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  aO 
the  refpefts  and  military  honours  that  are  due  to  fove- 
reigns  in  their  own  dominions. 

XL  The  intent  of  introducing  the  (aid  fix  thou- 
fand men  of  his  Catholic  Majefty's  troops,  and  in  his 
pay,  being  to  fecure  to  the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don 

Carlos 
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Carlos  the  immediate  fucceffion  of  the  States  of  Tuf- 
cany,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  his  Catholic  Majefly  pro- 
mifes,  as  well  for  himfelf  as  his  fucccflbrs,  that  as 
foon  as  the  moft  Serene  Irlfanre  Don  Carlos  his  fon,  or 
fuch  other  who  lliall  fucceed  to  his  rights,  lliall  be  the 
quiet  poiTeffor  of  thofe  Hates,  and  in  fafety  from  all 
invafion  and  other  jiilt  grounds  of  fear,  he  will  caufe 
to  be  withdrawn  fiom  the  places  in  diofe  Hates  the 
troops  which  (hall  be  his  own,  and  not  belonging  to  the 
Infante  Don  Carlos,  or  to  him  who  fliall  fucceed  to  his 
rights,  in  fuch  manner  that  thereby  tlie  faid  fuccelTion 
or  pofleffion  may  reft  lecure  and  exempt  from  all 
events. 

XII.  The  contrafting  Powers  engage  to  eftabliih, 
according  to  the  rights  of  fuccefiion  which  have  been 
ftipulated,  and  to  maintain  the  moft  5efene  Infante 
Don  Carl(js,  or  liim  to  whom  his  rights  fhall  devolve, 
in  the  pofftffion  and  enjoyment  of  the  States  of  Tus- 
cany, Parma,  and  Placentia,  when  he  ftiall  once  be 
fettled  there  i  to  defend  him  from  all  infult,  againft 
any  Power,  whatfoever,  that  might  intend  to  dlfturb 
him ;  declaring  themfclves  by  tliis  treaty,  guarantees 
for  ever  of  the  right,  poffeflion,  tranquillity,  and  quiet 

•of  the  moft  Serene  Infante,  and  of  his  fucceffors,  to  the 
faid  ftates. 

XIII.  As  to  odier  particulars  or  regulations  con- 
cerning the  keeping  up  of  the  faid  garrifons  once  efta-^ 
blilhed  in  the  ftates  of  Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placentiaf,' 
as  it  is  to  be  prefumed  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  and 
the  moft  Serene  Great  Duke,  and  Duke  of  Parma,  will 
fettle  the  fame  by  an  agreement  between  themfelves, 
their  Britannic  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  promife, 
that  as  foon  as  that  agreement  fliall  be  made,  they  will 
ratify  and  guaranty  it,  as  well  to  his  Catholic  Majefty, 
as  to  the  moft  Serene  Great  Duke  and  Duke  of  Par- 
ma, as  if  it  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  prcr 
Xent  treaty. 

•    XIV.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinr

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ces  ihall  be  invited  to  come  into  the  prefent  treaty  and 
articles.  Such  other  Powers  as  fhall  be  agreed  on, 
fliall  likewife  be  invited  and  adniitted  by  concert  into 
the  fame  treaty  and  articles. 

The  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  dif- 
patched  within  the  fpace  ot  fix  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  it 
can  be  done,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  figning  it.

I.  ALTHOUGH,  conformably  to  the  prelimi- 
nary articles,  it  is  faid  in  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty 
figned  this  day,  that  the  commerce  of  the  Englifli  na- 
tion in  America  fliould  be  re-eft:abliflied  on  the  foot  of 
the  treaties  and  conventions  antecedent  to  the  year  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  twenty-five ;  however,  for  the 
greater  exaftnefs,  it  is  fiirther  declared  by  the  prefent 
article,  between  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties, 
which  fliall  have  the  fame  force,  and  be  under  the  fame 
guaranty  as  the  treaty  figned  this  day,  that  under  that 
•  general  denomination  are  comprehended  the  treaties  of 
peace  and  of  commerce,  concluded  at  Utrecht  the 
thirteenth  of  July  and  ninth  of  December,  in  the  year 
one-  thoufand  feven  hundred  thirteen,  in  which  are 
comprized  the  treaty  of  one  thoufand  fix  hundred

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iixty<tfeven,  made  at  Madrid,  and  the  cedulas  therein 
mentioned ;  the  latt3er  treaty  made  at  Madrid  the  four- 
teenth of  December,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  fif. 
teen  i  as  alfo  the  particular  contraft,  commonly  called 
the  Afliento,  for  bringing  negro  flaves  mto  the  Spanifh 
Indies,  which  was  made  the  twenty-fixthdayofMarch^ 
in  the  faid  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  thirteen, 
in  confcquence  of  the  twelfth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht  5  and  likewife  the  treaty  of  declaration,  touch- 
ing that  of  the  Afliento,  made  the  twenty-fixth  of 
May,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  fixteen :  all  which 
treaties  mentioned  in  this  article,  with  their  declara- 
tions, ftiall  from  this  day  (even  during  the  examination 
by  the  commiflaries)  be  and  remain  in  their  force, 
virtue,  and  full  vigour ;  for  the  obfervation  of  which 
his  Catholic  Majefty  fhall  caufe  to  be  difpatched  forth- 
with, if  they  have  not  been  dUpatched,  the  neceflary  orders 
and  cedulas  to  his  viceroys,  governors,  and  other  mi- 
nifters,  to  whom  it  fhall  appertain,  as  well  in  Europe  a^ 
in  the  Indies,  to  the  end  that  without  any  delay  or-  in* 
tcrruption  they  may  caufe  them  to  be  obferved  and 
fidfilled. 

In  like  manner  his  Britannic  Majefly  promifes  and 
engages  to  publifh  the  necelTary  orders,  if  any  be 
wanting,  for  re-eflablifhing  the  commerce  of  the  fub- 
jefts  of  Spain  in  all  the  countries  under  his  dominion, 
on  the  foot  fpecified  by  the  faid  treaties,  and  for  cauf- 
ing  them  to  be  exaftly  obferved  and  fulfilled. 

11.  Confequendy,  all  fhips,  merchandize,  and  ef- 
fe6ts,  which  Ihall  not  have  been  taken  or  ieized  on  ac- 
count of  unlawful  commerce,  and  which  Ihall  now  be 
proved,  by  authentic  proofs  and  documents,  to  have 
been  detained,  feized,  /  or  cohfifcated  in  the  ports  of 
Spain,  either  in  Europe  or  in  the  Indies,  and  namely 
the  Ihip  Prince  Frederick  and  her  cargo,  if  they  have 
not  been  reftored  already,  fhall  be  immediately  reflor- 
cd,  in  the  fame  kind,  as  to  thofe  things  were  in, 
if  the  fame  fhaU  be  found  flill  remaining  in  their 
former    condition  5    or    in   default   thereof^  the  jufl 

0^2  •  and 
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and  true  value  of  them,  according  to  their  va- 
luation, which,  if  it  was  not  made  at  the  time,  fliall 
be  regulated  by  the  authentic  informations  Vhich 
the  proprietors  fliall  exhibit  to  the  magiftrates  of  the 
places  and  towns  where  the  feizures  were  made :  his 
Britannic  Majefty  promifing  the  like  on  his  part,  as  to 
.all  feizures,  contifcations,  or  detentions,  which  may 
have  been  made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  trea- 
.ties  :  their  faid  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majeflies  agree- 
ing, that  with  relpeft  to  the  like  feizures,  confifcations, 
or  detentions  on  either  fide,  the  validity  of  which  may 
not  yet  have  been  fufficiently  made  out,  the  difcuflion 
and  decifion  of  them  fliall  be  referred  to  the  examina- 
tion of  the  commiflfaries,  to  do  therein  according  to 
right,  upon  the  foot  of  the  treaties  here  above-men- 
tioned. 

The  prefent  feparate  articles  fliall  have  the  fame 
force  as  if  they  were  infertcd  word  for  word  in  the 
treaty,  concluded  and  figned  this  day.  They  fliall  be 
ratified  in  the  fame  manner,  and  the  ratifications  pf 
them  fliall  be  exchanged  at  the  fame  time  as  thqfe  of 
the  faid  treaty. 

In  witnefs  whereof  we  the  underwritten  minifl:ers 
plenipotentiaries  of  his  Britannic  Majefl:y,  of  his 
moft  Chrifl:ian  Majefly,  and  of  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefly,  by  virtue  of  our  full  powers,  have  figned 
the  prefent  feparate  articles,  and  caufed  the  feals 
of  our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.  Done  at  Seville, 
the  ninth  day  of  November,  one  thoufand  icvtn 
hundred  twenty- nine.

The  Definitive  treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendjhip  hetween 
his  Britannic  Majefty^  and  the  King  of  Spain. 
Signed  at  Verfailles,  the  3^  of  September j  1783. 

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Tri- 
nity, Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft.     So  be  it. 

■ 

•   B  £  it  known  to  all  thofe  whom  it  (hall  or  may  in  any 
manner  concern.     The  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
Prince  George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Duke  of  Brunfwick 
and  Lunenbourg,  Arch- 1 reafurer  and  Eledor  of  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire,  &c.  and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Prince  Charles  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
King  of  Spain,  and  of  the  Indies,  &c.  being  equally 
defirous  to  put  an  end  to  the  war,  which  for  feveral 
years  paft  afflifted  their  refpeftive  dominions,  accept- 
ed the  offer,  which  their  Majefties  the  Emperor  of  the 
Romans,  and  the  Emprefs  of  all  the  RufTias,  made  to 
them,  of  their  interpofirion,  and  of  their  mediation : 
but  their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  animated 
with  a  mutual  defire  of  accelerating  the  re-eftablilh- 
ment  of  peace,  communicated  to  each  other  their  lau- 
dable intention  j  which  Heaven  fo  far  bleffed,  that  they 
proceeded  to  lay  the  foundations  of  peace,  by  figning 
preliminary  articles  at  Verfailles,  the  loxh  of  January, 
in  the  prefent  year.     Their  faid  Majefties  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  and  the  Catholic  King,  thinking  it  in- 
cumbent upon  them  to  give  their  Imperial  Majefties  a 
fignal  proof  of  their  gratitude  for  the  generous  offer 
of  their  mediation,  invited  them,  in  concert,  to  concur 
in  the  completion  of  the  great  and  falutary  work  of 
peace,  by  taking  part,  as  mediators,  in  the  definitive 
treaty  to  be  concluded  between  their  Britannic  and 
Catholic  Majefties.     Their  faid   Imperial  Majefties 
having  readily  accepted  that   invitation,  they  have 
named,  as  their  reprefentatives,  viz.  his  Majefly  the 
Emperor  of  the  Romans,  the  moft  illuflrious  and  moft 
excellent  Lord  Florimond,  Count  Mcrcy-Argenteau,

Anne  and  of  the  Swedifh  Sword,  and  her  minifter  ple- 
nipotentiary to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  and  the 
Lord  Arcadi  de  MarcofF,  counfellor  of  Hate  to  her 
Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  RufCas,  and  her  n&xnifter 
plenipotentiary  to  his  ipoft  Chriftian  Majefty.  In 
confequence,  .their  faid  Majefties  the  King  of  Great 
Pritain,  and  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  have  named  and 
conftituted  for  their  plenipotentiaries,  charged  with  the 
concluding  and  figning  of  the  definitive  treaty  of  peace, 
viz.  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  moft  Illuftrious  and 
moft  Excellent  Lord  George,  Duke  and  Earl  of  Man-* 
chefter,  Vifcount  Mandeville,  Baron  of  Kimbolton, 
lord  lieutenant  and  cuftos  rotulorum  of-the  county  of 
Huntingdon,  aftual  privy  counfellor  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  and  his  ambaflador  extraordinary  and  pleni- 
potentiary to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty ;  and  the  Ca- 
tholic King,  the  moft  Illuftrious  and  moft  Excellent 
Lord  Peter  Paul  Abarca  de  Bolea  Ximenes  d'Urrea, 
&c.  Count  of  Aranda  and  Caftel  Florido,  TVIarquis  of 
Torres,  of  Villanan  and  Rupit,  Vifcount  of  Rueda  and 
Yoch,  Baron  of  the  baronies  of  Gavin,  Sietamo,  Cla- 
mofa,  Eripol  Trazmoz,  La  Mata  de  Caftil-Viejo,  An- 
tillon,  La  Almolda,.  Cortes,  Jorva,  St.  Gcnis,  Rabo- 
villet,  Arcau  and  Ste.  Colome  de  Farncs^  lord  of  the 
lenance  and  honour  of  Alcalatcn,  the  valley  of  Ro- 
dellar,  the  caftles  and  towns  of  Maelk,  Mefone^,  Tiu- 
orana,  and  Villa  Plana,  Taradel  and  Vikdrau,  &c. 
Rico-PIombre  in  Arragon  by  defcent,  grandee  of 
Spain  of  the  firft  clafs,  knight  of  the  Order  of  the 
Golden  Fleece,  and  of  that  of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  gentle- 
man 01  the  King's  chamber  in  employment,  captain 
general  of  iiis  force^>  and  his  ambaflador  to  the  moft 
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Chriftian  King :  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  re-^ 
^pcdtive  full  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  foDowing 
articles.     **^ 

I.  There  fhall  be  a  Chriftian,  univerfal,  and  perpe- 
tual peace,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  a  fincere  and 
conftant  friendlliip  fliall  be  re-eftablifhed  between  their 
Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  and  between  their 
heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces^ 
countries,  lubjefts,  and  vaffals,  of  what  quality  or  con- 
dition  foevcr  they   be,  without  exception  either  of- 
places  or  perlbns ;  fo  that  the  high  contnlfting  parties 
Ihall  give  the  greateft  attention  to  the  maintaining  be- 
tween themfelves,  and  their  faid  dominions  and  fub- 
jefts,  this  reciprocal  friendlhip  and  intercourfc,  with- 
out permitting  hereafter,  on  either  part,  any  kind  of 
hoftiKties  to  be  committed,  either  by  fea  or  by  landi 
for  any  caufe  or  under  any  pretence  whatfoever :  and 
they  ihall  carefully  avoid,  for  the  future,  every  thing 
which  might  prejudice  the  union  happily  re-eftablifh- 
ed, endeavourii^,  on  the  contrary,  to  procure  reciprb- 
cally  for  each  other,  on  every  occafion,  whatever  may 
contribute  to*their  mutual  glory,  interefts,  and  advan- 
tage, without  giving  any  afliftance  or  proteftion,  di- 
reftly  or  indireftly,  to  thofe  who  would  do  any  injury 
to  either  of  the  high  contrafting  parties.     There  fhall 
be  a  general  oblivion  and  amneffcy  of  every  thing 
which  may  have  been  done  or  committed,  before  or 
fince  the  commencement  of  the  war  which  is  juft 
ended. 

li.  The  treaties  of  Weflphalia  of  1648  -,  thofe  of 
Madrid  of  1667,  and  of  1670 ;  thofe  of  peace  and  of 
commerce  of  Utrecht  of  17 13;  that  of  Baden  of 
17 14;  of  Madrid  of*  171 5;  of  Seville  of  1729;  th6 
definxtive  ti^eaty  of  Aix  la  Chapelle  of  1748;  tht 
treaty  of  Madrid  of  1750 ;  and  the  definitive  treaty  of 
Paris-  of  1763,  fervc  as  a  bafis  and  foundation  to  the  * 
peace,  and  to  the  prefent  treaty ;  and  for  this  purpofe^ 
they  are  all  renewed  and  confirmed,  in  the  beft  fonn, 
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as  well  as  all  the  treaties  in  general  ^yhich  fubfifted  be- 
tween the  high  contrafting  parties  before  the  war,  and 
particularly  all  thofe  which  are  fpecified  andn-enewed  in 
the  aforefaid  definitive  treaty  of  Paris,  in  the  beft  form, 
and  as  if  they  were  herein  inferted  word  for  word  -,  fo 
that  they  are  to  be  exaftly  obfcrved  for  the  future  in 
their  full  tenor,  and  religioufly  executed,  by  both  par-  . 
ties,  in  all  the  points  which  fliall  not  be  derogated  from 
by  the  prefent  treaty  of  peace. 

III.  All  the  prifoners  taken  on  either  fide,  as  well 
by  land  as  by  fea,  and  the  hoftages  carried  away  or 
given,  during  the  war,  and  to  this  day,  fhall  be  reftor- 
ed,  without  ranfom,  in  fix  weeks  at  lateft,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  the^  exchange  of  the  prefent 
treaty  5  each  crown  refpeftiv^l^  difcharging  the  advances 
which  Ihall  have  been  made  for  the  fubfiftence  and 
maintenance  of  their  prifoners,  by  the  fovereign  of  the 
country  where  they  (hall  have  been  detained,  accord- 
ing to  the  receipts,  attefted  accounts,  and  other  authen- 
tic vouchers,  which  fhall  be  furnifhed  on  each  fide : 
and  fureties  fhall  be  reciprocally  given  for  the  payment 
of  the  debts  which  the  prifoners  may  have  contradted 
in  the  countries  where  they  may  have  been  detained, 
until  their  entire  releafe.  And  all  fhips,  as  well  men 
of  war  as  merchant  fhips,  which  may  have  been  taken 
fince  the  expiration  of  the  terms  agreed  upon  for  the 
cefTation  of  hoflilities  by  fea,  fnall  likewife  be  rt  ftored, 
bondfide^  with  all  their  crews  and  cargoes.  And  the 
execution  of  this  article  fhall  be  proceeded  upon  im- 
mediately after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty.  *^-  ^ 

IV.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  cedes,  in  full  right, 
to  his  Catholic  Majefty,  the  Ifland  of  Minorca.  Pro- 
vided that  the  fame  flipulations  inferted  in  die  follow- 
ing article  fhall  take  place  in  favour  of  the  Britifh  fub- 
je6ls,  with  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  ifland.    .  -  * 

V.  His  Britannic  Majefty  likewife  cedes  and  guaran- 
ties, in  full  right,  to  his  Catholic  Majcfly,  Eafl  Florida, 
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as  alio  Weft  Florida.  His  Catholic  Majcfty  agrees  thgs 
the  Britifh  inhabitants,  or  others  who  may  have  been  fub- 
jefls  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  in  the  faid  countries^ 
may  retire  in  full  feciority  and  libeity,  where  they  fhall 
think  proper,  and  may  fell  their  eftates,  and  remove  theif 
cffedts,  as  well  as  their  perfons,  without  being  reftrained 
in  their  emigration,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  ex- 
cept on  account  of  debts,  or  criminal  profecutions ; 
the  term  limited  for  this  emigration  being  fixed  to  the 
ipace  of  eighteen  months,  to  be  computed  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefen^ 
treaty :  but  if,  from  the  value  of  the  poflTeflions  of  the 
EngliQi  proprietors,  they  Ihould  not  be  able  to  dilpolc 
of  them  within  the  faid  term,  then  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty  Ihall  grant  them  a  prolongation  proportioned  to 
rfiat  end.  It  is  further  ftipulated,  that  his  Britannic 
Majefty  fhall  have  the  power  of  removing  from  Eafl 
Florida  all  the  efFefts  which  may  belong,  to  himj 
whether  artillery,  or  other  matters. 

VI.  The  intention  of  the  two  high  contrafting  par- 
ties being  to  prevent,  as  much  as  poflible,  all  the 
caufes  of  complaint  and  mifunderflanding  heretofore 
cccafioned  by  the  cutting  of  wood  for  dying,  or  log- 
wood 'y  and  fe  veral  Englifh  fettlements  having  been  form- 
ed and  extended,  under  that  pretence,  upon  the  Spanilh 
continent ;  it  is  exprefsly  agreed  that  his  Britannic 
Majefty 's  fubjefts  fhall  have  the  right  of  cutting,  load- 
ing, and  carrying  away  logwood,  in  the  diflrift  lying  be- 
tween the  rivers  Wallis  or  Beliize,  and  Rio-Hondo 
taking  the  courfe  of  the  faid  two  rivers  for  unalterable 
boundaries,  fo  as  that  the  navigation  of  them  be  com- 
mon to  both  nations,  to  wit,  by  the  river  Wallis  or  Bel- 
iize, from  the  fea,  afcending  as  far  as  oppofite  to  i  lake 
or  inlet  which  runs  into  the  land,  and  forms  an  iflhmus, 
or  neck,  with  another  fimilar  inlet,  which  comes  from 
the  fide  of  Rio  Nuevo  or  New  River;  fb  that  the  line 
of  fv  paration  fhall  pafs  flrait  acrofs  the  faid  iflhmus, 
and  meet  another  lake  formed  by  the  water  of  Rio- 
Nuevo,  or  New  River,  at  its  current.    The  faid  line 
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ftall  continue  with  the  eourfe  of  Rio-Nuevo,  cfefcchd* 
ing  as  &t  as  oppofite  to  a  river,  the  fource  of  whieh  is 
marked  in  the  map,  between  Rio-Nuevo  and  Rio* 
Hondo,  and  which  empties  itfelf  into  Rio-Hondo ; 
#  ikrh  river  fhall  allb  fervc  as  a  common  boundary 
to  far  as  its  junftion  with  Rio-Hondo  j  and  from 
t'^^hc^  defcending  by  Rid-Hondo  to  the  fea,  as  the 
whole  is  marked  on  the  map  which  the  plenipoten- 
tiaries 6f  the  two  crowns  have  thought  proper  to  makd 
fife  of,  for  afcertaining  the  points  agreed  upon,  to  the  end 
that  a  good  correfpondence  may  reign  between  the  twd 
nations,  and  that  the  Englifh  workmen,  cutters,  and  la- 
h  )urers  may  hot  trefpafs  from  a!n  uncertainty  of  th6 
bbundaries.  The  refpeftive  commiffaries  Ihall  fix  upoft 
tonhrenient  places,  in  the  territory  above  marked  outi 
iri  oiider  that  his  Britannic  M^efty 's  fubgefts,  employed 
in  the  felfirig  of  logwood,  may,  without  interruption, 
buiki  therein  houfes  and  maga(zines  rieceflary  for  them- 
felves,  their  families,  and  their  effefts  5  and  his  Catho- 
lic Majefly  affures  to  them  the,  enjoyment  of  all  that 
is  expreflcd  in  the  prefent  article  ;  provided  that  thefe 
stipulations  ihall  not  be  confidered  as  derogating  in 
any  wife  from  his  rights  of  fovereignty.  Therefore  all 
the  Englifh,  who  may  be  diiperfcd  in  any  other  parts, 
whether  pn  the  Spanifh  continent,  or  in  any  of  the 
iflands  whatfocver,  dependent  on  the  afbrefaid  Spaniih 
continent,  and  for  whatever  reafon  it  might  be,  with- 
out exception,  fhall  retire  within  the  diftrift  which  has 
been  above  defcribed,  in  the  fpace  of  eighteen  months^ 
to  be  computed  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions J  and  for  this  purpofe  orders  fhall  be  ilfued  om 
the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  on  that  of  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  his  governors  fhall  be  ordered  to 
grant  to  the  Englifti  dilperfed  every  convenience  pof- 
(ible  for  their  removing  to  the  fetdement  agreed  upon 
by  the  prefent  article,  or  for  their  retiring  wherever 
they  fhall  think  proper.  It  is  likewife  ftipulated,  that 
if  any  fortincations  fhould  aftually  have  been  hereto- 
fore erected  within  the  limits  nnarked  out,  his  Britan- 
nic  Mi'jcfty  ihall  caufe  them  all  to  be  demolilned; 
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and  he  will  order  his  fubjefh  not  to  buifil  any  rie# 
ones.  The  Englilh  inhabitants,  who  ihall  fetde  thew? 
for  the  cutting  of  logwood,  (hall  be  permitted  to  enjoy* 
a  free  fifhery  for  their  fubfiftence,  on  the  <x>aiis  of  the 
diftrift  above  agreed  on,  or  of  the  iflands  fituated  op* 
polite  thereto,  without  being  in  anywife  difturt)^  on 
that  account ;  provided  they  do  not  eftabliih  them-» 
folves,  in  any  manner,  on  the  faid  iflands. 

VII.  His  Catholic  Majefty  fhall  reftore  to  Great 
Britain  the  iflands  of  Providence,  and  the  Bahamas, 
without  exception,  in  the  fame  condition  they  were  in 
when  they  were  conquered  by  the  arms  of  the  King  of 
Spain.  The  fame  ftipulations  inferted  in  Ad  ftth  ar-* 
tide  of  this  treaty  fliali  take  place  in  favour  of  th€? 
Spanifli  fubjefts,  with  regard  to  the  iflands  mentione  J 
in  the  prefent  article. 

VIII.  All  the  countries  and  territories,  which  may. 
have  been,  or  which  may  be  conquered  in  any  part  of 
the  world  whatloever,  by  the  arms  of  hrs  Britannic 
Majefly,  as  well  as  by  tfiofe  of  his  Catholic  Majeflyy 
which  are  not  included  in  the  prefent  treaty,  neither 
under  the  head  of  Ceflions,  nor  under  the  head  of  Refli-' 
tutions,  fliall  be  reftored  without  difficulty,  and  with-- 
out  requiring  any  compenfation. 

IX.  Immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions, the  two  high  contrafting  parties  fliall  name  com- 
miflfaries  to  treat  concerning  new  .arrangements  oi 
commerce  between  the  two  nations,  on  the  bafis  of  re- 
ciprocity and  mutual  convenience;  which  arrange- 
ments fliall  be  fettled  and  concluded  within  the  fpace 
of  two  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  firfl:  of  Janu- 
ary, 1784. 

X.  As  it  is  neceflary  to  appoint  a  certain  period  for 
the  refl:itutions  and  evacudons  to  be  made  by  each  of 
the  high  contrafting  parties,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  fliafl  caufe  Eafl:  Florida  to  be  evacuat- 
ed three  months  after  the  ratificatioff  of  the  prefent 
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Ireatf )  or  fooner,  if  it  can  be  done.  The  King  of 
.  Great  Britain  fhall  in  like  manner  enter  again  ^nto 
poffeffion  of  the  iflands  of  Providence,  and  the  Ba- 
hamas, without  exception,  in  the  Ipace  of  three  months 
after  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner,  if 
it  can  be  done.  In  confequence  whereof^  the  necef- 
lary  orders  fhall  be  fent  by  each  of  the  high  contraft- 
ing  parties,  with  reciprocal  paflports  for  the  fhip^. 
which  fhall  carry  them,  immediately  after  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XL  Their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majeflies  pro- 
fnife  to  obferve  fincerely,  and  bondjidey  all  the  articles 
contained  and  eflablifhed  in  the  prefent  treaty;  and 
they  will  not  fufFer  the  fame  to  be  infringed,  direftly 
Or  indireftly,  by  their  refpeftive  fubjecfts :  and  the 
faid  high  contradting  parties  guaranty  to  each  other, 
generally  and  reciprocally,  all  the  flipulations  of  the 
prefent  treaty.

THE  new  ftate  in  which  commerce  may  perhaps 
be  found,  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  will  demand  revi- 
fions  and  explanations  of  the  iubfilling  treaties  ;  but  an 
entire  abrogation  of  thofe  treaties,  in  whatever  period 

it 
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it  might  be,  would  throw  eommerce  intofuch  confufioii 
as  would  be  of  Infinite  prejudice  to  it* 

In  feme  of  the  treaties  of  this  fort  there  are  not  only 
articles  which  relate  merely  to  commerce,  but  many 
others  wich  e|\fure  reciprocally,  to  the  relpeftive  fub- 
jefts,  privileges,  facilities  for  conducting  their  affairs, 
perfortal  protedtiona,  and  other  advantages,  which  are 
not,  and  which  ought  not  to  be  of  a  changeable  nature, 
'fuch  as  the  regulations  relating  merely  to  the  value  of 
goods  and  merchandize,  variable  from  circumftances 
of  every  kind. 

When  therefore  the  ftate  of  the  trade  between  the 
two  nations  fhall  be  treated  upon,  'it  is  requifite  to  be 
undfcrflood,  that  the  alterations  which  may  be  made  in 
the  fubfifting  treaties  are  to  extend  only  to  arrange- 
ments merely  commercial ;  and  that  the  privileges  and 
advantages,  mutual  and  particular,  be  not  only  pre- 
ferved  on  each  fide,  but  even  augmented,  if  it  can  be 
done.

which  had  es^tended  over  every  part  of  the  earth,  to 
teftify  how  much  w<-  hg^  it  at  heart  to  fee  the  calami^ 
ties  diereof  terminated,  we  were  inclined,  in  conjunc-* 
tipj>  with,  his  M^ijefty  the  Enaperor  of  the  Romans, 
King  of  Pipng^^  aj^  Qohenua,  to  enaploy  o^r  good 
offices,  in  order-  to  find  means  of  concUiaCion  proper 
for  re-eftabl^fhii^  peace  and  good  underftapding  be-* 
tween  the  belligerant  Powers*  We  hsvye-  h^d  the  fatif-* 
faAion  to  ob&rve  that«  our  common  endeavours  were 
not  fnutlepi ;  and  the  pacific  fentiments,  with  which 
the  faid  Powers  were  hapgily  animated,  having  ripened. 
and  ibviQgthened  fi>  far  that  dieyr  proceeded  to  condud^ 
preliminaiy  ^fxy^^  fervli^.a^  a>  b9&  (9  the  definitive . 
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creades,  they  invited  us,  conjointly  with  his  Majefty 
the  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  King  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  to  carry  our  united  mediation  into  full  exe- 
cudon,  and  to  interpofe  our  good  offices  in  this  ialuta-* 
ry  work|  by  concwring  to  confolidate  and  fully  efla- 
blifh  the  peace,  the  foundations  of  which  were  laid  by 
the  afore&id  preliminary  articles,  and  thus  to  accom-* 
plifh  the  bufinefs  of  pacification  fo  happily  bi^n,' 
We,  eoually  induced  by  the  fentiments  above  cxprtO^. 
ed,  as  by  a  juft  acknowledgment  of  thofe  which  were 
manifefled  to  us  on  the  part  of  the  faid  Powers,  did  not 
hefitate,  in  concert  with  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  of 
the  Romans^  to  confirm  their  expeftation,  and  to  charge 
ourfelf  with  the  important  employnnent  which  was 
tendered  to  us.  For  this  end,  we  have  made  choice 
of^  named,  and  deputed,  and,  by  thefe  prefents,  do 
make  choice  of,  name,  anddepute>  our  minifbrs  pleni- 
potentiary to  his  moft  Chriilian  Majefly,  bur  beloved 
and  trufty  Prince  Iwan  Bariatinfkoy,  lieutenant-gene*- 
ral  of  our  forces,  knight  of  the  Order  of  St.  Anne, 
and  the  Sieur  Arcadius  de  MarcofF,  our  counfellor  of 
Chancery,  giving  them  full  power,  in  our  name,  and 
on  our  behalf)  in  quality  of  mediators,  jointly  with  him 
or  them  who  fhall  be  named  for  this  purpofc,  and 
likewiie  fumifhed  with  full  powers,  on  th?  part  of  his 
Majefly  the  Emperor  of  the  Romans^  Kbg  of  Hun- 
gary and  Bohemia,  co-mediator,  as  weU  as  on  the 
part  of  the  other  Powers  interefled  therein,  to  aft  or- 
interpofe,  and  zSHt  with  our  mediation  and  good  offi- 
ces, in  die  arrangement  and  completion  of  all  fuch' 
treaties,  conventions,  or  other  inftruments,  as  fhall  be

2lfep  Convention  between  His  Britannic  Majefty  and  the 
King  of  Spain..  Sipied  at  London,  the  i^b  of 
July,  1786. 

THE  Kmgs  ot  England  and  of  Spain,  animated 
with  the  fame  defire  of  confolidating,  by  every  means 
in  flieir  power,  the  friendfhip  fo  happily  fubfifting  be- 
tvt'cen  them  and  their  kingdoms,  and  wifliing,  with  one 
accord,  to  prevent  even  the  Ihadow  of  mifunderftand- 
ing  which  might  be  occafioned  by  doubts,  mifcon- 
ceptions,  or  other  caufes  cf  dilputes  between  die  fub- 
jefts  on  the  frontiers  of  the  two  monarchies,  efpecially 
in  diftant  countries,  as  are  thofc  in  America,  have 
ihought  proper  to  fetde,  with  all  poflible  good  faidi^ 
by  a  new  convention,  die  points  which  might  one  day 
or  other  be  produftive  of  fuch  inconveniences,  as  the 
experience  of  former  times  has  very  often  fhewn.  To 
this  end,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  has  named  the 
mod  Noble  and  mod  Excellent  Lord  Francis,  Baron 
Ofborne  of  Kiveton,  Marquis  of  Carmarthen,  his 
Britannic  Majefty's  privy  counfejlor,  and  principal  fe- 
crctary  of  ftate  for  the  department  of  foreign  affairs, 
&c.  &c.  &c,  and  the  Catholic  King  has  likcwifc  au-» 

thorized 
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thorized  Don  Bernardo  del  Campb,  knight  of  the 
Noble  Order  of  Charles  die  Third,  fecretary  of  die- 
fame  order,  fecretary  of  the  fuprenic  council  of  ftate, 
and  his  mmifter  plcnipotendary  to  the  King  of  Great 
Britain:  who  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  rclpedive  full  powers,  prepared  in  due  form,  have. 
;igreed  upon  the  following  ardcles« 

I.  His  Britannic  Majefly's  fubjefts,  and  the  other 
colonifts  who  hare  hitherto  enjoyed  the  proteftion  of 
England,  (hall  evacuate  the  country  of  the  Mofquitos,  as 
well  as  the  condnent  in  general,  and  the  ifltods  adjacent, 
without  exception,  fituated  beyond  the  line  hereinafter 
defcribed^  as  what  ought  to  be  the  frontier  of  the  extent 
of  territory  granted  by  his  Catholic  Majefty  to  the 
Engliih,  for  the  ufes  ipecified  in  the  3d  ardcle  of  the 
preient  convention,  and  in  addition  to  the  country  al- 
ready granted  to  them  in  virtue  of  the  ftipulations 
agreed  upon  by  the  commiifaries  of  the  two  Crowni 
in  lySj, 

II.  The  Catholic  King,  to  prove,  on  his  fide,  to  the. 
King.of  Great  Britain,  the  fincerity  of  his  fentiments 
of  friendihip  towards  his  faid  Majefty,  and  the  Britifh 
nation,  will  grant  to  the  Englilh  more  extenfive  limits 
than  thofe  ipecified  in  the  laft  treaty  of  peace :  and 
the  faid  limits  of  the  lands  added  by  the  prefent  con- 
vention fliall  for  the  future  be  underftood  in  the  manner 
following. 

The  Englifh  line,  beginning  from  the  fea,  fhall  take 
the  center  of  the  river  Sibun  or  Jaboh,  and  continue 
lip  to  the  fource  of  the  faid  river ;  from  tKence  it 
ihall  crofs  in  a  flrait  line*  the  intermediate  land,  till 
it  interfefts  the  river  Wallis  j  and  by  the  center  of  the 
fame  river,  the  faid  line  fhall  defcend  to  the  point 
where  it  will  meet  the  line  'already  fetded  and  marked 
out  by  the  commiflari^s  of  the  two  Crowns  in  1783 ; 
which  limits,  following  the  continuation  of  the  faid 
line,  fhall  be  obferyed  as  formerly  ftipidated  by  the 
definitive  treaty, 

IIL  Although 
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tU.  Although  no  other  advantages  have  hitherto 
been  in  qucftion,  etcept  that  of  catting  wood  for 
dying,  yet  his  CadioHc  Majcfly,  as  a  greater  proof  of 
his  mi|)orition  to  oblige  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
will  grant  to  the  £ng^  the  liberty  of  cfutting  dl  other 
wood,*  without  even  excepdng  mahogany,  as  well  as 
gathering  all  the  fiiiits,  or  produce  of  the  earth,  purely* 
natural  and  uno^tat^d,  which  may  befides,  being 
Carried  away  in  their  natural  ftate,  become  an  obje£b 
of  utiBty  or  of  commerce^  whether  for  food  or  for 
numuiafhires  t  but  it  is  dxprefsly  agreed,  that  this  iti-* 
|niIadon  is  never  to  Jbe  ufed  as  a  f»-etext  for  eftabliih- 
jmg  in  that  country  any  plantation  of  fugar,  coffee^ 
eacao^.  or  other  like  ardcles,  or  any  fabric  or  manu- 
&^hue,  by  means  of  mills  or  other  machines  whatib- 
ever  (this  reftri^tion  however  does  not  regard  the  uie 
of  faw-milk>  for  cutting  or  otherwife  preparing  the 
wood)  fince  all  the  lands  in  queftion  being  indifpucably 
acknowledged  to  belong  of"  right  td  the  Crown  o( 
Spain^  no  fettlements  of  that  kind,  or  the  populatbn 
which  would  fellow,  coukl  be  allowed. 

The  Englilh  Ihall  be  permitted  to  tranibort  and 
convey  all  racK  wood,  and  other  produce  of  the  place, 
in  its  natural  and  uncultivated  ftate,  down  the  rivers  to 
the  fta,  but  widxout  ever  going  beyond  the  limits 
which  are  prefcribcd  to  them  by  the  ftipulations  above 
granted,  and  ^thout  thereby  taking  an  opportunity 
of  afcending  the  faid  rivers  beyond  their  bounds,  intor 
the  countries  belong^g  to  Spain. 

IV.  The  Englifli  ihall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the 
jtnall  ifland  known  by  the  names  of  Cafina^  St.  George^$ 
Key,  or  Caya  Cafiif a,  in  confideration  of  the  circum- 
ftance  of  that  part  of  the  coafts  oppofite  to  the  faid 
ifland  being  looked  upon  as  fubjed  to  dangerous  dif- 
orders ;  but  this  permifiion  is  only  to  be  made  ule  of 
fer  purpofes  of'  real  utility :  and,  as  great  abufes,  no 
lefi  contrary  to  the  intendons  of  the  Briti(h  govem-i 
ment,  than  to  the  eflendal  interefts  of  Spsun,  might 
arife  &Qai  this  permifiion^  it  is  here  ftipulated,  as  an 

indi^nfable 
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iadifpenfaUe  condicion>  diat  no  fordiicationj  or  work  of 
defence  whateverj  fhaU  at  any  time  be  ereAed  there^ 
nor  any  body  of  troops  pofledj  nor  any  piece  of  artii<* 
lery  kept  there ;  and  in  order  to  verijfy  with  goodj&idt 
die  accompliihnoent  of  this  condition  Jm  qui  turn 
(which  might  be  infiinged  by  individuals^  without  tho 
knowfedge  of  the  Britifh  government)  a  Spanifh  offioer 
or  commiilaryj  accompamed  by  an  Ejigufh  comm^ 
iary  or  officer^  duly  authorized^  fliali  be  adoMtied^ 
twice  a  year^  to  ex^nine  into  the  real  fituaaoo  4^ 
tilings. 

V.  The  Englilh  nation  fhafl  enjoy  the  liberty  of 
refitting  their  merchant  ihips  in  the  ibuthera  triangle, 
included  between  the  point  of  Cayo  Cafina  and  the 
clufter  of  fmall  iflands  which  are  iituated  oppoiite 
that  part  of  the  coaft  occupied  by  the  cutters^  at  the 
diitance  of  eight  leagues  from  the  river  Wallis,  leven. 
from  Cayo  Cafrna,  and  three  from  the  river  Sibun  j  a 
place  which  has  always  been  feund  well  adapted  to  that 
purpole.  For  which  end^  the  edifices  and  ftorehoufes 
abfblutely  necefiary  for  that  fervice  ihall  be  aUowed 
to  be  built  i  but  in  this  conceflion  is  alio  included  the 
exprels  condition  of  not  eredting  fbrdfications  there  at 
any  dme,  or  ftationing  troops^  or  conflrudbing  any  mi* 
litary  works »  and  in  like  manner  it  ihall  not  be  per-  * 
niittcd  to  itation  any  Ihips  of  war  diere,  or  to  confmrdt 
an  arfenai,  or  other  building,  the  objeA  of  which  might 
be  the  formation  of  a  naval  eftablifhment, 

VI.  It  is  alfo  ftipulated^  that  the  Englilli  may 
freely  and  peaceably  catch  fUh  on  the  cooft  of  the  - 
country  affigned  to  them  by  the  laft  treaty  of  peace, 
as  alio  of  th^t  which  is  added  to  them  by  the  prefent 
convention's  but  without  going  beyond  their  boundaries, , 
and  confining  themfelves  within  the  diftance  ipecificd 
in  the  preceding  ardde. 

VIJ,  All  the  reltridiont  fpecified  in  the  laft  treaty 
of  1783,  for  the  entire  prefervation  of  die  right  of  the 
Spamih  fovercignty  ov^r  the  country,  yi  which  \^, 

griinted 
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granted  to  the  Englifti  only  the  privilege  of  making' 
wfe  of  the  wood  of  the  different  kinds,  the  fruits  and 
other  |M-oduce,  in  their  natural  ftate,  are  here  confirm- 
ed ;  and  the  feme  reftriftions  Ciall  alfo  be  obferved 
widi  refpeft  to  the  ntw  grant.  In  confequence,  the* 
inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  fhall  employ  themielvtt 
finiply  in  the  cutting  andtranfporring  of  the  faid  wood, 
and  in  the  gathering  and  tranlporting  of  the  fruits^ 
without  meditating  any  more  extenfive  fettlements,  or 
die  >  formation  of  any  fyftem  <rf  government,  either 
military  or  civil,  further  than  fucn  regulations  as  their 
Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties  may  hereafter  judge 
proper  to  eftabliih,  for  maintaining  peace  and  good 
order  amongft  their  rclpeftive  fubjeds, 

VIII.  As  it  is  generally  allowed  that  the  woods  and 
ibrefts  are  preferved,  and  even  multiply,  by  regular 
and  methodical  cuttings,  the  Englifh  fhall  obferve  this 
maxim,  as  far  as  pofllble  }  but  if,  notwithftanding  all 
their  precautions,  it  fliotild  happen  in  courfe  of  rime 
that  they  were  in  want  of  dying- wood,  or  mahogany^^ 
with  which  the  Spanifh  pofTefllons  might  be  provided, 
the  Spanifh  government  fhall  make  no  difficulty  to 
fbrnifh  a  fupply  to  the  Englifh,  at  a  fair  ^nd  reafonable ' 
pice. 

IX.  Every  poflible  precaution  fhall  be  obferved  tQ 
prevent  fmuggling ;  and  the  Englifh  fhall  take  care  tq 
conform  to  the  regulations  which  the  Spanifh  governo* 
nient  fliall  think  proper  to  eflablifh  amongfl  their  own 
iubjeftS,  in  all  communications  which  they  may  have, 
with  the  latter;  on  condition  neverthelefs  that  the 
Englifh  fhall  be  left:  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  the 
feveral  advantages  inferted  in  their  favour  in  the  lafl 
treaty,  or  flipulated  by  the  prcfent  convention. 

X.  The  Spanifh  governors  fhall  be  ordered  to  give 
to  the  faid  Englifh^  difperfed,  all  pofTible  facilities  for 
their  removal  to'  the  fetdements  agreed  upon  by  the 
prefcnt  convention,  accordbg  to  the  flipiilations  of  t?he 
6th  article  of  the  definitive  treaty  of  1783,  with  re-

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fpefb  to  the  country  allotted  for  their  ule  by  die  laid 
article* 

XL  Their  Britannic  and  Catholic  MajelHcs,  ia 
order  to  remove  every  kind  of  doubt  with  regard  to 
the  true  conftruftioh  of  the  prefent  convention,  think 
it  neceflary  to  declare  that  the  conditions  of  the  iaid 
convention  ought  to  be  obferved  according  to  their 
;i]ncere  intention  to  enlure  and  improve  the  harmony 
and  good  uiiderftanding  which  fo  happily  iubfift  at 
prefent  between  their  faid  Majeflies. 

In  this  view,  his  Britannic  Majefty  engages  to  give 
,tfac  moft  pofitivc  orders  for'  the  evacuation  ^^of  the 
xountries  ^ove-mentioned,  by  all  his  fiibjefts  of  Vhat- 
-cver .denomination :  but  if,  contrary  to^fucb  declara- 
tion, there  (hould  ftiU  remain  any  perfons  fo  daritigi 
as  to  prefume,  by  retiring  in to_  the  interior  ^ountry^  to 
endeavour  to  obftruft  the  entire  evacuation  already 
agreed  upon,  hi^  Britannic  Majefty,  fo  far  from  a& 
fording  tnemthe  leafl:  fiiccour,  or  even  prptcdion,  wifl 
difavow  them  in  the  moft  folemn  manner, 'as  he  will 
equalfy  do  thofe  w"ho  may  hereafter  attempt  to  fettle 
upon  the  territory  belonging  to  the'  Spanilh  domi« 
nion. 

XII .  The  evacuation  agreed  upon  fhall  be  com- 
pletely effefted  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  convention^  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done* 

XIII.  It  is  agreed  that  the  new  grants  defcribed  in 
the  preceding  articles,  in  favour  of  the  Engliih  nation, 
are  to  take  place  as  foon  as  the  aforefaid  evacuation 
Ihall  be  entirely  accompliihed.  -      •      , 

XIV.  His  Catholic*  Majefty,  prompted  folelf  by- 
motives  of  humanity,  promifes  to  the  King  of  Eng- 
land, that  he  will  not  exercifo  any  a£b  of  fe verity  againft 
the  Mofquitos,  inhabiting  in  part  the  countries  which 
arc  to  be  evacuated,  hf  virtue  of  the  prefent  conven- 
tion^ on  account  of  the  conne&ions  which  may  have 
..            ^  ■  -  fubfiftcd 
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fubfifted  befvreen  the  faid  Indians  and  the  Engliih  t 
and  his  BnltanniG  Majelfyi  oh  his  part,  will  ftiidtly 
prohitnt  all  his  fubjeds  from  fumifhing  arms^  or  war-* 
like  ftores^  to  die  Indians  in  general^  fitu^ted  upon  the 
frontiers  of  the  Spanifli  pof&flions. 

XVi  The  two  courts  fliaU  mutually  tranfmit  to 
4Bacii  other  duplicates  ojf  the  orcfers^  whidi  they  are  t» 
di^atch  to  char  reipeAivt  governors  and  commanden 
in  America^  for  die  accomplifhment  of  the  prefoit 
convention ;  and  a  frigate,  or  proper  Ihip  of  war,  ihaH 
be  appoinisd^  on  each  fide»  to  obferve  in  conjun£Hon 
diat  all  things  are  performed  in  the  bell  order  poffibiCj 
Md  with  that  cordiality  and  good  fiudi  of  which  the

XVI.  The  prefent  convention  fhall  be  ratified  by 
their  Britannic  and  Catholic  Majefties,  and  the  radfica^ 
tions  exchanged^  within  the  ipace  of  fix  weeks,  or 
fooner,  if  it  can  be  done.

WHEREAS  the  High  and  Mighty  Prince  John 
the  Fourth,  King  of  Portugal,  &c.  hath  fonne  time  ago 
felit  his  ambafladors  to  the  King's  moft  Excellent  Ma- 
jefty,  who  declared,  it  was  his  defire  to  renew  the 
ancient  alliancfe  and  amity  that  were  between  the  Kings 
their  pr^deceflbrs,  their  crowns  and  fubjefts ;  his  Ma- 
jefty,  being  moved  by  the  concern  he  has  for  the  prefer- 
vation  of  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  his  kingdoms, 
•and  the  liberty  of  trade  and  commerce  of  his  w^U- 
beloved  fubgefts,  by  the  advice  of  his  privy  council, 
has  confented  thereto,  and  makes  known  to  all  his 
well-beloved  people,  that  the  faid  peace  and  alliance 
has  been  concluded  and  eftahliftied  between  the  faid 
Kings,  their  kingdoms,  territories,  and  fubjefts :  and 
the  King^s  moft  excellent  Majcfty  has  commanded 
the  articles,  of  the  prefent  treaty  to  be  publilhed,  to 
fcrve  for  a  diredlion  to  his  merchants  in  their  com- 
merce; and  has  exprefsly  enjoined  and  commanded 
all  his.fubjefts,  of  what  quality  Odr  condition  foever,  to 
obferve  them.  Given  in  our  court  at  York,  the  2  2d 
dayofMay>  in  the  year  of  grace  1642,  and  of  our 
reign  die  eighteenth.

^he  Articles  of  treaty. 

I.  It  has  been  concluded  and  agreed,  that  there  be, 
and  fliajl  be  for  ever,  a  good,  true,  and  firm  peace  and 
amity  between  the  moft  renowned  Kings,  Charles 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  John  IV.  King  of  Portu- 
gti>  their  heirs  and  fucccQbrs^  aiid  their  kii^om5> 
couAtrie3,  iiUtes,  lands,  people,  Ihips,  and  fyl^eft* 
whatlbever,  prclent  and  to  coTt\^^  of  what  quality  ox 
condition  foever  they  be,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land  and 
frefli-waters ;  fo  that  die  faki  ftiips  and  fufcjqdts 
CbaU  tre^t  one  another  favourably,  and  render  one 
'anodicr  all  manner  of  good  offices  of  true:  amity  and 
dficiS^oni  and.  tt^^  the  faij  oioft  renowned. Kings^ 
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their  heirs  and  (bcceflbrs^  (hali  not  do  or  undertake 
any  thing,  either  by  thcmlcives  or  by  othtf  r  perfons, 
againft  one  another,  nor  againft  their  kingdoms,  by 
fea  or  land,  nor  confent  or  adhere  to  any  war,  counfel^ 
or  treaty,  that  may  be  to  the  prejudice  of  the  one  or 
the  other. 

IL  That  there  is  and  fhall  be  between  the  forefaid 
tnoft  renowned  Kings,  andtheir  Ihips^  inhabitants,  and 
fubjeds  on  both  fides,  a  free  commerce,  as  well  by  fea 
as  by  land  and  frefh- waters,  in  all  and  every  one  of 
their  kingdoms,  lordfliips,  dominions,  iQands,  and  other 
lands,  cities,  towns,  villages,  harbours,  and  territories 
of  the  faid  kingdoms  and  ftates  y  in  which  there  haa 
been  commerce  from  the  dme  of  the  Kings  of  Cafldlc, 
or  has  been  always  to  this  prefent  >  fo  that  the  fub- 
je6b  and  vaflals  of  both  Kings  may  go,  enter,  and 
fail,  without  any  paflport,  or  other  general  or  pard-* 
cular  permiflTion,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land  and  frefh^ 
waters,  in  the  kingdoms  and  dominions  aforefaid,  and 
in  the  cities,  towns,  harbours,  rivers,  roads,  and  tcrri-- 
tories  thereof;  and  there  carry  merchandizes,  and 
loads  or  carriages  upon  waggons,  horles,  or  in  fhips^ 
laden  or  ready  to  be  laden;  there  to  fell  and  buy  m 
much  provifion  as  they  plcafe,  and  furnilh  themfelvea 
with  every  thing  neceflary  for  their  fubfiftence,  voyages, 
orjourniesi  and  there  mend  or  repair  their  fhips  Or 
waggons,  whether  they  belong  to  them  in  property, 
or  they  be  hired  or  borrowed :  and  that  they  may  de- 
part with  the  fame  freedom  from  thence,  with  their 
goods,  merchandizes,  and  other  things  whatfoeverj 
after  having  paid  only  the  ufual  duties  and  cuftoms  on 
the  foot  that  they  are  eftablifhed  by  the  ordinance  of 
eacli  place,  to  go  from  thence  to  their  own.  countries, 
or  to  any  other  places  whatfoever  that  they  fhall  pleafe, 
and  when  they  think  fit,  without  any  troubk  or  impe- 
diment given  them.

III.  That  the  fubjedU  (^  both  the  above-mentioiwd 
ffiDOwnod  }Uqgs  fliaU  not  be  lU-treatcd  in  the  t^rritorkfl;

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of  chher,  more  than  ;thc  natiyes  of  the  place^  \ii  their 
fales  and  contrads  for  merchandizes^  either  as  to  the 
price  or  otherwife  5  but  that  the  condition  of  Grangers 
^nd  of  natives  fhall  be  equal  and  alike,  as  is  faid^ 
agreeably  to  what  has  Tjeen  praftifed  in  the  execution 
of  the  treaties  made  between  the  moft  renowned 
Kings  of  Great  Britain  and  Caftile* . 

IV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowned  King 
of  Great  Britain  ftiall  enjoy  a  full  and  enpre  freedom 
of  trade  and  commerce  in  all  forts  of  merchandizes 
in  the.  kingdoms,  provinces,'  territories,  and  ifles  of 
the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  in  Europe ; 
and  may  carry  on  their  trade  and  commerce  in  the 
faid  places,  as  freely  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  is 
allowed  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  other  Princes  and  States 
in  alliance  with  the  King  of  Portugal ;  and  that  they 
Ihall  not  be  bound  to  pay  greater  duties,  cuftoms, 
impofts,  or  other  taxes,  dian  the  inhabitants  and  fub- 
jedks  of  the  faid  countries,  or  the  other  fubje<5b  of  any 
other  nation  whatfoever  in  alliance  with  Portugal: 
iuid  they  ftiall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  as  were  for- 
merly granted  to  the  Englifti  before  the  union  of  Por- 
tugal and  Caftile. 

V.  That  as  often  as  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  fhall  arrive  with  their  fliips  in  the  har- 
bours of  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  in  his 
kingdoms  and  dsuninions,  they  IhaU  not  be  obUgcd  to 
load  or  embark  in  their  fhips  any  other  fort  or  quan- 
tity of  commodities  or  merchandizes,  than  what  the 
faid  fubjefts  uf  the  King  of  Great  Britain  ftiall  pleafc, 
and  think  good  3  and  that  the  fubjedts  of  the  King  of 
JPortugal  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  liberty  in  the  harbours 
and  dominions  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

.  VI*.  In, cafe  any  of.  the  fubjcfts  of  the  moft  renowned 
King  of  Portugal,  or  any  other  whatfoever,  within  the 
extent  of  his  kingdoms  and  ftates,  or  their  goods  and 
merchandizes,  be  leized,  taken,  or  arrelbed  by  the 
officers  of  the  court  of  inquifition,  or  ^  by  the  judges 

•or 
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or  minifters  thereof,  who  are  or  may  be  afctfwitrds  inw 
debced  to  the  flibge^b  of  the  moft  renowed  King  of 
Great  Britain,  the  Hud  debts  fliall  be  entirely  paid  with 
the  money  arifing  fix>m  the  laid  goods  and  merchan-^ 
dizes  the  following  year,  which  (hall  begin  irom  the 
day  of  the  faid  feizure  and  arri^ft,  without  any  trouble 
or  hinderance  from  the  faid  court,  or  from  the  judges 
and  minifters  thereof,  in  any  manner  whatfoever  j  and 
if  any  part  of  the  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  faid 
fobjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  remain  yet  un- 
touched, among  the  faid  goods  and  merchandizes  thus 
feized  and  arrcftcd,  they  (hall  be  reftored  to  them  with- 
out delay. 

VII.  That  the  captains,  matters,  officers,  and  ma- 
riners of  the  Ihips  of  the  moft  renowned  King  t)f 
Great  Britain,  ftiall  not  begin  any  purfuits,  nor  pro- 
cure any  trouble  againft  the  faid  fhips,  nor  againft 
any  rf.the  fubje6ts  of  the  faid  King,  within  the  extent 
of  the  kingdoms  aiid  dominions  of  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal, for  their  wages  or  falaries,  on  pretext  that  they 
will  make  profeffion  of  the  Romilh  religion,  or  that 
they  will  lift  themfclvcs  in  the  fervice  of  the  uioft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal. 

VIII.  That  the  confuls  nominated  and  eftabliftied 
by  the  nrK)ft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain,  for  the 
aid  and  proteftion  of  his  fubjeds  living  withili  the  ex- 
tent of  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  renowned 
King  of  Portugal,  fhall  fiiUy  and  freely  exercife  the 
fiinftioh  and  bufinefs  of  confuls  in  the  extent  of  the  f^id 
kingdoms  and  ftates,  although  they  do  nor  make  pro- 
feflion  of  the  Romifti  religion. 

IX.  In  cafe  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Great  Britain  happen  to  die  within 
the  extent  of  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal^  their  books,  accounts,  mer- 
chandizes, and  goods,  or  thofe  of  any  other  fubjefts 
whatfoever  of  the  King  oY  Great  Britain,  Ihall  not 
|rom  henceforth  be  taken  or  feized  by  the  judges  bf

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orphans  or  peo|;^le  abi<nt>  nor  by  their  minHlers  or 
officers/ nor  ihaU  they  be  under  their  jurifdiftion  j  but 
the  faid  good^^  merchandizes^  and  accounts,  fhall  be 
deliveree^  by  thpfc  in  whofe  poffeffion  they  Ihall  be, 
into  the  hands  of  the  Englifti  agents  or  faftors  living 
in  the  town  or  place  where  they  Ihall  have  deceafed," 
and  who  fhall  have  been  named  and  appointe4  by  the 
defunft :  ^and  if  the  perfon  deccafed  has  named  none 
in  his  life-time,  they  fhall  be  put  into  the  hands  of 
one  or  two  Englifh  merchants  (provided  they  be  not 
married)  by  the  authority  of  the  confervatorj  and 
they  ihall  oblige  themfelves  to  give  up  and  reftore  the 
faid  goods  and  merchandizes  to  the  true  owners,  or  to 
their  lawful  creditors;  and  the  goods  which  fhall  be 
.fojind  to  belong  to  the  defunft,  fhall  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  his  heirs,  executors,  and  creditors, 

•  X.  That  the  mofl  renowned  Kin^  of  Portugal,  o? 
his  minifters,  within  the  extent  of  his  kingdoms  and 
ftates,  may  not  retain  the  fhips  of  the  fubjefts  of  th« 
rnoft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain,  nor  his  fub* 
jefts,  without  his  knowledge  and  confent,  for  warlike 
fervices,  or  any  other  fervice  whatfbever ;  but  the  faid 
fhips  and  fubjefts  may  freely  depart,  when  they  picale, 
from  the  ports  and  harbours  of  the  faid  King,  without 
any  hinderance  from  the  King  of  Portugal  or  his  mi- 
nifters :  and  the  goods  and  merchandizes  of  the  fub- 
jedbs  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  may  not  be  taken 
|br  the  fervice  of  the  King  of  Port.ugal,  but  only  ^ 
the  current  and  reafonable  price,  to  be  paid  within 
two  months,  unlels  both  parties  agree  upon  fome  other 
time. 

XI.  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  mofl  renowned  King 
of  Great  Britain  may  carry  their  fhips,  all  forts  of 
goods,  commodities,  and  merchandizes  whatfoevefj 
and  even  arms,  vifluals,  or  any  other  provifions  of  that 
nature,  out  of  the  ports  and  flates  of  the  faid  King, 
or  out  of  any  other  ports  or  flates  whatfoever,  provid- 
ed they  do  not  carry  them  ftrait  out  of  the  ports  of 

Portugal, 
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Portugal>  or  the  dominions  thereupon  depending,  to 
be  tranlportcd  into  the  ports  and  territories  of  the 
moft  renowned  King  of  Caftile ;  and  that  neither  the 
renowned  King  of  Portugal,  nor  his  fubjedbs,  nniay,  by 
way  of  feizurej  reprifal,  or  amy  other  method  what- 
foever,  hinder  the  faid  fhips,  goods,  or  perfons  of  the 
fubjeds  df  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  from  iaiU 
ing  fiifely  into  the  ports  and  territories  of  the  laid 
King  of  Catlile,  and  there  carry  on  their  trade  and 
commerce :  and  that  the  fubjefts  of  the  Kings  of  Great 
Britain  and  of  Portugal  Ihall  have  the  Ikme  power  on 
both  fides ;  if  afterwards  it  fhould  happen  that  the 
one  or  the  other  of  the  faid  Kings  fliould  make  war 
upon  the  friends  of  the  odier:  and  the  fuhjefts  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  mny  bring  all  forts  of  mer- 
chandizes, and  even  arms,  viftuals,  or  any  odier  fort 
of  provifions  whatfoever,  and  things  of  the  like  nature, 
into  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  King  of  Portugal, 
and  may  there  fell  them  as  they  think  good,  in  open 
market,  without  any  hinderance  from  the  moft  renown* 
<:d  King  of  Portugal  or  his  minifters. 

XII.  And  that  the  treaty  of  truce  made  with  Don 
Michael  de  Noronha,  Count  de  Linhares,  viceroy  of 
Goa,  and  William  Metwold,  prefident  of  the  Engliih 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  the  20th  ot  January  1635,  N.  S. 
fhall  be  continued  and  kept  between  the  lubjefts  of 
both  Kings  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  in  all  the  ftates  of 
the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  beyond  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  j  and  that  the  commiflioners  to  be 
named  by  both  Kings  ftiall  within  three  months  take 
cognizance  of  the  demands  which  have  been  or  Ihall 
be  made^by  the  fubjefts  and  ftiips  of  the  faid  King^ 
in  the  Eaft  Indies,  with  relation  to  their  commerce  in 
the  faid  Indies;  that  fo  by  this  means  a  perpetual 
peace  and  alliance  may  be  eftablifhed .  and  confirmed 
by  both  Kings,  between  their  fubjefts  on  both  fides. 

XIII.  And  forafmuch  as  the  free  Commerce  and 
navigation  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
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en  the  coaik  and  parts  of  A&ica,  in  the  ifland  of  St.  . 
Thomas,  and  in  the  other  iflands  there,  could  not 
hitherto  be  eftablifhed  and  agreed,  through  the  default 
pf  die  powers  which  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  had  fent  to  his  amhafladors ;  (that  the  pre- 
fcnt  treaty  of  peace  and  amity  between  the  two  Kings 
and  their  fubjefts  may  not  be  retarded  by  this  difficulty 
and  conteft)  it  has  been  concluded  of  both  fides,  diat 
in  the  lands,  forts,  caftles,  ports,  and  coafts  of  Africa,, 
Guinea,  &c.  the  ifland  of  St.  Thomas,  and  in  all  the 
other  iflands  comprehended  therein,  where  it  can  be 
made  appear  that  the  Englilh    have  lived  for  the 
traffic  of  merchandize,  or  have  had  trade  and  com- 
merce from  the  times  of  the  Kings  of  Caftile,  or  ever 
to  this  time,  there  fhall  be  no  alteration  or  change, 
nor  (hall  they  be  molefted  or  injured  in  any  manner  by 
the  Portuguefe  upon  that  fcpre :  that  if  any  duty  or 
cuftoms  are  to  be  demanded  of  the  fubjecls  of  the 
King  of  Gre?it  Britain,  upon  any  account  whatfoever, 
in  the  caflJcs,  ifles,  or  forts  aforefaid,  they  flialj  not  be 
greater   or  higher  than  what  fhall  be  demanded  of 
othpr  nations  in  alliance  witl^  the  King  of  Portugal ; 
and  in  cafe  the  fubjcfts  qf  the  k!jng  of  Pqrtugal  fhall 
ftand  in  need  of  foreign  fhips  for  tlieir  navigation  an^ 
commerce  towards  the  coaft  pf  the  faid  ifles,  they  may 
hire  the  (hips  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,     And  that  the  two  Kings  fhall  name  ambaf^ 
fedors  and  'commiflloners,  who  fhall  confer  and  agreq 
iipon  a  treaty  touching  the  free  commerce  and  navi-^ 
gation  upon  the  coafls,  and  in  the   ifles  and  place? 
aforefaid,  which  has  been  demanded  by  the  cornmif- 
fioners  of  the  King  of  Qreat  Britain,  for  the  fubjefts 
of  their  Kingi  |)eing  perfuaded,"  in  confidence  ofth^ 
ancient  amity  which  has  been  betwixt  the  predeceflbrs 
of  the  faid  Kings,  that  the  fnofl  renowned  King  of 
'Portugal  will  not  grant  more  ample  privileges,  rights^ 
and  immunities  to  any  other  nation,  than  to  the  fub- 
je<5l:s  qf  the  King  of  Great  Britain.

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XIV.  And  whereas  the  moft  renowned  King  ef 
Portugal  has,  by  his  conceflion,  confirmed  by  his  fea]^ 
dated  at  Liibon,  the  21ft  of  January  1641,  given  fiill 
power  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  lands  fubjeA  to  die 
Lords  the  States  of  Holland,  &c.  to  bring  and  tranf* 
pott  within  and  without  his  kingdoms,  ftates,  and 
territories,  all  forts  of  merchandizes  j  therefore  the 
fubjedb  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhall  have  and 
enjoy  the  fame  privilege  in  the  kingdoms  and  eftates 
of  the  f^d  moft  Renowned  King  of  Portugal,  conform* 
«bly  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  conceflion* 

XV.  And  that  the  Englifli  merchants  and  other 
fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  enjoy  the 
fame,  and  as  great  privileges  and  immunities,  as  to  dieir 
being  imprifoncd,  arreftcd,  or  any  other  way  molefted 
in  their  perfons,  houfcs,  books  of  accounts,  merchan- 
dizes, and  goods,  within  the  extent  of  the  ftates  of  the 
moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal,  as  have  been^  or 
fliall  be  for  the  future  granted  to  any  Prince  or  people 
in  alliance  with  the  King  of  Portugal. 

XVL  And  forafmuch  as  there  has  been  no  agree- 
ment hitherto  made  touching  the  freight  of  (hips  be- 
longing to  the  fubjefts  of  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
jSreat  Britain,  by  the  Portuguefe,  for  their  commerce 
and  navigation  in  Brazil ;  it  has  feemed  good  to  both 
parties, 'Aat  there  be  ambafladors  and  commiflioners 
deputed  and  fent  by  the  faid  King  within  two  yearsj 
who  fhall  have  power  to  treat  and  agree  upon  this  ar* 
tide.   ^ 

•  XVII.  And  forafmuch  as  the  benefits  of  commerce 
and  peace  would  be  rendered  fruidefs,  if  the  fubje6fcs 
of  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Great  Britain  were 
molefted  on  the  account  of  their  confciences,  fo  long 
as  they  go  to  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  the  moft  re- 
nowned King  of  Portugal  for  commerce  or  buiineis ; 
therefore,  that  their  commerce  may  be  fafe  and  fcciire,* 
as  well  by  Tea  as  by  land,  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Portugal  (hall  take  care,  and  give  orders  that  they  be 

not 
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liot  -  nioleftcd  or  troubled  on  the  faid  fcote  of  con^ 
fcience,  provided  they  give  no  icandal  to  others^ 
And  although  the  moft  renowned  King  of  Portugal  ^ 
^kni)wledges  he  has  no  power  to  determine  or  difpoie 
of  feith  and  religion,  neverthelels,  from  a  modve  of 
tmity  and  great  affeftion,  which  he  has  for  the  nrwft 
fcuowned  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Englifh 
nation,  he  will  take  care  that  the  Engliilf,  and  the 
other  fubjefls  of  the  faid  King,  have  and  enjoy  as 
great  liberty  in  the  pradice  and  exercife  of  their  re- 
ligion, in, all  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  and  territories  of  the 
King  of  Portugal^  as  fhall  be  allowed  .to.  the  fubjeAs 
if  any  other  Prince  or  Commoriwealdi  whatfoever. 

-.  XVni.  That  if  it  fhould  happen  afterwards  (which 
God  forbid)  that  any  difficulties  or  doubts  ftiouldarifc 
between  the  two  moft  renowned  Kings,  which  might 
give*  occafion  to  apprehend  the » interruption  of  com- 
merce and  correfpondence  between  their  fubjecb, 
public  advice  thereof  Ihall  be  given  to  the  fubjefts  of 
both  fides,  in  all  ^d  every  the  kingdoms,  ftates,  and 
provinces  of  both  Kings :  and  after  that  notice  given, 
they  fhall  be  allowed  two  years,  on  both  fides,  to  tranf- 
port  their  merchandizes  and  goods ;  and  that  in  the 
itiean  time  there  fhall  be  no  injury  or  prejudice  done  to 
any  perfons.  or  goods  on  either  fide. 

XIX.  And  if,  during  the  prcfent  peace  and  amity, 
any  thing  fhould  be  undertaken,  committed,  or  done, 
contrary  to  the  force  and  effeft  thereof,  either  by  fea^ 
land,  or  frefh-waters,  by  either  of  the  forefaid  Kings, 
their  heirs  or  fuccefTors,  their  fhips  or  fubjcfts  j  never- 
thelefs  the  prcfent  peace  and  amity  fhall  remain  in"it« 
force  and  virtiie,  and  only  the  contraveners  and  cri- 
ininals  fhall  be  punifhed  for  their  contravention. 

.  XX.  It  has  been  concluded  and  agreed,  that  the 
prtfent  peace  and  alliance  ihall  in  no  wife  derogate 
irom  the  alliances  and  confederacies  formerly  miade 
mid  contratSkcd  between  the  moft  renowned  King  of 
Great  Britain,  and  other  Kii^gs^  Princes,  and  Com* 

monwealths  g 
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fnonwealths ;  but  that  the  faid  confederacies  and  alli- 
ances fiiall  be  firmly  preferved^  and  remain  for  the 
&ture  in  fiill  force  and  virtue,  the  prefent  treaty  of 
peace  notwithftanding* 

XXI.  Finally,  it  has  been  concluded,  that  the  faid  . 
Itioft  renowned  Kings,  Charles  of  Great  Britain,  &c. 
and  John  the  Fourth,  King  of  Portugal,  &c.  Ihall 
fincercly  and  faithfully  obferve  and  keep,  and  caufe 
their  fiibjefts  to  obferve  and  keep,  all  and  fingular 
the  capitulations  concluded  and  agreed  in  the  pre- 
fent treaty  j  and  that  they  fliall  do  nothing,  dircftly  or 
indireftly,  contrary  thereto  5  and  that  they  will  confirm 
and  ratify  ail  and  every  the  conventions  aforefaid,  by 
their  letters  patent  figned  with  their  Royal  figns,  and 
fealed  with  their  great  feals,  in  good  and  due  forni  j 
and  deliver  them,  or  caufe  them  to  be  delivered,  faiths 
fully,  really,  and  effeftuaUyj  and  fhall  reciprocally 
obi^  themielves  by  promife,  on  the  word  of  a  King, 
that  they  fhall  obferve  and  keep  all  and  every  the 
things  above,  as  often  as  they  ftiall  be  thereto  required 
by  the  one  or  the  other  party.}  and  that  they  fhall  caufe 
the  i^-efent  peace  and  amity  to  be  publilhed  in  the 
p£\}dl  manner,  as  foon  as  may  be.

The  treaty  of  Peace  trnd  Alliance  between  OKver 
Cromwell,  PrGteSler  of  England,  and  John  IV. 
King  of  Portugal.  Made  at  Wefbninfter,  the  \  oth 
(fixAjy  1654. 

I.  THAT  there  fhall  be  a  good,  true,  and  firm 
|)^ace  between  the  Republic  of  England  and  the  moft 

Serene 
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Serene  King  ofTortugal,  and  between  the  countries; 
teititories,  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  principalities 
under  their  refpe<SHve  governments,  and  their  people, 
fobjefts,  and  inhabitants,  of  whatfbever  condition, 
raiiJc,  and  dignity,  not  only  by  land,  but  on  the  fea, 
rivers,  arid  frefti-waters  j  in  fuch  manner  that  their 
•faid  people  and  fubje&s  fliall  behave  to  each  other 
with  favour  and  afliftance,  mutual  love  and  honeft  af- 
fcftion  i  ^d  that  neither  of  the  faid  parties,  or  their 
people,  fulyefts,  or  inhabitants,  fliall  commit  or  at- 
tempt any  thing  againft  the  other,  in  any  place,  either 
by  land  or  fea,  or  in  the  harbours  or  rivers  of  either, 
nor^fhall  confent  or  adhere  to  any  war,  counfel,  or 
treaty,  to  the  damage  *  of  the  other,  nor  receive  or 
harbour  the  rebels  or  fugitives  of  cither,  in  any  of 
the  other's  territories,  kingdoms^  4oniii^ions,  ports,  or 
borders.

II.  That  there  Ihall  be  a  free  commerce  between 
the  Republic  of  England  and  the  King  of  Portugal, 
and,  their  peoplcj^  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants,  as  well  by 
land  as  on  the  fea,  rivers,  and  frefti-waters,  in  all  and 
lingular  the  countries,  lands,  dominions,  territories, 
provinces,  iflands,  colonies,  cities,  towns,  villages; 
ports,  and  borders,  where  commerce  was  heretofore  or 
is  at  this  time  carried  on,  in  fuch  manner  that  the 
people,  fubjefts,  and  inhabitants  of  either  may,  with- 
out any  fafe-conduft,  or  other  general  or  fpecial  lir 
cence,  pafs  by  land  and  fea,  by  rivers  and  frefh-waters, 
to  the  ,aforefaid  dominions  and  kingdoms,  all  their 
cities,  towns,  harbours,  fhores,  bays,  and  places,  and 
enter  the  fame  with  carriages,  horfes,  packs,  and  vefTels, 
laden  or  unladen,  there  to  import,  fell,  and  buy  mer- 
chandize, and  at  a  realbnabk  priqe  to  procure  viftuals, 
and  what  neceflaries  they  want  for  their  ftay  and  voy- 
age, to  refit  their  Ihips  and  carriages,  whether  their 
own,  or  fuch  as  arc  hired  or  lent,  and  with  the  fame 
liberty  to  depart /rom  thence,  with  their  goods,  mer- 
chandize, and  all  other  things  whatfocver,  either  to 
their  own  or  foreign  countries, .  as  they  think  fit,  and 

without 
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.widiouc  any  hinderance;  faving  neverthdds  all  the 
laws  and  ftatutes  of  each  place. 

III.  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  this  Re- 
public (hall  be  at  liberty  to  buy  up  all  forts  of  wares, 
goods^  and  merchandize,  and  the  fame  to  ufe  and  en- 
joy  in  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  territories,  and  iflands 
of  the  King  of  Portugal,  at  the  firft  fale,  cither  in 
parcels,  or  in  whatfoever  number  and  fize,  when  and 
whcrefocver  they  pleafe ;  neither  (hall  they  be  com- 
pelled to  purchafe  them  either  of  foreftallers  or  mono- 
polifts,  nor  (hall  they  be  circumfcribed  to  a  fet  price : 
'they nriay  alfo,  at  difcretion,  fell,  traffic,  and  freely  tranf- 

port  any  fort  of  goods,  wares,  and  'merchandize  what- 
foever, from  the  faid  kingdoms  and  dominions,  paying 
only  the  cuftoms  and  conful's  fees  due  for  the  goods 
exported,  as  they  were  paid  the  loth  of  March  O.  $• 
and  20th  N-S.  in  the  year  1653,  according  to  the 
£ngli(h  computation.  But  as  to  purchafes  and  faks 
by  the  negotiation  of  brokers,  the  faid  people  of  this 
Republic  (hall  enjoy  and  ufe  the  fame  liberties,  privi- 
leges, and  exemptions  as  the  Portuguefe  them(elves, 
and  they  (hall  be  as  well  ufed  at  public  fales  and  con- 
tradls,  as  the  natives  and  countrymen,  notwithftanding 
any  former  judicial  determinations  ;  and  all  privileges 
and  itnmunities  granted  to  the  Engli(h  at  any  time 
heretofore,  by  all  or  any  of  the  Kings  of  Portugal,  (hall 
be  confirmed  by  an  edift,  to  the  end  that  the  people 
and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Republic  may  enjoy  them, 
together  with  all  other  privileges  and  immunities,  which 
now  are  or  hereafter  (hall  be  granted  to  any  nation, 
Jcingdom,  or  republic,  in  alliance  with  the'Taid  King 
cf  Portugal. 

IV.  That  as  often  as  the  people  and  inhabitants  of 
this  Republic  vnve  with  their  (hips  at  any  of  the  har- 
bours of  the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  the  faid  people  and 
inhabitants  (hall  not  be  compelled  ih  the  lea(t,  by  the 
faid  King's  minifters,  officers,  and  fubgeAs,  to  load  or 
put  on  board  their  fliips  any  other  (pecies  or  quanti- 
fies 
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£e&  of  gbods  and  merchandize^  chan  what  they  thinks 
fit;  and  while  they  ftay  there,  only  two  officers  or 
waiters,  at  molly  fhall  be  placed  upon  their  fliips ;  nor 
flxall  there  be  any  fruitlefs  delay  in  the  unlading  them. 
And  if  the  fald  mips  and  veiTels  laden  with  dry  goods, 
are  not  unladen  within  ten  days  after  dieir  entrance  into 
por^  and  thoie  laden  with  fifh  and  provifions^  within 
jU^teen  daySy  they  {hall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any 
iiipend,  fum  of  money,  or  other  reward,  to  the  laid 
officers  or  waiters,  nor  Ihall  diey  pay  any  thing  more 
than  for  the  faid  ten  zn^ffteen  days  refpeftively. 

V.  If  the  flibjefts  of  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Por-^ 
tugal,  or  others,  within  the  kingdoms  and  government 
of  the  faid  King,  or  their  goods  and  merchandize,  are 
feized,  ftopped,  and  detained,  by  the  office  of  the  court 
of  inquifition,  or  the  judges  or  minifters  thereof^  or 
by  the  King's  exchequer,  and  it  fo  happen  that  they 
5we,  or  Ihall  owe,  any  money  to  any  of  the  people 
of  this  Republic,  the  laid  debts  Ihall  be  paid  entirely 
cut  of  the  faid  goods  and  me  chandize,  within  fix 
months  next  after  the  faid  attachment  or  fcizurc,  with- 
out hinderance  or  moleftation  fr  om  the  faid  court,  or  its 
judges  or  minifters ;  but  if  among  the  faid  goods  and 
merchandize  fo  attached  and  feized,  there  remain  any 
goods'  and  merchandize  of  the  faid  people  and  inha- 
bitants in  fpecie,  the  fame  fhall  immediately  be  re- 
ftored  to  them. 

VI,  That  the  captains,  matters,  officers,  and  ma- 
riners of  the  Ihips  of  this  Republic,  or  of  any  of  its 
people,  Ihall  not  fufe,  or  in  any  wife  moleft  the  faid 
Aips  or  people  of  this  Republic,  within  the  kii^onts 
and  government  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  on  account 
oi  rficir  ftipend  or  falary,  on  pretence  that  they  profels 
the  Romifh  religion ;  nor  fhall  they,  under  this  or  any 
other  pretext,  engage  in  tlie  fervice  of  the  King  of 
Portugal,  or  in  any  other  manner  fcparate  from  the 
other  fhips  in  icheir  company :  and  if  they  offend  in 
diis  point,  aA  aqpount  fhall  be  taken  of  their  nannes; 

and 
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and  they  ihall  be  compelled  hj  the  magiftntts  and 
officers  of  the  place  to  return  to  the  (hips  i  and  if  thcf 
cannot  be  founds  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  mafter  of  fuck 
fliip  or  vcflel  to  detain  their  clothes,  goods,  or  ivagB% 
for  the  repair  of  damages. 

VIL  That  the  confuls  who  fliall  refide  hereafter  TA 
any-  part  of  the  dominions  of  Portugal,  for  the  alTift^ 
ance  and  protection  of  the  people  o[  this  Republic^ 
(hall  be  nominated  and  fixed  by  the  faid  Lord  Protect 
tor,  and  when  fo  nominated,  (hall  obtain  and  exercifb 
the  fame  authority  as  any  conful,'  of  this  or  any  other 
nation  whatfoever,  doth  now  or  (hall  hereafter  ex^cifir 
in  the  dominions  of  die  f^tJ  King>  although  they.d(^ 
not  profefs  the  Romifh  reli^on-  Alfp,  forjudging 
all  caiufes  which  (hall  relate  to  the  people  of  thi«  Re-* 
public,  a  judge  confervator  (hall  be  depiKed»  from 
whom  no  appeal  (hall  b^  granted,  unlefs  to  a  cooh 
mittcie  of  fenators,  where  the  difputes  (hall  be  decer-^ 
mined  within  the  ipace  of  four  months^  at  moA,  aftxi 
the  appeals. 

VIII.  That  if  any  of  the  people  of  this  Republic 
depart  this  Kfe  within  the  kingdoms  and  dominions  of 
the  moft  Serene  King  of  Portugal,  the  books,  ac- 
counts, goods,  and  merchandize  of  him  or  them  fhali 
not  be  feized  nor  poflefled  by  the  judges  of  the  oiphan$ 
and  perfojis  abfcnt,  or  by  tlieir  mmifters  or  officers^ 
nor  (hall  be  liable  to  their  juri&iiftion  y  but  the  faid 
goods,  merchandize,  and  accounts  (hall  be  delivered 
up  to  thofe  Englifh  factors  or  attornies,  refiding  on  the 
fpot,  who  are  nominated  or  deputed  by  the  decea(ed : 
but  if  the  defun£t,  whilit  living,  nominated  none,  then 
the  (aid  goods,  merchandize,  and  accounts  (hall,  by 
the  authority  of  the  judge  confervator,  be  delivered 
to  two  or  more  £ngli(h  merchants,  who  (hall  be  chofe 
by  the  ncu^ority  of  the  merchants  refiding  in  the  place^ 
and  approved  by  the  Englifh  conful,  after  having  givea 
(ecurity  by  proper  bond&ien,  who  (hall  be  approved 
by  (be  comul^  far  refb^ring  the  faid  goods^  merchant 

dize. 
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dize,  and  accounts^  to  the  lawful  owners,  or  their  true 
creditors*  And  the  goods  which  fhall  appear  to  have 
been  the  deceafed's,  fhdl  be  delivered  to  his  heirsj 
executors,  or  creditors. 

IX.  That  neitlier,the  King  of*  Portugal,  nor  any  of 
his  minifters,  fhall  detam,  arrefl,  or  attach  any  mer- 
chants, matters  of  fhips,  captains,  or  mariners,  or  their 
Ihips,  merchandize,  or  other  goods,  which  belong  to 
diis  Republic,  or  any  of  its  people,  either  for  war,  or 
any  other  ufe  whatfoever,  unlefs  the  Lord  Proteftor> 
or  thofe  to  whom  fuch  (hips  and  goods  appertain,  are 
firft  apprifed  thereof,  and  give  their  confent  3  but  that 
the  faid  fhips,  men,  and  goods  Ihall,  at  their  own 
pleafure,  have  free  liberty  to  depart  from  the  har- 
bours and  dominions  of  the  faid  King,  without  any 
hindcrance  from  his  faid  Majefly,  or  any  of  his  mini-^ 
fters :  and  that  the  fale  of  the  merchandize  and  goods 
of  the  people  of  this  Republic  Ihall  not  be  hindered 
or  delayed,  under  pretence  that  the  King  has  occafion 
for  them,  or  for  any  other  reafon  whatfoever  5  nor 
fhall  they  be  diverted  to  the  King's  ufe,  or  to  any 
■other  ufcs  whatever,  without  the  confent  of  thofe  con- 
cerned. 

X.  That  the  people  of  the  Republic  of  England 
may  freely  export,  in  their  fhips,  all  goods,  wares,  and 
things,  of  what  kind  foever,  even  arms,  provifion,  or 
the  hke,  from  the  harbours  and  dominions  of  the  faid 
Republic,  or  any  other  harbours  and  dominions  what- 
ever, provided  they  are  not  exported  immediately 
from  the  harbours  and  dominions  of  Portugal,  to  any 
ports  and  territories  whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Caflilc^ 
And  that  neither  the  mofl  Serene  King  of  Portugal, 
no/  his  fubjeAs,  fhall  hinder  the  faid  fhips,  gqods,  or 
men,  by  feizures,  reprifals,  or  any  other  caufe  whatfb* 
ever,  from  navigating  fecurely  to  the  harbours  and 
territories  of  the  faid  King  of  Caftile,  and  from  traf- 
ticking  therein  s  and  that  the  people  of  this  Republic 
may  freely  import  arms^  corn,  fifhj  and  all  odier 
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forts  of  nfcrchandize,  into  the  kingdoms,  ports,  and 
territories  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  the  fame 
fell  at  pleafure,  either  in  parcels,  or  in  bulk,  to  what- 
focver  chapmen,  and  for  whatever  price  they  can  get ; 
and  (hall  not  be  prohibited,  circumfcribed,  or  rcftrain- 
ed,  by  his  faid  Royal  Majefty,  or  his  rhinlfters,  gover- 
nors, farmers  of  the  cuftoms,  or  monopolifts,  or  by  any 
chamber  or  jurifdivSion  whatfoever,  of  any  court  puhlicJ 
or  private  5  and  that  the  goods  or  merchandize,  after 
paying  the  cuftoms  or  impofts,  in  fuch  of  his  Majefty's 
harbours  wherefoever  they  are,  (hall  be  freely  tnnC- 
ported  into  any  other  ports  or  places  whatibever  of  his 
faid  Majefty,  without  paymg  any  other  or  farther 
cuftom,  duty,  or  fum  of^  money,  befides  what  the 
Portugucfe  merchants  (hould  pay,  if  the  goods  and 
merchandize  belonged  to  them. 

XL  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  Rt- 
public  of  England  (hall  trade  and  traffic  freely  and 
fafely  from  Portugal  to  Brafil,  and  the  other  coriqucfts 
of  the  faid  King  in  the  We(l:  Indies,  and  from  Brafil 
and  the  faid  conquefts  to  Portugal,  in  all  (brts  of  goods 
and  merchandize  whatfoever  (except  meal,  fi(h,  wine> 
oil,  and  Bra(il  wood,  which  are  prohibited  by  the  King 
in-  purfuance  of  a  contract  with  the  Brafil  company) 
paying  the  dues  and  cuftoms  wliich  others  pay  who 
trade  into  thofe  countries,  and  provided  that  the  Eng- 
H(h  ftiips  hired  by  tlie  Portuguefe  fail  in  company 
with  the  Portuguefe  fleet:  and  that  the  faid  people 
and  inhabitants  arriving  from  any  of  the  harbours  and 
places  in  Brafil,  and  the  (aid  conquefts,  at.  any  of  the 
dominions  of  the'  faid  King  whatfoever,  (hall  not  be 
compelled  to  unlade  their  (hips,  or  to  export  any 
goods  belonging  to  the  Englilh ;  but  the  officers  of 
the  cuftoms  (hall  caufe  the  goods,  while  they  are 
aboard  the  (hips,  to  be  weighed,  to  the  end  that  the 
cuftoms  and  dues  may  be  paid  (or  them  ;  and  that  no 
.  heavier  duty  or  impoft,  nor  greater  fum  of  money,  or 
expence,  (hall  be  demanded  or  paid  to  the  King's 
officers,  than  if  the  goods  were  expofcd  a-Jhorej  nor 
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fh^I  there  be  any  delay  in  diipatching  and  dlfeiiiTing 
the  faid  fhips.    And  after  they  arc  arrived  at  any 
whcr  dominions  of  the  faid  King  whatfocvcp,  havif^ 
paid  the  cufloms  and  dudes  above-meiidonedj  they 
fhall  freely  proceed  to   any  other  harbour  or  .place 
Vhatibeyer ;  and  the  goods  pvrt  on  board  die  Englifh 
ihipsj  cither  by  the  fubjefts  of  the  faid  King,  or  by 
others,  to  be  trariported  to  any  part  whatfoever  of  the 
doniinions  of  the  faid  King,  fliall  by  no  means  pay 
greater  cuftoms,  or  any  different  duties,  than  if  they 
"lO^ere  put  on  board  Portuguefe  fhips.     And  likewife, 
that  the  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  Republic  of 
England  fhall  have  the  liberty  of  navigating  to  the 
colonies,  iflands,  countries,  harbours,  diftrifts,  towns, 
villages,  and  ftaples,  belonging  to  the  King  ojf  Portu- 
gal, in  the  Eaft  Indies,  Guinea,  Binney,  the  ifland  of 
St.  Thomas,  and  eliewherc,  on  the  coafts  and  fhores ; 
and  there  to  refide,  negotiate,  and  traffic  by  land  or 
jca>  on  the  rivers  or  frefh-waters,  in  any  goods  and 
merchandize  whatfoever  3  and  to  tranfport  all  kind  of 
merchandize,  to  any  place  or  country,  with  the  fame 
freedom  as  formerly,  and  the  fame  that  was  ever 
granted  by  any  treaty  heretofore,  or  ihall  hereafter  be 
granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  any  other  nation,  in  al- 
liance and  friendihip  with  that  Crown.     But  as  to  die 
cuftoms  and  duties  to  be  paid  in  thofe  countries,  they 
ihall  not  pay  more  or  greater  than  thofe  which  are 
paid  by  any  perfon  or  perfons  trading  in  any  of  the 
(aid  places  or  countries.     And  alfo,  that  the  King 
of  Portugal  or  his  fubjefb,  as  well  the  Brafil  com- 
pany as  all  others,  as  often  as  diey  have  need  of  foreign 
Ihips  for  trade  and  navigation  to  Brad,  or  the  coafb 
aixi  iflands  above-mentioned,  or  elfewhere,  fhall  hire 
the  fliips  of  this  Republic  and  its  fubjedts  at  the  ufual 
arid  ordinary  rates,  and  no  other  Ihips  of  any  Prince  or 
Republic,  provided  that  the  number  of  die  Eng^ih 
ihips  be  fufficient  for  their  purpofes ;  excepting  that 
die  Brafil  cpmpany,  as  is  fet  forth  in  the  charter  of 
their  liberdcsj  granted  19  diem  by  the  King's  lett«irs 
8  patent^ 
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pai^nt>  may  hift  o£  what  nation  foevtr  ibey^  pleafe^  twq 
flups  to  be  fitted  out  as  convoys,  and  fopr  others  tp 
i^  S^t  with  fifh  to  Brafil  i  and  that  as  well  the  Brafil 
c(Hpp^y  as  aU  other  the  fub^^  of  th^  faid  King^ 
who  foUow  merchandize,  fliall  freely^^  without  any  li- 
cence, general  or  fpecial,  firft  obtained,  hire  as  rniioy 
Engliih  (hips  as  they  pleafe,  and  fail  therein  to  Brafil, 
and  the  other  conquers  of  the  faid  King  in  the  Weft 
Indies :  and  that  whatever  ftipend  ftiall  be  agreed  off 
for  lading  and  ftay,  the  fame  fhali  run  on  and  be  placet} 
to  the  reckoning,  till  the  whole  is  paid,  though  it  ex-^ 
ceed  what  was  bargained  fpr  the  time. 

XII,  That  whereas  th«  nu)ft  Serene  Kii^  of  Por- 
tugal, by  his  refcript  fealed  with  his  feal,  and  dated  af 
Lifbon,  the  21ft  dsty  of  January,  in  the  year  o£  ou* 
Lord  1641,  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  lands 
\mder  the  dominion  of  the  States  of  Holland,  fii^e  li-« 
berty  of  importing  and  exporting  all  forts  of  merchan-^ 
dize  frorii  lus  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  territories  i 
the  people  of  the  Republic  of  England  ihall  uie  and 
enjoy  the  fame  Mberty  in  the  kir^bms  and  dominions 
of  the  King  of  Portugal* 

XIII.  That  no  Alcaid,  as  he  is  commpnly  called, 
nor  other  officer  of  the  King's  Majefty,  (hall  arreft  or 
impeach  any  of  the  people  of  this  Republic,  of  what 
rank  or  condition  foever,  except  in  a  criminal  caufe, 
where  he  is  apprehended  in  the  faft,  unlefs  he  be  firft 
empowered  in  wricing  by  the  judge  confervator ;  and 
that  the  people  aforefaid,  in  other  reipefts,  as  to  their 
bodies,  dwellings,  books  of  accounts,  interefts,  mer^ 
chandize,  and  gpods,  fhall  enjoy  equal  and  the  fame 
inamufiity  within  the  dominio^is  of  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  Portugal,  from  impriibnmenc,  arn&fts,  and 
other  raoleilanons  whatfoever,  as  is  or  hereafter  ihaU 
be  granted  to  4ny  odier  Prince  and  people  whatfoever, 
in  alliance  with  the  King  of  Portugal :  nor  fhall.  they 
]bc  hindered  by  any  fafe-condu^t  or  protection,  to  be 
gr^ot^d.  by  his  autlu^rity  to  the  fubji^^  of  the  fiad 
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King>  or  others  frequenting  his  dominions,  from  re- 
covering their  debts ;  but  they  fhall  have  a  right  to  foe 
every  man  to  juftice  for  the  recovery  of  any  juft  debt^ 
whatever  be  his  protection  or  paflport,  be  he  a  farmer 
of  the  revenue,  or  any  other  privileged  perlbn,  by 
whatfoever  charter  fecured, 

XIV.  And  fbrafmuch  as  the  rights  of  commerce 
and  peace  would  be  null  and  void,  if  the  people  of  the 
Republic  of  England  fhould  be  difhirbed  for  con- 
fcience  fake,  while  they  pafs  to  and  from  the  king- 
doms and  dominions  of  the  faid  King  of  Portugal,  or 
refide  there  for  the  fake  of  exchanging -their  wares ; 
that  commerce  may  therefore  be  free  and  fecure,  both 
by  land  and  fea,  the  faid  King  of  Portugal  fhall  ef- 
fedhially  take  care  and  provide  that  they  be  not  mo- 
leiled  by  any  perfon,  court,  or  tribunal,  for  any  Eng- 

N  lifh  Bibles  or  other  books  which  they  may  have  in 
their  cuftody,  or  make  ufe  of:  and  that  it  Ihall  be 
free  for  the  people  of  this  Republic  to  obferve  and 
profefs  their  own  religion  in  private  houfes,  together 
with  their  families,  within  any  of  the  dominions  of  the 
faid  King  of  Portugal  whatfoeVer ;  and  the  fame  to 
exercife  on  board  their  fliips  and  veffels,  as  they  fhall 
think  fit,  without  any  trouble  or  hinderance :  and 
finally,  that  a  place  be  allotted  them  fit  for  the  burial . 
of  their  dead.  Provided  neverthelefs,  that  the  Englifh 
do  not  exceed  what  is  written  in  this  ardcle. 

XV.  If  it  fhall  happen  hereafter,  that  any  contro- 
verfies  and  doubts  arife  between  the  faid  nations, 
which  may  endanger  the  interruption  of  commerce 
between  them,  public  notice  fhall  be  given  to  the 
people  and  fubjedts  of  both  parties,  through  all  the 
kingdoms  and  provinces  of  both;  and  the  fpace  of 
two  years  after  fuch  notice  allowed  for  transporting 
their  perfons,  goods,  fhips,  wares,  and  fubflance  whatib* 
ever,  without  any  moleftation,  impediment,  or  damage 
offered  in  the  mean  time  to  their- perfons  or  goods  : 
and  it  Ihall  be  lawful  for  the  iaid  people  and  fi^eds, 
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on  both  fides,  to  whom  any  debts  were  owing  at  the 
time  of  iiich  public  notice,  legally  to  demand  the  fame 
within  the  laid  two  years,  in  the  places  and  dominions 
where  they  are  owing,  and  afterwards  juftice  fhall  be 
done  them  Ipeedily  and  efFeftually,  fo  that  fuch  cre- 
ditors may  be  able  to  obtain  their  own  within  the  time 
prefcribed, 

XVI.    If  Jt  Ihall  happen,  that  while  this  treaty, 
friendlhip,  and  intercourfe  are  fubfifting,  any  thing  be 
committed  or  attempted  by  any  of  the  people  or  in- 
habitants of  either  of  the  faid  parties,  contrary  to  this 
treaty,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  land  or  fea,  on  the  rivers 
and  frefh-waters,  the  faid  friendlhip  and  intercourfe 
betwixt  thefe  nations  Ihall   not  therefore  be  inter- 
rupted nor  infringed,  but  Ihall,  neverthelels,  remain 
intire  and  in  foil  force,  and  thofe  only  who  violate  the 
faid  treaty  fhall  be  punifhed,  and  none  elfe  ;  and  juftice 
ihall  be  done,  and  fatisfaftion  given,  to  all  thofe  con- 
cerned, by  all  thofe  who,  by  land,  fea,  rivers,  or  frefh- 
waters,  fhall  aft  any  thing  contrary  to  this  treaty,  ia 
any  part  of-  Europe,  or  elfewhere,  within  the  flraits  of 
Gibraltar,  either  in  America,  or  along  the  coafls  of 
Africa,  or  in  any  of  the  lands,  iflands,  feas,  arms  of  the 
lea,  bays,  rivers,  or  in  any  places  on  this  fide  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  within  the  fpace  of  a  year  after 
juflice  fhall  be  demanded ;  and  in  all  places,  as  above, 
beyond  the  faid  Cape,  within  eighteen  months  after 
juflice  be  required,  in  the  manner  above-mentioned^ 
And  if  the  violators  of  the  treaty  do  not  appear,  nor 
furrendcr  themfelves  to  trial,  nor  give  fatisfaftion  with- 
in this  or  the  other  fpace  of  time  now  limited,  accord- 
ing to  the  diflance  of  the  place,  they  fhall  be  deemed 
as  the  enemies  of  both  parties,  and  their  goods,  fob- 
ftance,  and  revenues  whatfbever,  fhall  be  fet  to  public 
auftion,  and  fold  to  make  foil  and  jufl  fatisfaftion  for 
thofe  injuries  which  they  haveiufFered  from  them;  and 
the  offenders,  when  they  happen  to  be  in  the  power  of 
either  party,  fhall  be  liable  to  thofe  pymfhments  which 
their  refpc^ive  crimes  deferve. 
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XVIIl  If  any  controvcrfy  fhould  axife  birtreed  the 
faid  King*s  inlpeftors,  officers,  or  minifters,  and  the 
ikid  merchants,  concerning  the  goodnefs  of  the  filh, 
or  any  other  fort  of  provifions  whatfoever,  which  fliall 
be  brought  to  any  of  the  faid  King's  donoinions,  the 
•  fame  IhaJl  be  decided  by  the  arbitradon  of  good  men, 
provided  they  be  not  Portuguefei  who  Ihall  be  feiriy 
chofe  by  the  magiftrate  of  the  place,  and  the  conful  of 
the  Englifh  nation  i  and  fhall  io  deterrtiinc  the  matter, 
that  no  detriment  happen  to  the  owner  in  the  mean 
time,  while  the  matter  is  in  dilpute, 

XVIII.  It  fhall  be  lawful  {or  the  people  or  fubjefts 
of  either  party  to  enter  the  ports  of  the  other,  there  to 
rcfide,  and  thence  to  depart  with  equal  liberty,  not  only 
with  merchant-ftiips  and  tranlports,  but  alfo  with  men 
of  war,  guard-lhips,  and  convoys.  Whether  they  are 
drove  thither  by  a  ftorm,  or  come  in  for  refitting  their 
ihips,  oi'  for  viftualling  them,  provided  they  do  not 
exceed  the  number  of  fix  men  of  war,  if  they  chance 
to  come  there  of  their  own  accord ;  nor  fhall  they  ftay 
or  continue  longer  in  the  ports,  or  upon  the  coaflis, 
than  b  ncceflary  for  refitting  their  fhips,  or  procuring 
any  ncceflfaries,  left  they  fhould  give  occafion  for  in- 
terrupting the  commerce  of  other  natioris,  which  are 
united  by  friendfhip  and  alliance.  And  if  at  any  time 
any  unufual  number  of  fhips  fhould  come  to  fuch 
harbours  by  chance,  it  fhall  not  be  lawflll  for  them  to 
ibnter,  without  a  power  firfl  granted  by  thofe  in  whofc 
jurifHiftion  the  harbours  fhall  be,  unlefs  they  arc  drove 
in  againfl  their  will,  by  ffa-efs  of  weather,  or  other 
urgent  neceffity,  for  avoiding  the  danger  of  the  fea 
and  fhipwreck  j  in  which  cafe,  they  fhall  immediately 
notify  the  reafon  of  their  corning  thither  to  the  go- 
vernor or  chief  magifbate  of  the  place  i  nor  fhaU 
they  ftay  there  longer  than  they  are  allowed  by  fuch 
.  governor  or  chief  magiftrate,  nor  commit  any  hoftility 
.  in  thofe  harbours,  which  nrmy  be  detrimental  to  the  faid 
Republic  or  King. 

XIX.  Th:it 
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XIX.  That  neither  the  faid  RepubUc  nor  King 
ihaU  fuffer  die  ihips  and  goods  of  either  of  their  people^ 
^vvhich  fliall  at  any  time  be  taken  by  the  enemies  or 
rebels  of  the  other»  and  carried  to  any  ports  or  places 
of  the  other's  territories  or  dominions,  to  be  conveyed 
away  from  the  owners  or  proprietors ;  but  the  fame 
Ihall  be  reftored  to  them,  or  their  attornies,  provided 
they,  lay  claim  to  fuch  Ihips  and  goods  before  they  arc 
fold  and  cleared,  and  either  prove  their  right,  or  ex- 
hibit teftimonies  of  their  property  in  them,  within  three 
months  after  the  faid  Ihips  and  goods  are  fb  carried 
off:  and  in  the  mean  time  the  proprietors  fhall  pay 
and  difchai^ge  the  neceflary  expences  for  the  prcferva- 
tion  and  ciAody  of  the  faid  Ihips  and  goods. 

XX.  That  the  people  and  inhabitants  pf  the  Re* 
public  of  England,  who  frequent  the  kingdoms,  domi^ 
nions,  and  countries  of  the  faid  King,  for  the  fake  of 
traffic,  or  who  arrive  at  his  harbours  with  their  (hips, 
Ihall  not  pay  for  tonnage,  anchorage,  or  other  expences 
of  the  harbours,  any  other  cuftoms,  or  fums  of  money, 
befides  thofe  ufually  paid  to  the  King,  or  the  chamber 
of  Lifbon ;  and  if  any  other  ill  cuftom  has  crept  in,  it 
ihall  not  be  regarded  hereafter. 

XXL  That  no  tribute  Ihall  be  demanded  from  any 
of  the  people  of  this  Republic,  either  in  Lifbon  or  in 
any  odier  }dace,  to  be  paid  to  the  chapel  of  St. 
George  5  nor  Ihall  they  be  compelled  to  perform  any 
duties  in  per(bn,  or  to  wear  any  fort  of  arms,  or  to, 
fiimifh  others  therewith. 

XXII.  That  the  merchants  of  either  of  die  parries 
aforefaid,  and  their  faftors,  fervants,  families,  brokers,- 
and  other  officers,  pilots,  and  mafters  of  Ihips,  and 
feamen,  fhall  fecurely  and  freely  pafs  up  and  down  in 
the  dominions,  territories,  and  countries  of  the  faid 
Republic  and  King,  as  alfo  in  their  harbours,  and  on 
their  fhores  ;  and  the  people  and  fubjecSts  of  the  one 
Ihall  have  and  hold  dweUing*houfes  of  their  own,  in 
any  of  the  dominions  of  the  othcr^  wherein  they  may

rcfidc,  tc^cthcr  with  warehoufes  for  laying  up  their 
.  goods  and  merchandize,  as  long  as  they  hire  the  fame, 
without  moleftation  from  any  perfon.  They  (hall  alfo 
be  at  liberty  to  wear  fwords,  and  to  carry  arms  with 
them,  both  ofFenfive  and  defenfive,  according  to  the 
manner  aqfl  cuftom  of  the  place,  for  the  better  fecurity 
of  their  perfons  and  goods. 

XXIII-  That  all  goods  and  merchandize  of  the 
faid  Republic  or  King,  of  of  their  people  or  fubjefts, 
found  on  board  the  fhips  of  the  enemies  of  either, 
fhall  be  made  prize,  together  with  the  fhipS|  and  con- 
fifcated  to  the  public.  But  all  the  goods  and  mer- 
chandize of  the  enemies  of  either,  0|i  boarcj  the  Ihip^ 
of  either,  or  their  people  or  fubjedts,  fhall  remain  un- 
touched. / 

XXIV,  Th^t  all  juft  debts  owing  to  the  Englilh,  by 
the  King  of  Portugal,  on  account  of  merchandize  taken 
or  bought,  or  of  fhips  laden,  either  before  or  after 
putting  their  goods  in  fequeflration  to  this  time,  fhall 
be  paid  and  difcharged  within  two  years  next  follow- 
ing} and  that  all  recognizances,  bonds,  and  furety- 
ihips,  entered  into  by  the  Englifh,  on  account  of  any 
fhips  formerly  laden  by  the  King  of  Portugal,  or  any 
of  his  fubjefts,  bound  to  the  coafls  of  Brafil  or  Angola, 
and  afterwards  detained  in  any  of  his  Majefty's  har- 
bours, or  feized  and  occupied  by  Prince  Rupert,  or 
Prince  Maurice,  or  hindered  in  any  wife  by  the  faid 
iCing,  and  any  of  his  officers  or  miniflers,  from  a  ca- 
pacity of  performing  their  contrails,  fhall  from  this 
fime  be  cancelled,  refcinded,  and  made  void ;  and  that 
neither  their  perfons,  nor  their  fhips  or  goods,  fhall  be 
put  under  arrefl:,  or  in  any  wife  mokfled,  by  the  faid 
King,  or  any  of  his  fubjefts,  on  account  and  by  reafoa 
of  the  faid  cpntrafts. 

XXV.  Alfo,  whereas  there  was  a  convention  be- 
tween the  late  parliament,  and  an  ambafTador  extraor- 
dinary from  the  King  of  Portugal,  and  the  faid  am- 
feafTador,  in  the  fecond  of  the  fix  preliminary  article? 

whiclj 
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which  were  agreed  tx>  on  the  agth  of  December,  1652^ 
obliged  himfelf  that  all  the  fhips,  monies,  goods,  and 
debts,  appertaining  to  any  Englifhnian  whomfocver, 
which  were  taken  and  detained  in  any  of  the  domi* 
nions  whatfoever  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  ihould  im- 
mediately be  freely  reftored  in  Ipecie,  provided  they 
were  of  the  fame  value  and  goodneis  as  when  they 
were  at  firft  detained,  and  if  not,  that  the  value  fhould 
be  reftored  ;  or  if  they  proved  worfc  by  being  detain* 
ed,  that  then  fatisfaftion  ftiould  be  given  for  them,  ac- 
cording to  their  true  value  when  they  were  firft  de- 
tained. And  as  to  the  compenfation  of  the  damages, 
the  council  having  declared  them,  by  their  charter  of 
the  15th  of  November,  165a,  and  it  appearing  from 
the  laid  declaration,  that  they  had  not  refolvcd  to  in- 
fift  upon  and  demand  a  ftrift  reparation,  but  only  as 
far  as  was  agreeable  to  juftice  and  reafon  ;  and  where- 
as the  faid  ambaffador,  to  witnefs  his  inclination  to 
peace,  bound  himfelf  on  this  fuppofirion,  that  the 
loflcs  Ihould  be  repaired  ;  and  whereas  in  the  fifth  of 
the  faid  preliminaries,  the  faid  ambaffador  engaged 
farther,  that  all  the  ftiips  and  goods  of  the  Englifh, 
which  are  brought  into  Portugal  by  the  Princes  Ru- 
pert and*  Maurice,  or  by  any  ftiip  whatfoever  under 
their  command,  and  there  dilpofed  of,  or  ftill  remain- 
ing, or  brought  back  from  thence  by  others,  or  by 
their  command,  ftiould  be  prefendy  reftored  to  the 
owners  and  proprietors,  or  that  reparation  and  farisfac* 
tion  ftiould  be  given  to  them.  And  becaufe  fome 
controverfies  are  now  remaining  concerning  the  de- 
mands of  merchants  and  others,  refpefting  fatisfadion ; 
to  the  end  that  all.  fuch  demands  and  complaints  may 
be  fairly  and  juftly  decided  and  determined,  it  is  agreed 
and  concluded  on  both  fides,  that  the  faid  demands  on 
account  of  lofles  ftiall  be  referred  to  arbitration  for 
farisfaftion,  as  they  are  by  thefe  prefents  referred  to 
the  judgment  and  award  of  Dr.  Walter  Walker,  John 
Crowther,  Dr.  Jeronymus  a  Sylva,  fecretary  of  the 
cmbafly,  an4  Francis  perreira  Rabello,  agent  in  the 

affairs 
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flEflf^rs  of  the  laid  embafiy,  perfbos  chofe  indificpe&dyt 
as  well  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  Portugal  as  <^  the 
Lord  Proteftor ;  who  by  thdc  prefents  arc  made  and 
conftitutcd  procurators,  arbitrators,  and  judges,  to  hear> 
examine,  and  detemiine  all  and  lingular  the  demands 
and  complaints  of  all  and  lingular  the  nterchants, 
mafters  of  (hips,  and  others,  who  claim  a  right  to  all 
or  any  of  the  ihips,  monies,  debts,  merchandizes,  or 
goods  whadbever,  mentioned  in  die  faid  preliminary 
tuticles ;  which  arbitratCM^s  fhall  meet  and  fit  at  Lon- 
don, on  the  20th  day  of  July  next,  O.  S.  and  Ihall  take 
a  folemn  oath  on  that  day,  before  the  judges  of  the 
high  court  of  admiralty  of  England,  that  they  will  re- 
nounce all  favour  and  relpefb  to  either  party,  and  all 
private  intereft,  in  judgii^  of  the  matters  to  them  re- 
ferred ;  and  by  thefe  prefents  they  are  mftruded  and 
authorized  to  call  for  any  perfons  whatsoever,  and  to 
command  fuch  depofitions  and  papers  to  be  laid  bi?fbre 
them,  as  (hall  have  any  relation  to  the  affair  to  them 
referred.  And  they  Ihall  particularly  inquire  inoo  the 
truth  of  ail  fuch  demands  and  complaints,  whether 
given  in  upon  oath  or  not ;  as  alio  all  and  lingular  the 
lodes  fufiered  by  the  faid  arreils  and  detainers.  And 
the  faid  arbitrators  are  authorized  by  thefe  prefents  to 
define  each  of  the  premifes,  and  to  liquidate,  and  ad- 
judge, and  finally  to  determine  the  lolfes,  as  they  ot 
the  major  part  of  them  Ihall  think  fair  and  juft  in 
their  confciences  and  reafon,  and  to  publiih  their  final 
fentence  under  their  hands ;  which  fentence,  fo  publilh- 
ed,  Ihall  bind  and' oblige  both  parries,  without  any  ap*- 
peal,  revifal,  or  contradidion  whatfoever.  And  the 
faid  King  binds  himfelf  efFeftuaily  to  perform  and  ob- 
ferve  the  fame,  in  all  its  members  and  articles ;  as 
alfo  to  pay,  or  caufe  to  be  paid,  fuch  fum  or  fums  o^ 
money  as  ihall  be  adjudged  as  aforcfaid.  And  fur- 
thermore it  is  agreed,  that  if  the  faid  arbitrators  do  not 
agree  and  finally  determine  of  and  concerning  the  pre- 
mifes to  them  referred,  before  the  firft  of  September 
next,  O.  S.  then  the  laid  denunds  fo  undetermined  or 

undecided 
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undecided  hf  die  fakl  arbitrltdrs  flMll  be  (bbmitted, 
as  riiey  are  by  thefe  prdencs  fubmitted^  to  fuch  mem* 
ber  of  the  Lord  ProteAor's  privjr  coiincU  as  die  faid 
Lord  Protiftor  fkall  nominate^  vidun  any  dme  whac- 
foevcr  after  the  firft  of  September  next  ,To  which 
end^  the  faid  Lord  Proteftor  ihall  grant  his  fuU  powers 
to  fuch  perfon  fo  nominated,  in  order  to  determine 
finally  of  and  concerning  all  and  lingular  the  demands 
aforefaid.  And  if,  before  the  pronunciarion  of  fcntence 
by  thfe  fai^  privy  counfellor,  any  pipers  fhould  come 
from  Portugal,  or  any  proftor  to  plead  caufes  there- 
upon, the  faid  counfellor  fhall  hear  him  anew;  and 
whatever  fentence  fhall  be  given  by  fuch  perfon  fo  in- 
ftrufted,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  fhall  conclude  and 
bind  both  parties,  and  die  fame  fhall  be  duly  performed 
'  and  accomplilhed.  And  for  the  greater  fecurity  that 
fuch  fum  of  money  as  is  adjudged  by  the  faid  arbi- 
trators or  arbitrator  may  be  honeftly  paid,  it  is  agreed 
and  concluded,  that  oiie  moiety  of  the  fubfidies  and 
cuftoms  of  Portugal,  arifing  from  all  the  goods  and 
merchandize  whatfoever  of  the  inhabitants  and  people 
of  this  Republic,  who  traffic  in  Portugal^  fhall  imme- 
diately after  the  date  of  this  treaty  be  appropriated 
to  the  payment:  which  moiety  fhall  be  paid,  from 
time  to  time,  to  fuch  perfon  as  the  faid  Lord  Protcftor 
fhall  appoint,  for  and  towards  the  reparation  of  the 
lofTes  of  the  merchants,  mafters  of  the  fhips,  and 
owners. 

XX VL  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  no 
other  league  or  confederacy  whatfoever,  made  or  to 
be  made,  by  the  moft  Serene  Lords  the  Prott^dtor  of 
England  and  the  King  of  Portugal,  with  any  other 
Princes  or  Republics  whatfoever,  fhall  derogate  from 
the  prefent  treaty  of  peace  and  alliance,  but  that  the 
peace  and  confederacy  fhall  be  kept  intire,  and  always 
in  fuD  force. 

XXVIL  It  is  alfb  agreed  and  concluded^  that  both 

parties 
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parties  (hall  truly  and  firmly  obfervc  and  put  in  execu- 
tion the  prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  every  article 
and  articles  therein  contained  and  comprehended, 
and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  obferved  and  efFcftually 
performed  by  the  people,  fubjedls,  and  inhabitants  of 
each  refpeftively, 

XXVIII.  It  is  alfo  agreed  and  concluded,  that  the 
prefent  treaty,  and  all  and  every  point  and  points  there- 
in contained  and  concluded,  (hall,  within  fix  months 
next  enfuing,  be  confirmed  and  ratified  by  the  faid 
Lord  Proteftor,  and  the  King,  by  the  letters  patent  of 
both  parties,  lealed  with  the  great  feal,  in  a  due  and 
authentic  form ;  and  within  the  faid  term,  mutual  in- 
ftruments  fhall  be  delivered  on  both  fides,  and  the  faid 
peace  and  confederacy  fhall  be  proclaimed  in  the  ufual 
forms  and  places,  immediately  after  the  delivery  and 
exchange  of  the  inftruments. 

In  witnefs  and  teftimy  of  all  which,  we  the  commif^ 
•fioners  of  his  Highnefs  the  Lord  Prote6tor,  and 
the  ambalTadors  extraordinary  of  the  moft  Serene 
King,  by  virtue  of  our  refpeftive  commiffions  and 
full  powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  with 
our  own  hands,  and  fealed  it  with  our  feals.  Done 
at  Weftminlter,  the  loth  day  of  July,  in  the  year 
1654.

THE  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  common- 
wealth of  England,  following  their  commerce  as  afore- 
faid  within  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  ports,  and  terri- 
tories of  the  faid  King,  Ihall  not  pay  any  cuftoms  or 
duties  but  in  manner  following;  thlt  is  to  fay^thp 
goods,  merchandizes,  and  manufaftures  of  th^  Englifh, 
jn  fetting  ratts,  according  to  which  they  are  to  pay  their 

cuftoms 
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cuftoms  (which  fliall  never  exceed  123  fer  cent.)  fliall 
be  favourably  valued  according  to  the  rates  of  the  cuf- 
tom-houfe,  and  the  ancient  laws  of  the  realm ;  and  if 
at  any  time  it  be  defigned  to  raife  them  higher,  becaufe 
the  true  and  real  value  of  the  faid  goods  is  increafcd,  it 
Jhall  not  be  done  but  in  the  prefence  and  by  the  ad- 
vice of  two  Englilh  merchants,  then  refiding  in  Por- 
tugal, and  chofen  by  the  Engliih  conful :  and  if  it 
fliall  happen  that  the  price  of  commodities  fhall  fall, 
^  the  value  or  rate  Ihall  in  like  manner  from  time  to 

1^  time  be  abated,  according  to  the  faid  rule  and  law; 

and  if  any  controverly  fhall  happen  to  arife  about  the 
faid  valuation,  that  doubt  ihall  be  determined  by  fuch 
indifferent  arbitrators  as  fhall  be  chofen  by  the  conful 
,  of  the  Englifh  nation,  and  the  officers  of  the  cuftom- 
houfe.  The  fubjects  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  king- 
dom, trading  in  the  dominions  and  territories  of  the 
faid  commonwealth,  fhall  pay  the  prefcnt  cuftoms  and 
duties  as  they  are  now  valued  in  this  month  of  May, 
1654,  according  to  the  laws' and  cufloms  of  the  placer 
and  likewife  they  fhall,. on  both  fides,  obferve  the 
laws  and  cuftoms  of  each  place.  And  thus  it  was 
agreed  upon  and  concluded,  that  the  abovefaid  arti- 
cle, and  every  thing  contained  therein,  fhall  be  con- 
firmed and  ratified  by  the  faid  King,  and  by  che  faid 
Lord  Proteftor,  by  the  letters  patent  of  the  one 
and  the  other  party,  fealed  widi  the  great  feal,  in  due 
and  authentic  form,  within  fix  months  next  fol-^ 
lowing:  and  within  the  faid  time  inftruments  fhall 
be  pafled  or  exchanged  by  the  one  and  the  oth^r 
party. 

In  faith  and  teftimony  whereof,  we  the  commiflion- 
crs  of  his  Highnefs  the  Lord  Proteftor,  as  well  as  the 
commifTioner  of  the  faid  moft  Serene  King,  by  the 
force  and  virtue  of  our  refpeftive  commiflions,  the 
aforcfaid  fecret  article  have  figned  widi  our  hands,.  an4 
to  the  fame  have  affixed  our  ufual  feals.

Articles  of  Marriage  between  biT  Majefty  and  the 
Lady  Infanta  of  Portugal^  r66i. 

I T  being  upon  mature  deliberation  mutually  and 
fully  agreed  between  their  Majeftie^,  Charles,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
land, Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  and  Alphonfo,  by  the^ 
lame  grace  of  God,  King  of  Portugal  and  Algarve, 
&c.  that  the  King  of  Great  Britain  ihall,  with  all 
poflible  ipeed  as  fuch  an  affair  can  be  tranfaded  in, 
marry  and  take  to  wife  the  mpft  Excellent  Princefs 
Dona  Catherina  Infanta  of  Portugal ;  for  a  more  firrn 
and  durable  peaee  and  alUance  betwen  the  two  Crowns, 
und  fi>r  the  gpod  of  both  nations,  which  are  hencefor- 
ward to  take  each  other's  intereft  to  heart  no  lefs  than 
their  pwn,  it  is  mutually  confentcd  and  agreed  as  fol- 
loweth: 

I.  That  all  treaties  made  between  Great  Britain  and 
Portugal  fince  1641,  until  this  very  time,  Ihall  be  rati- 
fied and  confirmed  in  all  points  and  to  all  intents,  and 
ihall  receive  as  full  force  and  ratification  by  this  treaty, 
as  if  they  were  herein  particularly  mentioned  and  in- 
ierted  word  by  word.  . 

IL  The  King  of  Portugal,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  his  council,  doth  give,  transfer,  grant,  and  by  thefe 
prefents  confirm  unto  the  King  of^Great  Britain,  his 
heirs  and  fucceflors  for  evcr>  the  city  and  caftie  of

Tangier,  with  all  its  rights,  temfiories,  profits^  anl  ap- 
purtenances whatfbever,  and  aUb  as,  well  the  profits  and 
revenue,  as  the  dire^l,  fuD,  and  ablblute  dominion  and 
fovereignty  of  the  fame  city  and  caftle  and  territories 
afbrefaid,  with  their  royalties,  freely,  folly,  entirely,  and 
abfolutely.     He  doth  alio  covenant  and  grant,  that  the 
foil  and  peaceable  pofleflion  of  the  aforefaid  city  and 
caftle,  and  other  the  premifles,  be  freely  and  efiedually 
delivered  unto  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  for  hcs 
ufe,  with  as  much  ipeed  as  the  fame  can  be  diC- 
patched  in:  and  it  is  agreed,  that  as  ibon  as   this 
treaty  ihaU  be  figned  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
and  the  matrimonial   contraft  between  his  Majefly 
and  the   Lady   Infanta  per  verba  de  prefenti  faffa, 
the    faid    King   of  Great   Britain   fhall    fend    live 
frigates  (or  as  many  as  he  fhall  thmk  fit)  to  Lifl 
bon,  there  to  receive  orders  to  go   and   lie  before 
Tangier,  as  well  for  the  tranfportation  of  the  garri- 
fon  as  the  fecurity  of  the  place.     And  as  foon  as  no-

<lefirc  to  continue  and  refidc  there,  Ihall  be  very  kindly 
treated,  and  have  the  free  exercife  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholic religion,  and  in  all  civil  afiairs  fhall  be  governed 
tinder  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  as  his  fubje&s, 
by  the  lame  laws  and  cuftoms  which  have  been  hither- 
to ufed  and  approved  in  the  faid  city  and  caitle;  and 
all  fuch  of  the  foldiers  and  inhabitants  thereof,  who  fliall 
defire  to  return  into  Portugal,  Ihall  have  free  liberty  to 
fell  and  difpofe  of  all  that  belongs  to  them,  and  fhall  be 
tranlported  into  Portugal  whenfoever  they  dcfire  it  ({b 
alfo  fliall  the  ordnance,  as  much  as  can  be  fpared  from 
.the  fortifications  of  Tangier)  by  the  fleet  or  fhips  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

IV.  As  foon  as  the  city  of  Tangier,  with  the  caftle 
and  territories  thereof  (in  performance  of  this  treaty 
and  grant  concerning  the  transferring  of  the  fovereign- 
ty  and  abfolute  dominion  thereof  to  the  King  of 
Great  Britain)  fliall  be  effeftually  delivered  to  the  ufe 
and  poflfeflion  of  his  faid  Majefl:y  of  Great  Britain,  the 

,  fleet  fhall  return  to  Lifbon,  and  her  the  Lady  Infanta 
fhall  be  received  on  board  with  fuch  figns  of  joy,  and 
fiich  other  ceremonies,  as  may  befit  the  excellency

V.  The  King  of  Portugal  doth  promife  and  oblige 
himfclf^  by  thefe  picfents,  to  give  unto  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  for  a  portion  or  dowiy  with  the  faid 
Lady  Infanta  his  fitter,  two  millions,  i.  e.  2,000,000 
or  crowns  Portuguefe  -,  and  that  one  moiety  thereof 
Ihall  be  really  put  on  board  the  faid  fleet  before  the 
Infanta  herfclf  embarks ;  and  the  faid  money/  or  fo 
much  thereof  as  confifts  of  money,  fhall  be  immediate- 

'  ly  delivered  upon  account  to  fuch  pcrfons  as  his  Ma-

made  by  fuch  perfons)  within  two  months  after  the  de- 
•livery^f  the  fame  to  them,  efFcftually  to  latisfy  and 
pay  the  full  and  clear  value  the/eof  in  Englilh  mo- 
ney (as  hath  been  agreed)  unto  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  :  and  for  the  other  moiety  of  the  faid  portion, 
amounting  to  one  million,  /'.  e.  1,000,000  of  crowns

From  the  time  that  the  Lady  Infanta  is  em* 
barked  on  his  Majefty's  fleet,  fhe  and  her  whold 
train  fhall  be  tranfported  upon  the  account  and  at  the 
charge  of  his'Majcfly  of  Great  Britain  j  who  will,  as 
foon  as  he  fhall  receive  the  longed-for  news  of  het 
Majefty's  arrival,  make  all  pofTible  hafte  to  receive  her, 
which  he  will  do  with  all  thofe  expreflions  and  demon- 
ftradons  of  affedkion  as  Ihall  be  agreeable  to  her  dig-, 
nity,  and  anfwerable  to  her  Majefly's  expeftadon; 
when  the  inftrument  of  matrimony  fhall  be  publicly 
read,  whereunto  as  well  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  as 
the  Lady  Infanta,  fhall  perfonally  give  their  confents, 
and  all  other  adts  for  the  further  folemnization . thereof 
fliall  be  performed,  which  fhall  be  defired  on  the  be*, 
half  of  the  King  of  Portugal.

VIL  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  her  Majeftf  and  whole 
family  fliall  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  the  Roman  Ca^^* 
tholic  religion^  and  to  that  purpofe  fliall  have  a  chapel, 
or  fome  other  place  fet  apart  for  the  exercife  thereof^ 
in  all  the  royal  palaces  where  fiie  ihall  at  any  time  re* 
fide,  in  as  ftdl  a  manner,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as 
the  Queen  mother  no^  living  enjoyed  the  fame,  and 
&all  have  fuch  chi^lains  and  ecclefiaftical  peribna  in 
mimfaer  and  quality  about  her,  as  the  faid  Queen  mo** 
ther  hath  had,  widi  the  fame  privileges  and  immuni* 
ties.  And  the  King  of  Great  Britain  promileth  not  to 
di£}uiet  or  difturb,  nor  permit  that  any  others  fhotild  dif- 
quiet  or  difturb,  the  faid  Lady  In&nta  his  wife,  in  any 
uiing  appertaining  to  religion  and  conidlence. 

VIII.  That  die  King  of  Great  Britain  Ihall,  withia 
one  year  after  the  arrival  of  her  Majefty  in  England^ 
fettle  upon  her  a  jointure  of  ;^.  30,000  of  Englifli  mo- 
ney by  the  year,  together  with  at  leaft  one  fuch  palace 
or  houfc  as  her  Majefty  may  make  her  ordinary  refi- 
dehce  in,  which  ihall  be  to  furnifhed  as  may  befic 
her  di^ty  -,  all  which  her  Majefty  fhall  enjoy  during 
her  life,  if  Ihe  furvive  his  Majefty. 

IX.  That  her  Majefty*s  houfehold,  from  the  time  of 
her  arrival  in  England,  (hall  be  formed  and  compofed 
of  fuch  a  number  of  officers  and  fervants  as  are  agree- 
able to  her  dignity,  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
Queen  mother  enjoyed  die  fame. 

X.  If  her  Majefty  ihall  furviVe  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  and  ihaQ  then  defu-e  to  return  to  Portugal,  or 
any  other  country,  fhe  ihall  have  the  liberty  fo  to  do» 
tj^  to  carry  with  her  ail  her  jewels,  goods,  and 
moveables ;  and  the  King  of  Great  Britain  doth  here* 
by  obli^  his  heirs  and  Aicceilbrs  to  take  care  for  this 
Sat  and  honounabte  transportation  of  her  Majefty,  in 
ixjti  a  manner  as  is  agreeable  to  the  greatneis  of  her 
peilbn,  and  at  his  and  their  proper  cofts  and  charges  x 
moreover,  he  obligeth  his  i^  hdxs  aqd  iucceflbrs  ta 
pay  the  aforefaid  lum  of  £.  30,000  yearly  unto  her

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Majefly,  no  otherwife  than  as  if  fhc  had  ftil] 
continued  and  remained  in  England 

XL  That  ibr  the  better  improvement  of  the  En^iih 
Intereft  and  trade  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  that  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  may  be  better  enal^  to  aflift,  defendy 
and  prote6t  the  fubjefts  of  the  Kii^  of  Portugal,  in 
thofe  parts,  from  the  power  and  invafion  of  the  States 
of  the  United  Provinces,  the  King  of  Portugal,  with 
the  advice  and  conient  of  his  council,  doth  give,  tnmf* 
ler,  and  by  thefe  prefents  grant  and  confirm  unto  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  for 
ever,  the  port  and  ifland  of  Bombain  in  the  Eaft  In- 
dies, with  all  the  rights,  profits,  territories,  and  appur* 
t^nances  whatfocver  thereunto  belonging,  and  as  wcE 
the  profits  and  revenue,  as  the  dire6t,  fuU,  and  abiblute 
dominion  and  fovereignty  of  the  laid  port,  idand,  and 
premifles,  with  all  the  royalties  thereof^  freely,  fully,  en« 
tirely,  and  abfolutely.  He  doth  alfo  covenant  and  grants 
that  the  quiet  and  peaceable  poKTellion  diereof  fhall, 
with  all  pofTible  i^ed,  be  freely  and  efFe&ualljr  deli- 
vered  to  the  King  of  Great  Brit^un,  or  iuch  perian  n 
his  Majefly  (hall  thereunto  appoint,  for  his  ufe,  in  per- 
fcrmance  of  this  grant :  the  inhabitants  of  the  £ud 
ifland  (as  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  ilit^eds,  and 
under  his  fovereignty,  crown,  jurifdiftion,  and  govern- 
ment) being  fufl^red  ftUl  to  live  there,  and  enjoy  the 
free  exercife  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  now  they  do ;  it  being  underflood,  and 
declared  once  for  all,  that  the  fame  order  fliall  be  ob- 
ferved  for  the  exercife  and  prclcrvation  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion  in  Tangier,  and  all  other  places 
which  Ihall  be  delivered  by  the  King  of  Portugal  into 
the  pofleflion  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  as  was  pro- 
vided for  and  agreed,  upon  the  delivery  of  Dunkirk 
into  die  hands  ot  the  Englifh.  And  when  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  ftiall  fend  his  fleet  to  take  pofTeffion  of 
die  faid  port  and  ifland  of  Bombain,  they  fhall  have  in- 
ftruAions  to  give  all  manner  of  encouragement,  help, 
and  aflUtance,  to  the  fubje  As  o[  the  King  of  Portugal 
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in  the  Eaft  In(fies^  and  to  protedfc  them  in  their  trade 
and  navigation  there. 

'^XII.  That  the  fubjefts  of  die  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain may  enjoy  the  more  full  benefit  of  trade  and  com- 
merce, in  all  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Portugal, 
It  is  agreed,  that  their  merchants  or  faftors  (above 
what  hath  been  granted  by  former  treaties)  may,  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty,  refide  in  all  places  they  fhall 
chooie,  and  -particularly  that  they  fhall  live,  and  enjoy 
all  privileges  and  immunities,  in  order  to  trade,  which 
the  Portuguefe  themfelves  enjoy,  in  the  cities  and  towns 
of  Goa,  Cochim,  and  Dio,  provided  that  the  fubjefts 
of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  who  are  to  refide  in 
any  of  the  faid  places,  Ihall  not  exceed  the  numbci:  of 
four  families  in  any  one  place. 

XIII.  The  like  privile^s,  liberties,  and  immunities 
the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjedls  fhall  enjoy  in  the 
towns  of  Bahia  de  todos  os  fantos,  Pernambuco,  and 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  the  territory  of  BraHl,  and  in  all 
other  of  the  King  of  Portugal's  dominions  in  the  Wcfl 
Indies. 

;  XIV.  But  if  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  his  fubjeifls, 
fhall  at  any  /time  hereafter  take  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Hollanders,  or  others,  any  towns,  caflles,  or  territories, 
formerly  belonging  to  the  crown  of  Portugal,  the  King 
of  Portugal,  With  the  advice  and  confent  of  his  council, 
doth  grant  the  fovereignty,  and  full,  entire,  and  abfo- 
lute  dominion  of  them  and  every  of  them,  unto  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  for 
ever,  freely,  entirely,  and  abfolutely,  except  Mafcata, 
which  is  at  prefent  inhabited  by  the  Arabians :  and  if 
at  any  time  the  ifland  of  Zeilon,  by  what  means  foever, 
come  into  the  hands  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  he  is 
i>Y  this  treaty  obliged  to  deliver  unto  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  the  town  and  port^of  Galle,  and  to  grant 
gnd  transfer  thq  fiill  and  ablblute  dominion  and  fove- 
reignty of  the  faid  town  and  port,  with  the  poffefTion 
tlicreoi^  and  all  the  appurtenances  thereunto  bclong- 
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ipg,  unto  the  faid  King  Gf  Great  Britainj  efR^ally; 
yet  referving  unto  him  tjic  faid  King  of  Portugal  the 
town  and  port  of  Columbo  j  but  the  cinnamon  trade 
to  be  equally  divided  between  the  Englifti  -and  the 
Portuguefe.  As  alfo,  if  at  any  time  the  faid  ifland 
Ihall  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  King  of  Great  Britaiil, 
he  is  obliged,  and  with  the  confent  and  advice  of  his 
council  doth  promife,  efFeftually  to  reftore  anddelivei" 
the  dominion  and  pofleffion  of  the  town  and  port  of 
Columbo  unto  the  King  of  Portugal,  the  cinnamon 
trade  being,  in  fuch  manner  as  aforefaid,  divided  and  to 
be  divided  between  the  Englifh  and  the  Portuguefe. 

XV.  In  confideration  of  all  which  grants  and  privi- 
leges, fo  much  to  the  benefit  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  his  fubjedts  in  general,  and  of  the  delivery 
of  thofe  important  places  to  his  faid  Majefty  and  hi? 
heirs  for  ever,  whereby  the  greatnefs  of  his  empire  is  fb 
far  extended ;  and  even  in  confideration  of  the  portion 
itfelf^  which  far  exceeds  the  proportion  that  hath  ever 
yet  been  given  to  any  daughter  of  Portugal ;  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  doth  profefs  and  declare,  witlj 
the  Gonfent  and  advicie  of  his'councij,  that  he  will  talie 
the  intereft  of  Portugal  and  all  its  dominions  to  heart, 
defending  the  fame  with  his  utmoft  power  by  fea  and 
}and^  tvctt  as  England  itfelf,  and  that  he  will  tranlport 
thither  at  his  proper  cofts  and  charges  two  rcgimcnti' 
of  horfe,  each  regiment  confiding  of  500,  and  two 
regiments  of  foot,  each  confiUing  of  one  thoufand,  all 
which  (hall  be  armed  at  the  charge  of  the  King  of 
-  Great  Britain,  but  after  they  are  landed  in  Portugal, 
ihall  be  paid  by  the  King  of  Portugal ;  and  in  cafe 
the  faid  regiments  come  to  be  diminiihcd,  by  fight  pt^ 
otherwife,  the  King  of  Great  Britain  (hall  be  obliged 
to  fill  up  the  number  at  his  own  charge;' and  that  he 
Ihall  caufe  the  faid  regiments  to  be  tranfported  as  fboi^ 
as  the  Lady  Infanta  (hall  arrive  in  England,  if  it  be  f<^ 
defired  by  the  King  of  Portugal. 

.  ^Vh  The  King  of  Great  Britain  dot;h  aUo  pronviej^. 
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with  th^  advice  and  confene  of  his  council,  that  when 
and  as  often  as  Portugal  (hall  be  invaded,  he  will  fend 
thither  (being  thereuntodelired  by  the  King  of  Portugal) 
ten  gcxxl  (hips  of  war ;  but  when  and  as  often  as  it  flidl 
be  infefted  by  pirates,  three  or  four  fliips,  all  iliffi- 
ciently  manned  and  vlftualled  for  eight  nn^nths,  from 
the  time  of  their  fetting  fail  froni  England,  to  obey  the 
orders  of  the  King  of  Portugal  And  if  it  (haU  be  re* 
quired  that  they  ftay  above  fix  months  there,  the  Kii^ 
of  Portugal  (ball  be  obliged  to  vidual  them  for  lo 
lodg  time  as  they  are  to  fltay,  and  to  put  in  one 
month's  vidhial^  at  the  time  they  are  to  fet  fail  for 
England :  but  if  the  King  of  Portugal  fhall  be  preiTed 
in  aiiy  extraordinary  manner  by  the  power  of  the  ene- 
mies, all  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  (hips,  which  (hall 
at  any  time  be  in  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  or  at  Tan- 
gier, (hall  have  inllru6tions  in  fuch  cafes  to  obey  any 
orders  they  fhall  receive  from  the  King  of  Portugal, 
and  fhall  betake  themfelves  to  his  fuccour  and  relief. 
And  in  regard  of  the  above-menrioned  conceflions  and 
;rants  of  the  King  of  Portugal,  his  Majefty  of  Great 
tritain,  his  heirs  and  fuccefibrs,  fhall  not  at  any  time 
require  any  thing  for  thefe  fuccours, 

XVIL  Befides  the  levies  the  King  of  Portugal  hath 
libtrty'  to  make  by  virtue  of  paft  treaties,  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  doth  oblige  himlelf  by  this  prefent 
treaty,  that  in  cafe  Li(bon,  Porto,  or  any  other  fea- 
town,  fhall  be  befieged  or  blocked  up  by  the  power  of 
Cailile,  or  any  other  enemy,  he  wiil  afibrd  timely  afiift- 
ance  of  men  and  fhipping,  according  to  the  exigence 
of  the  circumflances,  and  proportionable  to  the  necef^ 
£ty  of  the  King  of  Portugal* 

XVIII.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  dodi  profefs 
and  promife,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  his  c6un- 
fcil,.that  he  will  never  make  a  peace  with  Caftile,  which 
may  be  the  lead  impediment  to  him,  dire6tly  or  indi- 
reftly,  in  his  giving  full  and  intire  afllflance  to  Portu- 
galj  iaordcr  to  its  ncccfiary  dcfeiace^  aad  that  he  will 

never 
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never  deliver  Dunkirk  or  Jamaica  unto  the  King  <^ 
Caftiiey  nor  crer  forbear  to  do  any  aft  that  ii  ncceflSu^ 
for  the.reKef  of  Portugal,  though  by  Co  doing  he  £haU 
be  engaged  in  a  war  with  the  King  of  Caftile. 

XIX.  Laftly^  it  is  agreed  and  covenanted  by  the 
King  of  Great  Britain^  that  the  faid  Infanta^  in  conli-* 
deration  of  the  portion  given  widi  her  by  the  King  of 
Portugal,  fhall  renounce  all  her  right  and  inheritance^ 
by  either  father  or  niother,  or  any  odier  dcfcendency, 
,  as  weU  for  land^  and  houfes,  a^  moveables,  jewels,  or 
monies,  by  what  right  or  way  foever  belonging  unto 
her,  as  alio  what  elfe  (hall  belong  y^^^  her  for 
the  future  (except  hereafter  excepted)  as  derived 
unto  her  by  the  late  King  her  father,  or  by  his 
deadi  defcending  to  her  by  the  laws  of  Portugal  ai 
her  portion,  or  that  is  to  defcend  unto  her  upon  the 
deceaie  of  the  Queen  her  mother  by  the  faid  laws ; 
always  provided,  that  the  faid  Lady  Infanta  fhall  in  no 
wife  renounce,  nor  wiUeth  nor  intendeth  to  renpuncct 
any  right,  inheritance,  title,  claim,  or  intereft,  that 
doth  or  fhall  anywife  belong  or  appertain  unto  her,  or 
any  of  her  heirs  or  defendants,  to  or  in  the  crown  or 
kingdom  of  Portugal,  or  any  the  dominions  thereof; 
but  doth  totally  and  exprefsly  referve  unto  herfelf,  her 
heirs  and  defcendants,  all  tligfe  rights  whatfocver  to 
the  faid  crown  and  kingdom,  which  may  any  way  be* 
long  or  appertain  unto  her  for  the  future,  and  doth  and 
will  retain  the  fame  entirely  and  e6fe£tuaUy  now  and  i^r

Over  and  above  all  and  fingular  agreed  and  concluded  in 
the  treaty  of  marriage  between  the  mofl  Serene  and 
moft  powerful  Charles,  the  fecond  of  that  name.  King 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  mofl  virtuous  and  Serene 
Lady  Catherine,  Infanta  of  Portugal. 

I T  is  by  this  fecret  article  concluded  and  accorded^ 
that  his  Majefly  of  Great  Britain,  in  regard  of  the  great 
advantages  and  incrcaie  of  domininn  he  haih  purcbafed 
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by  the  above-mentioned  treaty  of  marriage,  (hall  pro- 
ijiife  and  oblige  himfelf,  as  by  this  prefent  article  he 
doth,  to  defend  and  proteft  all  coriquefts  or  colonies 
belonging  to  the  crown  of  Portugal,  againft  all  his 
enemies,  as  well  future  as  prefent :  moreover,  his  Ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain  doth  oblige  himfelf  tb  mediate  a 
good  peace  between  the  King  of  Portugal  and  the 
States  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  all  companies  or 
focieties  of  merchants  fubjeft  unto  them,  upon  condi-r 
tions  convenient  and  becoming  the  mutual  intereft  of 
England  and  Portugal  ^  and  in  cafe  fuch  a  peace  enfue 
not,  then  his  Majelty  of  Great  Britain  Ihall  be  obliged 
to  defend,  with  men  and  fhips,  the  faid  dominions  and 
'conquefts  of  the  King  of  Portugal.  In  cafe  alfb  that 
any  towns,  forts,  caftles,  or  any  other  places,  fliajl  be 
taken*  by  the  Dutch,  after  the  firft  of  May  this  prefent 
year  1661,  then  his  Majefly  of  Great  Britain  doth 
promife  and  engage  to  oblige  the  Dutch  to  a  full  and 
perfcft  reftitution  thereof  His  Majefly  of  Great 
Britain  doth  moreover  oblige  himfelf  to  fend,  the 
next  monfoon  enfuing  after  the  ratification  of  the 
treaty  of  marriage,  and  this  article,  a  convenient  flic- 
cour  to  the  Eafl:  Indies,  proportionable  to  the  neceflity 
of  Portugal  and  flirength  of  our  enemies.  It  being 
declared,  that  his  Majefly  nor  his  fucceflbrs  Ihall  not 
at  any  time  require  any  pay  or  fatisfaftion  for  the  fame. 


Defenftve  treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  Portugal, 

1703. 

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.     To  all  and 
every  one  to  whom  thefe  prefents  may  come,  greet- 


ing. 


Whereas  a  perpetual  defenfive  alliance,  in  the  words 
and  articles  following,  was,  on  the  i6th  of  May  bfl:, 
concluded  and  figned  at  Lifl^on,  between  our  plenipo- 
tentiaries and  thofe  of  the  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces  on  the  one  hand,  and  thofe  of  the 
King  of  Portugal  on  the  other:  and  whereas  many 

*  mutual 
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mutual  advantages  accrue  to  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Kings  and  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Por- 
tugal, and  to  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  their  fubjefts, 
from  the  peace  and  good  friendfhip  which  fubfifts  be- 
tween the  three  forelaid  Powers :  and  whereas  it  is  ne- 
ceflary,  that  that  peace  be  not  only  preferved  inviolate, 
but  be  likewife  ftrengthened  by  firmer  and  clofcr  ties, 
by  which  a  ftronger  foundation  may  be  laid  for.  main- 
taining the  general  peace  and  tranquillity  of  Europe, 
which  the  abovefaid  Powers  endeavour,  with  all  their 
might,  to  fupport :  they  have  thereforej  for  the  com- 
mon good  of  all,  refolved  to  enter  into  a  mutual  alii- 
an€ei  and  for  that  purpofe  have  granted  their  full 
powers  and  inftruftions,  viz,  the  moft  Serene  and  moft 
Potent  Princefs  Anne,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen 

,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  to  Paul  Methuen, 
Efquire,  her  ambaffador  extraordinary  in  Poraigalj 
the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  Peter,  by  die 
grace  of  God,  King  of  Portugal  and  the  Algarves  oa 
this  fide;  and  beyond  the  feas  in  Africa,  Lord  of 
Guinea,  and  of  the  conqueft,  navigation,  and  com- 

'  merce  of  Ethiopia,  Arabia,  Perfia,  India,  &c.  to 
JDon  Nonio  de  Mctto  Alvares  Pereira,  his  near 
kinfman,  Duke  of  Cadaval,  Marquis  of  Ferreira, 
Jkc.  to  Don  Emanuel  Felles  de  Silva,  Mar- 
quis of  Algrete,  &c.  to  Don  Francifco  de  Tavora» 
Count  of  Alvor,  &c.  to  Don  Regno  Monterio,  Lord 
of  Alva,  &c.  and  to  Don  Jofeph  de  Farria,  great  hif- 
toriographer  of  the  kingdom  -,  and  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, to  Van  Francis  Schonemberg :  which  plenipo- 
tentiaries, by  virtue  of  the  abovefaid  fiiU  powers  (which, 
before  the  figning  of  this  treaty,  were  mutually  ex- 
changed, examined,  and  admitted)  after  maturely  and 

'  deliberately  weighing  the  matter,  have,  in  the  name  of 
their  above-mendoned  fovereigns,  agreed  and  confcnt- 
"cd  to  the  following  terms  and  articles. 

h  All  formisr  treades  between  the,  abovefaid  Powers 
•..     -  are 
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are  hereby  approved,  confirmed^  and  ratified,  and  arc 
ordered  to  be  exa&ly  and  ^th&Uy  obierved>  except 
in  To  far  as  by  the  prefcnt  treaty  is  otherwife  provided 
and  eflablilhed ;  fo  that  there  fhall  be  between  the  faid 
kingdoms  and  ftates,  their  people  and  fubjeds,  a  fin-' 
cere  fi-iendftiip.  and  perfcft  annity :  they  fliall  all  of 
them  mutually  afiift:  one  anodier ;  and  each  of  the 
faid  Powers  fhall  promote  the  intereft  and  advantage 
of  the  reft,  as  if  it  were  his  own. 

II.  If  ever  it  Ihall  happen  that  the  Kings  of  Spain 
and  France,  either  the  prefent  or  future;  that  both 
of  them  together,  or  either  of  them  feparately,  fhall 
make  war,  or  give  occafion  to  fufpeft  that  they  intend 
to  make  war  upon  the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  either  on 
the  continent  of  Europe  or  in  its  dominions  beyond 
feas ;  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  Lords  the  States  General,  fhall  ufe  their  friendly 
offices  with  the  faid  Kings,  or  either  of  them,  in  order 
to  perfuade  them  to  obferve  the  terms  of  peace  towards 
Portugal,  and  not  to  make  war  upon  it. 

III.  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fucceisfuli 
but  altogether  inefFe6bual,  fo  that  war  fhould  be  nniade 
by  the  aforefaid  Kings,  or  by  either  of  them,  upon 
Portugal,  the  above-mentioned  Powers  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Holland  fhall  make  war,  with  all  their  force, 
upon  the  fbrefaid  Kings  or  King  who  fhall  carry  hoftile 
arms  into  Portugal ;  and  towards  that  war  which  fhall 
be  carried  on  in  Europe,  they  fhall  fiifiply  twelve  thoiK* 
fand  men,  whom  they  ihall  arm  and  pay,  as  well  when 
in  quarters  as  in  ad:ion ;  and  the  faid  h^  allies  fhall 
be  obliged  to  keep  that  number  of  men  complete, 
by  recruiting  it  from  time  to  time  at  their  own 
expence» 

IV.  And  in  diis  cafe  alfo,  the  aforefaid  Powers  of 
Great  Britain  and  Holland  fhall  be  obliged  tx>  keep 
and  maintain  upon  the  coaft  of  Portugal,  and  in  its 
harbours,  a  competent  number  of  men  of  war,  to  de- 
fend the  faid  coaAs  and  hariMurs,  the  tnulc  and  nier« 

chant* 
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chant-^fhlps^  from  «tt  hoftile  attempts ;  io  that  if  k 
ihail  appear  that  the  faid  harbours  and  fhips  are  m 
danger  of  being  attacked  with  a  greater  force  bf  the 
enemyj  the  faid  high  allies  Ihall  be  obliged  to  fend  to 
Port^g^  fuch  a  number  •  of  men  of  war  as  (hall  be 
equals  or  even  fuperior^  to  the  fhips  and  force  of  tber 
enemy  who  ihall  meditate  an  attack  upon  the  above^ 
iaid  fhips  and  harbours. 

V.  But  if  the  fore&id  Kings  of  Spain  axui  France^  or 
either  of  them,  ihall  make  war^  or  give  occafion  ta 
fu4>e£k  that  they  intend  to  make  war,  upon  the  pror 
vinces  or  dominions  of  Portugal  beyond  feas»  the 
above-mentioned  Powers  of  Great  Britain  and  Holland 
ihall  fbrnifh  to  his  Portugueie  Majefly  fuch  a  num« 
ber  of  men  of  war  as  ihall  be  equal,  or  even  liiperior^ 
to  the  fhips  of  the  enemy ;  fb  that  he  may  be  able  not 
only  to  oppofe  them,  but  even  to  prevent  fuch  attack 
or  invafion,  as  long  as  the  war  fhall  laft,  or  occafioil 
require.

YL  All  thefe  auxiliary  fhips  Audi  be  fubjed  to  the 
command  of  his  Portugueie  Ms^efty,  fo  that  they 
ihaH  perform  whatever  fhall  be  enjoined  by  his  faid 
Majefly  $  and  if  they  fhould  fail  to  the  Portuguef^ 
provinces  and  dominions  beyond  feas,  they  fhall  there 
likewife  perform  whatever  fhall  be  enjoined  them,  iQ 
the  name  of  his  Majefly,  by  his  viceroys  and  gover- 
nors.

VIII.  But  if,  at  any  time,  the  fhips  of  the  three  al-t 
lied  nations  fhall  be  conjoined  in  order  to  atternpt  any 
thing,  in  which  all  the  aUies  are  equally  interefted,  the 
admiral,  who  has  the  right  of  carrying  the  flag,  and  has 
under  his  command  the  greateft  number  of  fhips  of  his 
own  nation,  fhall  enjoy  the  right  and  privilege  mention- 
ed in  the  former  article,  vi/.  of  giving-  fignals,  of  fum- 
moning  to  a  council  of  war  in  his  own  cabin,  and  ♦  of 
doing  every  other  thing  requifite,  as  is  above  fpccified. 

IX.  The  twelve  thoufand  men,  which  the  Powers  of 
Great  Britain  and  Holland  are  bound  to  furnifh  to  Ris 
Portugucfe  Majefly,  and  to  maintain  at  their  own  ex-, 
pence,  and  occafionally  recruit,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  war,  as  ftipulated  in  the  third  article  of  thi%. 
treaty,  fhall  be  fubjeft,  not  only  to  the  fupreme  com- 
mand of  his  Portuguefe  Majefly,  but  alfo  to  that  of  hj^ 
commanders  or  generals,  and  even  of  fuch  of  his  ofii-, 
cers  as  by  their  rank  in  the  army  are  fuperior  to  them. 
But  (or  breach  of  orders,  and  for  the  crimes  and  enor- 
unities  of  which  they  fhall  be  guilty,  they  fhall  be  pu- 
niihed'  by  the  commanders  or  generals  of  their  own 
army,  in  the  fame  manner-  as  the  Portugiiefe  them-, 
felvcs  are  punifhed  by  martial  law,  efpecially  for  thofq.

X.  The  high  allies  fhall,  in  the  cafe  above-mentipn-: 
'cd,  grant  full  liberty,  and  all  kind  of  aid  and  aflifl'a«ce 
to  the  commifTaries  of  his  Portuguefe  Majefly,  to  ex- 
port from  their  territories  and  harbours  all  forts  of  mi- 
litary flores,  flich  as  powder,  balls,  arms,  corn,  and 
every  other  kind  of  ammunition,  that  fhall  be  defired 
of  them,  as  well  belonging  to  the  fea  as  the  land

and  without  the  leaft  alteration  in  the  charge. 

-  •  XL  If  ever  it  (hould  happen  that-  the  .King§:^of 
Spain  and  France,  or  either  of  them,  Ihould  make  war 
upon  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  States  of 
the  United  Provinces,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Portu- 

^  gal  fhall  ufe  his  friendly  offices  with  the  faid  Kings,  or 
with  either  of  them,  in  order  to  perfiiade  them  to  ob- 
fcrve  the  terms  of  peace  towards  the  aforefaid  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  of  the  United  Pro- 
Tinces. 

XII.  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fuccelsfbl, 
but  altogether  inefFe6hial,  fo  that  war  (hall  be  made  by 
the  forefaid  Kings*  or  by  either  of  them,  upon  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  States  of  the  Uhited 
Provinces,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Portugal  fhall,  in 
like  manner,  be  bound  to  make  war,  with  all  his  force, 
ypon  the  aforefaid  Kings,  or  upon  either  of  them :  and 
in  this  cafe  likewife  the  forefaid  two  Powers  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces,  (hall  fur- 
niih  him  with  the  fame  fuccours  of  men  and  (hips  as 
in  the  preceding  articles  are  ftipulated,  in  cafe  the 
Kings  of  France  or  Spain,  or  either  of  them,  ihould 
make  war  upon  Portugal,  and  every  thing  Ihall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  manner  there  fpecified. 

As  well  in  the  firft,  as  in  the  fecond  manner 
of  carrying  on  the  war,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Por- 
tugal fhall  be  bound  to  maintain  ten  fliips  of  war  for 
his  own  defence,  and  that  of  his  allies  ;  with  this  pro- 
vifo,  however,  that  if  both  the  Spaniards  and  the 
French,  or  the  Spaniards  only,  fhould  make  war  upon 
the  high  allies,  in  that  cafe 'the  ten  fhips  of  war  of  his 
Portugiiefe  Majefly  fhall  not  be  bound  to  depart  from 
the  coaft  of  Portugal,  becaufe,  while  in  that  ftation,

XIV.  No  p^ee  nor  truoe  (hall  be  made  but  by 
die  common  coi^nt  of  the  three  allies;  and  this 
league  fiiall  be  petpecual  and  eternal. 

.  XV.  The  pcribnal  privileges  and  freedom  of  trade 
which  the  fubjeds  of  Great  Britain^  and  the  States  of 
&e  United  Provinces,  at  prefent  enjoy  in  Portugal, 
Ae  Portuguefe  ihaU*  in  their  turn,  enjoy  in  the  domi- 
nions of  Great  Britain  and  the  States  of  the  United 
Provinces. 

XVL  If  from  the  copies  of  the  treaty,  in  which  an 
agreement  was  xi>ade  concerning  Bombay,  between 
die  crowns  c^  Portugal  and  Britain,  it  ihould  appear^ 
that  either  party  has  tranfgrefled,  or  not  fulfilled  the 
terms  of  that  convention,  every  thing  Ihall  be  regulat- 
ed according  to  the  ipirit  of  the  iaid  treaty. 

XVn.  Portuguefe  (hips  Ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
any  thing  fiyr  caitii^  anchor  in  the  port  ofMallacca, 
tHileis  the  other  nations  of  Europe  are  obliged  to  do 
Ac  fame. 

XVHI.  Piratical  fhips,  of  whatever  nation,  fbafl  not 
cmly  not  be  permitted  or  received  into  the  ports  which 
their  Portuguefe  and  Britannic  Majefties;  and  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  poffefs  in  the 
Eafl:  Indies,  but  fliall  be  deemed  the  common  enemies 
cf  the  Portugufe,  the  Englilh,  and  die  Dutch.

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•Serene  and  moft  Potent  Peter,  King  of  Portugal,  re- 
quires that  the  commerce  of  both  the  Britifli  and  the 
Portugal  nations  fhould  be  promoted  as  much  as  pof- 
fible  i  and  her  Sacred  Royal  Majefly  of  Great  Britain 
jiath  fignified  to  his  Sacred  RoyaJ  Majefty  of  Portugal, 
by  the  moft  excellent  John  Methuen,  Efq;  member  of 
•the  Englifh  parliament,  and  ambaffador  extraordinary

THE  convenient  fituation  of  the  port  of  Villa 
Franca  in  'the  Mediterranean  Sea,  and  the  capacity  of 
the  fame,  together  yriththe  lecurity  of  it  in  all  refpeftsj^ 
have  be^n  efiicacious  motives  to  his  moft  Serene 
Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  for  the  exhibiting  and 
pronouncing  the  fame  free  to  the  whole  world  -,  with  a, 
belief,  that  it  might  in  time  prove  advantageous  to  the 
public,  and  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  in  particular.  Rut 
4t  fo  falling  out^  that  the  vigour  of  things  which  are

duty  or  cuftom  one  and  a  half /^r  centum^  that  is,  half 
only  of  the  three  per  centum  impofed  upon  all  commo- 
dities which  are  not  (pecified  in  the  mentioned  book 
of  rates,  by  the  laft  article  or  lines  of  it  j  which  duty  or 

,  cuftom  being  once  paid,  nothing  more  (hall  be  paid, 
neither  by  the  buyer  nor  (cller,  within  the  dominions  of 
his  Royal  Highne(s, 

V.  Fifthly,  It  is  covenanted  and  agreed,  that  all 
forts  of  (hips  and  ve(rels  belon^ng  to  his  Majefty  of 
Great  Britain,  &c.  or  any  of  his  (ubjefts,  which  (hall 
fet  fail  ftom  England,  or  any  place  under  the  domi- 
nions of  his  Majefty,  or  out  of  his  Majefty's  domi- 
nions, not  being  infe6bed  with  the  plague,  and  (hall 
arrive  at  the  ports  of  Nizza,  Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Hof- 
pitio,  with  certificates  or  patents  of  good  health,  having 
in  their  voyage  had  no  commerce  with  any  places  or 
perfpns  fufpefted  to  be  infefted  with  the  plague,  are, 
and  ought  to  be,  free  and  clear  from  making  Quarante- 
na,  or  any  days  whatfoever  of  purgation :  and  there 
ihall  b%  immediately  granted  to  the  perfons  i^  the  fkid 

fhips. 
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ihip^  prefent  and  tree  c^mmotre  or  Prtfdck;  tod  aB 
thiogs  and  merchandize,  pf  whadbeyer  iort  or  kind^ 
brought  by  the  laid  (hips»  (hall  immediateljr^  widiouc 
any  delay^  be  permitted  freely  to  be  landed,  and  carried 
into  the  houfes  or  warejioufes  of  the  merchants  his 
Majefty  s  fubjefts  in  Nizza,  Vflla  Franca,  or  S.  Hof- 
pirio :  but  if  the  abovg-mentioned  Ihips  Ihall  arrive 
without  a  cejtificate  or  patent  of  good  health,  or  if  in 
their  voyage  they  jhall  have  praftifed  or  had  conunercci 
with  any  perfons  or  places  fufpefted  of  the  plague^ 
in  fuch  cafe  both  perfons  and  goods  Ihall  be  fubje&  to 
quarantena  or  purgation ;  but  the  days  of  quarantena 
or  purgation  fhall  be  fhortened,  both  in  rd^pedi:  of  the 
perfons  and  goods,  as  much  as  the  care  of  prefcrving 
the  public  health  can  poflibly  permit :  but  what  mer-* 
chandize  is  fubje<5t  to  the  lazaretto,  or  to  make  purga- 
tion, as  alio  the  lazaretto  duties,  or  expence  ot  goods 
that  make  purgation,  is  with  other  particulars  contain- 
ed  in  a  paper  of  the  rates  of  the  lazaretto  duties  at  the 
end  of  this  inftrument,  which  never  can  or  may  be 
changed  or  altered  without  the  confent  of  the  conful^ 
and  the  major  part  of  the  merchants  redding  in  tho 
iaid  ports. 

VI.  Sixthly,  Becaufc  ports  which  are  called  free  are  • 
wont  to  give  proteftion  and  refiige  to  bankrupts,  or 
perfons  that  fail  arid  break  with  other  men's  eftates  5 
the  fame  piety  of  his  Majefly  which  prote6b  thofe  who 
are  good,  puni(hes  them  that  are  bad ;  therefore  as  to 
what  concerns  his  Majefty's  fubje6ls,.  it  is  covenanted 
and  agreed,  notwithftanding  whatfoever  edifts  pub- 
liflied,  ihzt  his  Majefty's  fubjeds  be  wholly  deprived 
and  utterly  cut  off  from  enjoying  that  protedtion 
which  is  commonly  called  fafe-condu6t  j  relerving  to 
every  fubjed  of  his  Majefty  his  proper  right  j  likewife 
all  his  Majefly's  fubjefts  Ihall  be  deprived  of  the  bene- 
fit of  proteftion  or  fafe,-condu6l:,  who  IhaU  commit 
any  crimes  \yhatfoever  againfl:  his  Majelty,  as  alfo  aU  of 
his  Majefty 's  fubjefts,  whether  mafter,  mariners,  or 
others,  who  fhall  be  guilty  of  barratry  -,  to  whom,  a*  * 

alio 
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alfo  to  aH  pkacea  and  robbers  at  lea  who  are  his  Ma-- 
jcfty's  fubjc6te,  all  licenfe  fhall  be  denied  of  felling 
goods  or  nlcrchandi^e,  or  contracting  for  them  in  the 
Bad  ports  :  but  in  regard  all  that  is  ntiendoped  in  the 
ibregoing  part  of  this  ardcle  relates  only  to  his  Ma- 
jcfty's  lubjcfts,  it  is  covenanted  likewife  and  agreed  ia 
favour  of  the  faid  fubjefts,  that  they  Ihall  foUy  and  en- 
tirely againft  ail  ftrangers  (as  well  as  all  ftrajigers 
againft  theni)  enjoy  the  privilege  of  iafe-conduft  >  or 
protection  promifed,  and  publifhed  in  the  edidt  of  a  free 
port,  by  his  Royal  Highnels. 

VII.  Seventhly,  All  the  fubjefts  of  his  Majcflywho 
liveatNizza,  Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Holpirio,  in  order  to 
trade  or  otherwife,  are  declared  free  and  clear  from  all 
tributes,  taxes,  or  levies  of  monies,  which  are  or  fliaH 
jbe  impofed  by  his  Royal  Highnels. 

•  VIII.  Eighthly,  It  is  likewife  declared,  that  the 
perfons  of  his  Majefty's  fiibjefts  refiding  at  Nizza, 
Villa  Franca,  or  S.  Holpitio,  ftiall  not  be  liable  or  fub- 
jeft  to  arreft  or  imprifonment,  or  their  goods  to  fei- 
2ure  or  fequeftrarion,  for  any  civil  caufes,  unlefs  a  legal 
citadon  has  firft  preceded  j  but  in  criminal  caufe^ 
which  are  punilhed  with  death  or  corporal  punifli- 
ment,  they  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  imprifonment  without 
citation,  ,     , 

IX.  Ninthly,  It  is  permitted,  and  fhall  be  law- 
ful to  all  and  every  one  of  the  fubjefts  of  his  Ma- 
jefty  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  dwelling  in  the  faid  ports,  to 
live  in  their  own  religion,  after  the  fame  manner  that 
is  permitted  either  at  Genoa,  or  Leghorn ;  and  a  conve- 
nient and,  decent  place  of  burial  ihall  be  allotted  and 
alfigned  for  the  interment  of  fuch  of  his  Majefly's  fub- 
jefts  as  fhall  deceafe  in  the  faid  places. 

X.  Tenthly,  Since  that  nothing  doth  more  torment 
any  man  than  controverfies  in  law  before  tribunals  of 
judicature,  in  regard  of  the  great  expenc^  both  of  dme 
and  money  -,  but  more  efpecially  one  who  is  a  flrangtrr 

to 
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to  the  cuftoms  of  the  place,  and  an  alien  to  the  laws : 
therefore  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  between  his  Ma- 
jcfly  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  his  Royal  Highnefs, 
rf>at  all  differences  or  controverfies  whatfoever,  which 
jfhall  arife  between  fubjeft  and  fubjeft  of  his  Majeftjr, 
or  between  the  laid  fubjefts  and  any  perfon  that  is  no 
fubjeft  of  his   Majefly,  Ihall  be  only  pleaded  be- 
fore,  and   be  decided  only  by,  a  judge  who  fhall 
be    called    the    Delegate   of  the    Englilh    nation; 
which  delegate  fhall  always  be  chofen  by  the  fub- 
jefts  of  his  Majefly  who  live  at  Nizza,  VUla  Franca, 
or  S.  Hofpitioi  provided  always,  that  the  eleftion  be 
'  made  out  of  the  number  of  thofe  miniflers  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs  which  conflitute  the  confuls  of  the  fea : 
the  delegate  fb  chofen  fhall  be  continued  during  the 
pleafure  qf  the  national  eleftors ;  provided  that  this 
continuation  be  no  longer  time  than  what  is  limited  by 
his  Royal  Highnefs  for  the  period  of  the  office  of  the 
reft  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea.     When  this  delegate  i$ 
clefted,  the  nation  fhall  prefent  him  to  his  Royal  High- 
nefs, with  a  petitiort,  that  by  his  authority  he  may  be 
appointed  to  exercife  this  charge ;  by  which  authority 
being  conflituted,  he  fhall  with  brevity  and  expeditioil 
decide  and  determine,  all  the  aforefaid  controverfies, 
without  the  formality  of  legal  proceffes,  according  to 
the  validity  and  weight  of  reafon,  having  regard  only  to 
the  truth  of  the  faft :  and  all  this-  fhall  be  done  with- 
out any  cofls,  charges^  ox  expence,  except  only  th^ 
bare  payment  of  the  writing.     From   die  fentence 
given  by  this  delegate  there  fhall  no  appeal  be  made  or 
allowed,  except  to  the  tribunal  of  die  confuls  of  the 
fea  refiding  at  Nizza,  where  th?  delegate  himfelf  is  to 
be  one,  and  fits  as  one  of  the  judges ;  from  which  tri- 
bunal no  appeal  is  to  be  admitted.     But  if  in  the  pro-, 
grefs  of  time  his  Majefly's  fubjefts  in  the  faid  ports* 
become  numerous  (which  is  to  be  hoped,  from  the 
good  and  well-compofed  laws)  if  any  inconvenience  be 
found  in  the  deciding  of  controverfies  according  to  the 

manncf 
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manner  prdcribed,  then,  as  to  whatfofercr  controvcr- 
lies  which  Ihall  happen  and  arife  only  between  fubjeft 
and  fubjedt  of  his  Majefty,  the  following  rule  for  an 
unappealable  deciding  of  them  ihall  be  eftabliihed  and 
confinned  between  his  Majefty  and  his  Royal  High- 
nels^  wUchthen  is  to  be  in  Rill  force  and  vigour  from 
that  time  which  his  Majefty  ihall  require  it  of  his 
Royal  Highnefs*  .  The  form  or  rule  is  this: — ^The  iiib- 
jcfts  of  his  Majefty  ihall  choofc,  out  of  the  number  of 
the  Engtiih  nation,  three,  which  for  life  and  manners 
are  efteemed  men  of  the  greateft  integrity  amongi!: 
them;  thefe  three  diey  ihall  humbly  prefent  to  his 
Royal  Highnefs,  that  he  may  benignly  pleafe  to  ap«- 
point  one  of  them,  who,  under  the  tide  of  Delegate  of 
his  Royal  Highneis,  is  to  cxercife  the  office  which 
ihall  immediately  be  declared:  by  whoie  authority 
when  he  ihall  be  conftituted,  and  to  that  purpofe  has 
obtained  letters  from  his  Royal  Highnefs,  he  ihall  not- 
withftanding  be  incapable  of  exercifing  his  charge,  till 
he  hath  firft  taken  oath  before  the  already-mentioned 
national  delegate,  or,  in  his  abfence,  before  fomc 
other  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  refiding  at  Nizza  for 
his  Royal  Highneis.  Thefe  things  premifed,  when  a 
controverly  or  difference  ihall  arife  or  happen,  the 
plaintiff  and  the  defendant  ihall  each  of  them  chooic 
two  arbitrators,  whom  they  ihall  declare  and  conftitute 
to  be  iiich  before  the  delegate  of  his  Royal  Highneis, 
to  every  one  of  which  the  delegate  ihall  adminifter  an 
oath,  upon  the  holy  evangelifts,  to  this  purpqfe ;  "  That 
they  will,  according  to  the  utmoft  of  their  power,  laying: 
aiide  all  reipeft  of  perfons,  and  according  to  good 
conicience  and  beft  rule  of  juftice,  give  their,  fentence 
of  arbitration  righteoufly  and  faithfully/'  After  which 
oath  they  may  convene,  as  occafion  offers,  but  always 
in  the  prefcnce  of  the  faid  delegate :  which  delegate 
Ihall  havt  no  -voice  in  cafe  that  the  major  part  of^the 
foxir  arbitrators  ^ee  in  their  arbitration ;  which  if 
they  do,  the  deciikm  So  made  ihall  be  valid  and  firm : 
but  if  dxc  arbitrators^  by  tenfeu  <if  their  equality  of  votes, 
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agrei  hoty  then  the  delegslte  of  hi$  Royal  Highnefi^ 
having  firft  taken  the  fame  oath  the  arbitrators  did^ 
before  one  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  at  Nizza,  Ihatt 
have  a  vote  amongft  the  other  four  arbitrators,  and  the 
deciiion  fhall  be  on  that  fide  which  has  the  majority 
of  votes,  to  all  purpofes  valid  and  firm.  In*  both 
cafes,  the  deciiion  thus  amicably  made  ihall  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  within  the  fpace  of  one 
month,  that  by  his  authority  it  may  have  its  full  force, 
and  be  put  in  execution.  This  delegate  fhall  be  fur- 
ther obliged  to  make  wridngs  or  records,  as  delegate 
of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  it  fhall  be  his  charge  care- 
folly  to  keep  and  prefervc  the  fame.  He  fhall  be  con- 
tinued three  years  in  his  office^  and  be  obliged  to  give 
an  account,  to  the  delegate  that  fucceeds  him,  of  all 
nutters  that  were  tranfad:ed  under  him. 

XI.  Eleventhly,  If  any  fubjeft  of  his  Mwfty  fhj 
die  in  the  faid  ports  without  making  his  will,  or  fhj 
appoint  by  his  will  one  to  be  executor  who  lives  in 
none  of  the  faid  ports,  the  whole  nation  fhall  be  con- 
vened, and  by  them  fome  perfbns  fhall  be  chofen  of 
good  life,  fame,  and  credit ;  who  together  with  the  de- 
legate of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  his  Majefty*s  fubjeft,  and 
the  conful  of  the  nation,  fhall  take  care  of  the  eflates 
of  the  perfon  deceafed,  fb  that  it  may  not  be  embez- 
zled, but  kept  for  them  to  whom  of  right  it  does  belong: 
v/hich  perfons  fo  elefted  by  the  nation  fhall  be,  be- 
fore the  tribunal  of  the  confuls  of  the  fea  refiding  at 
Nizza,  conftituted  and  appointed  adminiftrators,  to 
the  intent  aforefaid,  of  the  goods  of  the  deceafed :  and 
to  this  end  they  fliall  have  full  power  to  demand  and 
keep  whatfocYcr  of  right  belonged  to  the  perfon  de- 
ceafed, and  alfo  to  pay  and  difcharge  whatfoever  of 
right  was  due  .from  the  deceafed  perfon  to  any 
other. 

XII.  Twelfthly,  All  mariners,  fvJtgeds  of  his  Ma- 
jcfty,  who  fhall  defert  their  own  cfaptain  or  mafler,  and 
mixtt  in  zpy  other  fhip  or  veflel,  upon  complaint  made 

to 
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t&  the  officer  of  hi&  Ro^  High^fe  at  Nizza,  ViU« 
Franca,  or  S.  Hofpitio,  fhall  be  taken  from  the  &ip 
that  received  them,  and  be  reftored  to  their  firft  cap- 
tain or  matter.  If  any  mariner  deferts  his  own  cap- 
tain or  matter,  and  retires  into  any  public  or  private 
houffe  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  faid  ports,  and 
Ihall  be  concealed  by  the  inhabitant,  he  fliall  be  for- 
cibly taken  out  of  die  houfe,  and  the  houfekeeper 
fined  twenty  dollars  for  every  fugh  offence  :  if  any  ma^ 
rincr  Ihall  lie  all  night  on  ihore  in  any  public  or  private 
houfe,  without  leave  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  his 
officer,  the  houfekeeper  lodging  him  fhall  pay  ten 
debars :  if  any  mariner  contracts  a  debt  with,  or  runs 
in  debt  to  any  inhabitant  of  the  faid  ports,  above  the 
fum  of  one  di^Uar,  without  licenfc  in  writing  from  his 
captain  or  matter,  his  creditor  Ihall  lofe  it :  but  if  any 
mariner  does  get  one  to  be  bound  for  the  debt,  who 
is  not  a  mariner,  the  mariner  Ihall  be  let  go  5  but  the 
perfbn  that  is  bound  for  him  nri^iy  be  retained  for  the 
debt. 

XIIL  Thirteenthly,  It  is  covenanted  and  agreed, 
that  all  fliips  of  war  belonging  to  his  Majefty,  whenfo** 
ever  they  fhall  come  into  the  faid  ports,  fhall  in  every 
point  he  received  with  the  fame  honour  as  any  fhipa 
pr  veffib  whatfbever  belonging  to  whatfoever  Monarch 
oi"  Prince  :  during  the  abode  of  his  Majefly's  fhips  in 
die  &id  ports,  nothing  necefiary  or  coavenient  fhaJl  be. 
denied  them,  they  paying  a  competent  price  for  it  j 
and  as  for  their  vidualling,  licenfe  is  granted  to  any 
perfbn  deputed  to  vidual  the  fhips,  throughout  all 
;he  dominions  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  to  contract  for 
and  buy  all  things  neceffary  and  convenient  for  fufte-- 
nance,  and  to  caufe  all  the  faid  things  (o  bought  to  be 
iM^ught  into  the  faid  ports,  without  any  cuftom,  duty, 
or  impoft,  paying  for  them  only  the  firft  eott ,  and  it 
b  further  covenanted,  that  the  faid  fhips  of  war  of  his 
Majefty,  during  their  abode  in  the  faid  ports,  fhall  be 
proie^d  and  defended  againft  any  whomfoever  that 
9  would 
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would    attempt   any  violence   or    hoftilny    againft 
diem. 

XIV.  Fourteenthly,  Since  in  this  inftrument  of 
commerce  there  has  been  mention  made  of  certain 
fifcal  orders  or  tariffs,  commonly  called  books  of 
rates  or  public  duties  j  one  of  which,  printed  the  tenth 
of  December,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  fifty-pnc, 
contains  the  cuftoms  or  duties  which  are  to  be  paid 
for  all  commodities  whatfoever,  which  are  Ibid  within 
die  dominions  of  his  Royal  Highnefs :  a  fecond 
contains,  at.  the  end  of  the  general  order  of  the  Porto 
Franco  (the  thirtieth  of  Oftober,  one  thoufand  fix 
hundred  thirty -three)  the  duties  that  are  to  be  paid  for 
paflage  by  land  through  the  ftate  of  his  Royal  High- 
nefs :  and  the  third,  and  the  laft,  underln-itten  by  the 
procurator  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  contains  the  lazaretto 
duties  or  expences  which  are  to  be  paid  for  the  purg- 
ing of  goods  that  make  quarantena :  all  which  three 
books  of  rates  and  duties  are  to  be  regulated  according 
.  to  the  limitations  and  reftriftions  in  the  foregoing  arti- 
cles :  it  is  covenanted,  that  the  faid  tariffs,  or  rates  and 
^  dudes,  ftiall  never  be  changed  or  altered  without  con- 
fcnt  of  the  conful  and  the  major  part  of  the  Englifh 
merchants  and  factors  refiding  in  the  faid  ports.  It  is 
alfo  further  covenanted,  that  the  merchants  and  faftors, 
fabjedb  of  his  Majefty,  fliall  be  dilpatched.  with  all.  ex- 
pedition in  the  feveral  places  where  cuftoms  or  dudes 
are  to  be  paid,  and  that  none  of  the  faid  fubjefts  (hall 
be  at  any  time  liable  to  revifion  of  accounts  under  pre- 
tence of  defraudation.  And  if  any  officer  ot  his 
Royal  Highnefs,  byway  of  reward,  voluntary  donative, 
or  any  other  way  whatfoever,  fliall  exaft  or  receive  any 
film  or  value  beyond  what  is  appointed  in  the  mention- 
ed tarifi^  or  rates,  limited  as  in  the  afore&id  ardcles, 
the  perfon  fo  offending  fliall  be  imprifoncd  the  fpace 
of  three  months  or  more,  if  his  Royal  Highnefs  thbk 
fit,  and  fliall  pay  three  times  the  full  value  of  what  he 
fo  demanded  or  received  ^  one  half  of  which  fliall  be 

applied 
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applied  to  his  Royal  Hi^ineisj  and  the  othfcr  Half  to  the  ^ 
acculer  or  informer. 

XV.  Fiftcenthly  arid  laftlf.  It  is  covenanted  and 
agreed^  that  all  immunities,  privil^s>  and  conceflions^ 
which)  in  the  general  publication  ofa  free  port  made  by 
his  Royal  Highnefsj  are  not  mentioned,  or  Ipecified  in 
the  foregping  articles,  ihall  be^  for  the  full  advantage  of 
his  Majefty's  lubjeds,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  be 
underftood  to  be  exprefsly  mendoried  and  contained  i& 
the  body  of  this  prefcnt  inftrument :  and  whatfocvcr 
for  the  future  of  immunity,  privilege,  or  advantage, 
fhall  be  granted  to  any  other  kingdom  or  ftate>  all  and 
every  of  die  faid  immunities,  privileges,  and  advanta- 
ges, are' and  (hall  be  as  fully,  with  all  their  circumftan* 
ces,  granted  to  his  Majefty's  fubjeAs,  as  if  they  Were 
exprefsly  covenanted  and  agreed  for  in  this  prefent 
inftrument.  For  the!  full  and  undoubted  confirmation 
of  which)  and  of  all  the  foregoing  articles,  the  above* 
named  procwators  of  his  Majeily  of  Great  Britain^ 
&c.  and  his  Royal  Highnefs,  having  diligendy  read 
and  weighed  all  the  above-^faid  fifteen  articles,  have 
hereunto  put  their  hands  and  feals,  at  Florence,  the 
nineteenth  day  of  September,  the  year  of  our  lord  one 
thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty-nine.

I<*prafmuch  as  die  diilurbances^  which,,  i^qppn  the  de«- 
teafe  of  die  Emperor  Charles  die  Sixdi,  of  ^oriom 
memory,  without  male  iflbe,  arofe  in  Gerniany,  not- 
wlthftanding  the  esprels  tenor  of  the  molt  icdenm  and 
recent  treaties  of  peace  and  aUianee,  corroborated  bf

L  The  forces  of  her  Majefty  the  Qjjeen  of  Hun- 
gary alone,  which  are  now  in  Italy,  appearing  iuificient 
to  make  head  againft  the  aggreflbrs,  they  ihall  be 
brought  together,  in  order  to  march  towards  them, 
'^and  to  give  an  imniediate  check  to  their  progre(s,  and 
particularly  in  order  to  cover  the  States  of  Modena, 
and  Mirandola^  which  are,  as  it  were,  a  bulwark  to  the . 
dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Hungary  in  Italy. 

*  II.  *The  faid  King  of  Sardinia  (haU,  in  the  mean 
while,  have  a  confiderable  body  of  his  troops  upon  the 
frontiers  of  his  dominions  towards  the  borders  of  the 
Milanefe,  and  of  the  dutchy  of  Placenda^  which  fhall  be 
diipo(ed  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  that  they  may  be  brought 
together  in  a  fhort  dme ;  and  in  cafe  the  forces  of  the 
^ggreflfors  Ihould  come  feo  be  augmented,  and  that  ther^ 
ihould  be  caufe  to  fear  a  new  invafion  on  any  other 
fide,  as  is  probable,  according  to  the  advices  that  have 
4)een  received,  that  a  fecond  convoy  of  Spaniih  troope 
has  already  fet  fail  at  Barcelona,  and  that  they  are  to 
land  in  the  harbour  of  La  Spezia,  his  Majefty  fliall 
then  co-eperate  with  all  his  forces  for  preventing  the 
'body  of  Auftrian  troops,  which  ihaU  have  marched 
forward,  from  being  either  taken  in  flank  or  inter- 
cepted by  that  new  reinforcement  of  Spanifli  troops ; 
aiKl  to  this  ^nd>.  all  the  pafTages  in  the  ftates  above-- 
•  menuoned,,and  principally  the  places  of  Pami^,  Pla- 
centia,  and  Pavia>  fh^l  remain  free  and  open  to. the 
King's  troops  for  their  convenience  and  fecurity. 

'  IIL  As  to  what  relates  \o  forther  modons,  and 
foch  other  ntUitary  operations  as  might  be  afterwards 
.undertaken,  as  they  muft  depend  upon  the  circumi- 
ftances  which  fall  out  from  day  to  day,  it  is  necellary 
to  refer  them  to  the  concert  which  fliall  be  entered 
ifito,  in  •  proportion  to  the  circumftances  which  fhall 
happen ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Sardinia  ihall  iend  one  of  his  general  ofHcers  to  life

IV.  Nothing  being  fo  ncceflary  towards  obhdiung: 
the  end  delired  on  each  fide>  as  the  r^dpfoca}  fecurity 
of  the  reipeftive  poffeflions  and  rights^  and  a  confi*^ 
dence  in  the  good  faith  of  the  parties,  who  are  to  co- 
operate towards  the  fame  end,  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Sardinia  promifes,  upon  the  faith  and  word  of  a  Prince^ 
to  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  j  firft,  that^  for. 
as  long  time  as  the  prefent  provifional  agreement  IhaU 
laft,  he.  will  not  avail  himfelf  of  his  pretended  rights  to^ 
the  ftate  of  Milan,  which  are  not  entered  into  in  this 
provifional  convention,  forafmuch  as  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  cannot  admit  them,  and  die  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, on  the  contrary,  thinks  them  founded;  and  fe« 
condly,  that  if  it  fhould  be  neceflary  that  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty Ihould  enter,  with  his  forces,  into  any  one  of  the 
ftates  above-mentioned,  he  will  not  exercife  in  the 
fame  any  aft  of  fovereignty,  and  will  not  •  in  anywife 
hinder  the  Queen  of  Hungary  from  continuing  to  ex- 
ercife them,  in  the  manner  that  that  Princefs  has  done 
it  hitherto ;  neither  will  his  Majefty  exaft  any  contri- 
burion,  and  will  content  himfeu  in  the  faid  cafe  widi . 
being  fujniflied  with  fuch  things  as  are  indifpenfabl^ 
requifite  to  an  army  j  as  for  inftance,  forage,  wooiv 
quarters,  carts,  beds,  caferhs,  and  ftraw,  thQ  miohs 
whereof  fhall  be  regulated  upon  the  foot  on  which  they 
are  ufually  allowed  to  his  troops ;  as  dfo  hones,  mules, 
and  oxen,  for  the  ufe  of  the  artillery,  and  vitals.  ^    . 

V.  On  the  other  hand^  her  Majefty  the  Queen  ot 
Hungary  declares  in  the  like  foleitiii  manner,  that  it 
is  not  her  m^a^ing  that  the  above'-faid  promifes  of  his

ietf  iiAby>  or  by  fuch  alliance  as  he  ihall  judge  to  be 
ihoA  ftr  his  convenience, 

^^  VlL  But  as  his  Msyefty  does  not  mean  to  acquire 
any  advaritaije  by  the  faid  refervation,  and  defigns  to 
f  rocccd  with  all  the  ^6od  faith  whidi  is  natural  to  him, 
Kc  promifes  and  engages,  in  the  cafe  above-mentioned, 
pot  to  aft  himfelf  nor  to  permit  any  Prince,  with 
whpm  he.  might  be  alEcd,  to  aft  (which  his  Majefly 
yifl  take  care  to  ffipMlatc  as  a  principal  condition,  in 
4ny  treaty  whitfocver  which  he  might  conclude) 
f^ner  than  after  the  Ipace  of  one  month,  from  the

IX.  The  prcfent  convention  fliall  be  ratified  by  die  • 
King  of  Sardinia,  and  by  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  and 
the  ads  of  ratification  fhall  be  exchanged  within  the 
term  of  twenty  days, 

X.  DunAg  the  faid  term,  die  Kinig  of  Sardinia  (ball 
not  underftand  himfelf  to  be  obliged  to  caufe  his  troop« 
to  enter  into  the  flutes  poflefled  by  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary ;  and  if  after  the  expiration  of  the^id  termj  the 
<^een  fhould  not  have  fent  her  ratiftcadon,  £o  that  ibr 
want  of  it  the  prefent  convention  Ihould  remain  with- 
out effeft,  neverthelefs  the  King,  fhall  not,  in  that  cafe, 
caufe  his  troops  to  enter  into  the  above-mentioned 
ftates,  during  Ac  term  of  other  ten  days,  neither  during 
that  term  fhall  he  give  any  hinderance  to  the  free  return 
of  the  Auftrian  troops  into  the  fame  ftates,  and  into 
fuch  pofb  as  the  Queen  of  Hungary's  generals  fhall 
judge  to  be  mofl  convenient.  * 

In  witnefs  whereof  we  the  under-written  plenipo^ 
tendaries  have  figned  the  prefent  convention,  &c.  at 
Turin,  the  ifl  of  February,  1742. 

IN  confequence  of  this  convention,  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia  did  immediately  join  a  confiderable 
body  of  his  troops  to  thofe  of  the  iaid  Queen,  his  Ma-:; 
jefly  the  King  of  Great  Britain  having  lent  a  ftrong 
fquadron  to  co-operate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  U* 
berries  of  Italy. 

In  order  not  to  leave  fruklefs  fo  great  expences,  an^ 
to  fecure  ftiU  farther,  and  to  accelerate,  for  the  prefent^ 
the  entire  execution  of  fo  necefiary  andjufta  refolution^ 
and  in  order  likewiffe  to  pespetuate  the  effect  of  it  for 
the  tinK:s  to  come,  ^their  faid  M^efties  have  auc^ioiized 
and  do  authorize  their  minifters  plenipotentiary  to  make 
an  immediate  regulation  of  the  particulars  and  of  the 
conditions,  viz.  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain, ' 
Ijis  privy  counfellor  John  Lord  Carteret,  Baron   of 

Y  4  Hawncs^ 
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Hawnes,  one  of  his  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  ^c* ; 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  Chevalier  Ofib- 
rk>9  chevalier  grande  croixj  and  grand  confervator  of 
the  religious  and  noiiitary  orders  of  the  Saints  Maurice 
and  Lazarus,  envoy  extraordinary  and  'niinifter  pleni- 
potentiary of  his.faid  Majefly  to  his  Majefly  the  King 
of  Great  Britain;  and  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  and  Bohennia,  the  Sieuc  Ignatius  John  de 
Walner,  her  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  his.  faid  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  J  who,  after  having  communicated  to 
each  other  their  reipeftive  fiiU  pov;ers,  and  having  ma- 
turely conferred  together,  have  agreed  upon  the  foU 
lowing  articles, 

I.  There  fhall  be,  from  the  prefent  time,  and  for  all 
times  to  come,  between  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohe- 
mia, and  his  Majefly  -  the  King  of  Sardinia,  a  clofc 
friendfhip,  and  fincere^  perpetual,  and  inviolable  alli- 
ance, by  virtue  of  which  they  fhall  be  obliged  to  fup- 
port,  defend,  and  fgccour  each  other  reciprocally  and 
conflandy,  to  be  attentive  to  the  fecurity  each  of  the 
other,  as  to  their  own,  to  procure  all  advantages,  and 
to  keep  off  all  damage  and  prejudice  from  one  another 
to  the  utmofl  of  their  power, 

II.  To  this  end,  the  allies  engage  themfelves  afrefh 
to  -a  mofl  exprefs  guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms,  flates, 
countries,  and  dominions,  which  they  are  now  in  pof- 
fcffion  of,  or  ought  to  pofTefs  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of 
alliance  made  at  Turin  in  1703:  of  the  treaties  of 
peace  of  Utrecht  and  Baden :  of  the  treaty  of  peace 
and  alliance,  commonly  called  the  quadruple  alliance ; 
of  the  treaty  of  pacification  and  .alliance,  concluded  at 
Vienna  the  i6th  of  March,  173 1 :  of  the  aft  ofgua-* 
ranty  given  in  confequence  thereof^  and  pafTed  intp 
a  law* of  the  empire  the  nth  of  January  1732 :  of.th^ 
aft  of  acceffion,  figned  likewife  in  confequence  of  the 
iaid  treaty,  at  the  Hague  the  2Qth  of  February  1732 ; 

of 
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of  die  treaty  of  peace  figned  at  Vienna  the  x8th  of 
Novendxr  17381  and  of  the  acceffSon  thereto^  done 
and  figned  at  Verfailles  the  3d  of  February  173^ ;  all 
mfaich  treaties  are  fully  recalled  and  confirmed  here^ 
jforafmuch  as  they  may  concern  the  allies^  and  as  far  as 
they  have  i^ot.  derogated  fit>m  then\  by  the  prefect 
treaty,      .. 

III.  In  conformity  to  the  guaranty  contained  in  the 
foregoing  article,  and  to  the  end  that  no  fubjed  of  di£> 
pute  may  remain  between  the  two  moft  Serene  Houfes 
of  Auftria  and  Savoy,  his  Majefiy  the  King  of  Safdi- 
^inia,  for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  renbunc^ 
by.  name,  and  for  ever,  but  folely  in  favour  of  her 
Majefty  the  Qh^^"  ^^  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  of 
])er  heirs-  and  fuccefibrs,  his  pretended  rights .  upon 
the  fbte  of  Milan ;  which  rights,  though  never  ad* 
mitted  on  the  part  of  the  Queen,  he  had  referved  to 
himfelf,  by  the  provifional  convention,  the  liberty  crif 
availing  himfelf  of.  And  befides,  his  Majefly  the  King 
of  Sardinia  ehgages  himfelf  formally  and  fpecially  to 
the  guaranty  oT  the.  order  of  fucceCQon  efUblifhed  in 
the  faid  mod  Serene  Houfe,  by  the  pragmadc  fan6tion, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  it  is  fet  forth  in  the  treaty  of 
pacification  and  alliance  made  at  Vienna  the  1 6th  of 
March  173 1,  excepting,  however,  that  his  faid  Majefly 
ihall  never  be  obliged  to  fend  fuccours  out  of  Italy. 

• 

IV.  For  this  purpofe,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, who  has  already  joined  his  troops  to  thofe  of  the 
Queen  of  Hungary,  and  who  has  already  confiderably 
augmented  them,  fhall  continue  to  concert  and  exe- 
cute, jointly  with  her  and  her  generals,  all  the  mea- 
fures  and  t^rations  which  fhall  be  judged  the  moft 
eSe£tual  for  keeping  off  and  cepelling  the  invafion  now 
made,  or  to  be  hereafter  made,  againfl  the  dominions 
pf  the  faid  Queen,  and  for  fccuring  them  fix)m  all  danger, 
prefent  and  lutyre,  as  much  as  poflTible.  , 

V.  In  order  to  attdn  this  end,  and  as  long  as  the 
prefent  war  fhall  lafl,  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
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gary*  engagos  notonl^tcilm^iirltriyrthemimtMfeof 
tn$0pB  vduch  flitt  has  diere  now^  but  to  atignBMtr  thorn* 
to  themuniber  of  30,000  effeAxve  men»  as  ibca  as  t^ . 
(kuacion  of  affairs  in  Gemnuif  will  pennit  it:  and. 

of  San&da  engages  to  ksep  and 
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comprehending  in  it  what  will  be  neceflaiy  for  the  gar- 
n&nSf  and  defence  of  his  own  dominions. 

VI.  H^  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  {hall  have  the 
ibpi^me  command  of  the  aUied  army,  when  he  fhali  be 
riiere  in  perfon,  and  he  ihall  regelate  the  military  mo^ 
tions  and  operations  of  it,  in  concert  widx  her  Majefty 
die  Queen  of  Hungary,  according  as  the  conunon  in* 
terdt  and  occafions  IhaU  require. 

VII.  As  long  as  it  Ihall  be  neceffary  towards  favour- 
ing and  feconding  diofe  operations,  and  as  long  as  the 
danger  of  the  allies,  and  of  Italy,  fhall  demand  it,  his 
Majcfty  the  King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  keep  in 
the  Mediterranean  Sea  a  ftrong  fquadron  of  fliips  of 
war,  and  bomb-veflels,  and  fire-  Ihips,  the  admiral  and' 
commanders  whereof  (hall  have  orders  to  concert  con- 
ftandy  and  regularly  widi  his  Majelly  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, or  with  his  generals,  and  with  thofe  of  her  Ma- 
^dty  the  Queen  otHungary,  who  ihall  be  neareft  at 
hand,  the  moft  proper  meafures  for  the  fervice  of 
the  common  caufe« 

VIII.  Moreover,  and  in  order  to  afTifl  in  bearing 
the  extraordinary  expence  which  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Sardinia  is  and  will  be  obliged  to  fupport,  for  raifing, 
and  caufing  to  si£t,  a  much  greater  number  of  troops 
than  his  own  revenues  can  maintain,  his  M;yefly  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  engages  to  fumiih  to  him,  for 
as  long  as  the  war,  and  the  occafion  for  it,  fhall  conti- 
nue, a  fubfidy  of  two  hundred  thoufand  pounds  fter« 
ling))^  annum^  to  be  paid  every  three  months,  and  to 
commence  from  the  ifl  of  February  1742,  New  Stile, 
being  the  day  upon  which  the  provifional  oonvention 
was  figned  between  the  faid  King  andher  Majefty  the 
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• 

Queen  of  Huiigaryj  and  the  ftid  fvi^Gdj  fliril  be  pmc^ 
tually  pftid  from  three  mondis  to  three  months  in  ad* 
vtnce,  proyided,  however,  th^t  what  fliall  have  been 
advanced  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Saxdinia,  before 
die  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fhall  bo  reckoned 
into  it. 

rX.  In  confideration  of  the  zeal,  and  gcnerofity, 
with  which  his  Sardinian  Majefly  has  been  wiflii^  t6 
expole  his  perfon,  and  his  dominions,  for  the  public 
caufe,  and  for  that  of  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary and  Bohemia,  and  of  the  mofl:  Serene  Houie  of 
Auflria  in  particular,  and  of  the  effeftual  fuccouri 
which  the  faid  cjmfe  has  already  receivoi  frbm  him  i 
in  confideradon  alfo  of  the  burthenibme  engagements 
of  aflSftance,  and  of  the  perpetual  tie  of  guaranty,  which 
he  contrafts  with  her,  by  the  prefent  alliance,  her  find 
Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  for  her- 
ftlf,  her  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  yields  and  transfers,  from 
this  prefent  time,  and  for  fcvcr,  to  his  faid  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  be  united 
to  his  other  dominions,  the  difliift  of  Vigevano,  call6d 
the  Vigevenafco,  the  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Pavia  which 
is  between  the  Po  and  the  Thcfin,  fo  that  the  Thcfirt 
ihall  for  the  future,  by  the  middle  of  its  ftream,  form 
the  feparadon  and  limit  between  the  relpeftive  domi- 
nions, from  the  Lago  Maggiore,  or  greater  lake,  to  th6 
place  where  it  fans  into  the  Po,  excepting  only  the 
ifland  formed  by  the  canal  over  i^infl:  me  city  of  Pa-* 
via,  which  ifland  fliall  be  referved  to  her  Majefly  the 
Queen,  upon  thefe  conditions ;  that  the  King  fliall  have 
neverthelels  the  free  communication  of  the  river  Thefin, 
for  the  paflage  of  barks,without  theirbeing  either  ftopped» 
yifited,  or  fubjefted  to  the  payment  of  any  duty  j  and  that  * 
the  faid  canal  fliall  never  be  filled  up,  and  fhall  ferve  in 
this  place  for  a  limit.  Moreover,  that  other  part  of  the 
dutchy  of  Pavia,  cafled  the  Pavefe,  beyond  the  Po, 
Bobbio  and  its  territory  being  reckoned  into  it,  die  city 
of  Plaifance,  *  ifridi  that  parfof  the  dutchy  of  Placenda 
which  is  between  the  $avefan^  and  as  frur  as  tfie  bed  of 
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the  river  Ntira;  from  its^  fource  quite  to  the  Po  j  in  liich 
niatnner  that  the  middle,  as  well  of  the  Nura  as  of  the 
Po,  do  itiake  in  this  part  the  limit  of  the  two  ftatesf 
and  confequently,  that,  which  has  hitherto  belonged  to 
At  dutchy  of  Placentia  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Poy  do 
remain  feparated  from  it, 

Laftly,  that  part  of  the  .county  of  Anghiera,  or  of 
the  ftatc  of  Milan,  whatfoever  particular  name  may  be 
*  given  to  it,  which  borders  upon  the  Novarefe,the  valley 
of  Sefia^tbe  Great  Alps,  and  the  country  of  Vallais,  ex- 
tending to  the  Swifs  prcfcftures  of  Val  Maggia  andLq- 
camOy  and  along  the  banks  of^  and  in  the  Lago  Mag- 
giore^  to  the  middle  of  the  faid  lake,  in  fuch  manner 
that  for  the  future  the  confines  between  the  dominions 
of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  thofc  of  her 
Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  Ihall  be  continually 
fixed  by. a  line  drawn  from  the  borders  of  the  Swifs,  in 
the  middle,  and  all  ^ong  the  Lago  Maggiore  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Thciin,  which  Une  ihall  go  from  thence 
along  the  middle  of  the  ftream  of  that  river  to  the  place 
of  its  falling  into,  the  Po,  excepting  the  front  of  the 
above-iDepcioned  ifland  before  Pavia,  and  from  thenqc 
go  on  along  th?  middle  of  the  courle  of  the  Po,  to  the 
place  where  the  fJura  falls  into  the  Po,  and  go  up  by 
the  middle  of  the  bed  of  the  Nura  quite  to  its  (burce^ 
which  is  oppofite  to  the  country  of  Genoa, 
.  The  abovcfaid  divifion  of  the  courfe  of  the  rivers 
/hall  not  prevent  the  navigation  remaining  free,  as  it  is 
to  remain,  to  the  fubjeits  of  the  two  fovereigns,  in  the 
whole  breadth  of  the  laid  rivers,  with  liberty  tq  pals 
upon  the  banks  on  either  fide,  for  the  towing  of  boats 
which  go  up  fbeam;  the  faid  banks  being  never- 
thelefs  to  appertain,  as  well  with  regard  to  the  property, 
as  in  all  other  rcfpccts,  to  the  fovereigns  refpeftively,  on 
either  fide  of  the  faid  rivers,  who  ihall  be  allowed,  each 
on  their  own  fide,  to  make  fuch  reparations  as  they  fhall 
judge  neceifary  towards  ftrengthening  of  them,  provided 
that  thofe  reparations  be  not  prominent^  .that  is  to  fay, 
that  they  may  not  force  the  flream  of  the  river  agairtft 
the  oppofite  fide,  and  that,  on  the  part  of  the  King  of 

Sardinia^ 
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Sardinia,  it  ihall  never  be  lawful,  under  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  to  make  fuch  works  as  might  preve^  cb* 
fi^e  entry  of  the  waters  into  the  caiial  or  navilio,  which  if 
on  the  fide  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  q(  Hungary,  and 
which  condufb  the  faid  waters  to  Milan. 

To  enjoy  the  iame  in  full  property  and  foverei^ty, 
as  her  M^efty  the  Queen  and  her  predecelfors  have  en^ 
j(^ed  them  hitherto ;  which  countries  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  difmembers  for  ever  from  her  heredictiry  domi* 
nions,  and  from  the  fbte  of  Milan,  derogating  for  thai: 
puipofe,as  far  as  there  can  be  ocCafion  for  it,  from  every 
thing  tlwit  might  in  any  manner  be  contrary  thereto, 
faving  always  the  dire6t  jurildidtion  of  the  Empire. 

X.  Befides,  as  it  is  of  importance  to  the  pubUc  caiil^ 
that  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  Ihould  haveaa- 
immediate  communication  of  his  dominions  with  the 
lea,  and  with  the  maritime  Powers,  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  yields  to  him  sjl  the 
rights  which  fhe  may  have  in  any  manner,  and  upon  any 
title  whatfbever,  to  the  town  and  marquifate  of  Fina), 
which  rights  flie  yields  and  transfers,  without  any  re^  - 
ftriAion,  to  the  faid  King,  in  the  fame  manner  as  fhe 
does  the  countries  defcribed  in  the  forgoing  article ;  ia 
the  juft  expeftadpn,  that  the  Republic  of^Genoa  will  fa- 
cilitate, as  far  as  fliall  be  neceffary,  a  dilpofition  fo  indiC- 
penfably  requifite  for  the. liberty  and  lecurity  of  Italy, 
in  corlfideradon  of  die  fum,  which  fliall  be  found  to  be 
due  to  the  faid  Republic,  without  his  Majefty  the  Kin^ 
of  Sardinia,  nor  her  Majefty  the  ^een  of  Hungary 
being  obliged  to  contribute  to  the  payment  of  the  laid 

•  fum ;  provided  always,  that  the  town  of  Pinat  be  and 

*  remain  for  ever  a  fi-ee  port,  as  is  Leghorn  i  and  tH3f  it 
fhaU  be  allowable  for  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinila 
to  re-eftablifti  there  the  forts  which  have  been  deirrcf- 
lifhed,  or  to  caufe  others  to  be  built,  acpprding^'as  he  &att 
judge  convenient.  ^  r  '       * '  ..

WHEREAS  bf  feveral  treaties  ot  peace,  alliance, 
commerce,  and  navigation,  formerly  made  between 

*he 
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Ac  kingdoms  of  Gre^t  Britain  and  Spain,  ^nd  at  thjj 
time  fubfiffing,  but  more  particularly,  by  the  treatjr 
concliidfed  at  Madrid,  the  44  dky  of  tji'c  month  <^ 
May,  ih  the  year  oiie  tHoiiiand  fix  1lun(ired^fi3cty-ahdr 
fevcn,  and  the  cedulas  annexed  thereunto,  prdvifion 
was' made  for  the  freedom,  fecurity,  iarid.  pqrfeft  ipale 
of  the  comnAerce  of  the  Britifh  fiibje£ts,  trading  in

quality  they  be,  fliall  reciprocally  ftiew  to  each  other 
fill  friendihip ;  and  that,  on  the  demife  of  either  of  their 
Majefties,  the  fucceflbr  Ihall  fend  an  ambafTador  to  the 
other,  to  notify  his  acceffion  to  the  throne. 

II.  It  is  aUb  agreed,  that  all  Englifh  fhips  of  war, 
and  merchant  fhips,  that  ihall  come  to  any  part  of  the 
£mperor's  dominiom  to  trade,  or  for  any  other  pur- 
pofe,  and  ihall  have  on  board  a  cargo,  which  ihall  not 
he  faleable  in  the  faid  place  where  they  come,  may 
depart  with  the  fame  to  any  other  ps^rt  whatfbever  of 
the  Emperor's  dominions,  and  ihall  not  pay  the  duties 
lor  it  more  than  <mce  *,  and  that  no  duty  ihall  be  paid 
for  implements  of  war,  fuch  as  fire-arms,  fwords,  or 
any  other  thing  whatfocvef  which  may  belong  to 
the  military ;  neither  for  all  ibrts  of  materials  uied 
|br  building  fhips  -,  and  that,  if  any  Eng^  fhip  fhall 
f:ome  {o  any  of  the  Emperor's  ports  with  merchandize 
dcfHncd  for  another  part  of  the  world,  they  are.  not  to 
pay  any  duty  for  fuch  merchandize,  fo  that  they  may 
depart  with  the  fame  without  any  moleflation.  If  any 
'  .r  ^^ 
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£iig^  flap  ihall  be  tfaroifm  upon  the  Emperoi^s 
coaftsi  by  bad  weather  or  otherwife,  the  fame  ihall  be 
proteAed,  and  depart  again  in  faiet]r>  without  any  iU- 
treatment  or  interruption.  And  the  Emperor's  fliips, 
which  ihall  be  thropwii  on  the  coaft  of  Great  Britain,  or 
dominioiis  thereunto  belonging,  flball  be  treated  in  the 
fame  manner, 

ni.  It  is  alfi>  agreed,  that  all  fhips  belonging  to  the 
fubgeds  of  the  faid  Kirtg  of  Great  Britain,  and  of  the 
Empeix)r  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  and  his  fubjefts,  may 
iccurely  navigate  and  pafs  the  feas,  widiout  being 
fearched,  or  receiving  hinderance  or  trouble  the  one 
fh)m  the  other ;  and  that  all  perfons  and  paiiengers, 
of  whatever  nation  they  may  be,  belonging  to  cidier 
of  the  parties,  ihall  be  entirely  free,  without  being  de- 
tained, moleited,  robbed,  or  receiving  any  damage 
from  the  others.  And  moreover,  it  is  agreed,  that  the 
Engjiih  ihips,  which  ihall  be  freighted  in  any  port  of 
the'  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  for  other  ports  "of 
the  fame  kingdom,  ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  the 
ufual  port  charges ;  and  that  no  captain  or  other  per* 
fon  belon^ng  to  any  ihip  or  veiTel  of  the  Emperor  of 
Fez  and  Morocco,  or  Im  fubjedts,  ihall  take  any  per- 
ion  or  perfons  whadbever,  out  of  any  ihip  or  veiTel  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  his  fubje&s^.  in  order  to 
be  examined,  or  under  any  other  pretence  wharifocver  5 
^either  ihall  they  oiFer  violence  to  any  peribn  or  per- 
foijs,  of  whatever  nation  or  quality  they  be,  on  board  a 
ihip  belonging  to  his  Majeily's  fubjects. 

IV.  It  is  beiides  agreed,  for  the  better  obfervancc 
of  the  preceding  articles,  according  to  their  true  intent, 
that  the  ihips  of  war  or  cruizers  belonging  to  the  Em- 
peror of  Fez  and  Morocco,  or  to  his  fubjefts,  meeting 
with  any  ihips  or  other  veiTels  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  or  his  fu^yefts  (not  being  in  the  icas  belonging 
to  his  Majeily*s  dominions)  may  iend  a  iingle  boat  oa 
board,  with  two  truily  rowers,  and  no  more,  who  may 
enter  fuch  ihips  or  veile^s ;  that  on  ihewing  them  a 

pafiportj 
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piflpoitf  figned  by  die  King  of  Great 'Britain,  or  i»j^ 
the  high  admiral  of  En^and,  Scotiatid, '  and  IrelaiK^ 
in  the  form  hereafter  mentioned,  the  fkid  boat  fliaQ 
depart  immediately^  iearipg  fuch  fliips  to  puriue  thcif 
voyage  freely :  and  when  it  may  hutppenj  that  any  ihip 
of  war  or  privateer  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  (haft 
meet  any  fhip  or  vcffel  of  the  Emperor  of  Fea  and 
Morocco,  or  of  his  liibjedb,  on  the  captain  of  fttch 
ihip  (hewing  a  pa(l|)ort  from  the  governor  of  the  city 
to  which  he  belongs,  with  a  certificate  from  th^  Eng- 
lilh  conful,  or,  in  cafe  of  his  death,  or  abfence,  from 
the  major  part  of  the  Englilh  merchants  refiding 
there.  J  in  fuch  cafe,  he  (hall  be  permitted  to  purfue  hia 
voyage  without  impediment  or  injury. 

V.  It  is  aUb  agreed,  that  in  ca(e  any  (hips  of  waf  of 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  his  lubjefts,  (hall 
come  to  any  port,  under  the  dominion  of  the  Emperor 
of  Fez  and  Morocco,  with  prize-goods,  they  (hdl  be 
permitted  to  fell  them  without  hinderance  or  impofi- 
tion ;  and,  in  cafe  any  fquadron,  or  (ingle  (hip  of  war, 
or  merchant  (hip,  of  his  Majefiy,  (hall  want  provifions, 
victuals,  or  refreflimcnts,  it  is  hereby  agreed,  that  they 
may  buy  them,  in  the  quantity  and  quality  they  (hall 
have  occafion  for,  at  the  current  market-price,  free  of 
duties,  or  of  any  other  gratuity. 

VI.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  any  (hip  or  other 
veflfel  belonging  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  to  his 
fubjefts,  (hail,  by  misfortune,  ftorm,  or  any  other  dif- 
after  whatfoevcr,  be  forced  a(hore,  or  wrecked,  on 
any  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  (uch  (hip  or  (hips,  perfbns,  and  goods,  (hall 
be  faithfully,  and  without  the  leaft  damage  or  dimi- 
liution,  reltored  and  delivered  to  the  conful,  or  any 
other  peribn  whom  their  owner  (hall  appoint  to  receive 
the  fame ;  the  people  (hall  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  per- 
mitted to  depart  whcnfocver  they  pleafe,  without  thq 
leaft  detention* 

..  :  "     yn.  It. 
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VII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  diat  His  Majefly  of 
Great  Britain  fhall  have  liberty  to  eftablilh  a  conftil^. 
or  as  many  confiils  as  he  pleafes^  in  the  dominioAs  of 
the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  and  that  the  faid 
conful  or  confbls  may  refide  in  any  port^  or  ports,  or 
places  they  pleaie,  as  well  maririn^e  as  others,  belongs 
ing  to>*  or  under  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  Emperor  of 
Fez  and  Morocco ;  and  that  the  iiud  conful  or  confuk 
ihall  be  treated  with  the  refpeA  due  to  their  tides  or 
chara&ers ;  and  they,  as  well  as  the  other  fubjeAs  of 
his  Mjgefty  refiding  there,  fhall  be  permitted  to  enjoy 
the  entire  freedom  and  exercife  of  dicir  relkion^  with- 
out the  leaft  impediment,  reproach,  or  afiront,  either 
ill  word  or  a&ion ;  and  that  they  ihall  have  a  decent 
place  for  their  burying-ground,  againft  which  no  vio-> 
knee  ihall  be  committed ;  and  that  the  aforefaid  con- 
fuls  and  faAors  may  difpatch,  at  their  pleafure,  their 
brokers,  and  fervants,  with  liberty  to  go  from  place 
to  place,  by  fea  and  land ;  it  is  likewife  granted  to: 
them  to  embark  and  go  on  board  any  ihip  or  ihipa 
whatfoever,  to  treat  and  contraft,  as  well  in  the  port 
as  in  the  road,  withput  impediment,  conilraint,  or  li-. 
mitation,  concerning  their  efFefts,  fecure  from  anyrilk 
of  confifcation,  or  embargo,  under  any  pretence ;  and 
the  fald  conful  or  confuls,  with  the  other  fubjefts  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty  trading  there,  ihall  have  full  liberty 
to  leave  the  country  whenfoevcr  they  pleafe,  without: 
impediment  or  moleilation  being  offered  to  them  or 
their  effeds.  And  it  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  any 
fubjed  of  his  Britannic  Majcfty,  refiding  or  u^afficking 
in  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  ot  Fez  and  Mo- 
rocco, ihall  happen  to  die,  the  governor  of  the  place 
where  it  happens  ihall  be  obliged  to  fee  all  his  ^oods 
and  effefts  delivered  into  the  hands  of  his'  Majeily's. 
conful,  and,  in  default  of  fuch  conilil,  to  fome  Engliih, 
merchant,  who  is  to  fecure  and  keep  them  for  the  dif- 
pofition  of  his  heirs ;  but  this  is  to  be  underilood>  in* 
cafe  the  deceafed  ihall  not  have  lefr  a  parmer  or  friend, 
pr,  before  his  deceafe,  ihall  not  have  recommended  his 

faid 
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'faideSe^is  and  debts  to  ibme  other  Chriftian  merchant 
{o£  any  nation  "whatfocver)  in  which  cafe,  the  gover- 
nor fhall  not  intermeddle  further  than  to  ufe  his  autho- 
rity  to  fee  that  the  will  and  teAament  of  the  deceafed 
be  carried  into  execution,  as  in  recovery  of  his  debts, 
&c.  and  further  declares,  that  no  fubjeft  of  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty  Ihall  be  obliged  to  give  fadsfadion  for 
any  other  debt,  but  what  fhall  be  contra&ed  by  him* 
felf,  or  fhall  appear  by  his  accounts;  and  that  the 
fubjecks  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  as  well 
Moors  as  Jews,  refiding  in  the  dominions  of  die  King 
of  Great  Britain,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  that 
are  grated  to  the  Englifh  refiding  in  Barbary ;  and 
that  the  domeftic  fervants  of  the  confuls,  and  .other 
fubjeds  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  of  whatever  nation 
they  may  be,  either  Moors  or  other$>  fhall  not  pay  the 
tax  called  the  poll-tax^  or  any  other  tax« 

VIII.  It  is  agreed,  that  no  Alcaide,  governor,  fbU 
dier,  or  fiibjeft  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco, 
ihall  lay  violent  hands  on  the  eflfeAs  or  merchandizes 
belonging  to  the  fubjedts  of  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
within  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  without  fiitt  treating,  agreeing,  and  paying 
the  value  thereof  or  according  to  an  agreement  made, 
and  without  having  permiffion  and  authority  fix)m  the 
Emperor  for  that  purpofe  j  neither  fhall  the  fubjefts 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty  be  forced  to  buy  goods  con- 
trary to  their  inclination :  and  it  is  moreover  agreed, 
that  no  commander  or  captain  of  an  Englifh  fhip  fhall 
be  obliged  or  cohitrained  to  negotiate,  or  receive  on 
board,  merchandizes  belonging  to  any  perfon  whatfo- 
cver, he  or  they  declaring,  to  the  conful  refiding  there, 
the  reafon  for  it,  neither  fhall  the  faid  fhip  be  detained 
or  embargoed  under  any  pretence ;  and  that,  if  any 
of  the  Emperor's  fubjefts  mall  freight  an  Englifh  fhip 
to  carry  and  convey  any  commodiaes  from  one  place 
to  others  of  the  Emperor's  dominions,  and  it  fhall 
happen,  either  from  bad  weather,  or  any  other  accident 
whatever,  to  touch  at  any  place  or  places  in  the  voy- 
age^ 
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9fle^  fuch  fliip  or  (hips  (hall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any 
thing  for  the  (helter  or  afiiftance  they  may  receive  1 
nor  (hall  a  pilot  or  nurioer  be  taken  out  of  any  Englilh 
ihip» 

IX*  If  there  (hall  happen  any  quarrel  or  diipute 
between  any  En^iilhnian  and  any  ^ufTulman,  by 
which  any  of  them  may  receive  detriment,  the  famcr 
ihall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Emperor  alone ; 
and  if  any  Englifhman,  who  (hall  be  the  aggreflbr, 
(hall  make  his  efcape^  in  fuch  cafe  no  other  Engiifh- 
man  {hall  fuffer  on  his  account,  or  in  his  place ;  it  is 
alio  agreed,  that  if  any  law-fuit,  diipute,  or  difference, 
ariles  beteen  the  fubjefts  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  they 
Ihall  be  accommodated  by  the  conful  of  the  nation : 
and  if  any  quarrels  (hall  happen  among  the  Mu(lulmen 
in  Ei^land,  or  in  any  of  the  Englilh  dominions,  by' 
which  one  of  them  may  receive  detriment,  the  lame 
Ihall  be  heard  before  a  Chriftian  and  a  Mullulman, 
and  (hall  be  decided  according  to  the  laws  of  Great 
Britain. 

X.  It  is  agreed,  that  not  only  during  the  prefent 
peace  and  amity,  but  alfo  in  cafe  of  a  rupture  or  war 
breaking  out  between  their  faid  Majeflies,  in  any  time 
hereafter,  the  conful  and  other  fubjefts  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  who  relkle  or  traffic  in  the  dominions 
of  the  faid  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  (hall  be 
permitted  to  quit  die  country  whenever  they  think 
proper,  as  well  in  peace  as  in  war,  in  any  veffels  of 
whatever  nation ;  and  alfo,  in  cafe  of  a  rupture,  the 
(pace  of  fix  months  Ihall  be  granted  to  them  to  re- 
move J  and  all  their  debts  Ihall  be  juftly  paid  to  them ; ' 
and  they  Ihall  take  away  their  effe£ts,  families,  chil- 
dren, though  bom  in  the  country,  and  fervants,  without 
the  leaft  detention,  impediment,  or  embargo. 

.  XL  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  if  any  EngKlhman, 
in  the  dominions  of  the  Emperorj  or  any  fubj^fts  of  the 
Emperor^  in  the  Englilh  dominions,  Ihall  malicioufly 
endeavour,  to  break  the  peace,  they,  who  are  guilty- 

of 
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<jf  fuch'  <irlmey  (hall  be  puhilhcd  by  eadi  SoTcrcign  for 
that  ofitncc :  but  each  Sovereign  fhall  take  cognizance 
ti  his  own  fubjefts.   . 

XII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  if  any  fubjeft  of  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  defire^s  to  trscniporc 
commodities'  from  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  he  fhall  be  permitted  to  do  it,  without  paying 
greater  duties  or  inipofitions  than  other  nations  pay, 
according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  country ;  and  when  the 
Englifh  convoy  fhall  be  ready,  it  fhall  be  ordered,  after 
its  arrival  at  Gibraltar,  to  convoy  the  vefTel  on  which 
the  faid  commodities  are  embarked,  to  the  port  his 
Imperial  Majefly  Ihall  appoint. 

XIII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  no  Spaniard,  or  nadve 
of  any  other  country,  whether  captains,  mariners,  fifh- 
ermen,  or  other  perfons,  under  the  Engtifli  goverhmet^ 
in  the  city  of  Gibraltar  (or  in  the  ifland  of  Minorcai 
when  it  fhall  again  be  in  pofiefTion  of  the  En^fh) 
fhall  be  feized  or  molefted,  navigating  under  the  Eng- 
lifh flag,  w;th  paflports  from  the  governor  or  com- 
mander in  chief  of  thofe  places,  and  that  they  fhall 
be  confidered  and  efleemed  as  EngHfh  natural  fub- 
je6ts» 

XIV.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  all  the  fubjefts  of  th^ 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  Moors,  or  Jews,  fhall 
be  permitted  to  traffic,  buy,  or  fell,  in  the  city  of 
Gibraltar  (or  in  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  when  it  ihall 
again  be  in  poffeffion  of  the  Englifh)  for  the  fpace  of 
thirty  days  only,  and,  at  the  end  of  that  time,  to  take 
and  carry  away,  without  mplefbition,  all  ,thcir  eflfedts 
to  any  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez 
and  Morocco. 

XV.  It  is  further  concluded, .  that  all  the  fubjefts 
of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  and  likewife  of  Hanover,  and 
of  his  other  dominions,  who,  being  pafTengers  on  board 
any  fhip  or  veflel  of  any  nation  not  in  friendihip  with 
the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  MotqccOj  fhall  be  taken  and 

*  made 
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jtnadc  prifeners  by  any  of  his  cruizers,  fliall  be^imme^ 
diately  fet  at  liberty,,  and  delivered  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty's  conful  refiding  at  the  place  where  they  (hall 
be  taken  to  j  and,  if  there  be  no  conful  refiding  in  fiich 
place,  to  the  principal  merchant  there,  with  djredtions 
to  fend  thenn,  by  the  firft  and  moft  convenient  oppor- 
tunity,, to  the  fortrefe  of  Gibraltar,  or  to  any  otlier 
place  5  and  in  cafe  any  of  the  Emperor*s  fubje^ts,  be^ 
ing  paflengers  on  board  any  ftiip  or  veflel  of  any  nation 
4t  war  with  his  Britannic  Majefly,  (hall  be  taken  by 
his  Britannic- Majdly's  fliips,  they  Ihall  in  like  manner 
be  fet  at  liberty  j  and  all  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fubjefts, 
belonging  to  Hanover,  or  his  other  dominions  in  Ger- 
many, Ihall  enjoy  the  fame  privileges,  and  fiialj  receive 
die  fame  re^edt,  and  fhall  be  confidered  by  the  Em- 
peror of  Fez  and  Morocco,  and  by  his  fubjedls,  in  die 
fame  manner  as  the  Englifh. 

XVL  It  is  moreover  agreed,  th^t  fudi  of  the  Eng- 
liftx  fubjeds  of  his  Britannic  Majefly,  or  others,  who 
ihall  be  ordered  by  the  governor  of  the  city  of  Gib- 
raltar (or  of  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  when  it  Ihall  be 
again  in  the  pofleflion  of  the  Englifii)  fhall  be  per- 
mitted, and  Ihall  have  liberty  to  buy  cattle,  prpvifions, 
refrelhments,  and  all  ncceffaries  they  pleafe,  for  the 
faid  places,  in  the  public  markets,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner, as  fhall  be  moft  convenient  to  them,  in  any  port 
or  place  in  the  dominions  of  the  Ernperor  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  and  Ihall  take  them  away,  without  hinder- 
ance  or  molefbation,.  paying  a  ftipulated  duty  for  the 
laid  cattle,  provifions,  refrelhments,  &c« 

XVII.  It  is  nioreover  agreed,  that  fuch  a  number 
and  quantity  of  pafTports  fhall.be  tranfmittcd  to  the 
Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  .as  fhall  be  judged 
neceflary  for  him,  and  whiph  (haDi  be  indented  in  fuch 
manner  as  fhall  tally  with,  thofe  which  the  Englifh 
merchants  fhall  .receive  ii}  England ;  and  If  a  fhip  of 
war  fhall  meet  with  any  of  the  merchant  fhips  belong- 
ing to  the  £nip;rbr.  fuch  naer^nant  fhips  fhall  be 

obliged 
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obl^ed  to  produce  and  fhew  their  ipail^rts^  wluck 
the  Eng^fh  conful  has  given  them. 

XVIII.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  if  any  of  the  fubjefts 
.  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco  Ihali  have  been 
made  flaves,  and  ftiall  efcape  on  board  any  Englifh 
fliip  of  war,  or  to  Gibraltar  (or  to  Port-Mahon,  when 
it  fhall  be  again  in  poffeflion  of  the  Englifh)  or  in  any 
other  part  of  the' Englifh  dominions,  the  fame  are  to  be 
protcfted,  and  fent  with  all  convenient  fpeed  to  their 
refpeftive  Kbmes ;  and  his  Majefty  of  Fez  and  Mo- 
rocco aflures  and  promifes,  that  the  fiibjedfcs  of  his 
Britannic  Majefly,  who  may  efcape  from  Ceuta,  or  any 
other  garrifbn  on  the  coafl  of  Africa,  being  prifbners 
in  fiich  garrifbns  on  the  coafl  of  Africa  (not  having 
taken  arms  againft  the  Emperor)  fhall  be  fi:ee3  ^d 
fent  to  Gibraltar. 

X IX »  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  no  obligation  or 
contradt  fhall  have  force,  or  be  valid,  againft  any 
merchant  whatfbever,  fubjeft  of  his  Britannic  Majefly> 
unlets  the  faid  merchant  fhall  have  figned  it  with  iu9 
hand ;  and  in  cafe  that  any  one  cannot  write,  it  fhall 
fuffice  that  a  perfbn,  to  his  fatisfaftion,  has  wrote^  fuch 
obligations  or  contrafts,  and  figned  them  for  him :  the 
fame  privilege  fhall  be  granted  to  the  fubjedts  of  thq 
£mperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  refiding  in  the  domi- 
nions of  his  Britannic  Majefly. 

XX.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  that  all  fhips  and  vefTels 
belonging  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  Germany,  fhall 
carry  a  pafs  ^  that  the  form  and  head  of  the  faid  pai& 
fhall  be  fent  to  the  conful  of  his  Britannic  Majefly  re- 
fiding in  Barbary,  to  be  delivered  to  the  commanders^ 
or  captains  of  the  fhips  or  cruizers  of  the  Emperor 
of  Fez  and  Morocco,  to  the  end  that  the  faid  com- 
manders or  captains  may  fhew  the  due  refpeft  to  this 
peace,  widiout  offending  thrpugh  ignorance ;  and  all 
the  commanders  or  captains  of  fhips  or  veffels  belong- 
ing to  the  fubjefb  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  Ger^ 
m^y,  who  ihall  oiect  with  any  fhip  or  veflel  of  the 

Emperor 
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En^^eror  of  Fez  aixl  Morocco^  or  qC  Ims  rulgjci^  if 
the  €  wtain  thereof  (hews  a  pais^  fignc;4  by  the  ^ov^^ 
iior  ot  the  citjr  he  belongs  to^  with  ^  certa% ate  fioii) 
the  Eoglidi  icooful^  or^  in  c^fe  of  hU  death  or  i^lencen 
fpom  the  major  paxt  of  the  Englifli  merchants  refiding 
there»  he  fha]l  be  peroiitted  to  purfiie  b)?  VQ7^  viU\« 
out  inopediment  or  v^ury. 

XXI.  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  the  fubjefts  of  his  9ri« 
tannic  Majefty  (hall  not  be  oblked  to  prefent  thqn* 
felvcs  before  the  magiftracy  of  the  country,  to  be 
judged,  under  any  pretence ;  and  their  caufe^,  (iiits,  or 
differences,  which  may  happen  with  the  Mpors^,  or  any .

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XXIII.  It  is  agreed  and  concluded  (in  order  that 
t^efe  be  no  excufe  niade,  or  ignorance  pretended  of 
this  peace)  that  the  twenty-five  articles  following  and 
bfefore  mentioned,  fhall  be  declared  and  publifhed  to 
all  the  lubjefls  of  each  Power,  which  declaration  fhall 
be  figned  by  each  party,  and  (hall  be  obferved  by 
theni,  to  avoid  dilputes;  and  that  they  Ihall  be  tranf- 
lated  immediately,  by  the  Emperor's  order,-  into  the

between  their  Imperial  and  Britannic  Majcfties,  their 
fubjeds,  or  the  inhabitants  of  their  dominions,  and  to 
cement  a  true  and  inviolable  peace  and  friendlhip  be- 
tween the  two  nations.  And  it  is  further  agreed^  that 
the  conful  or  confuls  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhall 
not  pay  any  duties  for  their  furniture,  cioaths,  or  bag- 
gage, or  any  other  necefliries,  which  they  fliall  at  times

At  the  court  at  Hampton  Courti  the 
25  di  of  June,  1662, 

It  was  ordered  by  his  Majefty  in  council,  that  ttm 
enfuing  claufe  be  imprinted  together  mth  the  articles 
aforefaid. 

His  Majefty,  out  of  his  princely  and  tender  care, 
havbg,  fmce  the  concluTion  of  this  treaty,  reconnmend« 
ed  the  redemption  of  all  flaves,  his  fubje&s,  in  Algiersj 
vnto  the  lords  bilhops  of  this  kingdom ;  their  lord* 
jbips  have  (in  this  truly  Chriftian  and  pious  defign) 
proceeded  with  fuch  alacrity  and  expedidon,  that,  foe 
the  efieding  thereof,  ten  thoufand  pounds  are  already 
prepared  to  be  tranfmitted  into  thofe  parts  for  redemp* 
tion  of  all  capdves,  according  to  the  tenor  of  thefe  ar-- 
tides,  at  die  rate  they  were  6rft  foki  in  the  nutrket.

/irticks  of  Peace  and  Crnnmerce  between  the  moft  Serene 
and  ASgbty  Prince  Charles  tbe  Second^  by  the  Grace 
of  God^  King  of  Great  Britam,  France,  and  Ire* 
land,  D(femkr  of  tbe  Cbriftian  Faitby  &c.  and  tbe 
moft  lUuftrious  Lords  ^  tbe  Bafhawy  Dey,  jiga^  and 
Governors  of  tbe  famous  City  and  Kingdom  of  Al- 
giers, in  Barbary :  Concluded  by  Arthur  Herbert, 
J^forey  Admiral  of  his  Majeftfs  Fleet  in  tbe  Me- 
diterranean Seasy  on  tbe  Tentb  Day  ^  April,  Old 
StiUy  1682. 

I.  IN  the  firfl:  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  from  this  day,  and  for  ever  forwards,  there  be  a 
true,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace,  between  the  moft 
Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,

Defender  of  the  Chriftian  faith,  &c.  and  the  moft  II- 
luftrious  Lords,  the  Balhaw,  Dcy,  Aga,  and  governors 
of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Algiers,  ahd  between  all 
the  dominions  and  fubjefts  of  either  fide  j  and  that  the 
ih.ips  or  other  veflel§,  ^nd  the  fubjedts  and  people^  of 
both  fides,  ftiall  not  hcncefonh  do  to  each  other  any 
harm,  offence,  or  injury,  either  in  word  or  deed,  but 
fliall  treat  one  another  with 'all  poflible  relpeft  and 
friendihip. 

II,  That  any  of  the  fhfps  or  other  veflcis  belong-r* 
ing  to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his 
Majefly's  fubjefts,  may  lafely  come  to  the  port  of 
Algiers,  or  to  any  other  port  or  place  of  thatkingdom, 
there  freely  to  buy  and  fell,  piying  the  ufual  cuftom*

IX.  That  if  any  (hip  or  veflel  of  Tunis,  Tripoli^ 
or  Sally,  or  of  any  other  place,  bring  any  (hips,  veflcls^ 
men,  or  goods,  belonging  to  any  of  his  faid  Majefty*s 
flibjefts,  to  Algiers,  or  to  any  port  or  place  in  that 
kingdom,  the  governors  there  ftiall  not  permit  them  to 
be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Alters.

time,  as  (hall  be  thought  fit,  agreeing  of  as  reafonable 
a  price  as  may  be,  with  their  patrons  or  mafters,  for

pay  cuftoms,  in  any  fort ;  and  that  if  they  (hall  want 
provifiQfis^  viduals,  or  any  other  things,  they  may 
fteely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  market. 

XI.  That  when  any  of  his  faid  Majefty's  fliips  of 
war  fhall  appeal'  before  Algiers,  upon  notice  thereof 
civen  by  the  Englifh  conful,  or  by  the  commander  of 
me  laid  Ihips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Alters,  public 
proclamation  fliall  be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftiari  captives ;  and  if,  after  that,  any  Chriftians 
wharibever  make,  their  efcapc  on  board  any  of  the  (aid 
fliips  of  war,  they  fhall  not  be  required  back  again,. 
Iior  fhall  the  faid  conful  or  commander,  or  ^ny  other 
of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  be  oUiged  to  pay  any  thing 
fbr.thQ.iaid  ChriftiaQS. 

XII.  That  henceforward  no  fubjefts  of  his  Majefty 
j>f  Gjrcat  Britain^  &c.  (bail  be  bougjit  or  &Jk|,  of  omdc 
flav^s,  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  q(  AJgicrs^  upod 
wy  pretencq  jKihatfoe vcr, :  nor  ikali  bi»  M^dtly  .be 
[j  '        ^  '      obliged. 
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obliged,  by  Virtue  <£  ^  treaty  of  peace,  to  redeem 
any  of  his  fiibje^ls  nov  in  flavery }  but  it  Ihall  depend 
absolutely  upon  his  Majefty,  or  the  friends  and  rela^ 
tions  of  the  faid  perlbns  in  flavery,  without*  any  limi- 
tadon  or  reilridion  of  time,  to  redeem  fuch  and  fe 
many  of  them,  from  time  to  time,  as  ihall  be,  thought 
fit,  agreeing  of  as  reafonable  a  price  as  may  be,  with 
their  patrons  or  mafters,  for  their  redemptioA,  with- 
out ohligii>g  the  faid  patrons  or  mailers,  againtl  their 
will,  to  iet  any  at  liberty,  whether  they  be  ilaves  be- 
longing to  the  beylicque  or  galley,  or  fuch  as  belong 
to  the  Baihaw,  Dey,  Governor,  or  any  other  perfons 
whatfoever :  and  all  fiaves,  being  his  Majeity's  fub- 
jefts,  ihall,  when  they  are  redeemed,  enjoy  the  advan-* 
tage  and  benefit  of  abatements  of  the  duty  due  to  die 
Royal  Houfe,  and  of  the  other  charges,  by  paying  fuch. 
reafonable  fums  as  any  ilaves  of  other  nations  ufually 
pay  when  they  are  redeemed. 

•  XIII.  That  if  any  ful^eft  of  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  happen  to  die  in  Algiers,  or  in  any  part  of  itsr 
territories,  his  goods  and  monies  ihall  not  be  feized 
,by  the  governors,  judges,  or  other  officers  (who  ihall 
likewife  make  no  enquiry  after  the  fame),  but  the  faid 
goods  and  monies  ihall  be  poflfeffed  or  received  by 
luch  perfon  or  perfons  whom  the  deceaied  by  his  laft 
will  ihall  have  made  his  heir  or  heirs,  in  cafe  they  be 
ppon  the  place  wliere  the  teftator  deceaied ;  but  if

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XIV.  That  no  merchants,  bemg  his  M^eftjr^s  fbb- 
je£ts,  and  refiding  in,  or  trading  to  the  city  and  king-> 
dom  of  Algiers,  ihall  be  obliged  to  buy  any  merchan* 
dizes  againft  their  wills ;  but  it  fhall  be  free  for  them 
to  buy  fuch  commodities  as  they  fhall  think  fit ;  and 
no  captain  or  commander  of  any  fhip  or  veflel  belong- 
ing to  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefb  fhall  be  obliged, 
againft  his  will,  to  lade  any  goods  to  carry  them,  or 
make  a  voyage  to  any  place  he  fhall  not  have  a  mind 
to  go  to :  and  neither  the  Englilh  conful,  nor  any

tranfport  themfelves,  with  their  families  and  children^ 
although  born  in  the  country. 

VI.  That  the  people  belonging  to  the  dominions  of

IX.  That  all  fhips  of  war  belopgipg  to  the  dopiini-. 
ons  of  either  party,  fliall  have  free  liberty  to  ufe  each 
other's  ports  tor  wafhing,  cleanfing,  and  repairing  any 
of  their  defefts,  and  to  buy  and  fliip  any  fort  of  viftuals, 
alive  or  dead,  or  any  other  ncceiTaries,  at  the  price  the 
natives  buy  it  in  the  market,  without  paying  cuftom  td 
any  officer.

X.  That  in  cafe  any  fhips  of  war,  belonging  to  the

Thefe  articles  are  to  remain  firm  for  ever  without 
any  alteration ;  and  in  all  other  particulars,  not  men-

WHEREAS  there  were  articles  of  peace  between  his 
Sacred  Majefl:y  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  the 
rnoft  Excellent  Signiors,  Mahomet  Bafla,  the  Duana  of 
the  noble  city  of  Tunis,  Hagge  Muftapha  Dey,  Morat 
Bey,  and  the  reft  of  die  foldiers  in  the  kingdom  of 
Tunis,  made  and  concluded  by  the  faid  moft  Excellent 
Signiors  on  the  one  part,  and  by  Sir  John  Lawfon^ 
knight,  on  the  other  part^  the  fifth  day  of  Oftobcr 
1662s 

WE  the  moft  Excellent  Signiors,  prefent  gover- 
nors of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom  of  Tunis,  Mufta* 
pha  Bafla,  Ha^e  Mami  Dei,  the  Duana,  Morat  Bei, 
Mahomet  Hofle  Bel,  and  the  reft  of  the  foldiers  in  the 
kingdom  of  Tunis,  have  feen,  perufcd,  and  approved 
the  £ud  articles,  and  do  now  by  thefe  prelents  accept^ 
appi;oyej  Mifyj  and  confimi,  all  and  every  the  afore- 
mentioned

I.  IN  die  firfl  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
that,  from  'this  day  and  for  ever,  the  peace  made  by 
the.  honourable  Auguftus  Keppel,  commander  in  cliief 
of  his  Britannic  Majefly's  Ihips  and  veflels  in  and  about 
the  Mediterranean,  and  Charles  Gordon  Efq;  his 
fsLid  Serene  Majefly's  agent  and  conful-general  to  the 
ftate  of  Tunis,  with  the  late  moft  Excellent  and  Iliuf- 
triors  Lord  Ali  Pafcha,  Begler  Bey  ^nd  fupreme  com- 
4«ander  of  the  faid  ftate,  conckided  and  figned  in  die 
palace  of  Bardo,  near  Tunis,  on  the  19th  day  of.  Octo- 
ber, 1751,  be  herojby  renewed,  ratified,  .and  confirm- 
ed :  and  that  the  fliips  and  other  veflels,  and  the  fub- 
jefts  and  people  of  both  fides,  ftiall  not  henceforward  do 
to  each  other  any  harm,  offence,  or  injury,  either  in 
word  or  deed ;  but  fliall  treat  one  another  with  aU 
poffibie  rcfpeft  and  friendfliip.

Britain  fhall  arrive  in  die  bay  of  Tunis,  in  any  of  his 
Majefty's  ihips  of  war,  there  (hall  be  (hot  off  from  the 
caftles  of  the  Goletta,  or  other  the  neareft  fordficadons

to  reprefent  his  Majefty's  perfon,  equal  in  every  re3 
Y  fjieft  to  any  other  nation  whatfoever,  and  no  other 
conful  in  the  kingdom  to  be  admitted  before  him  in 
precedency. 

XVI.  That  the  fubjeds  of  his  mofl  Sacred  Majelly 
of  Great  Britain,  &c.  either  refiding  in  or  trading  to 
the  dominions  of  Tunis,  fhall  not,  for  the  time  to  come, 
pay  any  more  than  three  per  cent,  cuftom  on  the  va- 
lue of  the  goods  or  merchandize  which  they  fhall 
either  bring  into  or  carry  out  of  the  kingdom  of 
Tunis. 

XVII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded,  and  efla- 
•  blifhed,  that  at  whatfoever  time  it  fhall  pleafe  the  go- 
vernment of  Tunis  to  reduce  the  cuftoms  of  the 
French  nation  to  lefs  than  they  pay  at  prefent,  it  fhall 
always  be  obferved,  that  the  Britifh  cuftoms  fhall  be 
two  per  cent,  lefs  than  any  agreement  that  fhall  for  the 
future  be  made  with  the  faid  French,  or  that  fhall  be 
paid  by  the  fubjefts  of  France. 

XVIII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded,  and  efta- 
blifhed,  that  in  cafe  any  Britifh  fhip  or  fhips,  or  any  of 
the  fubjcfts  of  his  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  fhall  im- 
port at  the  port  of  Tunis,  or  any  port  of  this  kingdom, 
any  warhke  ftores,  as  cannons,  mufkets,  piftols,  cannon 
powder,  or  fine  powder,  bullets,  mafb,  anchors,  cables, 
pitch,  tar,  or  the  like  i  as  alfo  provifions,  viz.  wheat, 

barley. 
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barley,  beans,  oats,  oil,  or  the  like  j  for  the  faid  kind  of 
merchandize  they  Ihall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or 
cuftom  whatever, 

XIX.  That  in  cafe  a  war  fhould  happen  between 
his  Britannic  Majefly  and  any  other  ftate  or  nation 
whatever,  the  fhips  of  Tunis  {hall  not  in  any  fort  af- 
ford afliftance  to  die  enemies  of  his  Majefly  or  his  fub- 
jefts. 

XX.  -That  if  an  Englifhman  kills  a  Turk,  he  (hall 
be  judged  before  the  caddi  of  the  place,  according  to 
julfice :  if  he  is  found  guilty  of  the  crime,  he  fhall  be 
punilhed  with  death ;  but  if  he  efcape,  the  conful  fhali 
not  be  molefl:ed,  or  called  upon  for  that  account  j  and 
the  conful  fhaU  always  have  timely  notice,  that  he  may 
have  an  opportunity  of  being  prefent  at  the  trial. 

XXI.  That  if  at  any  time  a  war  or  rupture  hap- 
pen between  the  two  contrafting  Powers,  the  Englilh 
conful  and  his  nation  may  freely  depart  with  all  their 
goods  and  efFedts :  and  this  article  is  to  be  reciprocal 
for  the  fubjefts  of  Tunis.] 

XXII.  That  whereas  Gibraltar  and  the  ifland  of 
Minorca  da  belong  to  his  Britannic  Majefly,  if  at  any 
time  any  of  the  cruizers  of  Tunis  fhpuld  meet  with 
^ny  ve(fels  of  the  faJfl  places,  under  English  colours, 
fumilhed  with  proper  paflports,  they  fliall  be  treated 
in  all  refpefts  like  other  Englifli  Ihips,  provided  that 
there  be  no  more  than  one  third  part  of  the  fhip*s 
company  who  are  not  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty,  for, 
in  fuch  cafe,  they  (the  faid  fl:rangers)  ftiall  be  deemed 
as  prifoners:  but  it  is  allowed  to  embark  as  many 
merchants  or  paflTengers  as  they  fee  good,  be  they  of 
what  nation  foever :  and  if  at  any  time  1  Tunis  man 
of  war  fliall  take  a  fliip  from  their  enemies,  on  board  of 
which  may  happen  to  be  any  Englifli  fubjefts,  they 
Ihall  be  immediately  releafed,  with  all  their  goods  and 
merchandize,  provided  always  that  they  be  provided 
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with  proper  paflports ;  and  this  article,  is  to  be  ob- 
feiTed  reciprocally  oh  the  jparts  of  the  png^A* 

XXIII.  That  if  any  Britilh  (hips  or  veflcls  meet 

with  any  of  the  fliips  or  veflek  belonging  to  the  State 

of  Tunis,  and  there  Ihouldbe  any  injury  or  offence  given 

by  either  fide,  juftice  being,  pro^rly  demanded,  fhall 

be  immediately  done,  and  the  aggrefTor  (hall  be  fe-^ 

verely  punifhed,  without  it  occafioning  any  breach  or 

war.

Xlf  IV,  That  his  Britannic  Majefly's  fubjefts  fhall 

be  always  treated,  by  the  State  of  Tunis,  with  the 

higheft  degree  of  refpedl,  love,  and  honour  j  becaufe 

the  Englilb^  of  all  other  Powers^  are  their  firil  and  bed: 

friends. 

XXV.  That  new  Mediterranean  pafl^s  fiiall  be 
iflued  out  and  given  to  his  faid  Majefly's  trading  fub- 
jefts,  with  all  conveiiient  fpeed  j  and  that  the  time  for 
ti\c  continuance  of  the  old  palTcs,  for  the  fhips  in  the 
Indies  and  remote  parts,  fhall  be  three  years  -,  and  for 
all  other  fhips  and  vefrels>  one  year ;  to  commence 
from  the  delivery  of  the  counter-tops  of  the  new 
pafles  at  Algiers  j  of  which  his  Majefty'^s  conful  here 
Ihall  give  the  earliefl  notice  to  tliis  flate ;  and  it  is 
hereby  exprefsly  agreed  and  declared,  that  the  faid  new 
pafTes  fhall,  during  the  above-mentioned  fpaces  of

All  the  preceding  articles  of  this  treaty,  having  been 
approved  of  and  agreed  to,  are  hereby  ratified,  re- 
newed, and  confirmed^  between  his  moft  Sacred 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c,  and  the 
moft  Illuftrious  Lord  Ali  Palha,  Begler  Bey 
and  fupreme  commander  of  the  ftate  of  Tunis, 
which  let  no  one  prefume  to  infringe  or  violate.

Articles  of  Peace  between  bis  Sacred  Majejiy  Charles 
the  Second^  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and 
Ireland,  6fr.  and  the  moft  Excellent  Ofman  Baffa, 
and  the  People  of  the  noble  City  and  Kingdom  of 
Tripoly  \  concluded  by  Sir  John  Lawfon,  Knight^ 
the  lith  (?/* Oftober,  1662. 

I.  THAT  from  this  day  and  for  ever' forward 
there  be  a  good  and  firm  peace  between  his  Sacred 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and  the  Bafla 
and  the  people  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  and 
the  dominions  thereunto  belonging.  And  the  fliips, 
iiibjefts,  and  people  on  either  party  fhall  not  do  nor 
offer  any  oflfence  or  injury  to  each  other,  but  treat 
one  another  with  all  poffible  reipeft  and  friendfhip :  and 
any  fhips  belonging  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &Ci 
or  any  of  his  fubje6ts,  may  come  to  the  port  of  Tripoly 
and  buy  and  fell  as  in  former  times,  and  alfo  unto  any 
other  port  that  belongs  to  the  governnjent  of  Tripoly, 
paying  the  cuflom  as  in  former  times :  and  no  man 
within  the  jurifdiftion  of  Tripoli  fhall  give  the  fubjefts 
of  his  faid  Majefly  a  bad  word,  or  a  bad  deed,  br  a 
bad  a6lion.  That,  prefendy  after  the  figning  and  ieal- 
ing  thefe  articles,  all  injuries  and  damages  fuflained  on 
cither  part  fhall  be  quite  taken  away  and  forgotten, 
and  this  peace  fhall  be  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

.  II.  That  all  fhips,  as  well  thofe  belonging  to  his 
Sacred  Majefly  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  and 
any  of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  as- thofe  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  fhall  freely  pafs  the  Teas,  and  traffic  without 
any  fearch,  hinderance,  or  moleflarion  whatfocver. 
And  for  the  better  pradtifing  of  this  fecond  article,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof,  it  is 
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agreed^  that  the  Tripoly  ftips  of  war  meeting  with 
any  merchants  fhip  belon^g  to  the  fubjefb  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain^  &c.  not  being  in  any  of  the 
fe^  appertaining  to  his  Majefly's  dominions^  have  li* 
berty  to  fend  one  fingle  boat  on  board,  with  but  two 
fitters  more  than  the  common  crew  of  rowers,  and  no 
more  to  enter  on  board  the  ikid  merchants  (hip  but  the 
two  fitters,  i^thout  the  exprefs  leave  of  the  commander 
of  the  merchant  ihip ;  that  upon  producing  unto  them  a 
pafs,  under  the  hand  and  fealof  the  lord  high  admiral 
of  England,  the  faid  boat  do  prefendy  depart  and  the 
merchant  fhip  to  proceed  on  his  voyage.  And  althou^ 
the  commander  of  the  merchant  fhip  do  produce  no 
pafs  from  the  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  yet,  if 
the  major  part  of  the  fhip's  company  be  fubjefts  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  the  faid  boat  fhall  pre- 
fently  depart,  and  the  merchant  fhip  proceed  freely  j 
and  though  there  be  fbangers  on  board,  they  fhall  be 
free,  and  their  goods.

King  of  Great  Britain  &c.  unto  Tripoly,  or  any  of  the 
ports  thereto  belonging,  the  governors  there  fhall  not 
permit  them  to  be  lold  within  the  faid  territories ;  and, 
jor  thie  time  to  come^  that  no  fubjeA  of  his  faid  Ma- 

jcfty

V,  That  any  merchant  of  the  fobjefts  of  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  &€•  dying  in  Tripoly  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  monies  fhall  not  be  feized  by  the 
Bafla,  Aga,  or  any  other  minifter,  but  remain  with  the 
Eoglilh  conful. 

VI.  That  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,

XII.  That  no  merchant,  nor  other  fubjeft  of  his  faid 
Majefty's,  being  a  paflenger  in  br  unto  any  port,  Ihall 
be  molefted  or  meddled  with. 

XIII.  That  the  Englifh  conful,  that  lives  in  Tripoly, 
be  allowed  a  place  to  pray  in,  and  no  man  to  do  him, 
or  any  of  his  faid  Majelty's  fubje6ts,  any  wrong  or  in- 
jury, in  word  or  deed,  whatfoever. 

XIV.  That  if  any  fhip  of  war  of  his  faid  Majefly's 
Ihall  come  into  Tripoly,  or  other  the  ports  of  that  go- 
vernment, with  any  prize,  they  may  feU  or  difpofe  of  it 
at  their  pleafure,  without  being  molefted  by  any;  and 
that  they  be  not  obliged  to  pay  cuftoms  in  any  fort : 
and  if  the  faid  ihips  of  war  fhall  want  provifions,  vic- 
tuals, or  any  other  thing,  they  may  freely  buy  it  at  the 
rate  in  the  market. 

XV.  That  no  Ihipwreck  belonging  to  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty,  or  any  of  his  fubjefts,  on  the  coaft  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  ftiall  become  prize;  and  that  neither  the  goods 
be  forfeited  nor  the  men  made  flaves,  but  the  people 
of  Tripoly  Ihall  do  their  beft  endeavours  to  fave  them 
and  their  goods. 

That  if  any  grievances  happen  on  either  fide,  it 
fliall  not  be  lawful  to  break  the  peace  until  fadsfa^on 
be  denied. 

That  in  all  other  particulars,  not  mentioned  in  thefc 
ardcles,  the  reguladon  ihall  be  according  to  the  general 
capitulation  with  the  Grand  Signior.

I.  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  from  this  day,  and  for  ever  forward,  there  be  a 
true,  firm,  and  inviolable  peace  between  the  moft  Se- 
rene King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  De- 
fender of  the  Chriftian  faith,  &c.  and  the  moft  Illuf- 
trious Lords  the  feafhaw,  Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  Gover- 
.nors  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary, 
and  between  all  the  dominions  and  fubjedb  of  either 
fide  J  and  that  the  ihips  or  other  veffels,  and  the  fub- 
jefts  and  people,-  of  both  fides,  fliall  not  henceforth  do 
to  each  other  any  harm,  offence,  or  injury,  either  in 
word  or  deed,  but  Ihall  treat  one  another  with  ail  poC- 
fible  refpeft  and  friendfhip.

major  part  of  the  faid  fhips  or  vefTels  company  be  fub- 
jccts  to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain^i  the  faid  boat 

ihaU 
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fliall  prefcndy  depart,  ^d  the  i^erchanc  fliip  or  flaips, 
veflel  or  veflels,  fhall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their 
voyage.  And  if  any  of  the  faid  {hips  of  war  or  oth^r 
yeflcls  of  his  faid  Majefty,  nnecting  with  any  jfhip  or 
flaips,  vcflfel  or  veflels,  belonging  to  Xripoly,  if  the  com- 
mander or  commanders  of  any  fiich  Ihip  or  fhips,  veflel 
or  veflck,  (hall  produce  a  pals  firmed  by  the  chief  go- 
vernors of  Xripoly,  and  a  certificate  from  the  EngTilTi 
conful  living  there,  or  if  they  have  no  fuch  pafs  or  cer- 
tificate, yet  if  the  major  part  of  their  fliips  company  or 
companies  be  Turks,  Moors,  or  flave^  belonging  to 
Tripoly,  then  the  faid  Tripoly  ihip  or  (hips,  veflel 

or  yeffds,  (hall  proceed  freely.

V.  That  no  commander  or  other  perlbn  of  any 
(hip  or  veflfel  of  Tripoly,  (hall  take  out  of  any  (hip  or 
vend  of  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjefts,  any  per(bn  or 
perfons  whatfoever,  to  carry  them  any  where  to  be  ex- 
amined, or  upon  any  other  pretence  -,  hor  (hall  u(e  any 
torture  or  violence  unto  any  perfon,  of  what  nation  or 
quality  Ibever,  being  on  board  any  (hip  or  veflel  of 
his  Miycfty's  fubje£b,  ifpon  any  pretence  whatfp- 
ever. 

VI.  That  no  (hipwreck  belonging  to  the  (aid  King 
of  Great  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majefly's  fubjects, 
upon  any  part  of  the  coaft  belonging  to  Tripoly,  (hall 
be  made  or  become  prizes  and  that  neither  the 
goods  thereof  (hall  be  feized,  nor  the  men  made 
(laves ;  but  that  all  the  fubjefts  of  Tripoly  (hall  do 

,  their  bcft  endeavours  to  fave  the  faid  men  and  their 
goods. 

VII.  That  no  (hip  or  any  other  v^fM  of  Tripoly 
(hall  have  permiflion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  to  go  to 
any  other  place  in  enmity  with  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  to  be  made  ufe  of  as  coifairs  or  fea-rover& 
againft  his  faid  Maje(ly's  fubjefts. 

VIII.  That  none  of  the  (hips  or  other  fmaller  vef-  ^ 
fcls  of  Tripoly  (hall  remain  cruifing  near  his  Majcf- 

$  ty's 
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tfs  city  and  garrilbn  of  Tangier,  or  in  fight  of  it,  nor 
other  way  difturb  the  peace  and  commerce  of  that 
place. 

IX#  That  if  any  fhip  or  veflel  of  Tunis,  Algier, 
Tctuan,  or  Sally,  or  any  other  place  being  in  war 
with  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  bring  any  fhips, 
yeffels,  men,  or  goods,  belonging  to  any  of  his  faid 
Majefty's  fubjefts,  to  Tripoly,  or  to  any  port  or  place 
in  that  kingdom,  the  governors  there  fliall  not  per- 
mit them  to  be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Tri- 
poly. 

X.  That  if  any  of  the  (hips  of  war  of  the  faid 
King  of  Great  Britain  do  come  to  Tripoly,  or  to 
any  other  port  or  place  of  that  kingdom,  with  any- 
prize,  they  may  freely  fell  it,  or  otherwife  difpofe  of  it 
at  thfeir  own  plealure,  without  being  molefted  by  any : 
and  that  bis  Majefly's  faid  fhips  of  war  fhall  not  be 
obliged  to  pay  cuftoms  in  any  fort ;  and  that  if  they 
fliall  want  provifions,  viftuals,  or  any  other  things, 
they  may  freely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  market. 

XI.  That  when  any  of  his  Majefty's  (hips  of  war 
fliall  appear  before  Tripoly,  upon  notice  thereof  given 
to, the  Englifli  conful,  or  by  the  commander  of  the  faid 
fliips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  public  pro- 
clamation (hall  be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftian  captives  j  and  if  after  that  any  Chriftians 
what(bever  make  their  efcape  on  board  any  of  the  faid 
fliips  of  war,  they  fhall  not  be  required  bark  again, 
nor  (hall  the  faid  conful  or  commander,  or  any  other 
his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts,  be  obliged  to  pay  aqy  diing 
ior  the  faid  Chriftians. 

XIL  That  if  any  fubjcds  of  tlie  faid  King  of 
Great  Britain  happen  to  die  in  Tripoly,  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  money  fhall  not  be  fcized  by  the 
governors  or  any  minifter  of  Tripoly,  but  fhall  all 
remain  with  the  Englifh  conful. 

XIII.  That  neither  the  Englifh  conful,  nor  any 

other 
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other  fubjeft  of  thefaid  King  of  Great  Britain,  fliall 
be  bound  to  pay  the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majes- 
ty's fubjefts,  except  that  they  become  furety  for  the 
fanrie  by  a  public  aft. 

-  XIV.  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty  in  Tri- 
poly  or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  Ihall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurifdidtion  but  that  of  the  Dcy 
or  Divan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  be- 
tween themfelves  j  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  liable 
to  no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  conful  only, 

XV.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  his  Majefty,  being 
in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  happen  to 
ftrike,  wound,  or  kill  a  Turk  or  a  Moor,  if  he  be 
taken,  he  is  to  be  punilhed  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ought  to  be,  be- 
ing guilty  of  the  fame  offence ;  but  if  he  efcape,  nei- 
ther the  faid  Englilh  conful,  nor  any  other  of  his  faid 
Majefty's  fubjefts,  ihall  be  in  any  fort  queftioned  or 
troubled  therefore. 

XVI.  That  the  Englifh  conful  now  or  at  any  time 
hereafter  living  in  Tripoly,  fliall  be  there  at  all  times 
with  entire  freedom  and  fafcty  of  his  perfon  and 
eftate,  and  fliall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  drug- 
german  and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  fliip 
in  the  road,  as  often  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have 
the  liberty  of  the  country  ;  and  that  he  fliall  be  allow- 
ed a  place  to  pray  in;  and  that  no  man  fliall  do  him 
any  injury  in  word  or  deed. 

XVII.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of  this 
peace  and  friendfliip,  but  likev/ife  if  any  breach  or  war 
happen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  laid  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  the  {aid 
conful,  and  all  other  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts  inhabit- 
ing in  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  fliall  always,  and  at  all 
times,  both  ot  peace  and  war,  have  full  and  abfolute 
liberty  to  depart,  and  go  to  their  own  or  any  other 
country,  upon  any  fliip  or  veflcl  of  what  nation  foever

XVIIL  That  no  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majefty,  beings 
a  paffcngcr  from  or  to  any  port,  fliall  be  any  way  ipo- 
lefied  or  na^ddled  with,  although  he  be  on  boa^  aoyr 
lhq>  or  veffel  in  enmity  with  Tripoly. 

XIX.  That  whereas  a  war  hath  lately  happened 
between  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Brirain,  &c« 
and  the  moft  illuftrious  Lords,  Halil  Bafhaw,  Ibraim 
Dcy,  Aga,  Divan,  and  Governoris  of  the  noble  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  by  reaibn  of  the  in* 
juries  done  unto  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  his  fub- 
je&s,  by  the  government  and  people  of  Tripoly  *,  we 
Halil,  Baihaw,  Ibraim  Dey,  Aga,  DivaQ,.and  Govei?-u 
noes  of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly^  ia 
Bashaij^  do  acknowkge  the  injuries  done,  and  thai: 
the  breach  of  the  peace  between  his  moft  Excellent 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  us  of  Tripoly> . 
wa$  committed  by  our  fubjefts,  for  which  forac  are 
baniflied,  and  fome  fled  from  our  juftice  j  and,  for  fur- 
ther fatisfaftion  to  his  moft  Excellent  Majefty  for  the 
breach  of  articles,  we  are  forry  for  the  fame,  and  do 
by  thefe  engage  to  fet  at  liberty  and  deliver  unto  the 
right  honourable  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight,  admi- 
ral of  his  Majefty's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  Seas,  all 
Englifh  captives  redding  in  *  the  city  and  kingdom  of 
Tripoly,  and  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  widiout 
paying  any  ranfonx  for  them :  and  likewife  by  fctting 
at  liberty,  and  delivering  untD  the  faid  Sir  John  Nar- 
bfough.  Knight,  all  other  perfons  taken  under  Engliih 
colours,  without  paying  any  ranfom  for  them,  and  by 
paying  eigbtf  thoufand  dollars,  in  n^onies,  goods,  and 
flaves,  to  the  aforefaid  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knighc» 
And,  moreover,  we  do  engage  ourfelves  and  fuccef* 
fors,  that  if  any  injury,  for  the  future,  be  done,  contrary 
to.  thefe  articles,  by  the  government  and  people  of 
Tripoly^  to  the  Kii^.of  Great  Britain,  and.hi&.fubjeibs.

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if,  upon  demand  of  fatisfadion  from  the  government  and 
people  of  Tripoly,  we  or  they  do  refufe  or  deny  to 
give  fatisfaftion  therefore,  {o  that  a  war  be  occafioned 
thereby  betwen  die  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  go- 
vernment and  people  of  Tripoly,  we  do  engage  o\ir- 
fclvcs  and  fucceffors  to  make  reftitution  for  the  inju- 
ries done ;  and  likewife  to  make  fatisfaftion  to  the  . 
King  of  Great  Britain  for  the  full  charge  and  damage 
of  that  war. 

XX.  That  no  fobjeft  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain, 
&c.  fhall  be  permitted  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor  in  the 
city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  (being  induced  thereunto 
by  any  furprilal  whatfoever)  unlefshe  voluntarily  appear 
before  the  Dey  or  governor,  with  the  Englifh  conlbrs 
druggerman,  three  times  in  twenty-four  hours  fpace, 
and  every  time  declare  his  refolution  to  turn  Turk  or 
Moor. 

XXI.  That  at  all  times,  when  any  (hip  of  war  of  thd 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  carrying  his  faid  Majefly'a 
flag  at  the  main-top-maft  head,  fliall  appear  before  die        -, 
laid  city  of  Tripoly,  and  come  to  anchor  in  the  road^        S 
immediately  after  notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Ma-        ^ 
jetty's  conful  or  officer,  from  the  fliip,  unto  the  Dey 

and  government  of  Tripoly,  they  fhall,  in  honour  to  his 
Majefty,  ciufe  a  falute  of  one-and-twenty  cannon  to  bd 
fhotfoff  from  the  cattle  and  forts  of  the  city ;  and  that 
the  faid  ftiip  ftiaU  return  an  anfwer  by  ftiooting  off  the 
fame  number  of  cannon. 

That  prefendy  after  the  figning  and  fealing 
of  thefe  articles  by  us  Halil  Balhaw,  Iljraim  Dey,  Aga, 
Divan,  and  governors  of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom 
of  Tripoly,  ^  injuries  and  damages  fuftained  on  eidier 
part  fliall  be  quite  tajcen  away  and  forgotten,  and  this 
peace  fliall  be  in  full  force  and  virtue,  and  continue  for 
ever :  and  for  all  depredations  and  damages  that  fliall 
be  hereafter  committed  or  done  by  either  fide,  before 
notice  can  be  given  of  this  peace,  full  farisfaftion  fliall 
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be  immediately  made,  and  wharibever  remains  in  kind* 
fliall  be  inftantly  reftored. 

XXIII.  That  whenfoever  it  ftiall  happen  hereafter, 
that  any  thing  is  done  or  committed  by  the  fhips  or 
fubjefts  of  either  fide,  contrary  to  any  of  thefe  articles, 
fatisfaftion  being  demanded  therefore,  (hall  be  made  to 
the  full,  and  without  any  manner  of  delay ;  and  that  it 
fhall  not  be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuch  fatif- 
faftion  be  denied  :  and  our  faith  fhall  be  our  faith,  and 
our  word  our  word ;  and  whofoever  fhall  be  the  caule 
of  breaking  of  this  peace,  fhall  afTuredly  be  punifhed 
with  prefent  death.

Confirmation  of  the  former  Peace, 

WHEREAS  there  were  articles  of  peace  and  com- 
merce between  the  mofl  Serene  and  mighty  Prince 
Charles  the  Second,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the 
Chriflian  faith,  &c.  and  the  mofl  lUuflrious  Lords, 
Halil  Bafhaw,  Ibraim  Dey,  Aga,  Divan,  and  governors 
of  the  noble  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  in  Barbary, 
lately  made  and  concluded  by  the  faid  lords  on  the  one 
part,  and  by  Sir  John  Narbrough,  Knight,  admiral  of 
his  faid  Serene  Majefly's  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean 
Seas  on  the  other  part,  and  by  them  confirmed  and 
fealed,  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty  God,  the  fifth  day 
of  March,  Old  Stile,  and  the  year  of  our  Lord  Jeliis  ^ 
Chrift  167^,  being  the  laft  day  of  the  moon  Zelhedga,  j 
and  the  year  of  the  Hegira  one  thoufand  eighty-fix,  i

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1086.     Since  which  rime  of  confirming  and  fealing 
the  aforefaid  articles  of  peace  and  commerce,  the  afore- 
faid  Lord  Ibraim  Dey,  being  fled  away  from  his  faid 
government  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbaryi  now  therefore  we  Halil  Baftiaw,  Aga,  Divan, 
governors,  foldiers,  and  people  of  the  aforefaid  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  have  chofcn  and  elefted  vide- 
admiral  Muftapha  Grande  to  be  Dey  of  the  faid  city 
and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in  Barbary,  to  fucceed  Ibraim 
Dey  in  the  aforefaid  government.

by  thefe  prefents  confent  and  agree  to  and  with  iSir 
John  Narbrough,  Knight,  aforefaid,  for  the  juft  and 
cxa6t  keeping  and  performing  all  of  the  faid  articles, 
and  do  accept,  approve,  ratify,  and  confirm  all  and 
every  of  them,  in  the  fame  manner  and  form  as  they 
are  inferted  and  repeated  in  the  preceding  articles 
aforefaid  j  hereby  firmly  engaging  ourfelves  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  afTuring  on  our  faith,  facredly  to  maintain^  and 
ftriftly  to  obferve,  perform,  and  keep  inviolably,  all 
and  every  the  aforefaid  article  and  articles  of  peace 
and  agreement  for  ever :  and  to  caufe  and  require  all 
our  fubjefb  and  people,  of  what  degree  or  quality 
whatfoever,  within  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  both  by 
fea  and  land,  punftually,  inviolably,  carefully,  and  duly 
to  obferve,  keep,  and  perform  all  and  every  the  afore- 
faid article  and  articles  thereof  for  ever  :  and  our  faith 
ihall  be  our  fdth,  and  our  word  our  word ;  and  whofo- 
cver  ihall  at  any  time  violate  and  break  any  part  of 
the  faid  article  or  articles  of  peace,  they  fhall  affu- 
jredly  be  punifhed  with  greateft  feverity,  and  his  or 
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their  heads  fhall  be  immediately  cut  ofF,  and  fbrthwithr 
/  be  prefented  unto  any  officer  whom  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  Great  Britain^  &c.  ihall  authorife  to  make  de- 
mand thereof. 

It  is  farther  agrped,  that  the  fubjefts  belonging  unto 
the  molt  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  ti-ading 
unto  the  port  of  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  in 
Barbary,  aforefaid,  or  unto  any  port  or  place  of  the  do- 
minions thereunto  Belonging,  in  any  merchants  fhip  or 
other  veflel  belonging  unto  the  faid  Serene  King's  fub- 
jefts,  fliall  not  pay  fo  much  cuftom,  by  one  per  cent,  for 
whatfoever  goods  or  merchandizes  they  fell  or  buy^ 
as  other  nations  do  for  the  cuftom  of  the  Hkc 
goods  or  merchandize,  notwithftanding  whatfoever  is 
Ipecified  in  the  fecond  article  aforefaid  to  the  con- 
trary. 

-  And  that  the  moft  Serene  King  of  Great  Britain's 
conful,  refiding  in  Tripoly  aforefaid,  fhall  have  liberty 
at  all  times,  when  he  pleafeth,  to  put  up  his  faid  Serene 
Majefty's  flag  on  the  flag-ftafF  on  the  top  of  his  houfe, 
and  there  to  continue  it  Ipread  as  long  time  as  he 
plealeth.'  Likewife,  the  faid  conful  to  have  the  fame 
liberty  of  putting  up  and  fpreading  the  faid  flag  in  his 
boat,  when  he  pafleth  on  the  water,  and  no  man  what- 
foever to  oppofe,  moleft,  difturb,  or  injure  him  therein, 
cither  by  word  or  deed. 

Thefe  ai  d  all  other  preceding  articles  are  to  remain 
firm  for  ever,  without  any  alteration  ;  and  in  all  other 
particulars,  not  mentioned  in  any  of  thefe  articlesjthe 
regulation  Ihall  be  according  to  the  capitulations  gene- 
ral with  the  Grand  Seignior.

I  T  is  hereby  agreed  and  concluded,  that  from  this 
Azy  and  for  ever,  the  peace  made  by  the  honourable 
Auguftus  Keppel,  commander  in  chief  of  his  Britannic 
Majefly'^  (hips  and  veffels  in  and  about  the  Mediterra- 
nean, and  Robert  White,  Efq;  his  faid  Serene  Majefty's 
agent,  and  conful-general,  to  the  Bey  and  ftate  of  Tri- 
'  poly,  with  the  late  moft  Excellent  and  Illuftrious  Lords 
Mahammet  Bafhaw  Gramali,  Bey,  governor,  and  cap- 
tain general.  Seedy  Ally  Bey,  Seedy  Haffan  Kiaja,  the 
E)ivan,  and  all  the  officers,  foldiers,  and  people  of  the 
faid  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  concluded  and  fign- 
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ed  on  the  nineteenth  of  September,  1751,  be  hereby- 
renewed,  ratified,  and  confirmed.

Treaty  of  Peace  and  Commerce  between  the  moji  Serene 
and  Mighty  Prince  George  the  Second ^  by  the  Grace 
^of  Gody  of  Great  Britain,  France,  aijd  Ireland, 
Kiftgy  Defender  of  th):  Chriflian  Faithy  Duke  of 
Brunfwic  and  Lunenburg,  Arch-^treafurer  and 
EleElor  of  the  Holy  Komzn' Empire^  ^c,  fc?r.  £s?r. 
and  the  mofi  Excellent  and  Ulujlrious  Lords  Maham- 
met  Bafhaw  Gramali,  Dey,  Governor ^  and  Captain 
Generaly  Seedy  Ali  Bey,  Seedy  Haffan  Kiaja,  the 
Divan,  and  all  the  Officers y  Soldiers y  and  People  of 
the  noble  City  and  Kingdom  of  Tn^polyy  in  Barbary ; 
renewedy  agreed  ony  and  confirnudy  by  the  Honour^ 
able  Auguftus  Keppel,  Commander  in  Chief  of  bis 
Britannic  Majefifs  Ships  and  Vejfels  in  and  about 
the  Mediterranean  SeaSy  and  Robert  White,  Efq\ 
his  faid  Serene  Majefly's  Agent  and  Conful  General 
to  the  Dey  and  State  of  Tripoly y  fumijhed  with  bis 
Majefifs  Full  Powers  for  that  Purpoje. 

L  IN  the  firft  place,  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
•^hat  from  this  time  forward^  for  ever,  there  fliall  be 

9  a  true 
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a  true  and  inviolable  peace,  between  the  moft  Serene 
King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Illuftrious  Lords 
and  Governors  of  the  city  and  kingdom  ^ofTripoIy,  in 
Barbary,  and  between  all  the  dominions  and  fubjeds 
of  either  fide  j  and  if  the  Ihips  and  fubjedts  of  cither 
party,  (hall  happen  to  meet  upon  tlie  feas,  or  elfcwhere, 
they  Ihall  not  moleft  each  other,  but  fliail  fhew  all  pof- 
fible  relpeft  and  friendlhip. 

n.  That  all  merchant  fliips  belonging  to  the  domi- 
nions of  Great  Britain,  and  trading  to  the  city  or  any 
part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  ftiall  pay  no  more  than 
three  fer  cent,  cuftom,  for  all  kinds  of  goods  tliey  fhall 
fell ;  and  for  fuch  as  they  fhall  not  fell,  they  fliall  be 
permitted  freely  to  embark  it  again  on  board  their 
fliips,  without  paying  any  fort  of  duty  whatfoever,  and 
Ihall  depart  without  any  hinderance  or  moleftation. 

in.  That  all  fhips  and  other  veffels,  as  well  thofe 
belonging  to  the  faid  King  of  Great  pritain,  or  to  any 
of  his  Majefty's  fubjefts,  as  thofe  belonging  to  the 
kingdom  or  people  of  Tripoly,  fhall  freely  pafs  the 
feas,  and  traffic  where  they  pleafe,  without  any  fearch, 
hinderance,  or  moleftation  from  each  other :  and  that 
all  perlbns  or  paflengers,  of  what  country  foever;  and  all 
monies,  goods,  merchandizes,  and  moveables,  to  what- 
foever people  or  nation  belonging,  ^being  on  board  of 
any  the  faid  ftdps  or  veffels,  ftiall  be  wholly  free,  and 
fliall  not  be  ftoppcd,  taken,  or  plundered  from  either 
party. 

IV.  The  Tripoly  ftiips  of  war,  or  any  other  veffels 
thereunto  belonging,  meeting  with  any  merchant  ftiips, 
or  other  veffels  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  fubjed:^ 
(not  being  in  any  of  the  feas  appertaining  to  any  of  his 
Majefty's  dominions,  may  fend  on  board  one  fingle 
boat,  with  two  fitters,  befides  the  ordinary  crew  of 
rowers  ;  and  no  more  but  the  two  fitters  to  enter  any 
of  the  faid  merchant  fliips,  or  any  other  veffels, 
Tvithout    the  cxprefs    leave    of  the    commander    of 
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.every  fuch  Ihip  or  veffel  5  and  then,  upon  producing 
unto  them  a  pafs  under  the  hand  and  leal  of  the  lord 
high  admiral  of  England,  the  faid  boat  fhall  prefently 
depart,  and  the  merchant  fhip  or  fhips,  veffel  or  vef- 
fek,  fhall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their  voyage  :  and 
although  the  commander  or  commanders  of  the  faid 
merchant  fhip  or  fhips,  veffel  or  veffels,  produce  no 
pafs  from  die  lord  high  admiral  of  England,  yet,  if  the 
jmajor  part  of  the  Ihip's  or  veffel's  company  be  fub- 
jcfts  to  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  faid  boat 
fhall  prefcndy  depart,  and  the  merchant  fhip  or  Ihips, 
veffel  or  veffels,  fliall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their 
voyage.  And  any  of  the  faid  (hips  of  war  or  other 
veffels  of  his  faid  Majefly,  meeting  with  any  Ihip  or 
fhips,  veffel  or  veffels,  belonging  to  Tripoly,  if 
the  commander  of  any  fuch  (hip  or  Ihips,  veffel  or 
veffels,  fhall  produce  a  pafs  figned  by  the  chief  go- 
vernors of  Tripoly,  and  a  certificate  from  the  Englifh 
conful  living  there,  or  if  they  have  no  fuch  pals  or  cer- 
tificate, yet  if  the  major  part  of  their  fhip's  company  or 
companies  be  Turks,  Moors,  or  flaves  belonging  to 
Tnpoly,  then  the  faid  Tripoly  fhip  or  Ihips,  veflel 
pr  veffels,  Ihall  proceed  freely, 

V.  That  no  cpmipander  or  other  perlbn  of  any 
fhip  or  veffel  of  Tripoly,  Ihall  take  out  of  any  Ihip  or 
veffel  of  his  faid  Majefly 's  fubjeds,  any  perfon  or 
perfons  whatfoeyer,  tp  carry  them  any  where  to  be  ex- 
amined, or  upon  any  other  pretence  5  nor  Ihall  ufe  any 
torture  or  violence  unto  any  perfon,  of  what  nation  of 
quality  foever,  being  on  board  any  Ihip  or  veffel  of 
his  Majefly's  fubjeds,  upon  any  pretence  whatlb- 
fver. 

VI.  That  no  Ihip  wreck  belonging  to  the  faid  King 
of  Gre^t  Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majefty's  fubjecbs, 
upon  any  part  of  the  coafts  belonging  to  Tripoly,  fhall 
be  made  or  become  prize;  and  that  neither  the 
goods  thereof  fhall  be  feized,  nor  the  men  madp 
][lavcs  3  but  tiiat  all  the  fubjefts  of  Tripoly  fhall  do 

their 
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their  beft  endeavours  to  fayc  the  faid  men  and  their 
goods. 

VI L  That  no  ftiip  or  any  other  veflel  of  Tripoly; 
(hall  have  permiflion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  to  go  to 
any  other  place  in  enmity  with  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain,  to  be  made  ufe  of  as  corfairs  at  fea  againft 
his  faid  Majefty's  fubjedts. 

VIII.  That  if  any  fhip  or  veffel  of  Tunis,  Algicr, 
Tetuan,  or  Sally,  or  any  other  place,  being  in  war 
with  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  bring  any  fhips 
or  veffels,  men  or  goods,  belonging  to  his  faid  Ma- 
jefly's  fubjefts,  to  Tripoly,  or  to  any  port  or  place 
in  that  kingdom,  the  governors  there  ftiall  not  per- 
fnit  them  to  be  fold  within  the  territories  of  Tri- 
poly, like  as  it  is  agreed  at  Algiers. 

IX.  Thar  if  any  fubjedt  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  happens  to  die  in  Tripoly,  or  its  territo- 
ries, his  goods  or  money  fhall  not  be  fcized  by  the 
governors  or  any  minifters  of  Tripoly,  but  fliall  all 
remain  with  the  Englifli  conful. 

X.  That  *  neither  the  Englifli  conful,  nor  any 
other  fubjedt  of  the  faid  King  of  Great  Britain,  fhall 
be  bound  to  pay  the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majef- 
ty's  fubjedts,  unlels  they  become  furety  for  the  fame 
by  a  public  aft, 

XL  That  the  fubjefts  of  his  faid  Majefty  in  Tri- 
poly  or  its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  Ihall 
be  liable  to  no  other  jurildiftion  but  that  of  the  Dey 
or  Divan,  except  they  happen  to  be  at  difference  be- 
tween themfelves  j  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  liable 
to  no  other  determination  but  that  of  the  conful 
only. 

XIL  That  in  cafe  any  fubjeft  of  his  Majefty,  being 
in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  happen  to 
ftrike,  kiU,  or  wound  a  Turk  or  Moor,  if  he  be 
t^en,  he  is  to  be  punilhed  in  die  fame  manner,  and 

'     '  >  •  with 
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with  no  greater  feverity,  than  a  Turk  ou^t  to  be>  bet- 
ing guilty  of  the  fame  offence  5  but  if  he  efcape,  nei- 
ther the  faid  Englilh  conful,  nor  any  other  of  his  faid 
Majefty's  fubjedts,  fhall  be  in  any  fort  qucftioned 
br  troubled  upon  that  account,  and  no  trial  or  len- 
tence  to  be  pafled  without  the  conful  being  pre- 
lent. 

xm.  m.  the  Englin,  cWul  „ow  or  at  an,  dm. 

hereafter  living  at  Tripoly,  Ihall  be  there  at  all  times 
with  entire  freedom  and  fafety  of  his  perfon  and 
cftate,  and  (hall  be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  drug- 
german  and  broker,  and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  fhip 
(  in  the  road,  as  often  and  when  he  pleafes,  and  to  have 

>  Ae  liberty  of  the  country  j  and  that  he  (hall  be  allow- 

ed a  place  to  pray  in;  and  that  no  man  Ihall  do  him 
any  injury,  either  in  word  or  deed;  and  that  he  ftiaU  have 
liberty  at  all  times  of  hoifting  his  Majefty's  flag  at  the 
top  of  his  houfe,  and  on  his  boat  when  he  paiTes  on 
the  water. 

XIV.  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of  this 
peace  and  friendftiip,  but  likewife  if  any  breach  or  war 
happen  to  be  hereafter  between  the  faid  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  the  laid 
conful,  and  all  other  his  Majcfly's  fubjefts  inhibit- 
ing in  the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  fhall  always,  and  at  all 
times,  both  of  peace  and  war,  have  full  and  abfolutc 
liberty  to  depart,  and  go  to  dieir  own  country,  or 
any  other,  upon  any  (hip  or  vefTel  of  what  nation  foever 
they  (hall  think  fit,  and  to  carry  with  them  all  their 
eftates,  goods,  families,  and  fervants,  although  born  in 
the  country,  without  any  interiupuon  or  hinderance. 

XV.  That  no  fubjeft  of  his  faid  Majefly,  being 
a  paflTenger  from  or  to  any  port,  (hall  be  any  way  mo- 
lefted  or  meddled  with,  either  in  perfon  or  property, 
although  on  board  any  (liip  or  velTel  in  enmity  with 
Tripoly ;  and  the  fame  is  to  be  regarded  in  favour 
of  the  fubjefts  of  Tripoly. 

XVI.  That 
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XVL  That  When  any  of  Ms  Majcfty's,  ftiips  of  war 
(hall  appear  before  Tripoly,  upon  notice  thereof  given 
by  the  Englifh  conful,  or  by  the  commander  of  the  laid 
fliips,  to  the  chief  governors  of  Tripoly,  public  pro- 
clamation, fhall  be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the 
Chriftian  captives  j  and  if  after  that  any  Chriftians 
'  whatfoever  make  their  efcape  on  board  any  of  the  faid 
Clips  of  war,  they  fhall  not  be  required  back  again, 
nor  (hall  the  faid  conful  or  commander,  or  any  other 
his  Majefty's  fubjedts,  be  obliged  to  pay  any  thing  for 
the  faid  Chriftians. 

XVII.  That  all  merchant  fhips  coming  to  the  city 
or  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  though  not  belonging  to  Great 
Britain,  Ihall  have  free  liberty  to  put  themfelves  under 
the  protedtion  of  the  Britifti  conful,  in  felling  and  dif- 
pofing  of  their  goods  and.  merchandize,  if  they  Ihall 
think  proper,  without  any  hinderance  or  moleftation. 

XVIII.  That  at  all  times,  when  any  fliip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  &c.  carrying  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty's  flag,  appears  before  the  faid  city  of  Tripoly, 
and  comes  to  an  anchor  in  the  road ;  immediately  after 
notice  thereof  given  by  his  faid  Majefty's  conful  or 
officer  fi"om  the  (hip  unto  the  Dey  and  government 
of  Tripoly,  they  (hall,  in  honour  to  his  Majefty, 
caufe  a  falute  of  twenty-feven  cannon  to  be  fired 
from  the  caftle  and  forts  of  the  city ;  and  that  the  faid 
(hip  (hall  return  an  anfwer  by  firing  the  fame  number 
of  cannon. 

XIX.  That  no  fubjeft  of  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain (hall  be  permitted  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor  in  the 
city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoly  (being  induced  thereun- 
to by  any  (urprife  whatfoever)  unlefs  he  voluntarily  ^ 
appear  before  the  Dey  or  governoro  with  the  Engli(h 
conful's  druggerman,  three  times  in  three  days,  arid 
each  day  declare  his  rcfolution  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor. 

XX.  Whereas  it  is  cuftomary  for  the  European 
confuls  to  pay  their  rcfpefts  to    the  Bu(haw  at  the     / 
fea(b  of  Ramadam  and  Birham,  it  is  hereby  declared, 

that 
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that  his  Britannic  Majefty's  conful  fhall  be  admitted 
firft  to  audience,  and  take  the  precedency  of  all  other 
confuls,  in  conlideration  of  the  Englifti  being  the 
oldeft  friends  to  the  ftate  of  Tripoly. 

XXI.  That  whereas  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  in  theMe- 
diterranean  Sea,  and  the  city  of  Gibraltar,  in  Spain,  do 
now  belong  to  his  Majefiy  the  King  of  Great  Britain  5 
it  is  therefore  hereby  agreed,  that  from  this  time  for- 
ward, for  ever,  the  faid  ifland  of  Minorca,  and 
city  of  Gibraltar,  ftiall  be  efteemed,  in  every  relpedt, 
by  the  Bafhaw  and  government  of  Tripoly,  to  be  part 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty's  own  dominions,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  fliall  be  looked  upon  as  his  Majef- 
ty's  natural  fubjefts,  in  die  fame  manner  as  if  they 
had  been  born  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain  j  and  they, 
widi  tiieir  (hips  and  veflels  wearing  Britifh  colours, 

,  and  being  furniflied  with  Mediterranean  pafles,  fhall 
be  permitted  freely  to  trade  and  traffic  in  any  part  of 
the  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  or  dominions  thereunto  be- 
longing, -and  fhall  pafs,  without  any  moleftarion  what- 
foever,  either  on  the  feas  or  elfewhere,  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  with  the  fame  freedom  and  privileges,  as 
have  been  flipulated,  in  this  and  all  former  treaties, 
in  behalf  of  the  Britifh  nation  and  fubjefts  j  and  that 
none  of  the  fhips  or  vefTels  belonging  to  Tripoly 
fhall  cruize  or  look  for  prizes,  before,  or  in  fight  of  the 
ports  of  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and  the  city  of  Gibral- 
tar, to  difhirb  or  molefl  the  trade  thereof  in  any  man- 
ner whatfoever, 

XXII.  That  if  any  of  the  fhips  of  war  of  the 
faid  King  of  Great  Britain  come  to  Tripoly,*  or  to 
any  other  port  or  place  of  tliat  kingdom,  with  any 

-  prize,  they  may  freely  fell  it,  or  othei-wife  difpofe  of  it 
fit  their  own  pleafure,  without  being  molefled  by  any: 
and  that  his  Majefly's  faid  fhips  of  war  fhall  not  be 
obliged  to  pay  cuftoms  in  any  fort :  and  that  if  they 
fliall  want  provifions,  viftuals,  or  any  other  things^ 
they  may  freely  buy  them  at  the  rates  in  the  market, 

JJ^XIII.  That  whcnfoevcr  it  fhall  happen  hereafter, 

thdl 
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that  any  thing  is  done  or  committed,  by  the  fhips  or  fub- 
jcfts  of  either  fide,  contrary  to  any  of  the(e  articles,  fa- 
tisfa6Uon  being  demanded  therefore,  the  fame  fli^  be 
made  to  the  full,  and  without.any  manner  of  c^elayj  and 
it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuch  la- 
tisfaftion  be  denied;  and  whofoever  fljall  be  the  caufe 
of  breaking  this  peace,  fhall  affuredly  be  punifhed  with 
prefcnt  death. 

XXIV.  That  his  Britannic  Majcfty's  fubje6b  (over 
and  above  the  ftipulations  contained  in  this  and  all  for- 
mer treaties)  fhall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  advanta- 
ges which  now  are,  or  which  hereafi:er  may  be,  granted 
to  any  of  the  fubjcfts  of  the  rpofl  favoured  nation. 

XXV.  That  in  cafe  any  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubje<5l9 
fhall  import  into  the  faid  kingdom  of  Tripoly,  or  into 
any  of  the  ports  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  any 
warlike  ftores,  as  cannons,  mufkets,  piflols,  cannon 
powder,  or  fine  powder,  brimflone,  bullets,  iron,  planks, 
and  all  fort  of  timber  fii  for  building  of  fhips,  pitch,  tar, 
rofin,  ropes,  cables,  malts,  blocks,  anchors,  fails,  and 
all  other  habiliments  of  war,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land  5 
as  alfo  provifions,  viz.  wheat,  barley,  beans,  oats,  or 
the  like ;  they  fhall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or  cuf- 
tom  whatfoever. 

XXVI.  That  new  Mediterranean  pafTes  fhall  be 
iflued  out  and  given  to  his  faid  Majefly's  trading  fiib- 
jefts,  with  all  convenient  fpeed  ;  and  that  the  time  for 
the  continuance  of  the  old  pafTes,  for  the  fhips  in  thc^ 
Indies  and  remote  parts,  fhall  be  three  years ;  and  for 
all  other  fhips  and  veflels,  one  yearj  to  commence 
fi'om  the  delivery  of  the  counter-tops  of  the  new 
pafles  at  Algiers ;  of  which  his  Majefty's  conful  here 
fhall  give  the  earlieft  notice  to  the  Bafhaw  and  govern- 
ment i  and  it  is  hereby  exprefsly  agreed  and  declared, 
that  the  faid  new  pafTes  fhall,  during  the  above-men- 
tioned fpaces  of  time  of  three  years  and  one  year,  be 
of  full  and  fufficient  force  and  efieft  to  protedt  all  fhips 
and  vefTcls  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjefts,  who  fhall  be 
provided  with  the  fame* 

XXVIL  That 
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XXVII.  That  no  merchant  Ihip  belonging  to  Great 
Britain,  or  an)^  other  nation  under  the  proteftion  of  the 
Britifli  conful,  being  in  the  port  of  Tripoly,  Ihall  be 
detained  from  proceeding  to  fea  on  her  voyage,  longer 
than  eight  days,  under  the  pretence  of  arming  out  the 
Ihipsof  warof  the  government,  or  any  other  whatfoever, 

XXVIII.  That  if  at  zny  time  the  garrilbns  of  Gi- 
braltar or  Port  Mahon  fhould  be  in  want  of  provifions, 
and  fhould  fend  for  the  fame  to  Tripoly,  or  any  part  of 
the  dominions  thereof,  they  ihall,  if  it  is  to  be  had^  be 
fupplied  with  it  at  the  market  price. 

XXIX.  That  all  packets  bearing  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty's  commiflion,  which  Ihall  be  met  by  any  of  the 
cruizers  of  Tripoly,  ihall  be  treated  with  the  fame  re- 
fpedl  as  his  Majefly's  ihips  of  war ;  and  all  due  refpe6t 
ihall  be  paid  to  his  Majefty's  commiffion  ;  and  both  ac 

/  meeting  and  parting  they  (hall  be  treated  as  friends  j 

and  if  any  of  the  Tripoly  cruizers  commit  the  leafl 
fault  or  violence  againil  them,  the  captains  or  raizes  ib 
offending  ihall,  on  their  arrival  at  Tripoly,  and  proper 
complaint  being  made  of  them,  be  mofl  feverely  pu- 
nifhed^  without  admitting  of  their  excufes. 

XXX.  That  all  and  every  the  articles  in  this  treaty 
ihall  be  inviolably  kept  and  obferved  betwenTiis  moft 
Sacred  Majefty  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Illuflri- 
ous  the  Bafhaw,  Lords,  and  Governors  of  the  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoly,  and  between  the  dominions  and 
fubjefts  of  either  fide  :  and  our  faith  fhall  be  our  faith, 
and  our  word  our  word.  Dated  in  the  prefence  of  Al- 
mighty God,  in  the  city  of  Tripoly,  this  nineteenth  day 
of  September,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
according  to  the  Chriftian  computation,  and  of  the 
Turkifh  Hageira  one  thoufand  one  hundred  and  fixty- 
four,  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  the  moon  Shawan.

veral  Ambaffadors* 

ACCORDING  to  my  Imperial  command,  let  it  be 
obferved,  and  let  no  aft  be  permitted  contrary  here- 

"^^^-  .MAHOMET. 

THE  command  of  this  fublime  and  lofty  Imperial 
fignature,  preferved  and  exalted  by  Divine  Providence, 
whofe  triumph  and  glory  is  renowned  through  all  the 
world. 

By  the  favour  of  the  Nouriflier  of  all  things,  and 
mercy  and  grace  of  the  Merciflil,  I  that  am  the  power- 
ful Lord  of  Lords  of  the  world,  whofe  name  is  formi- 
dable  upon  earth,  giver  of  all  crowns  of  the  univerle. 
Sultan  Mahomet  Han,  fon  of  Sulpan  Ibrahim  Haii, 
Son  of  Sultan  Ahmet  Han,  fon  of  Splcan  Mahomet 
Han,  fon  of  Sultan  Murat  Han,  fon  bf  Sultan  Selim

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To  the  glorious  amongfl:  the  great  Princes  of  Jefus, 
reverenced  by  the  high  Potentates  of  the  people  of  the 
Mefliah,  fole  direftor  of  the  important  affairs  of  the 
Nazarene  nation.  Lord  of  the  limits  of  decency,  and 
honour  of  grcatnefs  and  fame,  Charles  the  Second, 
King  of  England  and  Scotland,  that  is,  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  and  Ireland,  whofe  end  and  enterpriles 
may  the  Omnipotent  God  conclude  with  blifs  and  fa- 
vour, with  the  illumination  of  his  holy  will. 

In  times  paft,  the  Queen  of  the  aforefaid  kingdoms 
lent  divers  of  her  efteemed  gendemen,  and  perfons  of 
quality,  with  letters  and  fhips  to  this  Imperial  High 
Port  (the  refuge  of  the  Princes  of  the  world,  and  the 
retreat  of  the  Kings  of  the  whole  univerfe)  in  the 
happy  times  of  famous  memory  of  my  anccftors  now 
placed  in  paradife,  whofe  fouls  be  repleniflied  with  Di- 
vine mercy ;  which  gentlemen  and  prefents  were  grate- 
fully accepted,  making  declaration,  and  offering,  in  the 
name  of  the  faid  Queen,  an  entire  good  peace  and 
pure  friendfhip,  an3  demanding  that  their  fubjefts 
might  have  leave  to  come  from  England  into  pur 
ports.  Our  faid  anceitor^  of  happy  memory  did  then 
grant  their  Imperial  licence,  and  gave  into  -the  hands 
of  the  Engliih  nation  divers  elpecial  and  Imperial 
commands,  to  the  end  that  they  might  fafely  and  fc- 
curely  come  and  go  into  thefe  dominions,  and  in 
coming  or  returning,  either  by  land  or  fea,  in  their  way 
and  paffage  that  they  iKould  of  ;io  man  be  molefted 
or  hindered.  After  which  time,  in  the  days  of  our 
grandfather  Sultan  Mahomet  Han,  of  famous  memoiy 
(unto  whofe  foul  be  granted  Divine  abfolution)  it  be- 
ing anew  defi];ed,  that  the  fubjefb,  mercliants,  and 
their  interpreters,  might  freely  and  fecurely  come,  mer- 
chandize, and  negotiate  dirough  all  the  parts  of  this. 
Imperial  dominion,  and  that  fuch  capitulations,  and 
other  privileges,  and  Imperial  commands,  as  had  been 
granted  unto  the  nation  of  the  Kings  and  Princes  ii> 
peace  and  amity  with  this  High  1  or:,  as  France,  Verice, 
Pglar.d,  and  others,  might  alfo  be  granted  to  the  fub- 
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jAfts  of  the  faid  Queen,  and  all  others  comii^  under 
the  Englifli  banner ;  in  confirmation  of  which  requeft, 
were  given  juid  confirmed  by  our  ahceftors  of  famous 
memory,  the  Imperial  capitulations  and  privileges  fol- 
lowingj  that  is  to  fay : — It  is  commanded,  &c. 

r.  That  the  faid  nation,  and  the  Englifh  mer- 
chants, and  any  other  nation  or  merchants  which  are 
or  IhaU  come  under  the  Englifli  banner  and  protection, 
with  their  fliips,  fmall  and  great,  merchandize,  faculties, 
and  all  other  their  goods,  may  always  pais  fafe  in  our 
ieas,  and  freely  and  in  all  lecurity  may  come  and  go 
into. any  part  of  the  Imperial  limits  of  our  dominions, 
in  fuch  fort  that  neither  any  of  the  nation,  their  goods, 
and  faculties,  fliall  receive  any  hinderance  or  moleftation 

from  any  perfon  whatfoever. 

» 

_  II.  The. laid  nation  Ihall  and  may  in  like  manner 
freely  and  fecurely  come  and  go  by  land  through  all 
the  Imperial  limits  of  our  dominions,  fo  that  neither 
to  their  perfons,  beafts,  goods,  or  faculties,  Ihall  any 
trouble  or  impediment  be  given,  nor  any  injury  be 
done  unto  them,  but  they  Ihall  always,  at  their  own  plea- 
'  fures,  fafely  and  fecurely  traffic  in  all  parts  of  our  do- 
minions.

III.  And  if  it  happen  that  any  perfons  of  the  faid  na- 
tion coming  into  our  dominions  by  land,  or  pafllng  into 
any  other  country,  fhall  be  ftayed  or  arrefted  by  any 
of  our  minifters,  fuch  perfons  Ihall  be  fet  free  and  at- 
liberty,  and  afterwards  ihall  receive  no  hinderance  in 
their  journey. 

IV.  All  Ehglifli  fhips  or  Veffels,  fmall  or  great,  Ihall 
and  may  at  any  time  fafely  and  fecurely  come  and 
harbour  in  any  of  the  fcales  and  ports  of.  our  domi- 
nions, and  likewife  may  from  thence  depart  at  their 
pleafure,  without  detention  or  hinderance  of  any 
man. 

y  V.  And  if  it  ftiall  happen  that  any  Englifli  veflel, 

great  or  fmall,  fall  into  any  misfortune,  danger  of  fea, 

*VoL.  II.  F  f  or 
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or  any  6ther  neceflity,  all  the  v^ifelSy  as  weU  Inxperial 
as  belonging  to  private  men^  that  ihall  l>e  near  or  pre*- 
fent^  as  alfo  all  others  that  inhabit  the  feas,  Ihall  give- 
them  help  and  ibtcotir  5  and  being  come  into  our  ports 
or  fcales,  diey  fhaft  finely  ftay  in  them  as  long  as  tEe7 . 
pleafe,  and  for  their  money  provide  for  them  of  all  nc- 
ceflaries  and  provifion,  and  may  take  water  without  the 
let  or  hindcrance  of  any  man. 

•  VI.  And  if  it  (hall  happen  that  any  of  their  (hips 
fhall  have  fuflfercd  (hipwreck,  or  being  broken,  or  ia 
diftrefs,  Ihall  be  caft  upon  any  coaft  of  our  dominions^ 
in  fuch  cafe  all  beglerbegs,  caddees,  governors,  mi- 
ilifters,  and  other  our  flaves,  Ihall  give  them  aH  affifl- 
ance,  fuccour,  and  help  5  and  whatfoever  goods  and 
faculties  Ihall  be  faved  or  recovered  in  the  fiiid  Ihlps> 
ihall  foe  reftored  to  the  Ei^lilh ;  and  if  they  fiiall  be 
informed  that  any  part  of  their  goods  and  faculties 
fliall  be  ftx)le  or  taken  away,  our  faid  minifters,  with 
all  diligence,  fhall  make  flifficient  fearch  and  cxamina-* 
^on  to  iind  out  and  recover  the  goods,  and  reflore  chccD 
to  the  EngUfh. 

VII.  The  Englifli  merchants,  interpreters,  brokers^ 
and  all  other  fubjefts  of  that  nation,  whether  by  fca  or 
land,  may  freely  and  fa&ly  come  and  go  in  dl  Ae  ports 
of  our  dominions^,  or  returning  into  their  own  cowmy; 
all  our  beglerbegs,  minifters,  governors^,  and  other 
officers,  captains  by  fea  of  fhips,  and  others  whon^o- 
ever,  our  flaves  and  fubjefts,  we  command  that  none 
of  them  do  or  Ihall  lay  hands  upon  their  perfons  or 
faculties,  or  upon  any  pretence  Ihidl  do  them  any  hin- 
derance  or  injury, 

VIII.  If  any  Englilhman,  cither  for  his  own  debr^ 
or  for  furetifhip,  fhall  abfenc  himfelf,  or  make  efoapo^ 
away,'  or  fhall  be  bankrupt,  the  creditor  flmll  only 
pretend  his  debt  upon  his  own  debtory  and  not  of  any 
other  Engliih ;  aftd  if  tlie  creditor  have  not  autlientic 
hoget  or  bill  of  furedfhip  made  by  an  JEjigliihntan^ 

he 
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he  (hall  not  pretend  his  debt  of  any  other  En^ifli^ 
man. 

IX.  In  aU  caufesi  bufincflesi  and  occafions  «rhtcli 
fhall  occur  between  the  Jlkid  nation,  their  merchants^ 
interpreters,  and  brokers,  or  jervants^  slnd  anjr  othisr 
whatfbever  I  that  is  to  fay,  in  felling  or  buying^  in  paying 
oi*  receiving,  in  giving  or  taking  fecurity,  or  pledge^ 
debt,  or  credit,  and  all  other  fuch  things  which  apper*- 
tain  to'  the  mihifters  of  the  kw  and  juftice,  they  may 
always  (if  they  pleafe)  in  fuch  occafions  go  to  tfa^ 
caddee,  who  is  the  judge  of  the  law,  and  there  make 
a  hoget^  or  public  authentic  aft  with  witne&i  and  re* 
gifter  the  fame,  and  take  a  copy  of  the  fame  t6  lcee|i 
by  them,  to  the  end  that  if  in  the  fiitjurc  inf  difference 
or  pretence  fliall  arife  between  the  faid  parties,  they 
niay  both  have  a  recotirfe  to  the  faid  ^oget  and  aft* 
And  when  the  pretence  iha]^  b^  conformable  to  the 
tenor  of  the  hoget  regifteredi  then  it  (hall  be  accoxdr 
ingly  thereunto  obferved :  and  if  the  plaintiff  haA 
not  in  his  hands  any  fuch  authentic  hoget,  but  only 
hringeth  pardal  witiiefs^  which  makes  cavils  or  pre- 
tences, our  minifters  (hall  not  give  ear  to  themi  but; 
pbferve  the  written  audientic  hogeti 

X.  And  if  any  one  within  our  dominions  (hall  ae« 
Cufe  any  Englifhmaa  to  have  done  him  wrong,  and 
fhall  therefore  raiie  any  pretence  upon  him  by  violent 
or  partial  wimefs,  our  mtriilters  (haU  not  give  ear  unto 
them,  nor  accept  them^  but  the  cauf^  Qim,  be  advifed 
to  the  ambaflador  or  conful  refident  of  tHe  Englilh 
nation,  to  the  end  that  the  bufinefs  may  be  decided 
with  his  knowledge;  and  in  his.jpreienee,  diat  tHe  Eng- 
lifh  may  always  have  recouHe  to  their  defence  and 
prote6tion« 

XI.  If  any  EnglHhiiiani  kdVing  cdrhmWd  art 
ofience,  fhall  make  his  efcape,  or  abfent  himfelf,  no 
other  Englifhman,  no;  being  pledge,  (hall  be  taken  oi' 
molefted  for  him« 

F  f  a  XII;  AU 
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XII.  All  Englifhmen,  or  lubjefts  of  England^  which 
fliall  be  found  flaves  in  our  ftate,  or  fhall  be  dennanded 
by  the  ambaflador  or  conful,  the  caufe  Ihall  be  duly 
examined,  and  fuch  perfons  as  are.  found  truly  to  be 
fubjefts  of  England  ftiall  be  fet  free,  and  delivered  to 
the  ambaflador  or  conful. 

XIIL  All  Englilhmen,  and  all  other  fulyefts  of  the 
Crown  of  England,  which  Ihall  dwell  or  refide  in  our 
dominions,  whether  they  be  qnarried  or  fingle,  may 
buy,  fell,  and  traffic  -,  and  of  them  fhall  no  harach  or 
head-money  be  demanded* 

'  XIV.  The.  Englifh  ambafTador,  refident  in  Aleppo, 
Alexandria,  Tripoly  of  Suria,  or  Tunis,  Algier,  Tri- 
poly  of  Barbary,  in  Smyrna,  the  ports  of  Cairo,  or 
any  odier  parts  of  our  dominions,  may  at  their  pleafure 
cftablifh  their  confuls,  and  in  like  manner  remove 
them,  or  change,  and  appoint  others  in  their  places,  and 
none  of  our  minifters  fhall  oppofe^  or  refiife  to  accept 
them. 

XV.  In  all  caufes  concerning  law  and  juftice,  be-* 
tween  the  Englifh  nation  and  any  other,  in  tlie  abfence 
of  their  interpreters^  the  judges,  n6r  any  other  of  our 
minifters,  fhall  not  proceed  to  give  fcntence. 

XVI.  If  Acre  happen  any  controverfy  amongft 
themfclves,  the  decifion  thereof  fhall  be  wholly  left  to 
their  own  ambafTador  or  conful,  according  to  their  own 
right  and  laws,  and  with  no  fuch  caufes  our  minifters 
fhall  intermeddle. 

XVII.  Our  armada  of  gallies,  fhips,  or  any  other 
vcfTels  of  our  empire,  which  at  fea  fhall  meet  or  find 
any  Englifh  fhips,  fhall  not  do  them,  nor  fufFer  to  be 
done  'to  them,  die  leaft  injury  or  trouble  5  nor  (hall 
they  ftay  them,  demand,  pretend,  or  take  any  thing 
from  them,  but  fliall  falute  and  fhew  good  and  mu- 
tual friendfhip  die  one  to  the  other,  without  offence. 

XVIII.  AU 
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XVIII.  All  thofe  particular  privileges  and  capitu- 
lations, which'  in  fbrmer  times  have  been  .granted  to 
the  French,  Venetians,  or  any  other  Chrifti^  nation, 
v^hofe  King  is  in  peace  and  friendihip  with* this  port,' 
in  like  manner  the  fame  were  granted  and  given  to 
the  faid  EngKfh  nation;  to  the  end^  that  in  time  to 
come,  the  tenor  of  this  our  Imperial  capitulations  may 
be  always  ohferved  by  all  men;  and  that  none  may,  ia 
any  manner,  upon  any  pretence,  prefume  to  contradift 
or  violate  it. 

XIX.  If  the  pirates,  or  Levents,  who  infeft  the  feas 
with  their  frigates,  Ihall  be  found  to  have  taken  any 
Englifti  veflel,  or  to  have  robbed  or  fpoiled  their 
goods  and  faculties ;  alfo,  if  it  (hall  be  found,  that?  in 
any  of  our  dominions,  any  fhall  have  violently  taken, 
goods  of  any  Englifliman,  our  minifters  (hall  with  all 
diligence  feek  out  fuch  offenders,  and  feverely  punifh 
them,  and  caufe  that  all  fuch  goods,  fhips,  monies, 
and  whatfbever  hath  been  taken  away  from  the  Englifli 
nation,  (hall  be  prefently,  juftly,  and  abfolutely  reftore^ 
to  them,       • 

XX.  All  our  beglerbegs,  begs,  captains,  matters  of 
Imperial  fhips,  and  other  pi:iv^e  judges,  governors, 
cuftomers,  farmers,  and  all  our  minifters,  fiibjefts,  and 
flaves,  Ihall  always  obey  and  keep  the  tenor  of  thefe 
our  fworn  capitulations,  and  fhall  with  all  obfervancef 
rcfpeft  the  friendfhip  and  good  correfpondence  efta- 
blifhed  on  both  parties,  every  one  in  particular  taking 
cfpecial  care  not  to  commit  any  aft  contrary  thereunto. 
And  as  long  as  the  faid  Queen  of  England,  according 
to  this  prefent  agreement  of  fincere  friendfhip  and 
good  correfpondence,  fhall  fhew  herfelf^  and  remain 
with  us  in  peace,  friendfhip,  and  league,  firm,  conftant, 
and  fincere,  we  do  promife  alfo  on  our  parts  reci- 
procally, that  this  peace,  friendfhip,  articles,  capitula- 
tions, and  correfpondence,  in  the  fore-written  form, 
fhall  be  for  evdr  of  us  maintained,  obferved,  and  re- 
ipefted;  and  of  no  man  anyj)art  thereof  fhall  be  con- 
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tradided  or  infringed.  All  which  above-mentioned 
articles  of  peace  and  friendship  were  concluded^  figned| 
gnd  an  Injperial  capitulation  grant^  and  coiifirpied^  by 
PDr  anceflors  of  happy  memory. 

Since  which  time  his  Majefty  of  .England^  James^ 
decesifed  in  the  time  of  our  grandfadier  of  happy  me-- 
piory.  Sultan  Achmet  Han.  having  fent  unto  our  Im«  * 
perial  throne  his  ambafTadors^  letters^  and  prefents^ 
which  were  moil  acceptable^  and  defired  that  the  al<- 
ready  contracted  peace  and  friendfhip,  and  good  cor^ 
reipondence  made  with  our  grandfathei^,  and  the  ca« 
pitulations,  articles,  and  privileges  above  -  written* 
ihotild  be  again  ratified^  and  the  faid  peace  and  friend- 
ihip  renewed  j  farther  requefting,  that  ♦certain  ardcles 
very  aeedlary  fhould  to  the  ^me  capituladons  be 
added  j  the  dcfirc  of  his  Majefty  being  declared  in 
the  Imperial  prefence  of  our  faid  grandfether  Sultai| 
Achmet  Han,  was  prefently  granted :  and  he  gave  ex- 
prels  command  and  order,  that  the  faid  peace  and 
friendfliip  fhould  be  renewed  and  fortified,  and  the  an- 
cient capitulations  and  privileges  confirmed  j  and  that 
the  new  defired  articles  fhould  be  inferred,  and  added 
to  the  In^erial  capitulations :  granting  fiirther  to  the 
Engliih  nation,  all  thole  articles  and  fai:ther  privities 
which  were  given^  and  written  in  any  capitulations 
with  other  nations.  Potentates^  or  Kings,  in  peace  and 
amity  with  this  Imperial  Port :  and  by  this  Imperial 
command  he  gave  order  that  thefe  his  Imperial  com-i 
mands  fhould  be  obeyed  of  all  men,  and  the  tenor  of 
them  duly  obfcrved.  The  articles  which  then  were 
granted,  and  added  to  the  capitulations^  were  thefe  fol* 
lowing. 

XXI.  That  our  miniflers  fhall  not  demand  or  take, 
of  the  faid  Englifh  nation  any  cuflom,  or  other  duties, 
of  all  the  dollars  and  chequecns  they,  or  any  under 
their  banner,  fhall  bring  in,  or  tranfport  from  place  to  H 

place,  or  carry  out  of  our  dominions  j  and  that  neither  t 

beglerbegs,  begs,  caddccs,  treafurers,  mint-maflcrs,  or  i 

odier^  fhall  take  and  demand  eitlier  dollars  or  che- 

qucens 
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<qii«eos£mn  the  fiod  nation^  to  change  them  into  fmall 
a^ers^  nor  &aU  give  or  do  them  an/  violence  or 
tr9(Me  theretqpoa 

XXII.  The  EngUfli  naticHi,  and  all  thofe  riiat  come 
imder  dieir  banner,  their  veOcls,  finall  and  great,  (hall 
and  may  navigate,  traffic,  buv,  fell,  and  abide  in  all 
^rts  M  our  dominions ;  anci,  cxceptii^  arms,  -gun- 
powder, and  other  llich  prohibited  commodities,  they 
may  load  and  carry  away  in  their  fiiips  whatfoever  of 
pur  merchandizes,  at  their  own  plealure,  without  the 
impeachment  or  trouble  of  any  man  j  and  their  Ihips 
and  veffels  may  come  fafcly  and  fecurely  to  anchor  at 
all  times,  and  traffic  at  all  times  in  every  part  of  our 
dominions,  and  with  their  money  buy  viftuals,  and  all 
other  things,  without  any  contradiftion  or  hinderancc 
of  any  man. 

XXilL  And  if  any  difference  ftiall  happen  with 
any  of  the  faid  Englifh  nation,  by  luit  in  law^  or  any 
other  controverfy,  the  caddees,  or  any  other  minifters 
of  our  juftice,  fhall  not  hear  nor  decide  the  cauie, 
-until  the  ambaflador,  conful,  or  druggerman  of  the  faid 
nation  ihall  be  prefent. 

XXIV.  All  differences  or  fuits  of  law  depending 
with  the  faid  nation,  which  Ihall  exceed  the  value  of 
4000  aipers,  fliall  always  be  heard  and  decided  at  our 
Imperial  PorL 

XXV.  The  EngUfii  nation'^  conful  or  refident,  Iq 
any  port  of  our  dominions,  beii^g  eftablifhed  by  the 
ambaflador  refident  for  the  Engliih  nation,  our  mi- 
nifters  •(hall  have  no  power  to  imprifon,  or  examine, 
or  feal  up  their  houfes,  nor  to  difinifs  or  diiplace  them 
from  their  charge  and  office  j  -  but  in  cafe  of  any  dif- 
ference or  iiiit  with  the  conful,  there  fhall  be  made  a 
certificate  to  the  Imperial  Port,  to  the  end  that  the 
ambaflador  may  procedt  sind  anfwer  for  them. 

XXVI.  When  any  Englifhman,  or  other  under 
dieir  banner,  fhall  die  in  our  dominions,  with  their 
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goods  or  facultie^^  or  any  thing  that  belonged  unto 
them,  our  efcheators,  c^ddees,  or  other  minifters,  upon 
pretence  they  are  goods  of  the  dead,  without  any 
owner,  fhall  not  middle,  take,  or  feize  any  part  there- 
of, but  they  fhall  always  be  configned  and  remain  to 
fuch  other  Englifh  as  the  deceafed  Ihall  by  his  tef- 
tament  aOign  i  and  if  he  died  inteftate,  then  the  Eng- 
lifh conful  fhall  take  and  receive  his  faculties  and 
goods;  and  if  there  be  no  conful,  the  Englifh  refident 
there  fhall  take  the  pofTefTion  5  and  in  cafe  there  be  nei- 
ther conful,  nor  Englifh  refident,  the  faid  goods  and  facul-^ 
ties  whatfoever,  Ihall  he  received  into  the  cufl:ody  of  the 
caddee  of  that  place  ;  and  having  advifed  the  Englifh 
arnbafra4or  thereof^  the  faid  caddee  fhall  refign  all  th^ 
faid  goods  unto  fuch  perfons  as  the  ambaffador  fhall 
fend  with  commiflion  to  receive  them. 

XXVII.  All  thefe  privileges,  and  other  liberties 
granted  to  the  Englifh  nation,  and  thofe  "who  come 
under  tj^cir  pcQteftion,  by  divers  Imperial  command^ 
whether  before  or  after  the  d^te  of  thefe  Imperial  capi- 
tulations, fhall  be  always  obeyed  and  obferved,  and  fhaU 
always  be  underftood  and  interpreted  in  favour  of  the 
Englifh  nation,  according  to  the  tenor  and  true  contents 
(hereof, 

3^XVIII.  Neither  the  officer  called  the  CafTam,  or 
gatherer  of  the  cad<^ees  duties,  in  cafe  of  death,,  nor  the 
caddee,  fhall  pretend  or  take  of  the  faid  Englifli  nation 
,  any  kind  of  tenths,  or  cafmets,  or  fee  of  diyifion. 

XXIX,  The  ambaffador  of  the  King  of  England^ 
or  conful,  refiding  in  our  dominion^  fhall  and  may  take 
into  their  fervice  any  janizary,  or  interpreter,  at  their 
own  charge  and  choice ;  and  no  janizary,  nor  other 
pur  flaycs,  fhall  put  themfelves,  or  intermeddle  with 
their  fervice  'againft  their  liking  or  confent. 

XXX.  The  ambaffador  of  his  Majefly  of  England, 
?nd  conful,  and  the  Englifh  nadon  refiding  in  our  em- 
pire, for  rfie  ufe  of  their  own  perfons  and  families^ 

piaking 
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making  m\ift  or  wine  in  their  own  houfes,  none  of  our 
ipinifters,  caddees,  or  janizaries,  fhall  mdleft  oriiindcr 
them,  or  demand  any  duties  or  money,  or  do  them  any 
violence  pr  impediment. 

XXXI.  In  the  port  of  Conftantinople,  Aleppo^ 
Alexandria,  Scio,  Smyrna,  and  in  other  parts  of  our 
dominions,  the  Englifh  merchants  having  paid  the 
cuftom  of  their  merchandize,  according  to  the,  tenor  of 
the  Imperial  capitulations,  no  man  fhall  moleft  or 
trouble,  or  take  from  diem  any  thing  more;  and 
whatfoever  merchandize  (hall  be  loaden  upon  their 
Ihips,  and  brought  in  our  dominions,  and  landed  at 
any  fcale,  they  being  defirous  to  lade  it  again,  and  to 
tranfport  it  to  any  other  fcale  or  port,  the  fame  goods 
arriving  in  the  fecond  place  and  fcale,  and  being  there 
unladen,  neither  the  cuftomer  nor  farmers,  nor  any 
other  our  officers,  fhall  pretend  or  take  again  any 
cufloms,  or  gabels  of  the  faid  merchandize ;  that  the 
faid  nation  may  always  freely  and  fecurely  trade,  and 
follow, their  bufmefs.         .    . 

XXXII.  Neither  of  the  Englifh  nation,  nor  of  any 
trading  under  their  banner,  there  fhall  not  be  demand- 
ed nor  gathered  one  afper,  nor  any  money  in  the  name 
of  Impofition  hafTapie,  or  compofirions  for  flcfh  for  the 
janizaries. 

XXXIII.  There  having  been  in  times  pafl  a  dif- 
ference between  the  ambafTador  of  the  Queen  of  Eng- 
land and  the  French  ambafTador,  both  reSdent  in  our 
port,  about  the  merchants  of  the  Dutch  nation ;  both 
which  ambafTadors  fent  their  petitions  to  our  Imperial 
flirrtip,  and  made  requcfl,  that  the  faid  Dutch  mer- 
chants, coming  into  our  dominions,  fhould  pafs  under 
their  banner ;  which  requeft  'of  both  ambafTadors  was 
granted  yndpr  our .  Imperial  fcal ;  notwithflanding 
Sinan  Baffa,  the  fbn. of  Cigala,  captain  of  the  fea,  now 
fdeceafed,  as  admiral,  ai)d  praftifed  in  maritime  cafes, 
having  advifed  the  Imperial  Majefly,  that  it  was  fit 
^  gonrenient  that  the  Dutch  nation  fhould  be  affign- 

cd 
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<dv»  the  proteaion  of !j»e  ^mUflUar  cffyf^ao^ 
an^l  thfit  it  fhou|d  be  fovWiii^en  jo  tjieir  capitulatioosr 
,whi.6h  €{)iniop  .beiiig  jbyall.tbe  vi;(iefs  ^ppitHred,  bjr 
exprefs  order>  and  Imperial  .^ndi^rUyy  it  was  com- 
nian4^>  that  the  Dutch  merchants  of  the  ^provinces 
of  Holland^  Zealand^  Friezland,  and  Guclderland  (that 
is,  the  merdiants  of  thofe  four  provioccs.trading  in  our 
^dominions)  IhaU  always  come  under  the  banner  of  the 
<^e'en  of  England^  as  all  other  Englifh  do ;  and  that 
of  all  the  goods  ^nd  merchandize  wmeh  they  fhall  or  do 
import  or  export  .to  and  from  our  dominions,  in  their 
▼efels,  they  IhaU  pay  the  duties  of  confulage,  and  all 
other  duties,  to.the  ambaffador  or  conful  of  the  Queen 
of  England ;  and  diat  never  hereafter  the  French  am- 
baflador  or  conful  fhall  infinuate  nor  intermeddle  here* 
in :  and  accordingly  it  was  commanded,  that  for  the 
time  to  come  it  (hould  be  ruled  and  oblerved  accord- 
ing to  diis  prelent  capitulation* 

After  which,  there  being  arrived  another  ambaflador 
at  this  High  Port,  lent  from  riie  King  of  England,  widi 
letters  and  prefents,  which  were  moft  acceptable,  the 
4aid  ambaf&dor  did  make  requeft,  that  certain  other 
pi^c^lSiuy  ;^cles  ihoyld  be  ddded>  and  writ^n  in  the 
Impend  cajntulations ;  of  ijrfiich  die  jisft  was :«— As  ip 
tknes  pail,  in  the  d^ys  6(  one  of  pur  £>re&chjers  ,of 
&mous  memory.  Sultan  Soliman  Han,  xhere  was 
gr;tnted  a  certain  capituladcm  and  priyilc^,  that  the 
merchants  of  the  Spanifli  nation,  Portugal,  Ancona^ 
Sevflla,  Florence,  Catalonia,  and  all  forts  of  Dutch- 
men, a[nd  odier  merchant-ftrangers,  might  fafely  and 
fecurely  go  and  come  through  all  the  places  of  our 
dominions,  and  trade  and  traffic  i  granting  unto  them 
moreover,  that  in  any  part  of  our  empire  they  might 
cftabliih  their  confuls :  but  it  being  diat  every  natioii 
apart  was  not  able  to  defray  the  charges  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  conful,  it  was  then  left  to  their  will  and 
choice  to  come  under  the  banner  of  fuch  ambafladpr 
or  conful  as  Aiould  beft  like  them,  provided  that  it 
were  an  ambaflador  or  conful  of  a  King  in  peace  and 
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imvtjr  wth  our  I}ig^  Port ;— upon  which  grant,  aad 
other  privileges  given  them,  there  were  often  granted 
divers  Imperial  commands  and  conltitutions,  being  fo 
defired  by  merchant-ftrangers,  who  of  their  own  will 
de£bcd  to  trade  under  the  banner  and  proteftion  of 
the  ambailador  and  conliil  of  the  King  of  England* 
And  whilft,  in  iall  fcales  and  ports  in  thefe  parts,  they 
had  refuge  to  the  banner  and  proteftion  of  the  Englifh 
confuls,  it  fceme^h  that  the  French  ambafikdor,  hf 
fome  means  having  anew  gotten  into  their  capitula- 
tions, diat  die  faid  merchant-ftrangers  ihould  come 
under  their  banner,  did  endeavour  to  force  thera  in  aH 
fcales  to  their  prote^on ;  for  which  caufe  the  contro^ 
yerly  was  again  reniewed,  and  referred  to  our  Divan,  or 
great  council  3  which,  after  a  due  examination,  and  a 
new  eleftion,  permitted  to  the  will  and  choice  of  the 
faid  merchants,  they  again  did  defire  to  be  under,  the 
proteSiipn  of  the  ambaflador  of  the  King  of  England^ 
notwithftanding  it  bemg^^^ade  known  to  the  Imperial 
Port,  that  i^s  yet  die  French  amb^dor  did  not  defire 
to  moleft  the  faid  merchants,  nor  to  force  diem  under 
Jiis  proteftion,  die  firft  article  written  in  the  French 
capitiUations,  that  the  merchant-ftrangers  fliould  come 
under  their  proteflion,  was  by  the  Imperial  command 
made  void  and  ar^i^ulled :  And  to  the  end  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  cuftom  of  the  faid  merchant- 
RrzngCTs,  they  fliould  always  come  under  the  banner- 
and  protection  of  the  ambaflador  or  confuls  of  Eng- 
land, and  that  never  hereafter  they  Ihould  be  vexed 
or  troubkd  by  die  Frepch  ambaflador  in  this  point,  thp 
fud  ambailadors  of  hi$  Majefty  of  England  having 
jdefired  that  this  particular  ihould  be  written,  and  eii- . 
foiled  in' this  new  Imperial  capitulation,  this  prefent 
article  was  accordmgly  inferted ;  and  by  the  Imperial 
authority  it  i$  cQOimanded,  that  for  ever,  ui  dme  to 
come,  merchants  of  the  faid  Princes,  in  the  menrioned 
form,  and  according  to  this  Imperial  command  in 
their  hahd>  fliall  always  be  under  the  banner  aiid 
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proteiftion  of  the  ambaffador  and   conluls  of  Rng^ 
land. 

XXXIV.  There  fhall  never  be  permitted  or  granted 
any  Imperial  commands  contrary  to  the  tenor,  and  ar- 
ticles of  this  Imperial  command  or  capitulation,  nor 
in  prejudice  of  this  our  peace  and  amity ;  but  in  fuch 
occafion  the  caufe  fhall  firft  be  certified  to  the  ambaf- 
fador of  England  refiding  at  the  Porte,  to  the  end 
that  he  may  anfwer,  and  objeft  any  fcandalous  adtion, 
or  other  pretence,  which  might  infringe  the  peace  and 
league.' 

XXXV.  The  Englifh  merchants,  of  all  the  mer- 
chandize which  they  fhall  bring  br  tranfport  in  their 

.  fliips,  having  paid  the  cuftom,  they  fhall  alio  pay  the 
right  of  confukge  to  the  Englifh  ambaffador  or  con- 
ful. 

XXXVI.  The  Englifh  merchants,,  and  all  under 
their  banner,  fhall  and  may  fafely,  throughout  our  do-' 
pninion,  trade,  buy,  fell  (except  only  commodities  pro- 
hibited) all  forts  of  merchandize ;  likewife,  either  by 
land  or  fea,  they  may  go  and  traffic,  or  by  the  way  of 
the  river  Tanais  in  Mofcovia,  or  by  Ruflia,  and  from 
thence  may  bring  their  njerchandize  into  our  empire ; 
alfo  to  and  from  Perfia  tliey  may  go. and  trade,  and 
through  all  that  part  newly  by  us  conquered,  and 
through  thofe  .confines,  without  the  impediment  or 
moleflation  of  any  of  our  minifters ;  and  they  fhall  pay 
ihe  cuflom,  and  other  duties  of  that  country,  and  no- 
thing more. 

XXXVII.  The  Englifh  merchants,  and  all  under 
their  banner,  fhall  and  may  fafely  and  freely  trade  and 
negotiate  in  Aleppo,  Caiio,  Scio,  Smyrna,  and  in  all 
parts  of  our  dominions  ;  and,  according  to  our  ancient 
cufloms,  of  all  their  merchandize  they  fhall  pay  three 
In  the  hundred  for  cuflom,  arid  nothing  more. 

XXXVIII,  The 
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XXXVIII.  The  Englifh  fhips  which  Ihall  come  to 
this  our  city  of  Conftantinople,  if  by  fortune  of  feas,  or 
ill  weather^  they  fhall  be  forced  to  CofFa,  or  to  fuch  like 
pprt^  as  long  as  the  Englifh  will  not  unlade  and  fell 
their  own  merchandize  and  goods,  no  man  (hall  en- 
force them,  nor  give  them  any  trouble  or  annoyance ; 
but  in  all  places  of  danger,  the  caddees,  or  other  of 
our  minifters,  fhall  always  proted  and  defend  the  faid 
Englifh  (hips,  men,  and  goods,  that  no  damage  may 
come  unto  them ;  and  with  their  money  may  buy  vic- 
tuals and  other  neceflaries ;  and  defiring  alfb  with  their 
money  to  hire  carts  or  veflels,  which  before  were  not 
hired  by  any  other,  to  tranfport  their  goods  from  place 
to  place,  no  man  (hall  do  them  any  hinderance  or 
trouble  whatfoever. 

XXXIX.  The  Engli(h  nation,  of  all  the  merchan- 
dize which  in  their  fhips  (hall  be  brought  to  Conftan- 
tinople, or  to  any  odier  part  of  our  dominions,  which 
they  (hall  not  defire  of  their  own  accord  to  land  or  fell, 
of  fuch  goods  there  (hall  not  be  demanded  or  taken 
any  cuftom  at  arrival  at  any  port ;  and  having  landed 
their  merchandize,  and  paid  their  cuftoms  and  other 
duties,  they  may  quietly  and  fafely  depart,  without  die 
moleftation  of  any  man. 

XL.  In  regard  Englifh  (hips  coming  into  our  do- 
minions do  ufe  oftentimes  to  touch  in  fome  part  of 
Africa,  and  there  take  in  pilgrims  and  Mahometan 
paflengers  to  tranfport  them  to  Alexandria ;  and  ar- 
riving at  that  port,  it  feemcth  that  the  cuftomers  and 
other  officers  do  pretend  to  take  cuftom  of  all  goods 
which  are  found  in  their  (hips,  before  the  merchants 
are  willing  to  land  any  s  by  occafion  of  which  molef- 
tation they  have  forborn  to  tranlport  any  pilgrims: 
And  in  like  manner,  their  ftiips  which  come  to  Con- 
ftantinople, and  carry  divers  merchandize,  to  tran(port 
part  thereof  to  other  places,  the  cuftomers  and  farmers 
would  enforce  to  land,  and  pretend  to  take  cuftom 
thereof:  Wherefore  we  do  command,  tlut  all  the  Eng- 
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Iffli  fliips,  which  with  their  merchandize  fball  come 
into  this  port  of  Gonftantindple,  Alexandria,  Tripoly 
oF  Suria,  Scandcroon,  or  into  any  port  whatfocvcr  cf 
our  empire;  according  to  ufe,  they  fhafl  par  only 
ciritom  of  fuch  goods  which  with  their  own  will  they 
fliall  defign  to  feH ;  and  fuch  other  merchandize  as  they 
cEfcharge  not  from  their  fhips  willingly,  our  coftxnncr 
Ihall  not  demand  nor  take  cuftom,  nor  other  duties^ 
but  they  may  tranlport  them  whithcrlbcvcr  they 
pleafe. 

XLL  And  if  it  Ihall  happen  that  any  of  the  faid 
£ngliih  nation,  or  any  under  their  banner,  fbaU  pom- 
mit  manflaughter,  bloodfhed,  or  any  other  like  offence  $ 
or  that  there  fhaU  happen  any  caufe  appertaining  to 
the  l^w  or  juilice  \  unul  the  ambafiador  or  conful  (hall 
bt  prefent  to  examine  the  caufe,  the  judges,  nor  other 
miniflers,  fliaH  not  decide  nor  give  any  fentence,  but 
fiich  controreriy  fhaU  always  be  declared  in  the  prc^ 
fence  of  the  ambaiTador  or  conful,  to  the  end  that  no 
man  be  judged  or  condenrmed  contrary  to  the  law  and 
che  capitulations. 

XLIL  Whereas  it  is  written  in  the  Imperial  ca{tt« 
tulations,  that  the  goods  landed  out  of  any  Engliih 
fhip,  which  Ihall  come  into  our  dominions,  and  pay 
cuftbm,  oudit  alfo  to  pay  die  duty  of  coniulage  to  the 
Englilh  ambaffador  or  conful ;  it  feemeth  that  divers 
Mahometan  merchants,  Sciots,  arid  othtr  merchants 
in  peace  and  amity  with  this  Imperial  Port,  and  other 
mcrchant-ftrangers,  do  deny  and  refufe  to  pay  Ac 
right  of  conililage  ;  wherefore  it  is  commanded,  that 
for  all  the  merchandize  which  fhail  be  laden  upon  th^ir 
fhips,  and  have  paid  cuftom,  be  they  goods  of  whom- 
ibever,  according  to  ancient  Imperial  capitulations 
they  Ihall  pay  the  ri^t  of  conililage  to  the  ambafiador 
or  conful  of  England,  without  any  contradiftion. 

XLIIL  That  Englifh  merchants  which  trade  at 
Aleppo^  and  thofe  under  iheir  banner,  of  all  the  filk 
which  they  (hall  buy^  and  ladf  u()On  their  fhips,  fhali 
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ipuf  the  cuftom  and  othinr  dtirfes^  as  the  French  and 
Venetian'  n)et«hants  do  pajr,  and  noe  one  alper  or  ftr-- 
thing  Riofe. 

XLIV.  As  the  ambafladors  of  the  Kingof  England^ 
which  ihall  be  rcfident  in  this  Imperial  Court,  are  the 
reprefentatives  and  commiflioners  of  the  perfon  of  his 
Majcfty,  f(f  the  interpreters  are  to  be  efteemed  the 
commiffioners  of  the  ambaiTador :  therefore,  for  (uch 
matter  as  the  inte^eters  Ihall  tranflate  or  ipeak^  in  the 
nanne  or  by  the  order  of  the  ambafiador,  it  being 
fbund  that  that  which  they  have  tranflated  be  accord- 
11^  to  the  will  and  order  of  the  ambaflador  or  conful^ 
they  fhall  be  always  free  from  any  imputation  or  pu- 
niihment :  and  in  cafe  they  ihall  commit  any  offence^ 
our  minifters  fhallnot  put  any  of  the  iaid  interpreters 
in  prifbh,  nor  beat  thrni,  without  knowledge  of  the 
ambailador  or  conful.  In  cafe  any  of  the  Engliih  in^ 
terpreters  fhall'  die,  if  he  be  an  Englifhman,  all  his 
goods  or  faaildes  fliall  be  pofTefled  by  the  ambaflador 
or  conful  of  En^and ;  but  if  he  ihail  be  a  ilibjedt  of 
our  dominion^  they  fhall  be  consigned  to  his  next 
heir,  and  having  no  heir^  they  ihall  be  taken  into  our 
txchequer.  And  as  in  this  particular,  fo  alfo  in  all 
other  the  above-mentioned  articles  and  privileges^ 
granted  by  our  forefathers  of  happy  memory,  it  is  ex- 
preisly  commanded  and  ordained,  that  all  our  flaves 
ihall  ever  obey  and  obfcrve  this  Imperial  capitulation, 
and  that  the  peace  and  amity  ihall  be  reipeded  and 
maintained,  without  any  violation  whatfoever. 

XLV.  Since  which  time  of  our  forefathers  of  fa- 
mous memory,  and  the  grant  of  thefe  above-men- 
doacd  capitulations,  articles,  and  eibibliihment  of  peace 
and  amity,  tho  faid  King  of  Ei^land  having,  in  the 
time  of  our  grandfadier  of  happy'  njcmory.  Sultan 
Mahomet  Han,  ient  one  his  well-derired  ambailador, 
a  perfon  of  quality,  to  this  High  Port,  to  confirm  this 
peace,  articles,  and  capitulations;  which  ambailador 
did  declare^  that  oftentimes  there  were  to  divers  per* 
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fbns  Imperial  commands  granted^  furreptitioufly  pro«- 
cured  contrary  to  the  tenor  and  articles  of  the  Impe- 
rial capitulations;  which  being,  without  our  know- 
ledge, prefented  to  our  judges  and  governors,  and  the 
dates  of  fuch  commands  being  more  frefh  th^n  thofe 
of  our  Imperial-  capitulations,  the  judges  and  minifters 
do  put  in  execution  the  private  commands  prejudicial 
and  contrary  to  thefe  Imperial :  to  the  end,  therefore, 
riiat,  for  the  time  to  come,  luch  commands  Ihall  not  be 
accepted  of  any,  but  that  the  Imperial  capitulations 
might  be  always  obferved  and  maintained,  according 
to  the  fincere  meaning  j  the  faid  ambaflador  demon- 
ftrating  the  fincerity  of  his  Majefly,  and  his  requcft 
herein,  to  our  Imperial  knowledge,  which  was  moft 
acceptable :  in  conformity  thereunto  it  was  exprefsly 
ordered,  that  all  fuch  commands  which  already  have 
been,  or  (hall  hereafter  be  granted,  which  are  or  fhall 
be  repugnant  to  the  tenor  of  this  Imperial  capitula- 
tion, whatfoevcr  fuch  commands  fhall  be,  when  pre- 
fented before  our  caddees  or  other  minifters,  fhould 
never  be  accepted  or  put  into  execution,  but  that  al- 
ways the  tenor  of  the  Imperial  capitulations  Ihall  be 
obferved :  and  whofoever  ftaall  prefent  fuch  commands 
contrary  to  the  capitulations,  they  fliall  be  taken  from 
him,  and  in  no  wife  be  of  any  force  or  validity.  In 
which  time  alfo,  on  the  part  of  our  faid  grandfather, 
all  the  above-written  privileges,  articles,  and  capitula- 
tions, were  accepted  and  ratified,  and  die  peace,  amity, 
and  good  correlpondence,  anciently  contracted,  was 
anew  of  him  confirmed  and  eftabliftied. 

XLVl.  In  the  time  of  the  inauguration  of  Sultan 
Ofman  Han  in  the  Imperial  and  High  throne,  the 
King  of  England  did  again  fend  a  famous  and  noble 
gentleman,  his  ambaflador,  with  letters  and  prefents, 
which  were  moft  acceptable.  And  the  faid  ambafTador 
defiring,  in  tlie  name  of  his  King  and  Lord,  that  the 
ancient  capitulation,  articles,  and  contrafts,  granted  in 
the  days  of  our  forefathers,  ftiould  be  of  him  renewed 
and  confirmed,  and  the  ancient  peace  and  amity  anew 
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fortified  and  eftablifhed :  which  his  requeft  was  to  the 
iaid  Sultan  Ofman  moii  acceptable ;  and  the  ancient 
capitiilations>  articles,  privileges,  herein  written  and 
confirmed,  and  the  long  fince  contraded  peace  and 
amity  by  him  promiled  and  accepted.  ^ 

XLVII.  After  whom,  in  like  manner,  in  the  days 
of  Sultan  Ofman  Han,  die  King  of  l^ngland  having 
agsun  fent  unto  this  High  Port  his  ambaflador,  the  Ex- 
cellent and  Honourable  Sir  Thomas  Roe,  Knight, 
wirfi  his  letters  and  prefents,  which  were  moft  accept- 
able ;  and  proffering,  in  die  name  of  the  King  his 
lord,  all  good  terms  of  friendlhip  and  good  correfpon- 
dence :  and  defiring  that  the  ancient  capitulations,  and 
all  the  articles  ftom  his  anceftors,  and  from  himfelf, 
formerly  granted  to  the  Englifh  nation,  might  be  anew 
coilfirmed,  and  the  peace  and  league  long  fince  bcr 
tween  both  parties  contracted  and  ratified }  and  that 
fome  other  articles,  very  neceflary,  might  be  added  to 
the  Imperial  capitulations,  and  divers  others  already 
granted  might  be  renewed,  amended,  and  in  a  better 
form  e^lained,  which  his  requeft  and  demand  was 
very  acceptable  unto  him ;  and  in  conformity,  there- 
imto,  the  ancient  ^Imperial  capitulations,  and  all  the 
articles  and  other  privileges  in  them  often  confirmed, 
and  the  peace,  amity,  and  good  correipondence  con- 
traded  in  the  times  of  his  anceflors,  grandfather,  and 
father,  and  himfelf^  confirmed,  were  again  by  Sultan 
Ofman  then  ratified,  eflabliihed,  promiled,  and  ac- 
cepted; whereupon,  by  him  there  was  exprefs  command 
given,  tha^p  for  the  time  to  come,  the  tenor  of  his  re- 
newed capitulations  fhouki  be  of  every  one  obfcrved, 
and  that  all  men  fhould  be  careful  and  refpeftful  to 
the  faid  peace  and  friendfhip  efkablifhed  and  contracted 
on  both  parts ;  and  that  no  man  fhould  prefume  to 
violate,  or  to  do  any  aft  contrary  thereunto ;  which 
ambaffador  did  often  declare  that  the  caddees,  and 
other  of  our  miniilers,  in  many  places  and  provinces, 
contrary  to  the  Imperial  capitulations,  and  will  of  the 
Imperial  Majcfty,  have  impojfed  and  laid  divers  taxes, 
;    Voi.  IIn  G  g  burdens. 
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burdens,  and  monies,  upon  the  fani  Engliih  nation^ 
ahd  thofe  under  their  banner ;  for  which  caufe^  as  it  is 
above  declared^  it  being  found  neceflary  to  make  ad- 
ditions of  fome  new  articles  in  the  faid  Imperial  capi- 
tulation, of  which  the  faid  ambaffador  made  declara-* 
tipn  in  writing,  and  prefented  the  fame  to  the  Impe- 
rial prefence :  the  faid  Sultan  Ofman  Han,  widi  his. 
Imperial  hand  and  leal,  did  prefently  give  expreis 
order  and  command,  that,  in  the  time  to  come>  all  thofe 
articles  and  privileges  which  were  already  in  the  Im- 
perial capitulations,  and  thofe  articles  which  now  arc 
therein  by  our  order  newly  addedj  fhall  be  of  all  our 
fubjeds  and  flaves  duly  obeyed  and  obferved,  accord-*, 
ing  to  the  fincere  meaning  of  this  our  Imperial  capitu- 
lations. 

XLVIIL  In  as  much  as  it  is  publicly  known,  that 
certain  pirates  of  Tunis  and  Algier,  contrary  to  our 
Imperial  capitulations,  mind,  and  will,  do  take  and  rob 
in  the  feas,  the  fhips,  merchandize,  and  men,  fubjefts 
to  his  Majefty  of  England,  and  of  other  Kings  and 
States  in  league  with  this  our  Imperial  Port,  to  the 
great  damage  and  injury  of  the  faid  Engliih  nation ; 
we  do  command,  and  by  thefe  prefents  we  do  ordain, 
that  feveral  Imperial  commands  be  given  for  the  entire 
reflitution  of  all  goods  and  merchandize  to  the  Et^liih 
nation  fo  taken  away:  and  that  all  fuch  Englifh  as 
have  been  taken  and  made  flaves,  or  impriibncd,  by 
the  faid  pirates,  ftiall  be  immediately  fet  free.  And 
after  the  date  of  this  our  Imperial  capitulations*  if  ic 
(hall  be  known  that  the  faid  pirates  of  Tunis  and 
Algier  fhall  rob  them  again,  and  fhall  ufe  and  con- 
tinue their  outrages,  and  will  not  reftore  their  goods 
and  men,  we  do  command  that  the  faid  pirates  be  not 
received  into  any  port  of  our  dominions,  elpecially 
into  the  fcales  of  Tunis,  Algier,  Modon,  or  Coron. 
Our  beglerbegs,  and  other  minifters,  fhaU  not  fuffcf 
them  to  enter,  nor  harbour  nor  receive  them  j  but  the 
beglerbegs,  caddecs,  or  odier  minifters,  Ihall  perfecute, 
banilh,  and  punilh  them*  ... 

XUX.  Being 
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XUX.  Being  informed  that  in  our  dominions, 
^any  of  our  cuftomers  and  other  officers  in  Aleppo^ 
contrary  to  the  Imperial  capitulations,  under  colour 
of  taking  cuftom  and  reft  upon  filk  of  the  Englifh 
merchants,  have  yiolendy  taken  from  the  faid  mer- 
chants a  great  fum  of  money.  And  whereas  in  the 
Imperial  capitujarions  it  is  written,  that  for  filk  which 
die  Englifh .  fhall  buy  in  Aleppo,  they  ihall  pay  as 
the  French  and  Venetian  merchants  do,  and  no  more ; 
notwithftanding,  the  faid  cuftomers,  befides  the  two- 
and-half^^  cent,  for  cuftom  and  reft,  have  taken  from 
that  nation  a  great  fum  of  mon^y  lately  under  name 
of  reft;  wherefore  we  command  dmt  this  bufinefe  fhall 
be  examined,  and  that  the  faid  money  be  reftored 
back,  and  for  the  time  to  come,  the  ancient  cuftom 
may  be  kept ;  and  that  this  nation  fhall  only  pay  as  the 
French  and  Venetian  do,  and  that  never  be  taken  one 
a^er  by  name  of  fuch  impofidon. 

L.  Whereas  the  Englifh  merchants  refident  in  Ga- 
lata,  ordinarily  buy  divers  good^  and  merchandize,, 
before  they  can  lade  or  fend  them  away  upon  their 
fhips,  and  do  pay  unto  the  cuftomers  the  cuftom  of 
the  faid  goods,  receiving  a^  bill  or  acquittance  to  have 
paid  the  fame,  and  after  carry  the  fame  merchandize 
to  their  own  warehoufcs :  in  the  mean  time,  before 
they  can  load  and  fend  away  the  faid  goods,  it  hap- 
pens, that  either  the  cuftomer  dies,  or  is  removed 
from  his  charge,  and  the  new  cuftomers  will  not  accept 
of  the  faid  acquittances,  but  pretend  another  cuftom, 
troubling  and  molefting  of  them  many  ways.  Where- 
fore we  do  command,  that  of  all  the  merchandize 
which  they  fhall  buy,  it  appearing  really  that  he  hath 
paid  once  his  cuftom,  the  cuftomer  Ihall  accept  of  the 
faid  acquittances,  and  fhall  not  demand  of  the  merchant 
a  fecorid  cuftom. 

« 

LL  It  being  ufual  to  buy  in  Angora,  camblets, 
mohairs,  filks,  and  other  forts  of  merchandize,  which 
they  tranlpon  to  Confl&ntinople,  and  other  places  of 
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our  dominions,  and  pay  their  cuftoms,  taking  acquit- 
tances for  the  fame,  and  fb  put  the  goods  into  their 
own  warchoufes ;  and  after,  being  defirous  to  fliip  them 
away,  the  cuftomers  do  demand  again  die  cuftom  i 
therefore,  for  the  time  to  come,  when  the  faid  mcr* 
chants  (hall  defire  to  lade  liich  goods,  and  it  be  true  that 
they  have  already  psdd  their  cuftom  of  fuch  merchan* 
dize,  they  Ihall  not  demand  any  fecond  or  new  cuftoms^ 
provided  that  the  faid  merchants  do  not  mingle  their 
goods,  which  have  not  paid  cuftom,  wirfi  thofe  which 
have  already  paid  cuftom. 

LI  I.  The  Englilh  merchants,  of  all  the  merchan* 
dize  which  they  fhall  bring  into  our  dominions,  and  of 
the  merchandize  which  they  carry  out  of  our  domir 
nions,  as  filk,  camblets,  and  other  goods,  having  paid 
the  cuftom,  and  not  fold  the  go6ds  unto  anodier^ 
and  being  afterwards  to  fliip  it  away  for  Scio,  Smyrna, 
or  any  other  fcale,  and  the  faid  goods  there  arriving, 
the  cuftomers  and  officers  fliall  always  accept  of  their 
acquittances,  which  they  have  in  their  hands,  and  fhall 
not  take  other  cuftom  of  their  merchandize. 

LI II.  The  Englifh  merchants,  of  all  the  commo- 
dities which  they  fhall  bring  to  Confbmtinople,  or  to 
any  other  port  of  our  dominions,  and  of  all  fuch  as  they 
fhall  tranfport,  the  Meftaragi  of  Galata  and  Conftan« 
tinople  fhall  take  their  meftaria  or  brokidge  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  canon  and  ufance,  that  is,  of  fuch 
merchandize  as  of  old  cuftom  was  ^ont  to  pay  it,  of 
fuch  they  fhall  only  take  meftaria  j  but  of  fuch  mer- 
chandize as  was  not  anciently  accuftomed  to  pay  it, 
fhall  not  be  taken  meftaria  contrary  to  the  ancient 
canon.  Farther,  upon  the  Englifh  merchandize,  there 
fhall  nor  be  made  or  laid  any  impofmons  or  other 
duties,  nor  from  the  faid  nadon  fhall  not  be  taken  one 
afper  more,  which  fhall  be  contrary  to  the  ancient 
canon  and  accuftomed  ufance. 

LIV.   The  Englifh  nadon  fhall  and  may  frceljr 
come  into  all  the  ports  of  our  dominions,  cp  nego- 
tiate 
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date  and*  bring  in  clodi,  kerfey,  ipice,  tin^  lead,  and  ail 
other  merchandize ;  and  no  man  fhall  do  them  any 
•hinderance  or  moleftation.  In  like  manner,  except 
only  goods  prohibited,  they  fhall  and  may  buy,  and 
export,  all  ibrt  of  merchandize  without  the  prohibidon 
or  moleiladon  of  any  man ;  and  the  rullomers  and 
other  officers,  the  laid  nation  having  paid  their  cuftom 
according  to  this  Imperial  capitulation^  and  the  ancient 
ufe,  (hall  not  demand  of  them  any  thing  more.  In 
the  time  of  the  happy  memory  of  my  uncle  Sultan 
Murat  Han,  the  King  of  England  Tent  his  ambaflador 
Sir  SackviUe  Crow,  Baronet,  with  his  prefent  and 
letter,  which  was  received  in  good  part  $  and  the  time 
of  his  embafly  being  expired.  Sir  Thomas  Bendifh  ar-.. 
rived  to  refide  at  the  Port,  with  his  prefent  and  cour;. 
teous  letter,  the  which  was  in  like  manner  well  ac- 
cepted ;  and  the  faid  ambaffador  having  tendered  the 
Imperial  capitulations  formerly  granted,  that  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  canon  they  might  be  renewed  j  it 
is  hereby  again  commanded,  that  all  the  points  and 
particular  articles  therein  be  obferved  and  main- 
tained. 

LV.  And  becaufe,  contrary  to  the  fenfe  and  tenor 
of  them,  the  fhips  of  the  Englifh  merchants,  before 
they  arrive  at  the  fcale,  feveral  officers  did  go  upon 
them,  and  violendy  force  out  of  the  fliips  the  goods  of 
the  merchants,  taking  away  the  choice  of  them  without 
agreeing  for  the  price,  or  making  any  account  with  the 
owners. 

LVI.  And  farth^rmore,  the  faid  merchants  having 
once  paid  the  Cuftom  for  their  goods  at  the  cuftom- 
houfe,  and  being  defirous  to  tranlpoh  the  fame  goods 
into  another  fcale,  the  cuftomers  did  hinder  and  de- 
tain them,  until  they  received  a  fecond  cuftom  for 
them. 

LVII.  And  whereas  in  the  Imperial  capitulations 
jt  is  exprefled,  that  in  all  the  differences  and  fuits  with 
Hfit  Engliih  nation^  our  magiilrates  are  not  to  hear  ngr 
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decide  die  caufe,  unlefs  their  ambaffador  or  conlui  Be 
there  prefent;— of  late  our  judges,  without  the  know- 
ledge of  their  ambaffador,  have  condemned,  impriibn- 
cd,  and  taken  prefents  from  the  Englilh  nation,  which 
is  a  great  wrong  done  to  them.    . 

LVIII.  Alfo,  whereas  in  the  Imperial  capitulations 
it  is  ordered,  that  the  cuftomers  fliall  not  take  any 
cuftom  for  fuch  gold  and*  dollars  as  by  the  Englifh 
nation  ftiall  be  brought  in  or  carried  out  of  oiir  Imjpe- 
rial  dominions ;  and  that  the  merchants  are  to  give  only 
•three  per  cent,  for  the  cuftom  of  their  goods,  and  no 
more;  the  cuftomers  njotwithftanding  do  pretend  to 
take  cuftom  for  their  cheqiaeens  and  dollars ;  and  to 
take  more  cuftom  than  their  due  for  their  raw  filks 
which  they  buy  ^  and  of  thfc  goods  which  they  land  at 
Scanderoon,  to  carry  up  to  Aleppo,  the/  demand  fix 
fer  cent. ;  which  unjuft  exaftions  have  been  heretofore 
reftified  and  redreffed  with  an  exprefs  hatterfheriffe. 
But  being  now  again  informed  that  the  faid  Erigliih 
merchants  are  as  before  wronged,  by  reafon  that  the 
cuftomers  do  value  and  eftimate  die  goods  of  the 
Englifli  merchants  more  than  they  are  worth;  and 
though  the  cuftomers  are  to  have  but  three  f&  cent. 
yet  by  an  over  valuation  of  the  goods  they  take  from 
them  fix  per  cent.  And  the  fervants  of  the  cuftom- 
houfe,  under  pretence  of  fmall  dudes  and  expences, 
wrongfully  take  great  fums  of  money  from  them ;  and 
a  greater  number  of  waiters  being  put  aboard  the  Eng- 
lifli fliips  than  heretofore  have  been  ufed,  the .  charges 
thereof  are  a  great  expence  to  the  merchants  and 
matters  of  fliips  that  fuftain  it.  To  all  which  we  be- 
ing requefted  for  a  redrefs,  do  command,  that  when 
the  cuftomers  do  fet  great  values  upon  their  goods,  the 
merchant  ofiering  to  them  according  to  the  rate  of 
three  ^^  cent,  in  foecie,  of  the  fame  goods,  the  cuf- 
tomers fliall  not  renife,  but  accept  the  fame.  And  be- 
ing defired  by  the  Englifti  ambaflador  that  the  above 
fpecified  abufes  and  injuries  fliould  be  rectified,  we  do 
command,  that  contrary  to  the  Impcriarcapitulations, 

the 
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the  EngHlh  merdiants  be;  ndther  in  the  feregding  par^ 
ticulars,  nor  in  any  other  manner,  troubled,  nor  their 
privileges  unjuftly  infringed 

The  ambaflador  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Sir 
Heneage  Finch,  Knight,  Earl  of  Winchelfca,yifcount 
Maidfton,  Baron  Fitzherb^rt  of  Eaftwe]!,  lord  of  the 
royil  manor  of  Wye,  an^  lieutenant  of  the  county  of 
Kent  and  city  of  Canterbury,  whofe  end  niay  it  ter- 
minate with  blifs,  did  arrive  with  his  prefents,  and 
with  all  fincerity  and  afFeftion  was  accompanied  with 
letters  amply  cxprefling  the  good  friendfhip  and  cor- 
re^ndence;  and  that  aboye-^aid  ambaf&dor  hath 
pj;efcpted  the  capitulations  that  they  might  be  renewed 
according  to  the  canon.  And,  that  ibme  articles  of 
great  confideration,  which  were  before  in  the  capitula- 
tions, may  be  more  punftually  obferved,  the  faid  am- 
baflador did  defire  that  they  might  be  again  renewed, 
and  more  plainly  exprefled  in  the  Imperial  capitula- 
•  tions.  His  requeft  was  gracioufly  accepted  5  one  of 
which  points  is  this.  « 

LIX.  That  the  gallies,  and  other  veflels  of  the  Im- 
perial fleet,  departing  the  dominions  of  the*  Grand 
Signior,  and  meeting  on  the  fea  with  the  fliips  of 
England,  they  fliall  in  no  wife  give  them  molefl:ation| 
nor  detain  them  in  their  voyage,  nor  take  from  them 
any  thing  whatfoever ;  but  ought  always  to  flaew  to 
^one  another  good  friendfliip,  without  doing  the  leafl: 
damage.  And  it  being  thus  declared  in  the  In[iperial 
capitulations,  beyes  and  captains,  who  fail  upon  the 
feas,  and  thofc  of  Algier,  Tunis,  and  Tripoli,  meeting 
Englifli  fliips  which  fail  from  one  port  to  another, 
ought  not  to  take  from  them  any  money  or  goods, 
upon  pretence  that  their  fliips  tranfport  enemies  goods, 
and  thereupon  fearch  them,  and  with  this  colour  mo- 
left  and  detain  them  from  profccution  of  their  voyage ; 
fo  that  only  at  the  mouth,  of  the  caftles,  and  in  the 
ports  where  the  fearchcrs  belonging  to  the  cuftoms 
ufually  come  aboard,  their  goods  fliall  dbc '  examined, 
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but  on  the  Tea  they  fhaU  be  liable  to  no  &rdier  fearch 
or  inquifition, 

LX.  And  contraiy  to  the  articles  of  the  Imperial 
capitulations,  the  goods  of  the  Englifli  nation  ought  to 
receive  no  moleftation,  having  once  paid  the  cuftom^ 
nor  fhall  the  cuftomers  deny  to  give  the  tefchere,  or 
certificate,  that  the  cuftom  is  paid  for^  upon  gooi- 
plaint  hereof,  we  ftriftly  command,  ;hat  the  aforefai4 
cuftomers  do  not  defer,  immediately  upon  demand,  tQ 
give  the  tefchere  or  certificate. 

LXL  And,  the  cuftom  being  once  paid  of  any  fort 
of  merchandize  not  fold  in  that  port,  which  is  to  be 
tranQ)orted  to  another  feale,  entire  credit  fhall  be  given 
to  the  tefchere^  and  a  lecond  cuftom  fliall  not  be  io 
much  as  farther  pretended. 

LXII.  In  Aleppo,  Cairo,  and  other  parts  of  the 
Imperial  dominions,  die  Englifli  merchants  and  did^ 
ferv^ts  may  freely  and  frankly  trade,  and  for  all  thei?" 
goods  and  merchandize  pay  only  three  per  cent,  ac- 
cording to  the  former  cuftom,  and  the  Imperial  capi- 
tulations, whether  the  goods  be  brought  by  fea  or  by 
land.  And  though  the  cuftomers  and  farmers,  upon 
the  arrival  of  the  goods  at  the  fcale,  to  ^ve  molefta- 
tion  and  trouble  to  the  Englifli  nation,  pretend  that 
the  goods  of  the  growth  and  manufacture  of  England 
ought  only  to  pay  three  fer  cent,  but  goods  brought 
from  Venice  and  other  places  are  obliged  to  pay  more, 
and  with  this  colour  and  pretence  occafion  fuits  and 
troubles  to  the  Englifli ;  wherefore  in  this  point  let  the 
Imperial  capitulations  be  obferved  as  in  former  times, 
and  our  officers  ought  in  np  wife  to  permit  the  con-^ 
trary  hereunto, 

LXIIL  An  Englifliman  becoming  indebted,  or  hav- 
ing made  himfelt  pledge  for  another,  who  is  cither 
failed,  or  run  away ;  the  debt  ought  to  be.  demanded 
pf  the  dgljtQr  5  wid  if  the  crcdipr  hayc  no  fcoget,  that 
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fiich  an  one  according  to  the  law  hath  nnade  himfclf 
pledge  and  fecurity,  the  debt  Ihall  not  be  demanded  of 
the  other ;  which  article  is  already  declared  m  the  ca~ 
pitulations. 

LXJV.  Whereas  fometimes  an  Englilhman  living 
in  a  country,  to  free  himfelf  from  a  debt,  draws  a  bill 
pf  exchange  upon  another  Englifhman  who  hadi  no 
cfFefts  of  his  in  his  hands  j  and  the  perfon  to  whom 
the  money  is  parable,  being  a  man  of  power  and  au- 
thority, brings  his  bill,  and,  contrary  to  the  law,  and  the 
capitulations,  demands  and  forces  payment  of  the  bill. 
In  which  cafe  the  merchant  accepting  the  bill,  fhall  be 
•  obliged  to  fadsfy  it ;  but  not  accepting  of  ii^  he  Iball 
be  liable  to  no  farther  trouble. 

LXV.  And  the  interpreters  of  the  ambaflador  of 
England  being  free,  by  the  articles  declared  in  the  an- 
cient capitulations,  of  all  Angaria,  or  taxes ;  by  virtue 
alfo  oJF  this  prefent  article,  when  any  of  the  faid  inter- 
preters die,  their  goods  or  eftate  fhsJl  not  be  fubjeft  to 
the  cuftom,  but  (hall  be  divided  amongft  the  creditors 
and  heirs. 

LXVI.  And,  the  King  of  England  being  a  true 
friend  to  this  our  happy  Port,  to  his  ambaflador  who 
refides  here,  ten  fervants,  of  what  nation  ibever,  ihall 
be  allowed,  free  from  hazach  or  taxes,  or  moleftation  of 

^y  man. 

•  LXVIL  An  Englifhman  turning  Mahometan,  and 
having  goods  or  eftate  in  his  hands  belon^ng  to  his 
Englifh  principals,  thofc  goods  or  eftate  fhall  be  de- 
livered into  the  hands  of  the  ambaffador  or  conful,  that 
they  may  convey  and  make  them  good  to  the  true  ^ 
pwners. 

The  late  ambaffador  of  the  King  of  England,  who 

refided  in  our  High  Port,  being  dead.  Sir  John  Finch, 

Knight,  a  prudent  man,  and  one  of  the  council  of 

\     foreign  trade^  is  appointed  to  fucceed  him  in  the  charge 
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of  the  embafiy :  and,  notice  being  g^ven  to  our  noble 
prefence,  that  the  faid  amhaflador  was  arrived  with  the 
Royal  letters  and  the  ufual  preients>  they  were  accept- 
able to  us.  And  the  aforefaid  ambaflador  having 
made  known 'to  us>  that  in  the  capitulations  already 
'granted,  there  were  feveral  expreflions  fo  fall  of  ambi- 
guity, diat  they  needed  further  explicarionj  and  -to 
this  end  having  rcquefted  of  us,  in  the  behalf  of  the 
King  his  mafter,  that  the  capitulations  might  be  re- 
newed, and  that  fuch  explications  and  additional  ar- 
ticles as  were  neceflary  might  be  added  to  them ;  the 
irequeft  of  the  faid  ambaflador  being  made  known  to 
us,  we  have  confented  to  it:  and  we  do  command, 
and  be  it  commanded,  that  the  additions  defired  be 
added  to  the  former  capitulations ;  of  which  one  is, 

I.  THE  nifani  fherifF  (that  is)  the  Imperial  com- 
mand, upon  which  was  put  the  hatterfherifF  (that  is) 
the  hand  of  the  Emperor  Sultan-  Ibrahim  Han  (whofe 
foul  reft  in  glory)  in  the  year  1053,  which  conunand 
declares,  that  anciently  the  Englilh  fliips  that  came  to 
Scanderoon  did  pay  for  every  cloth  of  London,  for 
the  cuftom  of  Scanderoon,  forty  para's  |  and  for  a  piece 
cf  kerfey,  fnc  para's  -,  and  for  every  bundle  of  concy- 
Ikins,  fix  para's;  and  for  tin  and  lead,  for  every 
quintal  of  Damafcus  or  Cantaro,  fiifty-feven  para's  and 
a  half  for  cuftom :  which  goods  afterwards  arriving  in 
Aleppo,  did  pay  for  the  cuftom  of  Aleppo,  for  every 
doth  of  Lx)ndon,  eight  para's  j  for  a  piece  of  kerfey, 
fight  para's  and  one-fixthi  for  every  bundle  of  coney- 
ikins,  eight  para's  and  one-fixdi ;  for  dn  and  lead,  for 
<very  battman  of  Aleppo,  one  para  for  cuftom.  And 
the  faid  nation  buying  goods  and  traniporting  them,  for 
what  they  bought  in  Aleppo  and  exported,  did  pay  for 
raw  cloth  of  linen  or  chilis,  for  cordovans,  for  hora  fani 
hindi,  for  every  bale  of  each,  two  dollars  and  a  half; 
and  for  every  bale  of  cotton  -yarn,  a  dollar  and  a  quar- 
ter^  and  for  a  bale  of  gauls,  a  quarter  of  a  dollar ;  and 
for  every  bale  of  filk,  ten  ofmani  (of  which  fourteen 
■makes  a,  dollar)  -,  for  rhubarb,  and  fuch  like  drugs, 

♦  threq 
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three  dollars  for  every  hundred^  according  to  the 
^ftimate  of  the  chief  in  that  art.  The  faid  goods 
carried  to  Scanderoon,  and  there  loaden  upon  dieir 
ihips,  did  pay  for  raw  linen  cloth,  or  chilis,  for  cordo- 
vans, each  a  dollar  and  a  half  the  bale  for  the  cuftom 
of  Scanderoon ;  for  hora  fani  hindi  and  cotton-yaro^ 
three-quarters  of  a  dollar  the  bale ;  for  aba^  of  gauls, 
one  quarter  of  a  dollar ;  for  rhubarb  and  like  dnigs, 
according  to  the  efteem  of  druggifts,  three-quarters  of 
a  dollar  the  bale  :  and  nothing  more  is  to  be,  or  ought 
to  be  paid,  according  to  the  tenor  of  this  fublime  com- 
mand :  and  if  the  tefterdar  fhall  give  any  command 
contrary  to  this,  let  it  not  be  obeyed,  but  be  efteemed 
invalid :  but  let  every  thing  be  obferved  conformabte 
to  this  Imperial  command  and  Imperial  capitular 
tiorfs. 

Ih  The  Englifh  merchants,  for  all  goods  exported 
or  imported,  paid  three  fer  cent,  only,  and  never  ought 
to  pay  an  a^er  more,  it  being  fo  Ipecified  in  the  Im- 
perial capitulations :  but  there  having,  in  the  fcales  of 
Conftandnople  and  Galata,«arofe  contefts  and  differ- 
ences with  the  aiftomers  concerning  the  Londra*^, 
or  cloth  brought  from  London,  and  other  forts  of 
cloth  of  the  Englifh  manufacture,  they  Ihall  pay  ac- 
cording to  the  accuftomed  and  ancient  canon,  and  s^s 
they  have  always  hitherto  paid ;  that  is  to  fay,  of  full 
alpers,  or  ftiort  money  (of  which  aipers  eighty  make 
a  piece~of-eight,  and  feventy  a  Lion  dollar)  afpers 
one  hundred  forty- and-four,  for  every  piece  of  cloth 
of  Englifh  fabric,  whether  fine  or  coarfe,  and  of  what- 
foever  price;  and  the  cuftomer  fhall  not. demand 
more,  nor  ought  not  to  take  more :  but  the  cloth  that 
comes  from  Holland  and  other  countries,  vi%.  Lon- 
drini,  fays,  and  fcariets,  and  other  forts  of  cloth  jnot 
Englifh  fabric,  fhaU  pay  for  the  future  'that  which  hi- 
therto has  been  the  accuftomed  duty.  And  at  the 
fcale  of  Smyrna  fhall  be  paid  according  to  the  ancient 
cuflom  and  ufc  of  full  afpers,  or  fhort  money  (of  which 
alpers  eighty  mal^e  a  piccc-of-cight,  and  feventjr  a 

Lion 
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Lion  doHar)  afpers  one  hundred  and  twenty  for  crcry 
piece  of  Englifh  cloth,  whether  fine  or  coarfe,  whether 
Xondra  or  not,  provided  that  it  be  of  the  hbxic  of 
England:  and  the  cultomer  (hall  not  demand^  nor 
ought  not  to  take,  one  alper  more  j  and  let  no  inQ0va<- 
tion  be  made  upon  the  cuftom  of  the  faid  cloths, 

III.  The  capitulations  being  known,  which  com- 
mands, that  the  Englilh  having  a  controverfy,  the  im- 
port of  which  is  above  four  thoufand  alpers,  that  the 
caufe  fhall  be  brought  to  the  Porta,  and  tried  no  where 
die ;  if  at  any  time  the  caddi  or  minifters  of  any  place 
would  detain  any  merchant,  or  hinder  any  Englifhman 
that  comes  upon  a  fhip,  from  prolecuting  their  voyage, 
]by  reafon  of  any  money  impofed  upon  them,  or  pre- 
tended from  them,  if  the  conful  of  the  place  will  he

to  the  empire,  let  there  in  Smryna  for  the  future  ,bc 
demanded  neither  cuftom  nor  mezan  for  the  faid  (ilk, 
Jbut  to  the  Engli(h  nierchants  let  all  kindnefs  be  ufed 
and  (hown.  And  the  ambaflTador  having  made  in- 
ftance  to  us,  that  the  foregoing  articles  might  be  put 
into  th^  capitulations,  his  requeft  is  granted,  and,  con- 
ionnabk  to  the  former  Imperial  fign  and  capitulation^

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let  now  in  conformity  ^f  what  was  paflcd,  and  of  my 
Imperial  command,  be  renewed  and  granted  this  prcr 
lent  Imperial  capitulation :  which  we  command  fo  long 
as  Charles  the  Second,  King  of  England  (whofc  end 
may  it  terminate  in  happinefs)  maintains  good  fricnd- 
fliip  and  correfpondence  widi  Us,  according  to  what  has 
been  maintained  with  our  anceftors,  and  to  which  we 
on  our  part  are  not  wandng,  with  dl  tendernefi  enter- 
taining this  friendfhip. 

And  we  do  fwcar  and  promife,  by  Him  that  has 
created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  and  all  the  creatures  j 
by  the  Creator,  the  one  God,  we  do  promife,  that  no- 
thbg  fhall  be  done  contrary  to  this  Imperial  capitula- 
tion ;  and  accordingly  every  one  is  to  obey  our  Impe- 
rial fign.

every  rupee  fo  exafted ;  for  the  fecond  offence,  forty 
rupees ;  and  for  the  third  offence,  if  a  renter  or  c6l- 
leftor  of  the  revenues,  he  fhall  be  fined  one  hundred 
rupees  for  every  rupee  fo  exafted,  and  be  difmifled 
from  his  farm  or  employment ;  if  a  zemindar,  jaghire- 
dar, or  rent-free  landholder,  he  fhall  forfeit  his  lands,.

XIIL  The  contrafting  parties  referve  to  themlclve$ 
the  right  of  levying  whatever  duties  they  may  thinly 
proper,  on  all  goods  produced  and  confumed  within 
their  relpeftive  dominions,  and  alfo  on  their  own  ex- 
ports, and  on  all  imports  from  other  countries  not  un- 
der the  dominion  of  the  company  or  the  Nawab  Vi- 
aier,  the  article  of  Decan,  &c.  cotton,  going  to  the 
company's  dominions,  excepted,  on  which  his  Excel- 
lency is  to  levy  the  duties  as  Jpecified  in  the  feventl\ 
article. 

XIV.  If  any  difpute  Ihall  arifc  between  the  mer- 
chants of  the  reipcdtive  ftates,  it  fhall  be  decided  by 
the  laws  of  that  ftate  in  which  the  def(?ndant  may  re- 
fidej  if  the  defendant  be  a  refident  in  the  con?pany's 
dominions,  the  plaintiff  (hall  be  allowed  the  priyilegp 
of  ftating  his  cafe,  through  the  vakeel  or  agent  of  the 
Vizier,  to  the  right  honourable  the  Governor  General 
in  council,  who  may  refer  it  for  decifion  to  the  pro- 
vincial court  of  juflice  within  the  juril3i<5lion  of  whicl^ 
the  paufe  of  aiftion  may  have  arifen,  or  the  defendant 
may  relide  j  in  like  manner,  if  the  defendant  be  a  rcr 

fident  in  the  Vizier's  dpminionsi  the  plaintiff  ihall  be 
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entitled  to  reprefent  his  cafe,  through  the  Englifli  mi- 
nifter,  to  his  Excellency  the  Vizier,  who  may  refer  it  for 
decifion  to  ftich  of  his  eiKcert  as  he  may  think  proper* 
It  is  further  agreed,  that  fhoUld  tUt  coBeftCrs  of  the 
cuftoms,  zemindars,  or  other  fubjefts  of  either  ftate, 
aft  in  any  reipeft,  towards  the  merchants  and  traders, 
contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  6f  this  trfcdty, 
the  party  injured  (hall  be  entitled  to  leek  redre6  in  the 
mode  above  prefcribed. 

XV.  This  treaty  not  to  extend  to  the  province  of 
Rohilchund  or  Kuttair,  in  which  his  Excellency  re- 
{ctvcs  to  himielf  the  right  of  collcfting  the  dutic3  ac- 
coixling  to  the  ancitilt  eftablilhed  rates,  or  of  encreajdug 
or  diminiihing  the  f^me  as  ht  may  deem  expedient. 

XVI.  ffis  Excellency  the  Vizier  having  obtained 
the  confent  of  the  K^twab  of  Furruckabad,  to  include 
his  territories  in  this  treaty;  and  agreed  to  make  him  a 
coiY^pehfation  for  2(ny  lofl^s  he  may  foffain  in  His  re- 
venues, in-  cohfequencc  of  having  relinquiflied  hij 
dl^m  to  the  colleftion  of  feparate  dtities  on  the  Decan, 
8tc.  cotton  paflihg  throu^  his  feyritorie^  to  the  do- 
minions of  the  company,  and  on  the  exports  from  the 
company's  dominions;  the  territories  of  the  faid  Nawab 
are  included  accordingly,  and,  as  far  as  concerns  the 
c^Jeration  of  this  treaty,  are  tb  be  confldered  in*  everyi 
reipeft  upon  the  feme  fobdng  as  a^  province  of  the  do- 
minions of  his  Excellency  the  Vizier. 

XVII;  This  treaty  to  be  in  force  ftotn  the  firft  of 
Scptimbirnext,  correlponding  with  the  tWenty-ninth 
c£Zehige,  one  thoufand  two  hundred  andtwo  Higeree, 
or  fooner,  if  ic  cah  be  ratified  and  exchanged  b^rfore 
that  period.

Behauder,  Monlbor  Jung,  Sippa  Sardar,  of  the 
Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  on  the  one  Part,  and  the 
Great  Nabob,  high  in  Station,  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam 
ul  Mulck,  Meer  Nizam,  Ally  Cawn  Behauder, 
!Phutta  Jung,  Sippa  Sardar,  Soubah  of  the  Dd- 
f  an^  on  the  other  Part  3  by  the  Honourable  Charles 
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Bourchier,  E/q;  Prefident  and  Governor  af  Fort 
St  George,  and  the  Council  thereof y  on  Behalf  of

T^he  Treaty. 

WHEREAS  on  die  lath  of  November,  in  d>c 
year  of  die  Chriftian  aera  1766,  or  on  die  ninth  of  die 
moon  Gemace-duffuny,  in  the  year  of  the  Hegyra. 
1 1 80,  a  treaty  was  concluded  at  Hydrabad,  by  and  be- 
tween general  John  Caillaud,  invefted  with  full  pow-  ^ 
crs,  on  behalf  of  the  Englilh  Eaft  India  company,  and 
the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul  Mulck,  &c.  on  be-  • 
half  of  himfelf,  as  foubah  of  the  Decan,  with  a  delign 
to  eftablifh  an  honourable  and  lafting  frieqdfhip  and 
alliance  between  the  two  contracting  Powers;  and 
whereas  '  fome  mifunderftandings  have  fince  arifen, 
which  have  perverted  the  intent  of  the  faid  treaty,  and 
kindled  up  the  flames  of  war : ,  now  be  it  known  to  the 
whole  world,  that  the  before-mentioned  Nabob  Au- 
fuph Jau,  and  the  Englilh  company,  with  the  Nabob 
Wolau  Jau,  have  entered  into  another  treaty,  of  the 
ftri&eft  friendftiip  and  alliance,  on  the  following  condi- 
tions. 

I.  THE  exalted  and  lUuftrious  Emperor  of  I  hdof- 
tan,  Shaw  Allum'  Padtcha,  having  out  of  his  gracious 
favour,  and  in  confiderarion  of  the  attachment  and  fer- 
vices  of  the  Englifh  Eaft  India  company,  given  and 
granted  to  them,  for  ever,  by  way  of  iniam,  or  free- 
gift,  the  five  circars  of  Muftephanagur,  Rajahmundry, 

Siccacole, ' 
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Skcacole,  and  Muitezanagur>or  Condavirj  by  his  royal 
Urmaund,  dated  the  1 2th  ofAuguIt  lyS^yOr  on  the  24th 
of  the  mo6n  Suphier,  in  the  fixth  year  of  his  rtign,  and 
die  Nabob  Aufuph  JFau,  Nizam  ol  Mulck,  as  fbiibah 
of  the  Decan,  having,  by  the  fecond  and  third  articles 
of  the  afore-mentioned  treaty,  ceded  and  fiwrcndcred 
by  faneds,  under  his  hand  and  Jeal,  to  the  English 
Eaft  India  company,  for  ever,  the  afore-mentioned 
five  circars,  it  is  now  farther  acknowledged  and 
agreed,  by  the  faid  Aufuph  Jau>  Nizam  vi  Mulck^ 
Soubah  of  the  Decan,  thac  the  faid  company  ihaU  en- 
joy and  hold .  for  ever,  as  their  right  and  property,  the 
faid  five  circars,  on  the  terms  hereafter  mendoned. 

II.  By  the  afore-menrioned  treaty  of  Hydrabad,  it 
was  ftipulated  Aat  die  Nabob  Aufaph  Jau,  having 
given  the  drear  of  Murtezanagur,  as  a  jaghire,  to  hi» 
brother  the  Nabob  Ummeer,  ul  Omrah  Soi^ah,  ul 
Mulck  Behauder,  Bazalet  Jung,  the  company  fkouki 
not  take  pofleflion  of  the  faid  circar,  till  after  die 
deadi  of  Bazalet  Jung,  or  till  he  broke  the  friendfh^ 
with  the  faid  company^  by  raifing  difturbances  in  the 
country  c^Niaampatam,  or  the  Caraatic;  and  thou^ 
the  company  might  juMy  claim  a  right  to  take  pofle^ 
fion  of  the  faid  circar,  from  the  late  conduft  of  Bazakc 
Jxmgy  yet,  in  confideration  of  dieir  friendfhip  for  Au- 
fuph Jau,  and  his  family^  and  that  they  may  not  dii^ 
trefs  his  afl^urs^  by  obliging  him  to  provide  his  bro^AHr 
Bazalet  Jung-  with  another  jaghire,  the  company  do- 
agree  and  confcnt  that  Bazalet  Jung  ftill  hold  the  cipcar 
of  Murtezanagur>  on  the  aferefaid  conditions,  or  tilt 
it  be  the  pleaftire  of  Aufuph  Jau  that  the  company 
fliould  take  poffeflion  thereof,  provided  that  the  iakl 
Bazalet  Jung  returns  immediately  to  his  own  countty 
of  Adony,  and  neither  keeps  widi,  nor  receives  from 
Hyder  Naiguc  any  vackeel  or  corrcipondence,  but 
liyes  in  peace  and  harmony  with  the  Engjiifh  company, 
and  the  Nabob.  Wolau  Jaw,  and  gives  no  proteftion 
or  afliftance  whatever  to  die  faid  Naigue,  or  any^f  his 
people^  nor  any  other  enemies  of  the  company,  or  the' 
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N^bob  WqI^u  J?^u  j  famr  if  this  anicie  fhall  at  any 
*tinie  be  infringed,  the  cpippany  jh^ill  he  at  liberty,  by 
virtue  of  this  treaty,  to  take  polIeflTion  o^  and  keep  the 
circar  of  Murtezanagur,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the. 
Qther  four,  and  the  Nabob  Aufyph  Jau.  engages  ta 
^B}&  them  therein  with  his  troops,  if  oeceifary. 

III.  The  fort  of  Condapillee,  with  its Jaghire,  fhall 
for  ever  hereafter  remain  yi  pofleflion  of  the  Englifh 
company,  and  be  garrifoned  with  their  troops,  under 
their  own  officers  only,  notwithftanding  any  thing  to 
the  contrary  ftipulated  in  the  twelfth  article  of  Ae  trca-. 
ty  of  Hydrabad- 

IV.  Narraindoo,  one  of  the  zemindars  of  the  circar 
of  Siccacole,  having  lately  railed  difturbances  in  the 
Itchapore  country,  and  refufed  (as  he  alleges,  in  con* 
formity  to  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau's  orders)  to  pay  hia 
rents,  or  ob^ience  to  the  company,  the  Nabob  Au- 
fuph Jau  agrees,  on  the  ligning  and  exchange  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  to  wri(e  letters,  not  only  to  NarraindoOy 
put  to  all  the  zemindars,  in  the  circars  of  EUour,  Mui^ 
tephanagur>  Rajahmundry,  and  Siccacole,  acquainting- 
them  that  they  are  in  future  to  regard  the  EngUfh 
company  as  their  fovereign,  and  to  pay  their  rents  an(i 
obedience  to  the  laid  company,  or  t;heir  deputies^  with^ 
out  raifing  any  troubles. or  disturbances.

V.  It  has  been  the  conftauJ:  dcfire  and  endeavour  of 
the  Englifh  company  and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  to 
preferve  their  pofleflions  in  peace,  and  to  live  on  terms 
of  friendfhip  with  the  foubah  of  the  Decan  j  they  ftill 
defire  to  do  the  fame ;  and  though  the  operations  of 
War  havp  lately  obliged  the  company  to  fend  their 
troops  towards  Hydrabady  and  to  take  poflefTion  of  the- 
f  irc^s  6f  Comraamet,  and  Worangolc,  yet,  as  a  proof 

of 
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of  their  friendftiip  for  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  &c. 
foubah  of  the  Decan,  on  the  figning  and  exchange  of 
this  treaty,  the  company's  troops  Ihall  be  recalled  to 
the  fort  of  Commamet,  from  whence  they  fliall  alio 
retire  into  their  own  circars,  fo  foon  as  the  foubah,' 
with  his  army,  has  eroded  the  Kiftnah,  leaving  the  fort- 
of  Commamet  to  the  foubah*s  deputy  3  and,  as    a 
farther  proof  of  the  company's  fincere  defire  to  pre-

It  was  ftipulatcd  in  the  former  treaty,  made  at 
Hydrabad,  that  the  company  and  the  foubah  fliould 
mutually  affift  each  other  with  their  troops,  when  re- 
quired, and  their  own  affairs  would  permit ;  but  it  be- 
ing apprehended  at  prefent,  that  fuch  an  agreement 
may  fubjeft  both  parties  to  difficulties,  and  that  mif-' 
iinderftandings  may  arife  on  that  account,  it  is  now* 
agn^d  only,  that  a  mutual  peace,  confidence,  and 
fricndfliip,  Ihall  fubfift,  for  ever,  between  the  Englilh

company,  his  highnefs  Aufuph  Jau,-  and  die  Nabob 
Woiau  Jau  ;  the  enemies  of  either. fliall  be  regarded 
as  the  enemies  of  the  other  two  Powers,  and  the  friends 
qf  eidier  be  treated  as  the  friends  of  all  j  and  in  cafe 
any  troubles  fhould  arifc,  or  any  enemies  invade  the 
countries  under  die  government  of  either  of  the  con- 
trafting  parries,  the '  other  two  Ihall  give  no  counte- 
nance or  afliftance  to  fuch  enemies  or  invaders ;  the 
company  and  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  willing  however 
to  fliew  thc-ir  voluntary  attachment  to  the  foubah,  will 
always  be  ready  to  fend  two  battalions  of  feapoys,  and, 
fix  pieces  of  artillery,  manned  by  Europeans,  whenever 
the  foubah  fliall  require  them,  and  the  fityation  of  theif 
affairs  will  allow  of  fuch  a  body  of  troops  to  march 
into  the-  Decan,  provided  the  foubah  pays  the  ex- 
pence,  during  the  time  that  the  faid  troops  are  em- 
ployed in  his  fervice* 

,  VIL  The  ejcalted  and  illuflxious  emperor,  Shaw 
AUum,  having  been  pleafed,  out  of  his  great  favour 
and  high  efteem  for  the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  to  give 
and  to  grant  to  him,  and  his  eldeft  fon,  Meyen  ul 
Mulck,  Omdetul  Omrah,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  the 
government  of  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  and  the 
countries  dependent  thereon,  by  his  royal  firmaund, 
bearing  date  the  26th  of  Auguft  1765,  or  the  27th  of. 
the  moon  Zuphur,  in  the  fixth  year  of  the  faid  empe- 
ror's reign,  and  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  Nizam  ul 
Mulck,  &c.  having  alfo,  out  of  his  afFeftion  and  regard 
for  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  releafed  him,  his  fon, 
Meyen  ul  Mulck,  &c.  and  their  heirs  in  fucceflion,  for 
ever,  from  all  dependence  on  the  Decan,  and  given 
him  a  full  difcharge  of  all  demands  paft,  prefent,  and 
to  come,  on  the  faid  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  by  a  faned, 
under  his  hand  and  ieal,  dated  the  1 2th  of  November 
1766  i  in  confideration  of  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau 
having  paid  the  foubah  five  lacks  of  rupees,  it  is  now  • 
agreed  and  acknowledged,  by  die  faid  Aufuph  Jau,  * 
Nizam  ul  Mulck,  that  the  laid  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  and 
after  him  iiis  fon,  Meyen  ul  Mulck,  and  their  heirs  in 

fucccffion.

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fijcceffion,  iliall  enjoy,  for  ever,  as  an  trltiimgani>  or  fire- 
gift,  the  government  of  the  Carhadc  Payeh  Gaut,  iri 
the  fblleft  and  ampleft  matirt^r ;  the  faid  Nabob  Au- 
fnph  Jaupromifing,  and  enga^ng,  not  to  hold  or  keep 
up  any  kind  of  correlpbndencc  widi  any  perfoit  or  per- 
Ibns,  in  the  faid  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  or  in  Ac  cir-- 
cars  before  and  now  ceded  to  the  EngKfli  company, 
except  the  faid  Nabob  Wolau  Jair,  or  die  faid 
EngUfh  company,  by  the  means  of  their  prefident  and 
council  of  Madras,  who  on  their  part,  'in  conjunfttan 
with  the  feid  Nabob  Wolau  Jati,  engage  Hkewife  not 
to  hold,  or  maintdri,  any  Correfpondeftce  -v^ilji  any  per- 
fon  or  peribns  in  the  Decan,  except  the  Nabob  Aufuph'

The  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau,  put  of  his  great  re- 
gard and  alSeftion,  and  from  other  confiderations,  hav- 
ing been  pfeafcd  to  grant*  and  confer  ofn  the  Nabob 
W3lau  Jaii,  and  his  dddl:  fon^  Meyen  ul  Mulck,  Om* 
detul  Otnrahj  fevenal  ikntds,  viz.

It  is  hereby  agreed,  that  all  and  every  one  of  thcte 
faneds  ihall  be  regarded,  equally  binding  with  an/ 
other  article  of  the  treaty,  and  be  as  duly  oblcrved,  by 
the  Nab(^  Aufuph  Jau>  as  if  entered  here  at  fuU 
length. 

IX.  Hyder  Naigue,  having,  for  feme  yttm  v^ 

tifiirped 
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ilTurpe^  the  govenunent  9f  tlie  Monibre  country,  and 
given  great  difturb^ii^Qe^  to  hia  nei^ibours,  by  attack-^ 
i9&  and  t^kii^  from  many  of  them  their  paBkSBom, 
aad  having  aUb  lately  Hi¥adcd>  and  laid  wafte  with  fire 
aiwl  fwQrd,  i^  poifeifions  of  the  EngliOi  company, 
apd  the  N^bgi)  Wolau  Jau>  in  the  Carnatic^  it  is  cer- 
tainly neceffiiry  for  their  peace,  and  for  the  general  be- 
nefk  of  aft  the  neighbouring  Powers,  that  the  faid 
Naigue  fbould  be  puaiflied  and  reduced,  fo  that  he 
may  nojc  hereafter  have  the  power  to  give  any  per- 
(on  farther  trouble ;  to  this  end,  tjie  Nabob  Aufuph 
Jay.  hereby  declares,,  and  makes  known  to  all  the 
world,  that  he  regards  the  faid  Naigue  as  a  rebel  and 
ufurper,  and  as  fucK  div^fts  him.  of^  and  revokes  from. 
him,  all  faneds,  honours,  and  diftinftions,  conferred  by 
himfelf,  or  any  other  foubah  of  the  Decan,  bccaufe  the 
faid  Naigue  has  deceived  the  Nabob  Aufuph  Jau». 
broken  his  agreement,  and  rendered  himfelf  unworthy 
of  all  farther  countenance  and  favours. 


X.  That  the  Englifh  compamy  may  hereafter  carry 
CO  their  trade  peaceably,  on  this  ooaft  of  Coromandel, 
and  alfo  on  the  coaft  of  Malabar,  and  that  they,  with 
the  Nabob  Wolau  Jau,  may  hoki  the  Camatic»  and

THE 
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THE  court  of  dire6l6rs  of  the  honourable  united 
Eaft  India  company,  having  taken  into  their  ferious 
confideratioa  the  great  advantages  which  may  be  at- 
tained by  improving  the  bleflings  of  peace,  now  hap* 
pily  re-eftabliftied  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel  and  the 
Carnatic,  and  confidering  the  prefent  hour  beft  fuited 
for  fetding  and  arranging,  by  a  juft  and  equitable 
treaty,  a  plan  for  the  future  defence  and  proteftion  of 
the  Carnatic,  and  tl>e  northern  circars,  on  a  folid  and 
lafting  foundation,  have  communicated  thcfe  their  fen- 
timents  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic ; 
who,  being  fully  impreffed  with  the  propriety  and  wif- 
dom  of  fuch  an  arrangement,  has  for  himfelf,  his  heirs 
and  fucceffors,  adjufted  and  concluded  a  folid  and  per- 
manent treaty  with  the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort 
St.  George,  upon  the  principles  and  conditions Jierein- 
after  mentioned  j  in  confequence  whereof  it  is  ftipulated 
and  agreed,  that  due  provifion  Ihall  be  made  for  the 
military  peace  eftablifhment ;  and  alfo  that,  for  dif- 
charging  the  expence  of  war,  in  the  event  of  a  war 
breaking  out  in  the  Carnatic,  or  on  the  coaft  of  Cho- 
romandel, certain  contributions,  or  proportions  of  the 
revenues  of  the  cuntrafting  paities,  fliall  be  united  intJo 
one  common  ftock,  to  be  applied  for  their  mutual  fc- 
curity  and  defence ;  and,  as  it  is  necefTary  that  the  ap- 
plication of  the  faid  contributions,  both  of  peace  an4 
war,  fhall  be  rcpofed  in  the  united  company  or  their 
reprefentatives,  together  with  the  diredion  of  the 
war,  the  command  of  the  army,  magazines  of  ftores 
and  provifions  (the  grariaries  and  prelent  magazines  of 
his  highnefs  the  Nabob  excepted)  with  full  power  to 
occupy  or  difmande  fuch  forts  as  by  th.em  Ihall  be 
deemed  neceffary  for  the  general  fccurity,  the  faid 
contrafting  parties  do  hereby  folemnly  ei)gage  and 
agree,  for  themfelves  and  their  fucceffors,  to  and  with 
each  other  in  manner  following ;  that  is  to  fay, 

I.  The  friends  and   enemies  of  Jiis  highnefs  the 
Nabob  of  the  Carnadc^  and  of  the  Enghfh  united 

EaO: 
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Eaft  India  company,  fhall  be  confidered  as  the  friends 
and  enemies  of  both.

II.  His  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the  Camatic  will 
.  contribute  towards  the  military  peace  eftabliflimcnt, 

and  fhall  pay  into  the  treafury  of  die  faid  united  com- 
pany, the  annual  fum  of  nine  lacks  of  pagodas,  to 
commence  in  the  Fuzelly  1 1 97,  correfponding  to  the 
lath  July  1787,  as  his  fixed  proportion,  divided  into 
kills,  payable  at  the  following  periods  i  that  is  to  lay, 

30th  November     -     -    -     300,000 
31ft  March    -     -     -      -     600,000 

Star  Pag*     -     900,000 

III.  That  the  honourable  Eaft  India  company  will 
in  like  manner  contribute,  and  with  the  aid  of  Tanjore 
fliall  pay  and  make  good,  luch  further  fums  as  may  be 
neceffary  to  difcharge  the  expence  of  the  military 
peace  eftablifliment,  beyond  the  faid  annual  contribu* 
tion  of  his  highnefs  already  mentioned. 

IV.  That  for  the  fatisfadion  of  his  highnefs  the  Na- 
bob of  the  Carnaric,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  the  pre- 

'  fident  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George  fhall  (limifh  his 
highnefs  annually  with  an  accurate  account,  fhewing 
the  number  of  troops  maintained,  and  the  names  and 
fituadons  of  the  garrifons  fupported  by  the  annual 
contributions,  and  particularly  the  troops  and  garrifons 
maintained  by  the  nine  lacks  of  pagodas  annually  con- 
tributed by  his  highnefs  to  the  general  defence. 

V.  In  cafe  '  of  failure  in  the  punftual  payment  of 
the  nine  lacks  of  pagodas  already  mentioned,  to  the 
amount  of  one  lack  or  pagodas  in  any  kift,  for  the  pe- 
riod of  one  month  after  the  fame  fhall  become  due, 
his  highnefs  the  Nabob  agrees,  that  certain  diflridb, 
fpecified  in  the  fchcdule,  N"*  i,  hereunto  annexed,  fhall 
be  made  anfwerable  for  fuch  failure;  and  that  the 
company  fhall  have  power  to  appoint  fuperinrendants 
cr  receivers  to  colle<^t  and  receive,  from  the  Nabob's 
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amuldars,  all  the  rents,  revenues,  duties,  cuftoms,  and 
pe(hca(h  of  the  faid  diilri<£t ;  and  thefe  fuperintendants 
or  receivers  ftiall  exercife  all  neceflary  authority  for 
coUefbing  fuch  rents,  revenues,  &c.  giving  regular  re- 
ceipts for  all  monies  which  mav  be  received  by  the 
faid  fuperintendants  j  who  fhall  have  full  power  to  in- 
Ipeft  and  examine  all  Cutcherry  receipts  and  accounts 
of  the  lands  and  diftrifts  aforefaid,  as  well  as  to  afoer- 
tain  the  ftate  of  all  other  revenues  which  (hall  be  col- 
lefted  annually  from  cuftoms,  or  from  the  zemindars 
or  poligars  tributaries  to  his'  highnels  within  the  faid 
diftrifts;  and  when  the  full  amount  for  which  fuch 
diftrifts  ftood  anlwerable,  fliall  have  been  paid  to  the 
company,  the  fuperintendant  or  receiver  fhall  be  im- 
mediately recalled. 

VI.  At  the  appointment  of  the  fuperintendant  or 
receiver,  the  Nabob  will  furnifh  the  company  with  the 
obligations  the  amuldars  of  each  diftrift  ftiall  have 
given  to  the  circar  -,  and  if  they  do  not  pay  the  money 
punftually  to  the  fuperintendant  or  receiver,  agreeable 
thereto,  die  Nabob,  at  the  requeft  of  the  governor  in 
council,  will  immediately  difmil's  the  faid  amuldar,  and 
appoint  by  faned  fuch  others  in  their  ftead,  as  the  prefi- 
dent  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George  fliall  recommend^ 
after  taking  from  them  the  ufual  obligations,  which 
ftiall  be  delivered  to  the  company  by  his  highnefs. 

VII.  That  the  exercife  of  power  over  the  faid  dif- 
trifts  and  farms,  by  virtue  of  the  conditions  menrione4 
in  the  5th  and  6th  articles,  in  cafe  of  failure  in  the  pay- 
ment of  any  of  the  faid  kift:s,  ftiall  not  extend  or  be 
conftrued  to  extend  to  deprive  his  highnefs  the  Nabobs 
of  the  Caraatic,  or  his  fucceflbrs,  of  the  ciyil  govern- 
ment thereof  the  credit  of  his  family,  or  the  dignity  of 
his  illuftrious  Houfe,  but  that  the  fame  ftiall  be  pre- 
ierved  to  him  and  them  inviolate,  faving  and  excepting 
the  powers  in  the  foregoing  article  cxprefied  and  men- 
tioned. 

VIII.  That  in  the  event  of  any  war  breaking  oiit  la 
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the  Carnatic,  or  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel^  the  iaid 
united  company  Ihall  charge  themfelves  with  the  direc- 
tion, order,  and  conduct  thereof;  and,  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  fuch  war,  fhall  apply  four-fifths  of  their 
whole  revenues,  in  the  Carnatic  and  the  northern  cir- 
cars,  annually,  to  the  military  expences  of  the  war. 
To  remove  every  doubt,  on  the  part  of  his  highnefs,  of 
any  iecretion  or  diverfion  of  the  faid  revenues  from 
the  purpofe  afbrefaid,  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the 
Carnatic,  in  behalf  of  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors,  fhall  have  full  power  and  authority,  during  fuch 
war,  to  appoint  one  or  more  infpeftors  or  accomptants, 
to  infpeft  and  examine  the  Cutcherry  receipts  of  all 
the  difl:ri6ts  of  the  company,  in  the  Carnatic  and  the 
northern  circars,  as  well  as  the  flace  of  all  the  other  re- 
venues, collefted  from  the  cufloms,  from  the  zemindars 
and  poligars  tributary  to  the  company. 

I  jf .  That  in  the  like  event,  his  liighnefs  the  Nabob 
of  the  Carhatic,  after  dedufting  from  the  whole  amount 
of  his  revenues  2,13,421  pagodas  annually,  for  jag- 
hires  to  the  family  of  his  highnefs,  and  21,366  pago- 
das annually  for  charities,  fhall  and  will  pay  into  the 
treafury  of  the  faid  united  company,  four-fifths  of  his 
revenue  to  the  general  expence  of  fuch  war,  to  be  ap- 
plied in  fuch  manner  as  the  faid  united  company  or 
their  reprcfcntatives  fhall  find  necefTary,  for  their  com- 
mon fafety  and  interefl,  as  alfo  for  the  interefl  of  t;heir 
allies  in  the  Carnatic,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Choromandel; 
and  it  is  rporever  agreed,  that  his  highnefs's  proportion 
of  the  debt  of  the  war  will  henceforth  be  fetded  at 
twenty-five  fifty-one  parts. 

'  X,  For  the  more  efFeftual  fecurity  of  the  payment 
of  four-fifths  of  the  revenues  of  his  highnefs  annually^ 
to  the  military  expences  of  the  war,  and  to  remove 
every  doubt,  on  the  part  of  the  company,  of  any  fecrc- 
don  or  diverfion  of  the  faid  revenues  from  die  purpofe 
aforefaid,  the  prefident  arfd  council  of  Fort  St.  George, 
in  behalf  of  the  company,  fhall  have  full  power  and 
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authority,  during  fuch  war,  to  appoint  one  or  ntore  in- 
ipcftors  or  accomptants,  to  infpeft  and  examine  the 
Cutcherry  receipts  of  all  the  countries  and  diftrifts  of 
the  Nabob,  as  well  as  the  ftate  of  all  the  other,  reve- 
nues, collefted  from  the  cuftoms,  and  from  the  zemin- 
dars and  poligars  tributaries  to  his  highnefs ;  and  in 
cafe  the  faid  four-fifths  of  the  revenues,  or  any  part 
thereof^  are  diverted  from  the  difcharge  of  the  current 
expenccs  of  the  war,  or  the  debts  or  expences  incurred 
thereby,  the  laid  united  company  fhall  have  full  power 
to  appoint  fuperintendants  and  receivers  over  the  faid 
countries  and  diftrids  of  the  Nabob,  in  the  manner 
Ipecified  in  the  3d  article  of  this  treaty,  refpefting  the 
diftrifts  mentioned  in  fchedule  N"*  i,  with  the  fame 
authority,  and  und^r  the  like  reftri<5Uons  and  condi- 
tions exprefled  in  cafe  of  failure. 

XL  That  the  faid  annual  four-fifths,  payable  from 
the  revenues  of  his  highnefs  die  Nabob  of  the  Cama- 
tic,  Ihall,  after  the  termination  of  the  war,  continue  to 
be  applied  to  the  difcharge  of  all  debts  and  expences 
that  may  be  incurred  or  arife  during  the  courfe  of  the 
war,  until  his  proportion  of  twenty-five  fifty-one  parts 
is  paid  off  and  difcharged, 

XII.  It  is  exprefsly  underftood  and  declared,  that 
,fo  foon  as  the  expences  incurred  by  the  war  are  paid 
off  and  difcharged,  the  fuperintendants  and  receivers 
fhall  be  immediately  recalled ;  and  it  is  fiirther  exprefs- 
ly declared,  that  the  1 1  th  arricle  fhall  not  have  any 
retro(jpe6t  to  the  expenccs  of  any  war  antecedent  to 
the  date  of  this  treaty. 

XIII.  That  after  the  termination  of  fuch  war,  and 
during  the  application  of  the  faid  grofs  revenues  to  the 
debts  and  expences  thereof,  the  ad,  3d,  4th,  5th,  and 
6th  articles  of  this  treaty  fhall  be  and  remain  dormant, 
and  be  of  no  eflTeft  j  but  fhall  re-commefKe,  and  rt^^ain 
their  full  force  and  validity,  from  and  immediately 
after  all  the  debts  and  expences  of  fuch  viar  have  been 
fully  and  proportionably  paid  ofiT  and  difcharged. 

XIV-  In 
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XIV.  In  cafe  his  highnels  ihall  at  any  time  have 
ocqafion  for  any  number  of  troops,  for  the  fecurity  and 
colledtioil  of  his  revenue,  the  fupport  of  his  authority^ 
or  the  good  order  and  government  of  his  dominions, 
the  faid  united  company  Ihall  and  will  flirnifh  a  fuffi- 
cicnt  number  of  troops  for  that  purpofe,  on  public  rc- 

.  prefentation  being  made  by  his  highnefs  to  die  prefi- 
dent  in  council  of  Fort  St,  George,  of  the  neceffity  of 
employing  fuch  a  force;  and  the  objefls  to  be  obtained 
thereby.  In  caie  of  the  march  of  fuch  troops,  the  addi- 
tional batta,  and  expences  attending  their  movements, 
will  be  annually  difcharged  by  his  highnefs  at  the  ^nd 
of  each  year. 

XV.  Whenever  the  company  (hall  enter  into  any 
negotiations,  wherein  the  interefts  of  the  Carnaric  and 
its  dependencies  may  be  concerned,  the  prefident  in 
council  of  Fort  St.  George  ihall  communicate  the 
proceedings  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of  the  Carnatic, 
as  the  firm  ally  of  the  company ;  and,  although  the  di- 
reftion  of  the  combined  force  of  the  country  is  com- 
mitted entirely  to  the  honourable  company  or  their  rc- 
prefentatives,  it  is  ncverthelefs  underftood>  that  his 
highnefs  ihall  be  informed  of  all  meafurts  which  ihall  re- 
late to  the  declaring  of  war,  or  the  making  of  peace  with 
any  of  the  Princes  arid  Powers  of  Hindoflan,  fo  far  as 
the  interefts  of  the  Carnatic  may  be  immediately  con- 
cerned therein  j  and  the  name  of  his  highnefs  fhall  be 
inferted  in  all  treaties  regarding  the  Carnatic;  and  his 
highnefs  will  not  enter  into  any  political  negotiations  or 
controverfics,  v;ith  any  ftate  or  power,  without  the  con- 
fent  or  approbation  of  the  prefident  in  council  of  Fort 
St.  George. 

XVI.  Nothing  in  this  treaty  contained  fhall  be  un- 
derilood  to  injure  the  claim  of  his  highnefs  the  Nabob 
to  the  Tanjore  country. 

XVII.  Should  there  be  any  effential  failure  in  the 
crops  in  time  of  peace,  owing  to  the  want  ot  rain,  or 
any  other  unforefeen  calamity^  a  deduction  ihall  be 

madf 
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imde  in  the  Nabob's  kiflS)  to  the  extent  of  the  injury 
which  the  revenues  may  fuftain,  as  fliall  be  eftimated 
and  fixed  on  by  the  governor  in  council ;  to  whom  his 
highnds  grants  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint 
one  or  more  fuperintendants  and  accomptants  to  in- 
fpc&  and  examine  the  Cutcherry  receipts  of  all  the 
countries  and  diftrifts  of  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  of 
tht  Carnatic>  for  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  amount 
of  fuch  deduction,  which  is  to  be  carried  as  a  chai^, 
to  the  account  current  of  his  highnefs. 

XVIII.  It  is  hereby  ftipulated,  that  the  conditions 
mentioned  in  the  articles  of  agreement  between  the 
prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  his  high- 
nefs the  Nabob,  dated  28th  June  1785,  for  payment 
gf  four  lacks  of  pagodas  annually  to  the  honourable 
company,  (hall  be  null  and  void,  the  fame  being  com- 
prehended and  included  in  the  conditions  of  the  prefent 
treaty. 

XIX.  It  is  further  ftipulated,  that  the  faid  articles  of 
agreement,  dated  28th  June  1785,  as  far  as  relate  to 
the  difcharge  of  the  debts  of  his  lughnefs  the  Nabob, 
Ihall  be  and  continue  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

In  confirmation  of  all  the  articles  in  the  preceding 
treaty,  the  prefident  and  council  of  Fort  St. 
George,  invefted  with  full  powers  on  behalf  of 
the  India  company,  have  fubfcribed  and  fealed 
two  inftruments,  of  the  fame  tenor  and  date,  at 
Port  St.  George,  on  the  day  of  February,  in 
the  year  of  the  Chriftian  asra  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  eighty-feven  ;  and  his  highnefs  the 
Nabob  Wallawjah,  for  himfelf,  his  heirs  and  luc- 
ceffofs,  hath  alfo  fubfcribed  and  fealed  the  fame 
inftruments,  at  Cheparek  Houfe,  the  •  day  of 
the  moon  Jemmady,  in  the  year  of  the  Hegyra 
twelve  hundred  and  one.

The  annual  contribution  of  four  lacks  of  pa- 
godas, to  be  paid  by  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  of  Tan- 
jour, towards  the  army  peace  eftablifliment,  is  pro- 
portioned to  die  grofs  revenues  of  his  country,  efti- 
mated  at  i  o  lacks  of  pagodas  -,  and  it  is  hereby  flapu- 
lated  and  agreed,  that  whenever  the  annual  grofs  re- 
venues of  the  country  Ihall  rile  above  ten  lacks  of  pa- 
godas, the  annual  contribution  of  his  Excellency,  in 
time  of  peace,  Ihall  likewife  be  encreafed  according  to 
the  fame  fcale  or  ftandard. 

IV.  In  cafe  of  failure  in  the  punftual  payment  of 
the  four  lacks  of  pagodas  already  mentioned,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  fifty  thouland  pagodas,  for  the  period  of  one 
month  after  the  fame  fliall  become  due,  his  Excellency 
the  Rajah  agrees,  that  the  company  Ihall  have  rpower 
to  enter  upon  any  of  the  diftrifts  in  the, Tanjour  coun- 
tiy,  that  (hall  appear  to  them  neceflary  to  difchaigc 
the  amount  of  the  fum  in  arrear  >  and  that  the  com- 
pany 
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'  pany  (hall  have  power  to  appoint  fuperintendants  or 
receivers  to  coUeft  and  receive  ffom  the  Rajah's  renters,* 
managers,  aumildars,  all  the  rents,  revenues,  duties, 
and  cuftoms  of  the  faid  diftrifts ;  and  thefe  fbperin- 
tendants  or  receivers  (hall  exercife  all  neceflary  autho- 
rity for  collefting  fuch  rents,  revenues,  duties,  and 
cuftoms  of  the  faid  diftrifts,  giving  regular  receipts  for 
all  the  monies  which  may  be  received  by  the  faid  fu- 
perintendants; who  fhall  have  full  power  to  infpeft  and 
examine  all  Cutcherry  receipts  and  accounts  of  the 
lands  and  diftrifts  aforefaid,  as  well  as  to  afcertain  die 
ftate  of  all  other  revenues,  which  fhall  be  coUefted 
annually  within  the  faid  diitrifts ;  and  when  the  full 
amount  of  the  arrears  due  fhali  have  been  paid  to  the 
company,  the  fuperincendant  or  receiver  fhall  be  im*- 

'  mediatply  recalled, 

V,  Aj  the  appointment  of  the  fuperrntendant  or  re^ 
feiyer,  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  will  furnilh  the  com^ 
pany  with  the  obligations  of  the  aumildars,  renters,  or 
farmers  of  each  diftrift  >  and  if  they  do  not  pay  the 
inoney  punftually  to  die  fuperintendants  or  receivers, 
agreeable  thereto,  his  Excellency  the  Rajah,  at  the  rc- 
queft  of  the  governor  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George^ 
fliall  and  will  immediately  difmifs  the  faid  aumildars, 
renters,  or  farmers,  and  appoint  fuch  others  in  their 
ftead  as  the  prefident  in  council  of  Fort  St.  George 
fhall  recommend,  after  taking  from  them  the  ufual 
obligations,  which  fhall  be  delivered  to  the  company 
by  his  Excellency. 

VI.  That  the  exercife  of  power  over  the  faid  dif- 
trifts and  farms,  by  virtue  of  the  conditions  mentioned 
in  the  4th  and  5th  articles,  in  cafe  of  failure  in  the 
payment  of  any  of  the  kifts,  fhall  hot  extend  or  be 
c6nftrued  to  extend  to  deprive  his  Excellency  the  Ra- 
jah of  Tanjour,  or  his  fuccefTors,  of  the  civil  governr 
jtnent  thereof,  or  the  honour  and  dignity  of  his  family ; 
but  the  fame,  fhall  be  preferved  to  him  and  them  inr 
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violate^  &ving  and  excepting  the  powers  in  the  artickf 
N*"  4  and  5  exprefled  and  mendoned. 

VII.  That  in  the  event  o£  any  war  breaking  put  in 
the  Camatic,  in  Tanjour,  or  on  the  coaft  of  Corp- 
mandel,  the  faid  united  company  fhall  charge  theifi- 
felves  with  the  diredtion,  order,  and  conduct  diereof  ^ 
and,  during  the  continuance  of  fuch  war,  ftiall  apply 
four-fifths  of  their  whole  revenue,  m  the  Camatic  and 
the  northern  circar,  annually,  to  the  military  expences 
of  the  war. . 

VIII.  That  in  the  like  event,  his  Excellency  the 
Rajah  of  Tanjour  fhall  pay  into  the  treailiry  of  the 
faid  united  company  four-fifths  of  his  revepues,  to,  die 
general  expences  c^  fuch  war,  to  be  applied  in  fuch 
manner  as  the  faid  united  company  or  their  repre&n-* 
tatives  fli^U  find  neceflary  for  their  common  fafcty  and 
interefts,  as  alfo  for  the  intcrefts  of  their  allies  in  the 
Camatic,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandel.  And  it  is 
moreover  agreed,  that  his  Excellency's  proportion  of 
the  debt  and  expences  incurred  by  war,  fliaH  henceforth 
be  fetded  at  one  fifth  part  of  the  whole  amount  there- 
of: 

IX.  For  the  more  effedtual  fecurity  pf  the  payment 
of  four-fifths  of  the  revenue  of  his  ExceUency,  annu- 
ally, to  the  military  expences  of  the  war ;  and  to  re* 
move  every  doubf  or>  the  part  of  the  company,  of  any 
Secretion  or  diverfion  of  the.  feid  revenues  from  the 
pxirpofe  aforefaid,  the  prefident  in  council  of  Fort  St» 
George,  in  behalf  of^  the  company,  fhall  have  fiiU 
power  and  authority,  during  fudi  war,  to  appoint  one

X.  That  the  faid  annual  four- fifths,  payable  from 
the  revenues  of  his  Excellency  the  Rajah  of  Tanjore, 
fliall,  after  the  terrhinadoh  of  the  war,  continue  to  b^ 
applied  to  die  difcharge  of  afl  debts  and  expences  that 
may  be  incurred  or  arife  during  the  courfe  of  the  war; 
until  his  proportion  of  one-fifth  part  of  die  whol^  ex- 
pense is  paid  off  and  difcharged. 

XL  It  is  expre^ly  underftood  and  declare,  diail  £0 
fofcm  as  the  expences  incurred  by  the  war  are  paid  pff 
and  difcharged,  drt  fuperintendants  and  receivers  fliall 
bfe  immediately  recalled. 

XII.  That  during  the  applicatioh  of  the  faid  pror 

Sortiion  of  four-fifUis  of  die  faid  grois  revenues  to  the 
ifcharge  of  the  debts  and  expences  incurred  in  time 
6f  war,  the  2d,  3d,  4th,  and  5  th  atticks  of  this  treaty 
Ihall  be  and  remain  dormant,  and  be  of  no  effeft  j  but 
Ihall  re-comniencc,  and  regain  their  full  force  and  va- 
lidity, from  and  immediately  after  all  the  Ueb^  and 
expences  of  fuch  war  have  been  fully  ind  prdportion- 
ally  paid  off  and  difcharged. 

XHI.  In  cafe  his  Excellency  fhall  at  any  time  have 
occafion  for  any  number  of  troops  for  the  fecurity  and 
eoUedtion  of  his  revenues,  the  fupport  of  his  authority, 
or  the  gjCKA  order  and  government  of  his  country,  the 
faid  united  company  Ihall  and  will  furnifti  a  fufficient 
number  of  troops,  on  a  public  repi;efent^tion  being 
made  by  hl^  Excellency,  to  the  prefidfent  ill  council  of 
Fort  St.  George,  of  the  neceffity  of  employing  fuch 
force,  and  the  obje&s  to  be  obtained  thereby.  In  cafe 
pf  the  march  of  fuch  troops,  the  additional  batta  and 
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cxpences  attending  their  movements  Iball  be  annually 
idifcharged  by  his  Exccllenqf,  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

XIV.  The  late  Rajah  of  Tanjore  having  been,  at  the 
time  of  ]^s  death>  indebted  to  his  highnefs  the  Nabob 
of  the  Carnatic>  for  aiyears  of  peilhcafh,  fince  the  year 
1776,  which,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Phufly  1 197, 
or  12th  July,  1787,  will  amount  to  the  fu«>  of  twelve 
lacks  fifty-feven  thoufand  one  hundred  fortyrtwo  pa- 
godas ;  and  having  alfo  been  indebted  to  Bririfli  fuh- 
jefts,  whofe  names  are  fet  forth  in  a  fchedule  hereunto 
annexed,  for  various  fums  of  money  lent  by  them,  to 
and  for  the  ufe  of  the  Rajah,  which,  with  intereft,  are 
tomputed  to  amount  to  about  the  fum  of  four  lacks  of 
pagodas ;  it  is  hereby  ftipulated  and  agreed,  that,  for 
the  liquidation  of  the  faid  arrears  of  peilhcafh,  his  Ex- 
celkncy  ifaall  appropriate  annually  the  fum

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XV.  The  private  debts  of  his  Excellency  not  being 
as  yet  accurately  afcertained,  it  is  hereby  agreed,  that 
the  debts  due  to  Britifti  fubjefts  Ihall  be  forthwith  ex-  . 
^mincd,  adjujftcd,  and  fettled ;  for  which  purpofe,  the 
creditors  fhall  be  called  upon  to  deliver  their  dennands 
to  the  prefident  in  council  of  Madras,  ftatcd  with  fimj^e  ' 
intereft,  at  the  rate  of  1 2  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  the  1 2th 
day  of  July,  1787  ;  wliich  accounts  will  be  examined

The  faid  Nabob  hereby  ratilfqs  and  confirms 
die  grant  which  he  executed  in  February  1766,  and 
delivered  to  Meflieurs  Sparks  and  Townfcnd,  relanyq.^ 
to  the  privileges  and  immunities,  the  honourable.com^ 
pany  poilefred,  in  the  feveral  countries  he  conquered- 
upon  this  coaft,  before  he  took  pofTeffipn  iheateot;  and 
hgr^y  binds  and  obliges  himfelf^  to  coippel  whoever ' 
may  be  in  poilefllon  of  thofe  countries,  to  griiDt  to 
the  honourable  company  the  produce  thereof^  as  well 
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a(^  die  full  enjoyment  of  all  their  rights  and  privil^jcs 
therein^  in  their  utmoft  extent. 

In  witnefs  of  all  which,  the  (aid  contracting  parties 
have  interchangeably  figned  and  fealed  two  in- 
ftruments>  of  the  fame  tenor  and  date  ;  viz.  the 
laid  prefident  and  council,  on  behalf  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  Eaft  India  company,  in  Bombay  CafUe,  this 
8  th  day  of  Auguft,  in  the  year  of  the  Chriflian 
aera  1770,  and  the  faid  Nabob  Hyder  Ally  Khan 
teehauder.

.  TREATY  of  perpetual  peace  and  friendfhip  be- 
tween the  honourable  the  Englilb  Eaft  India  company, 
and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun  Bahauder,  on  his  own 
hiehalf,  for  the  countries  of  Seringapatam,  Hyder  Na- 
gur,  &c.  and  all  his  other  poffeflions  j  fettled  by  An- 
thony Sadleir,  George  Leonard  Staunton,  and  John 
Huddlefton,  Elquires,  on  behalf  of  the  honourable 
Englifh  Eaft  India  company,  for  all  their  poiTeflions, 
and  for  the  Carnatic  Payen  Gaut,  by  virtue  of  powers 
delegated  to  the  right  honourable  the  prefident  and 
feleft  conrunittee  of  Fort  Saint  George,  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  by  the  honourable  the  governor  general  and 
council,  appointed  by  the  King  and  parliament  of 
Great  Britain  to  dire<5b  and  controul  all  political  affairs 
of  the  honourable  EngUih  Eaft  India  company  in  India, 

and 
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und  by  the  laid  Nabobs  agreeable  to  the  following  ar^ 
ticles,  which  are  to  be  ftri6Uy  and  invariably  ob- 
ierved^  as  long  as  the  fun  and  moon  ihall  laft^  by  both 
parties ;  that  is  to  fay,  by  the  Englifh  connpany  and 
the  three  governments  of  Bengal,  Madras,  and  Bom-' 
bay,  and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahaudcr. 

!•  Peace  and  friendfhip  Ihall  immediately  take  place 
between  the  faid  company  and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sul- 
taun, Bahauder,  and  their  friends  and  allies ;  particu- 
larly including  therein  the  rajahs  of  Tanjore  and 
Travencore,  who  are  friends  and  allies  to  the  Englifh^ 
and  the  Camatic  Payen  Gaut,  alfo  Tippoo  Sultaun's 
friends  and  allies ;  the  Biby  of  Cananore,  and  the  ra- 
jahs or  zemindars  of  the  Malabar  coaft,  are  included 
in  this  treaty :  the  Englifli  will  not  direftly  or  indiredt- 
ly  aflift  the  enemies  of  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder,  nor  make  war  upon  his  friends  or  allies  5 
and  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  will  not 
direftly  or  indireftly  aflift  the  enemies,  nor  make  war 
upon  the  friends  or  allies  of  the  Englifh. 

II.  Immediately  after  figning  and  fealing  the  treaty 
by  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  and  the  three 
Englifh  commifTioners,  the  faid  Nabob  fhall  fend  or- 
ders for  the  complete  evacuation  of  the  Carnatic,  and 
^  the  reftoration  of  all  the  forts  and  places  in  it,  now 
pofTeflcd  by  his  troops,  the  forts  of  Amboorgur  and 
Satgur  excepted  -,  and  fuch  evacuation  and  reftoration 
Ihall  actually  and  efFedually  be  made  in  the  fpace  of 
thirty  days  from  the  day  of  figning  the  treaty*  '  And 
the  faid  Nabob  fhall  alfo,  immediately  after  figning 
the  treaty,  fend  orders  for  the  releafe  of  all  the  per* 
fbns  who  were  taken  and  made  prifoners  in  the  late 
war,  and  now  alive,  whether  European  or  native  j  and 
for  their  being  fafely  condufted  to  and  delivered  at 
fuch  Englifh  forts  or  fettlements  as  fhall  be  neareft 
to  the  places  where  they  now  are,  fo  that  the  faid  re- 
Jeafe  and  delivery  of  the  prifoners  fhall  aftually  and 
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efFcftually  be  made  in  thirty  days  from  the  day  of 
figning  the  treaty.  The  Nabob  will  caufc  them  to  be 
fupplled  with  provifions  and  conveyances  for  the  jour- 
ney, the  expence  of  which  fhall  be  made  good  to  him 
by  the  company.  The  commiflioners  will  fend  an 
officer  or  officers  to  accompany  the  prifoners  to  die 
difFerent*  places  where  they  are  to  be  delivered :  in 
particular,  Abdul  Wahab  Cawn,  taken  at  Chitoor,  and 
his  family,  fliall  be  immediately  rcleafcd,  and  if  wil- 
ling to  return  to  the  Camatic,  fhall  be  allowed  to  de 
fo.

ida,  and  forts  or  places  adjoining  thereto,  and  fend  a 
ip  or  fliips  to  bring  away  the  garrifons*.  The  Nabob 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bdiauder,  will  caufe  the  troops  in 
thofe  places  to  be  fupplied  with  provifions,  and  any 
other  necefl[ary  alliftance  for  their  voyage  to  Bombay 
(they  paying  for  the  fame).  The  commiffioners  will 
likewife  give,  at  the  fame  rime,  written  orders  for  die

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livcred,  the  fort  and  diftrift  of  Cannanore  Ihall  be 
evacuated  and  rcftored  to.  AH  Rajah  Biby,  the  Queen 
of  that  country,  in  the  prcfence  of  any  one  perfon, 
without  troops,  whoni  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun, 
Bahauder,  niay  appoint  for  that  purpofe  j  and  at  the 
lame  time  that  the  orders  are  given  for  the  evacu- 
ation and  deliveiy  of  the  forts  of  Cannanore  and  Din- 
digu],  the  faid  Nabob  ihall  give  written  orders  for  the 
evacuation  and  delivery  of  Amboorgur  and  Satgur  to 
the  Englifh ;  and  in  the  me^  time,  none  of  the  troc^

VI.  All  perfons  whatfoever,  who  have  been  taken 
and  carried  away  from  the  Carnatic  Pay  en  Gaut  (which 
includes  Tanjour)  by  the  late  Nabob  Hyder  AH  Cawn, 
Bahauder,  who  is  in  heaven,  or  by  thd  Nabob  Tippoo 
Sultaun,  Bahauder,  or  otherwife  belonging  to  the  Car- 
natic, and  now  in  the  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Ba- 
hauder's  dominions,  and  willing  to  return,  fhall  be  im-

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the  Englifh,  agrees,  that  the  rajahs  or  zemindars  on 
this  coaft,  vrho  have  favoured  the  Englifh  in  the  late 
war,  fhall  not  be  molefted  on  that  account. 

VIIL  The  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder, 
hereby  renews  and  confirms  all  the  commercial  pri- 
vileges and  immunities  given  to  the  Englifh  by  the 
late  Nabob  Hyder  Ali  Cawn,  Bahaiider,  who  is  in 
heaven,  and  particularly  ftipulated  and  ipecified  in  the 
treaty  between  the  company  and  the  faid  Nabob,  con- 
cluded the  8th  of  Auguft,  1770. 

IX.  The  Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  IhaD 
reftore  the  feftory  and  privileges  pofleffcd  by  the 
Englifh  at  Callicut,  until  the  year  1779  i^^  ^  ^93  ^Y' 
gera)  and  fhall  reftore  Mount  Dilly  and  its  diiflrift, 
belonging  to  the  fetdement  of  Tellicherry,  and  pofr 
fc&d  by  the  Englifh,  till  uken  by  Sardar  Cawn,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  late  war. 

X.  This  treaty  fhall  be  figned  and  fealed  by  the 
Englifh  commiffioners,  and  a  copy  of  it  fhall  after- 
wards be  figned  and  fealed  by  the  prefident  and  fele<^ 
committee  of  Fort  St.  George,  and  returned  to  the 
Nabob  Tippoo  Sultaun,  Bahauder,  in  one  month,  or 
fooner  if  pofiible ;  and  the  fame  fhall  be  acknowledged

The  Treaty  of  Peace  with  the  Marattas,  1782. 

TREATY  of  perpetual  friendfhip  and  alliance 
between  the  honourable  the  Englifh  Eaft  India  coiti- 
pany,  and  the  Pelhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan, 
fettled  by  Mr.  David  Anderfon,  on  the  part  of  the  ho- 
nourable company,  in  virtue  of  the  powers  delegated 
to  him  for  that  purpofe  by  the  honourable  the  jgo- 
'  vemor  general  and  council,  appointed  by  the  King  and 
parliament  of  Great  Britain,  to  dire6t  and  controul  all 
political  affairs  of  the  honourable  Englifh  Eaft  India 
company  in  India  ^  and  by  Maha  Rajah  Subadar  Mad- 
hob  Row  Sindia,  as  plenipotentiary  on  the  part  of  the 
Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  Ballajce 
Pundit  Nana  Furnavefe,  and  the  whole  of  the  chie& 
of  the  Maratta  nation,  agreeably  to  the  following  ar- 
ticles, which  fhall  be  ever  binding  on  their  heirs  and 
fuccefTors,  and  the  conditions  of  them  to  be  invariably 
obfcrved  by  both  parties. 

I.  It  is  ftipulated  and  agreed  to  between  the  honour- 
able the  Englifh  Eaft  India  company  and  the  Pefhwa, 
through  the  mediation  of  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  that 
all  countries,  places,  cities,  and  forts,  including  BaiTeen, 
&c.  which  have  been  taken  from  the  Pefhwa,  during 
the  war  that  has  arifen  fince  the  treaty  fetded  by  co- 
lonel Upton,  and  have  come  into  the  pofTeflion  of  the 
.  Englifh,  fhail  be  delivered  up  to  the  Pefhwa ;  the  ter- 
ritories, forts,  cities,  &c.  to  be  reftored,  fhall  be  de- 
livered within  the  fpace  of  two  months  from  the  period 
when  tliis  treaty  fhall  become  complete  (as  hereinafter 
defcribed)  to  fuch  perfons  as  the  Pefhwa,  or  his  mi - 
niftier.  Nana  Furnavefe,  fhall  appoint^ 
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.  11.  It  is  i^eed  between  the  Engliih  company  and 
the  Pefhwa^  that  Salfetteand  three  other  iflands,^viz. 
Elephanta,  Corrai^a,  and  Hog,  which  are  included  in 
the  treaty  of  colonel  Upton,  fliall  continue  for^cver  in 
pofleffion  of  the  Englifh.  If  any  other  iflands  have 
been  taken  in  the  courfe  of  the  preient  war,  they  iliall 
be  delivered  up  to  the  Pelhwa. 

III.  Whereas  it  was  ftipulated  in  the,  fourth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  colonel  Upon,  "  That  the  Pelhwa, 

and  all  the  chiefs  of  the  Maratta  ftatc,  do  agree 
to  give  the  Engliih  company,  for  ever,  all  right  and 
title  to  the  city  of  Baroach,  as  full  and  complete  as 
ever  they  collefted  fi-om  the  Moguls  or  otherwife, 
without  retaining  any  claim  of  chout,  or  any  other 
claims  whatfoeverj  fo  that  the  Engliih  company 
ihall  poiTeis  it  without  participation  or  claim  of  any 
kind  /'  this  article  is  accordingly  continued  in  full 
force  and  effeft. 

IV.  The  Peihwa  having  formerly,  in  the  treaty  of 
colonel  Upton,  agreed,  by  way  of  friendihip,  to  give 
up  to  the  Engliih  a  country  of  three  lacks  of  rupees, 
near  Baroach,  the  Engliih  do  now,  at  the  requeil  of 
Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  confent  to  relinquifh  their  claim 
to  the  faid  country  in  favour  of  the  Pefhwa. 

V.  The  country  which  Seajee  and  Futty  Sing 
Guickwar  gave  to  the  Englifli,  and  which  is  men- 
tioned in  the  feventh  article  of  the  treaty  of  colonel 
Upton,  being  therein  left  in  a  ftate  of  fufpence,  the 
Engliih,  with  a  view  to  obviate  all  future  difputes, 
now  agree  that  it  ihall  be  reilored  j  and  it  is  hereby 
fetded,  that  if  the  faid  country  be  a  part  of  the  eita- 
blifhed  territory  of  the  Guickwar,  it  ihall  be  reilored 
to  the  Guickwar  -,  and  if  it  ihall  be  a  part  of  the 
Peihwa's  territories,  it  ihall  be  rcftorcd  to  the  Peihwa. 

yi.  The  Engliih  engage,  that  having  allowed  Ra- 
gohaut  Row  a  period  of  four  months,  from  the  time 
when  this  treaty  ihall  become  complete,  to  fix  on  a 
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place  of  refidence,  they  will  not,  after  the  expiration 
of  the  faid  period,  afford  him  any  fupport,  prote6tion, 
or  afliftancC)  nor  lupply  him  with  money  foi;  his  cx- 
pences :  and  the  PeftiMra,  on  his  part,  engages,  that  if 
Ragonaut  Row  will  voluntarily,  and  of  his  own  accord^ 
repair  to  .Maha  Rsyah  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  and 
quietly  refide  with  him,  the  fum  of  25,000  rupees^ 
month  (hall  be  paid  him  for  his  maintenance ;  and  no 
injury  whatever  fhall  be  offered  to  him  by  the  Pelhwa, 
pr  any  of  his  people, 

VII.  The  honourable  Englifti  Eaft  India  company^ 
and  the  Pefhwa,  being  defirous  that  their  refpcdivc 
allies  fhall  be  included  in  this  peace  -,  it  is  hereby  mu- 
tually ftipulated,  that  each  party  fhall  make  peace 
with  the  allies  of  the  other,  in  die  manner  hereinafter 
fpecified. 

VIII.  The  territory  which  has  long  been  the  efla- 
blifhed  jagheer  of  Seeajee  Guickwar,  and  Futty  Sing 
Xjuickwarj  that  is  to  fay,  whatever  territory  Futty 
Sing  Guickwar  poffeffed  at  the  commencement  of 
the  prefent  war,  fhall  hereafter  for  ever  remain  on 
the  ufual  footing  in  his  pofTefTion  5  and  the  faid  Futty 
Sing  Ihall,  from  the  date  of  this  treaty  being  complete, 
pay  for  the  fuaire  to  the  Pefhwa  the  tribute  as  ufual, 
previous  to  the  prefent  war ;  and  fhall  perform  fuch 
fervices,  and  be  fubjeft  to  fuch  obedience,  as  have  long 
been  eftablilhed  and  cuftomary.

The  Pefhwa  engages,  that  whereas  the  Nabob 
Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  having  concluded  a  treaty  with 
him,  hath  diflurbed  and  taken  poffeffion  of  territo- 
ries belonging  to  the  Englifh  and  their  allies,  he  fhall 
be  made  to  relinquifli  themj  and  they  fhall  be  re- 
flored  to  the  company  and  the  Nabob  Mahomed  Ally 
Cawn.  All  prifoners,  that  have  been  taken  on  either 
fide  during  the  war,  fhall  be  releafed ;  and  Hyder  Ally

their  allies,  that  they  wiU  maintain  peace  alfo  towards 
the  Nabob  Hyder  Ally  Cawn,  under  the  conditions 
ipecified  in  the  ninth  anicle  of  this  treaty. 

XL  The  honourable  Eaft  India  company,  and  the 
Pefliwa,  mutually  agree,  that  the  veflels  of  each  fliall 
afford  no  diflurbance  to  the  navigation  of  the  veflels 
of  the  other ;  and  the  veflfels  of  each  fliall  be  allowed 
accefs  to  the  ports  of  the  other,  where  they  fliall  meet 
with  no  moleftation ;  and  the  fuUcft  proteftion  fliall 
be  reciprocally  afforded. 

XII.  The  Pefliwa  and  chiefs  of  the  Maratta  ftate 
fcerejby  agree,  that  the  Englifli  fliall  enjoy  the  privilege 

of 
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of  trade,  as  formerly,  in  the  M aratta  territx>rite^  atkl 
Iball  meet  with  no  kind  of  interruption :  and  in  the 
&me  mamtcr,  the  honourable  Eaft  India  company 
agree,  that  the  fubje6ls  of  the  Peihwa  fhall  be  allowed 
th«  privileges  of  trade,  without  interruption>  in  the  ter- 
ntories  of  the  Englifh. 

XIIL  The  Pefhwa  hereby  engages,  that  he  wiU  not 
iufFer  any  faAories  of  other  European  nations  to  be 
eftabliihed  in  h^s  territories,  or  thofe  of  the  chiefs  de- 
pendent on  him,  excepting  only  fuch  as  arc  already 
cftaUifhed  by  the  Portuguese ;  and  he  will  hold  no  in- 
tcrcourfe  of  friendlhip  with  any  other  European  nations : 
and  the  Englifli  on  their  part  agree,  that  they  will  not 
afford  afliftance  to  any  nation  of  Dcccan  or  Ihdoftan  at 
enmity  with  the  Pefhwa. 

XIV,  The  Englifh  and  the  Pefhwa  mutually  agree, 
that  neither  will  afford  any  kind  of  affiflance  to  the 
enemies  of  the  other. 

XV.  The  honourable  the  governor  general  and 
council  of  Fort  William  engage,  that  thqr  will  not 
permit  any  of  the  chiefs,  dependants  or  fubjefts  of  the 
Englifh>  die  gentlemen  of  Bombay,  Surat,  or  Madras, 
to  aft  contrary  at  any  place  to  the  terms  of  this  treaty : 
in  the  fame  manner  the  Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit 
Purdhan  engages,  that  none  of  the  chiefs  or  fubje&s 
of  the  Maratta  flate  fhall  aft  contrary  to  them, 

XVL  The  honourable  Eafl  India  company,  and  the 
Pefhwa  Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  having  the 
iullefl:  confidence  in  Maha  Rajah  Subadar,  Madhoo 
Row-Sindia,  Bahauder,  they  have  both  requefted  the 
iaid  Maha  Rajah  to  be  the  mutual  guarantee  for  the 
perpetual  and  invariable  adherence  of  both  parties  to 
the  conditions  of  this  treaty ;  and  the  faid  Madhoo 
Row  Sindia,  from  a  regard  to  the  welfare  of  both 
flates,  hath  accordingly  taken  upon  himfelf  the  mu- 
tual guaranty.     If  either  of  the  parties  fhall  deviate 

from 
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i^om  the  conditions  of  this  treaty  >  the  faid  Maha  Rajah 
vill  join  the  other  party,  and  will,  to  the  utmoft  of  liis 
power,  endeavour  to  bring  the  aggreffor  to  a  proper 

underftanding.

XVII.  It  is  hereby  agreed,  that  whatever  territories, 
forts,  or  cities  in  Guzerat  were  granted  by  Ragonaut 
Row  to  the  Englilh,  previous  to  the  treaty  of  colonel 
Upton,  and  have  come  into  their  poffeflion,  the  refti- 
tution  of  which  was  ftipulated  in  the  feventh  article  of 
the  faid  treaty,  Ihall  be  reftored  agreeable  to  the  terms 
of  the  faid  article. 

This  treaty,  confiding  of  feventeen  articles,  is  fettkd 
at  Salbey,  in  the  camp  of  Maha  Rajah  Subadar  Mad- 
hoo  Row  Sindia,  on  the  fourth  of  the  raondi  Junnnad 
ul  Saany,  in  the  year  1 1 97  of  the  Hygera,  correlpond- 
ing.with  the  17th  of  May  178a,  of  tlie  Chriftian  aera, 
by  the  faid  Maha  Rajah  and  Mr.  David  Anderfon.  A 
copy  hereof  ftiall  be  fent  by  each  of  the  above-named 
perfons  to  their  refpeftive  principals  at  Fort  William 
and  Poonah;  and  when  both  copies  being  returned, 
the  one  under  the  feal  of  the  honourable  Eaft  India 
company,  and  fignature  of  the  honourable  the  gover- 
>iior  general  and  council  of  Fort  William,  Ihall  be  de- 
livered to  Maha  Rajah  Madhoo  Row  Sindia,  Ba- 
hauder,  and  the  other  under  the  feal  of  the  Peftiwa 
Madhoo  Row  Pundit  Purdhan,  and  the  fignature  of 
Ballajee  Pundit  Nana  Fumavefe,  fball  be  delivered  to 
Mr.  David  Anderfon,  this  treaty  fliall  be  deemed 
complete  and  ratified,  and  the  articles  herein  con- 
tained ihall  become  binding  on  both  the  contraifbing 
parries.

In  the  name  of  the  moft  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity* 

I T  having  plealed  the  Divine  Providence  to  difpofe 
the  hearts  of  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince 
George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great 
Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  faith, 
Duke  of  Brunfwic  and  Lunenburgh,  Arch-treafurer 
and  Prince  Eleftor  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  &c. 
and  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  forget  all  paft 
mifunderftandings  and  differences  that  have  unliappily 
interrupted  the  good  correfpondence  and  fnendfhip 
which  they  mutually  wifh  to  rcftore ;  and  to  eftablifh

perfons  of  any  other  dcfcription  Ihall  have  free  liberty 
to  go  to  any  part  or  parts  of  any  of  the  Thirteen 
United  States,  and  therein  to  remain  twelve  months 
immolefted  in  their  endeavours  to  obtain  the  reftitution 
offuch  of  their  eftates,  rights,  and  properties,  as  may  have 
been  confifcated :  and  that  Congrefs  (hall  alfo  earneft* 
!y  recommend  to  the  fcveral  fta,tes,  a  re-confideration 
and  rcvifion  of  all  afts  or  laws  regarding  the  premifes, 
lb  as  to  render  the  faid  laws  or  ads  perfectly  confiftenr, 
not  only  with  juftice  and  equity,  but  with  that  fpirit  of 
conciliadon,  which,  on  the  return  of  the  blcflings  of 
peace,  Ihould  univerfally  prevail.  And  that  Congrefe 
fhall  alio  earneftty  recommend  to  the  feveral  ftates, 
chat  the  eftates,  rights,  and  properties  of  fuch  laft-men- 
doned  perfons  (hall  be  reftored  to  them,  they  refund- 
ing to  any  perfons  who  may  be  now  in  pofleflion  the 
iondfide  price  (where  any  has  been  given)  which  fuch 
perfons  may  have  paid  on  purchafing  any  of  the  faid 
lands,  rights,  or  properties,  fince  the  confifcation. 

And  it  is  agreed,  that  all  perfons  who  have  any  intc- 
reft  in  confifcated  lands,  either  by  debts,  marriage 
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toAccaenis,  or  otherwtie,  IhaU  meet  with  no  lawful 
impediment  in  the  pro&cudon  of  their  jufl  rights. 

VI.  That  there  fliall  be  no  future  confifcations 
made,  nor  any  profecutions  commenced  againft  any 
peribn  or  perfbns,  for  or  by  reason  of  the  part  which  lk%^ 
or  they  mav  have  taken  in  the  prefent  war ;  and  that 
no  peribn  mall  on  that  account  fufTer  any  future  lofs  or 
damage  either  in  his  perfon,  liberty,  or  property ;  and 
that  thofe  who  may  be  in  confinement  on  fuch  cliarges 
at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  in  America, 
ihall  be  immediately  fet  at  liberty,  and  the  profecutions 
ib  commenced  be  difcontinued. 

VI I.  There  Ihall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual  peace  be- 
tween his  Britannic  Majeity  and  the  faid  States,  and 
between  the  iubje6bs  of  the  one  and  the  citizens  of  the 
other,  wherefore  all  hoflilities,  both  by  fea  and  land, 
fhall  from  henceforth  ceafe :  all  prifbners  on  both  fides 
fhall  be  fet  at  liberty;  and  his  Britannic  Majefly  fKall 
with  all  convenient  (peed,  -and  without  caufing  any  de- 
flruftion,  or  carrying  away  any  negroes,  or  other  pro- 
perty of  the  American  inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his 
armies,  ganifons,  and  fleets  firom  the  faid  United 
States,  and  from  every  port,  place,  and  harbour  within 
the  fame ;  leaving  in  all  fortifications  the  American 
artillery  that  may  be  therein  :  and  fhall  alio  order  and 
caufe  sdl  archives,  records,  deeds,  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  any  of  the  faid  States,  or  their  citizens,  which  in 
the  courfe  of  the  war  may  have  faUea  into  the  hands 
of  his  officers,  to  be  forthwith  rcltored  and  delivered 
to  the  proper  flates  and  perfons  to  whom  tliey  belong. 

VIII.  The  navigation  of  the  river  MifTiffippi,  from 
its  fource  to  the  ocean,  fhall  for  ever  remain  free  and 
open  to  the  fubjedts  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  citizen^ 
of  the  United  States. 

IX*  In  cafe  it  fhould  fo  happen  that  any  place  or 
territory  bebnging  to  Great  Britain,  or  to  the  United 
States,  fhould  have  been  conquered  by  the  arms  of 
cither,  from  the  other,  before  the  arriv^  of  the  faid 
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provifional  articles  in  America,  it  is  agreed  that  the 
fame  fhall  be  reftored  without  difficulty,  and  without 
ncquiring  any  compenfation.  -  * 

• 

X.  The  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
expedited  in  good  and  due  form,  fhall  be  exchanged 
between  the  contraftihg  parties  in  the  fpace  of  fix 
months,  or  fooner,  if  pofliblc,  to  be  computed  from 
the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

In  witnefs  whereof^  we,  the  underfigned,  their  minif- 
tcfs  plenipotentiary,  have  in  their  name,  and  in 
virtue  of  our  full  powers,  figned  with  our  hands 
the  prefent  definitive  treaty,  and  caufed  the  fcals 
of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  thereto, 

Done  at  Paris,  this  third  day  of  September,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
cighty^three.

His  Britannic  Majcftfs  Full  Power, 

GEORGE    R. 

GEORGE  the  Third,  by  die  grace  of  God,  King 
of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the 
faith,  Duke  of  Brunfwic  and  Lunenburg,  Arch-trea- 
furer  and  Prince  Eleftor  of  the  fioly  Roman  Empire, 
&c.  i  to  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  fhall  come,  greet- 
ing. Whetpas  for  the  perfefting  an^  eftablilhing  the 
peace,  friendftiip,  and  good  undcrftanding,  fo  happily 
commenced  by  the  provifional  articles,  figned  at  Paris 
the  thirtieth  day  of  November  laft,  by  the  commiffion- 
crs  of  us  and  our  good  friends  the  United  States  of 
America,  viz.  New  Hampfhire,  MaflTachufets  Bay, 
Rhode  Ifland,  Conneftiait,  New  York,  Newjerfey, 
Pennfylyania,  the  three  lower  counties  on  Delaware, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
and  Georgia,  jn  North  America  j  and  for  opening, 
promoting,  and  rendering  perpetual,  the  miifu^l  interr 
f  Qyrfe  of  trade  and  copuxiercp  between  owr  kingdoms 
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and  the  dominions  of  the  faid  United  States^  we  have 
thought  proper  to  inveft  fome  fit  peiibn  with  full 
powers,  on  our  part,  to  meet  and  confer  with  the  mi- 
nifters  of  the  faid  United  States,  now  refiding  at  Paris, 
duly  authorized  for  die  accompliihing  of  fuch  laudable 
and  felutary  purpofes  j  Now  know  ye,  that  we,  repof- 
ing  fpecial  truft  and  confidence  in  the  wifdom,  loyalty, 
diligence,  and  circumlpeftion  of  our  trufly  and  weU- 
beloved  David  Hardey,  Efquire  (on  whom  we  have 
therefore  conferred  the  rank  of  our  minifter  plenipo^ 
tentiary)  have  nominated,  conftituted,  andi  appointedi 
and  by  thefe  prefents  do  nominate,  conftitute,  and  ap- 
point him  our  true,  certain,  and  undoubted  commif- 
lioner,  procurator,  and  plenipotentiary;  giving  and 
grandng  to  him  aU  and  all  manner  of  faculty,  power, 
arid  authority,  together  with  general  as  well  as  ipecial 
order  (fo  as  the  general  do  not  derogate  fix)m  the  Ipe- 
cial, nor  on  the  contrary)  for  us,  and  in  our  name, 
to  meet,  confer,  treat,  and  conclude  with  the  minifter 
or  minifters  furnilhcd  with  fufficient  powers  on  the 
part  of  our  faid  good-  friends  the  United  States  of 
America,  of  and  concerning  all  fuch  matters  and 
things  as  may  be  requifite  and  neceflary  for  accom- 
pliihing and  completing  the  feveral  ends  and  purpofes 
herein-before  mendoned;  and  alio  for  us,  and  in  our 
name,'  to  fign  fuch  treaty  or  treaties,  convention  or  con- 
ventions, or  other  inftniments  whatfoever,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  in  the  premifes,  and  mutually  to  deliver 
and  receive  the  fame  in  exchange ;  and  to  do  and  per- 
form all  fuch  other  a(5ts,  matters,  and  things,  as  may 
be  any-ways  proper  and  conducive  t6  the  purpofes 
above  mentioned,  in  as  full  and  ample  form  and  man- 
ner, and  with  the  like  validity  and  cBc6t,  as  we  ourfelf^ 
if  we  were  prcfent,  could  do  and  perform  the  lame : 
engaging  and  promifing,  on  our  Royal  word,  that  we 
wiU  accept,  ratify,  and  confirm,  in  the  moft  effeftual 
manner,  all  fuch  a£ts,  matters,  and  things,  as  ihall  be 
fo  (ranfafled  and  concluded  by  our  aforefakl  commit 
fioner,  procurator,  and  plenipotendary  5  and  that  we 
will  never  fu^er  any  perion  to  yiplate  the  ikme,  in  the 
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whole  or  m  part,  or  to  a£fc  coaenuy  thereto.  In  tefti^ 
mony  and  confirmation  of  all  which,  we  ha«rc  caufed 
ovff  great  feal  of  Great  Britain  to  be  affixed  to  thefe 
prefents,  figned  with  our  Royal  hand*  Giren  at  our 
palace  at  Sl  James's,  the  fourteenth  day  of  May^  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  ftrcn  hundred  and 
ci^ty-three,  and  in  the  twenty-third  year  of  our  reign. 

Full  Power  of  the  United  States  ^America. 

THE  United  States  of  America,  in  Congrefs  af- 
iembled,  to  all  to  whom  thefe  prcfents  fliall  come, 
fend  greeting.  Whereas  thefe  L/nited  States,  from  a 
fincere  defire  of  putting  an  end  to  the  hoftilities  between 
his  moil  Chriilian  Majefty  and  thefe  United  States  on 
the  one  part,  and  his  Britannic  Majefly  on  the  other, 
and  of  terminating  the  fame  by  a  peace,  founded  on 
iuch  folid  and  equitable  principles  as  reafonably  to  pro- 
mife  apermanency  of  the  blcfllngs  of  tranquillity,  did 
heretofore  appoint  the  honourable  John  Aaanis,  late  a 
commiflioner  of  the  United  States  of  America  at  the 
court  of  Verfailles,  late  delegate  in  Congrefs  from  the 
flate  of  Maffachufets,  and  chief  juflice  of  the  faid  flate, 
their  minifter  plenipotenqary,  with  full  powers,  general 
and  fpecial,  to  a£t  in  that  quality,  to  confer,  treat,  agree, 
and  conclude  with  the  ambafladors  or  plenipotenti- 
aries of  his  mofl  ChrifHan  Majefly,  and  of  his  Britannic 
Majefhr,  and  thofe  of  any  other  princes  or  flates  whom 
it  mignt  concern,  relating  to  the  re-eflablifhment  of 
peace  and  fricndfhip :  and  whereas  the  flames  of  war 
nave  fince  that  time  been  extended,  and  other  nations 
and  dates  are  involved  therein :  Now  know  ye,  that 
we  ftiU  continuing  earneftty  defirous,  as  far  as  depends 
upon  us,  to  put  a  flop  to  the  eflufion  of  blood,  and  to 
convince  ihe  Powers  of  Europe,  that  we  wifh  for  no- 
thing more  ardently,  than  to  terminate  the  war  by  a 
fafe  and  honourable  peace,  have  thought  proper  to  re- 
new the  powers  formerly  ^ven  to  tlie  feid  John  Adams, 
and  to  join  four  other  perfons  in  commiflion  with  him; 
and  having  full  confidence  in  the  integrity,  prudence, 

and 
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and  abilitjr  of  the  honourable  Benjamin  Franklin5  our 
imnifter  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  Yerfailk^  and 
the  honourable  John  Jay,  late  prefidcnt  of  0>ngrefs, 
and  chief  juftice  of  the  ftate  of  New  York,  and  our 
minifter  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  Madrid  i  and 
the  honourable  Henry  Laurens,  formerly  prefident  of 
Congrefs,  and  comniiflionated  and  fent  as  our  agent  to 
the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries ;  and  the 
honourable  Thomas  Jefferfon,  governor  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Virginia ;  have  nominated,  conftituted, 
and  appointed,  and  by  thefe  prefents  do  nominate,  con- 
(Htute,  and  appoint,  the  iaid  Benjamin  Franklin,  John 
Jay,  Henry  Laurens,  and  Thomas  Jefferfon,  in  addi- 
tion to  de  faid  John  Adams,  giving  and  granting 
to  them  the  faid  John  Adams,  Benjamin  Franklin^ 
John  Jay,  Henry  Laurens,  and'Thomas  Jefferfon,  or 
the  majority  of  them,  or  of  fuch  of  them  as  may  afTem- 
ble ;  or,  in  cafe  of  the  death,  abfence,  indiipofition,  or 
other  impediment  of  the  others,  to  any  one  of  them, 
full  power  and  authority,  general  and  fpecial,  conjunctly 
and  feparately,  and  general  and  fpecial  command,  to 
repair  to  fuch  place  as  may  be  fixed  upon  for  opening 
negotiations  for  peace ;  and  there  for  us,  and  in  our 
name,  to  confer,  treat,  agree,  and  conclude  with  the 
ambafTadors,  commif&oners,  and  plenipotentiaries  of 
the  Princes  and  ftates  whom  it  may  concern,  veiled 
with  equal  powers,  relating  to  the  eftablifhment  of 
peace  j  and  whatfoever  fhall  be  agreed  and  concluded, 
for  us,  and  in  our  name,  to  fign,  and  thereupon  make  a 
treaty  or  treaties ;  and  to  tranfaft  every  thing  that  may 
be  necefTary  for  completing,  fecuring,  and  ftrengthen- 
ing  the  great  work  of  pacification,  in  as  ample  form, 
and  with  the  fame  effeft,  as  if  we  were  perfonally  pre- 
fent,  andafted  therein;  hereby  promifmg,  in  good 
faith,  that  we  will  accept,  ratify,  fulfil,  and  execute 
whatever  Ihall  be  agreed,  concluded,  and  figned  by 
our  faid  minifters  plenipotentiary,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  or  of  fuch  of  them  as  may  affemble ;  or,  in  cafe 
of  the  death,  abfence,  indifpofition,  or  other  impediment

of  the  others,  by  any  one  of  dicm ;  and  that  we  will 
never  aft,  (lor  fuffer  any  perfoh  to  aft,  contrary  to  the 
fame,  in  whole,  or  in  any  part.  In  witnels  whereof^ 
we  have  caufed  thefe  prefents  to  be  figned  by  our  pre- 
lident,  and  fealed  with  his  feal.
